OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD 


FIRST  DAY-First  Session, 

York,  Pa.,  May  5th,  1864. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  selected  for  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States,  a  large  number  of  delegates,  elected  to  the 
Convention,  assembled  in  Christ’s  Church,  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Lochman.  The  opening  discourse  was  de¬ 
livered,  by  the  appointment  of  the  President,  in  his  absence, 
by  Rev.  Samuel  Sprecher,  D.  D.,  of  Springfield,  0.,  from 
Esther  4:  13,  14.  u  Then  Mordecai  commanded  to  answer 
Esther ,  Think  not  ivith  thyself  that  thou  shalt  escape  in 
the  king's  house ,  more  than  all  the  Jews.  For  if  thou  alto¬ 
gether  boldest  thy  peace  at  this  time ,  then  shall  there  enlarge¬ 
ment  and  deliverance  arise  to  the  Jews  from  another  place  ; 
hut  thou  and  thy  father  s  house  shalt  he  destroyed  :  and  who 
knoweth  whether  thou  art  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a 
time  as  this  P” 

At  the  conclusion  of  public  worship  the  Convention  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman  ap¬ 
pointed  President  pro  tern.  The  meeting  was  opened  with 
singing  and  prayer.  A  letter  was  read  from  Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz, 
the  President  of  the  last  Convention,  assigning,  as  the  cause 
of  his  absence,  the  impaired  condition  of  his  health.  The 
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credentials  of  the  delegates  were  then  presented.  Others  were 
subsequently  received.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pastors3  Fund . 

The  Trustees  of  the  “Pastors’  Fund”  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 
that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  they  have  had  nu¬ 
merous  meetings  and  have  responded  to  all  the  applications  made  to  them 
for  relief.  They  rejoice  in  the  fact,  that  there  is  so  little  destitution  in 
the  Church,  which  appears  from  the  few  applications  made  to  them  for 
aid,  from  those  who  are  the  proper  beneficiaries  of  this  Fund. 

Another  matter  of  rejoicing,  is  the  fact,  that  several  of  oui  District 


Synods  have  at  the  urgent  request  of  General  Synod,  ( Vide  Minutes  1862, 
Resolution  11,  page  18,)  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Pastors' 
Fund,  their  surplus  funds,  unappropriated,  after  the  wants  of  their  own 
“superanuated  ministers,  widows  and  orphans’’  have  been  supplied. 

In  verification  of  this  statement,  the  Trustees  refer  the  members  of 
Synod  to  the  Treasurer’s  report,  hereto  annexed,  showing  the  amount 
received  and  contributed  from  all  sources  including  accumulations  of  in¬ 
terest,  to  wit,  $651  34,  and  the  amount  expended  and  appropriated  since 
the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  to  wit,  $616.  The  sum  now  on  hand  in  the 
way  of  principal  and  accumulation  of  interests  is  nineteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,900)  ;  this  amount  is  invested  as  follows : 

$1,200  due  by  Dr.  David  Gilbert,  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  upon 
property  situate  at  the  Southwest  corner  of  Front  and  Mifflin  sts.,  Phila., 
valued  at  $4,200,  and  the  remainder  $700  in  the  U.  S.  Government 
loan.  Three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  of  the  original  funds,  due  by  Dr. 
Gilbert,  was  realized  in  cash,  March  14,  1863,  by  the  sale  of  certain 
property  in  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  held  by  the  Trustees  as  security  for  fhe 
same  with  the  accumulation  of  interest  to  that  date  and  has  been  re¬ 
invested  as  above  stated. 

The  Trustees  would  correct  an  impression  which  obtained  at  last 
meeting  of  General  Synod  and  is  stated  in  printed  minutes,  page  24,  to 
wit,  “that  the  Trustees  had  procured  an  Act  of  Incorporation.”  This  is 
not  the  fact.  Application  was  made  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Philadelphia  for  this  purpose,  and  was  refused  upon  the  ground,  that  the 
Pastors’  Fund  Society  was  not  a  Local  Society,  it  being  a  creature  of 
the  General  Synod,  included  within  its  province  the  entire  Church  in 
the  United  States.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  might  upon  proper 
application,  confer  corporate  powers  if  desired.  In  conclusion,  the 
Trustees,  through  the  General  Synod,  would  earnestly  urge  upon  the 
several  District  Synods  in  our  connexion  the  necessity  of  contributing 
liberally  to  the  General  Synod’s  Pastors’  Fund,  so  that  this  Fund  may 
be  increased  and  made  sufficient  to  meet  whatever  demands  may  be 
made,  in  the  future,  by  those,  who  in  the  Providence  of  God,  are  likely 
to  become  pensioners  upon  the  bounties  of  the  Church.

Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer  presented  the  following  Protest,  signed 
by  himself  and  others,  against  the  admission  of  the  Franc- 
kean  Synod : 

Protest  against  the  Admission  of  the  FrancJcean  Synod. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  General  Synod,  having  cast  their 
votes  against  the  admission  of  the  Franckean  Synod,  beg  leave  to  re¬ 
cord  the  reasons  of  their  so  voting,  and  to  enter  their  earnest  and 
respectful  protest  against  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  case. 

We  are  happy  to  disclaim  any,  the  least  disposition,  to  impugn  the 
motives  of  the  Brethren  who  were  pleased  to  favor  the  application  of 
the  Franckean  Synod  ;  but  we  are  at  the  same  time  free  to  express  the 
deep  grief  we  feel  in  the  conviction,  that  by  this  action  of  the  General 
Synod  its  Constitution  has  been  sadly  and  lamentably  violated.  That 
violation  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

I.  The  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod,  in  Art  3,  Sec.  3,  provides 
for  the  admission  of  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  solely.  A 
Regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synod  is  one,  that  “holds  the  fundamen¬ 
tal  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  as  taught  by  our  Church,”  By  universal  con¬ 
sent  these  doctrines,  so  taught,  are  expressed  in  the  Augsburg  Confes¬ 
sion.  The  whole  history  of  the  Franckean  Synod  presents  it  as  having 
no  relation  nor  connection  whatever  with  the  Augsburg  Confession  j 
and  upon  diligent  examination  of  its  official  documents  we  have  failed 
to  discover  any  evidence  that  it  has  ever  accepted  of  said  Confession. 
It  is  not  therefore  a  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synod,  and  by 
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admitting  it  as  an  integral  part  of  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Synod 
has  violated  its  Constitution. 


II.  The  General  Synod  is  forbidden  by  its  Constitution  Art.  3,  Sec.  3, 
“to  introduce  such  alterations  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  faith  as 
might  in  any  way  tend  to  burden  the  consciences  of  the  brethren  in 
Christ.”  With  the  strongest  disposition  to  cherish  a  high  personal  re¬ 
gard  for  the  brethren  of  the  ETanckean  Synod,  we  cannot  refrain  from 
solemnly  declaring  that  our  consciences  are  burdened  by  holding  Synod¬ 
ical  connection  with  a  body,  the  declaration  of  whose  faith  is  that  of  the 
Franckean  Synod,  which  declaration  remains  in  force  to  this  day.  Its 
admission,  therefore,  being  so  far  a  practical  alteration  of  matters  ap¬ 
pertaining  to  the  faith,  and  the  setting  up  of  a  new  doctrinal  standard 
of  admission,  is  a  violation  of  the  Constitution. 

III.  The  General  Synod,  in  the  spirit  of  its  Constitution,  requires  and 
prescribes  certain  conditions  as  pre-requisite  to  the  admission  of  any 
Synod  into  connection  with  it.  It  has  admitted  the  Franckean  Synod  as 
an  integral  part  of  itself,  without  a  compliance  with  these  conditions 
on  the  part  of  said  Franckean  Synod,  and  in  so  doing  has  violated  its 
Constitution,  and  establised  a  precedent  which,  if  allowed  to  stand, 
will,  we  conceive,  be  followed  by  most  lamentable  results. 

We  do,  therefore,  respectfully,  yet  most  earnestly,  protest  against  the 
late  action,  by  which  the  Franckean  Synod  was  admitted;  and  request^ 
that  this  our  protest  and  plea,  on  behalf  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  may  be  entered  on  the  Minutes.

From  the  delegation  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

At  the  time  of  the  re-union  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  with  the 
General  Synod,  it  was  resolved  by  the  former  body,  that  “should  the 
General  Synod  violate  its  Constitution,  and  require  of  our  Synod  assent 
to  any  thing  conflicting  with  the  old  and  long  established  faith  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  then  our  delegates  are  hereby  required- 
to  protest  against  such  action,  to  withdraw  from  its  sessions  and  to 
report  to  this  body.”  (Minutes  of  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  for 
1853,  page  18.) 

The  undersigned,  therefore,  representing  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania, 
fully  persuaded,  that  the  terms  upon  which  the  Franckean  Synod  was 
admitted  into  the  General  Synod,  are  in  direct  violation  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  General  Synod,  hereby  protest  against  said  act  of  ad- 
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mission,  and  withdraw  from  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  m 
order  to  report  to  the  Synod  of  Pennsylania  at  its  approaching 
Convention.

J.  J.  Cochran,  Esq.,  from  the  Ilymn  Book  Committee, 
submitted  a  report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  a 
special  Committee,  consisting  of  M.  Jacobs,  D.  D.,  A.  F. 
Ockershausen,  Esq.,  and  J.  K.  English,  Esq. 

Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker,  from  the  Committe  on  the  Liturgy, 
presented  the  following  report  : 


Report  on  the  Liturgy. 

The  Liturgical  Committee,  appointed  at  Lancaster,  in  May,  1862, 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Soon  after  their  appointment  the  General  Committee  held  a  meeting 
in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Lancaster,  and  after 
organizing  itself,  passed  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod's  Liturgy  shall  be  the  basis,  on 
which  the  new  Liturgy  is  to  be  constructed,  the  other  Liturgies,  em¬ 
ployed  in  different  portions  of  our  Church,  to  be  consulted,  and  used  as 
far  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  the  new  Liturgy  shall  have  but  one  form,  for  each 
occasion. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  on  all  subjects,  on  which  difference  of  doctrinal 
sentiment  exists,  Scripture  language,  suited  to  either  or  both  views,  is  to- 
be  employed  without  comment. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  the  following  brethren  be  a  sub-committee  to 
prepare  a  Liturgy  in  conformity  to  the  above  prineinles: 

5.  S.  Schmucker,  Chairman,  S.  Sprecher,  H.  N.  Pohlman,  J.  G, 
Morris,  G  .F.  Krotel. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Committee  shall  hold  a  meeting  at 
York,  Pa.,  on  Wednesday,  the  4th  of  May,  1864,  the  day  preceding 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  to  receive  and  act  on  the  Report  of 
the  sub-committee. 

After  the  agitation  and  alarm  of  our  country,  culminating  in  the 
invasion  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  had  in  some 
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measure  subsided,  the  Chairman  of  ike  Committee  began  to  think  of 
calling  a  meeting  of  the  sub-committee,  and  as  the  consecration  of  the 
great  National  Cemetery,  at  Gettysburg,  would  of  itself  be  an  occasion 
of  great  interest,  the  Chairman  selected  the  day  before  that  event,  for 
the  meeting  of  the  sub-committee,  hoping  thus  to  secure  a  more  full 
attendance.  To  that  invitation  all  the  members  of  the  sub-committee 
respotlded  favorably,  except  Dr.  Sprecher,  who  declined  on  account  of 
the  great  distance,  and  consequent  expense  to  the  Synod.  Dr.  Pohl_ 
man  however,  the  next  most  distant  member,  promptly  attended,  whilst 
others  were  providentially  prevented.  To  him  the  Chairman  submitted 
the  system  of  rubrics,  which  he  had  prepared,  and  they  together  spent 
two  days  in  examining  and  making  selections  of  prayers  and  forms  for 
various  occasions,  and  in  doing  all  they  could  toward  preparing  the 
work  to  be  submitted  to  the  General  Committee.  Owing  to  the  expense 
of  travelling  such  great  distances,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  call 
•another  meeting.  The  Chairman,  therefore,  proeecled  to  finish  the  resi¬ 
due  of  the  work,  according  to  the  principles  fixed  by  the  General 
Committee,  and  agreed  on,  at  the  meeting  in  Gettysburg,  and  took  the 
trouble  during  a  visit  to  Baltimore  and  to  Philadelphia,  to  submit 
the  work  to  all  the  other  members  of  the  sub-committee  except  Dr. 
Sprecher. 

On  Wednesday  last  the  General  Committee  was  to  meet  at  D  o’clock, 
A.  M.  There  being,  however,  no  other  members  in  attendance,  than 
those  who  had  seen  the  work  before;  the  members  present  adjourned 
to  meet  at  2  o’clock,  P.  M.,  after  the  arrival  of  other  trains. 

Of  this  meeting  the  Secretary  handed  the  following  minute,  which 
we  adopt  as  part  of  our  report:  “The  General  Liturgical  Committee 
met  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  Zion’s  Church,  at  2  o’clock,  P.  M.  The 
meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  chairman,  Dr.  Schmucker.  He 
then  read  the  rubrics,  and  different  portions  of  the  forms,  which  were 
considered  as  far  as  the  time  allowed  and  adopted.  It  was  also  resolved, 
that  the  General  Synod’s  Catechism  ought  to  be  published  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Liturgy.  Also  that  the  twenty-one  doctrinal  articles  of 
the  Augsburg  Confession  be  appended,  together  with  the  General 
Synod’s  form  of  obligation  to  them  prescribed  for  Licensure  and  Ordina¬ 
tion  ;  as  well  as  a  week  of  family  prayers. 

It  was  then  resolved  by  the  votes  of  all  present,  except  that  of  the 
Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel,  that  the  Liturgy  with  the  above  named  additions,  be 
recommended  to  the  General  Synod  for  adoption.  The  members  pres¬ 
ent  at  this  meeting  were,  Dr.  Schmucker,  Dr.  Sprecher,  Revs.  Messrs. 
Krotel,  Focht  and  Tingling.” 

Of  the  General  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  only 
twelve  are  elected  to  the  present  Synod,  and  of  the  whole  Committee 
seven  have  examined  the  work,  now  to  be  submitted  to  the  Synod, 


Wc  close  our  report  with  the  remark,  that  in  this  Liturgy  the  system 
of  rubrics  was  prepared  entirely  for  this  book,  and  is  designed  by 

presenting  a  large  amount  of  instruction  to  the  ministers,  how  these 
exercises  shall  be  conducted,  and  to  the  people  on  the  proper  mode  of 
attending  on  them,  in  order  that  greater  uniformity  and  activity  may  be 
secured  in  the  worship  of  God.  Of  the  forms  themselves,  the  largest 
portion  is  taken  from  the  former  Liturgy  of  the  General  Sy»od,  the 
next  largest  portion  from  the  Pennsylvania  Synod’s  English  Liturgy, 
others  from  the  New  York  Liturgy,  and  a  few  from  the  forms  of  Dr. 
Seiss.  In  all  these  forms  various  improvements  have  been  attempted 
in  the  phraseology,  many  long  sentences,  which  were  difficult  to  be  read 
in  public,  have  been  divided  and  remodelled  into  two  and  sometimes 
three  sentences.  On  Baptism  a  new  form  has  been  prepared  embody¬ 
ing  an  argument  for  pedo-baptism ;  on  ordination  also  a  similar  orig¬ 
inal  addition  has  been  made,  and  throughout  the  whole  an  increase 
of  devotional  and  practical  character  has  been  aimed  at.

Resolved ,  That  the  new  Liturgy,  prepared  and  printed  by 
the  Committee,  be  referred  to  the  District  Synods  and 
churches  for  examination,  and  that  a  Committee  of  five  be 
appointed  to  whom  the  action  of  the  several  Synods  shall  be 
submitted,  which  Committee  shall  adjust  and,  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,  endeavor  to  harmonize  said  action,  and  report  the  same 
to  the  General  Synod  ;  and  also  that  this  Committee  be 
authorized  to  make  any  amendments  which  their  judgment 
may  approve.

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  the  State  of  the  Coun¬ 
try  was  postponed  until  to-morrow  morning. 

Rev.  JB.  B.  Hotchkin,  the  delegate  from  the  General  As- 
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sembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  now  invited  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  Convention.  He  presented  the  cordial  salutations 
v  of  the  body  he  represented  and  assured  the  Convention  of 
the  sympathy  of  his  brethren  with  us  in  the  work  in  which 
we  .are  engaged.  The  President  responded  to  the  ad¬ 
dress,  reciprocating  the  kind  sentiments  which  had  been 
expressed. 

.  The  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  again  in  the  afternoon.

F.  Gebhart,  Esq.,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Treasurer’s 
Report,  reported,  that  they  had  examined  the  account  and 
found  the  same  correct. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  now  adjourn  to  meet  to-mor¬ 
row  morning  at  8  o’clock,  and  that  immediatly  after  the 
calling  of  the  roll,  before  the  resumption  of  business,  an  hour 
be  spent  in  devotional  exercises.

SIXTH  DAY-First  Session. 

Wednesday,  8  o’clock,  A.  M.,  May  11. 

The  Synod  re-assembled,  and  spent  an  hour  in  devotional 
exercises. 

Rev.  E.  T.  Senseman,  the  delegate  from  the  United 
Brethren  (Moravian)  Church  now  by  invitation,  addressed 
the  Convention  in  reference  to  the  body,  whose  kind  greet¬ 
ings  lie  presented,  and  expressed  a  desire  for  the  continuance 
of  the  friendly  relations  which  at  present  existed.  The 
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President  cordially  responded  to  the  address  and  assured  him 
-of  our  high  regard  and  best  wishes. 

Rev.  Dr.  Harkev,  from  the  Committe  on  Ecclesias¬ 
tical  Correspondence,  submitted  a  report  which  was  adopted 
as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Correspondence. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  the  following  brethren  were  ap-% 
pointed  delegates  to  the  several  Ecclesiastical  Bodies  named,  with  which 
we  are  in  correspondence  : 

To  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church — Rev..  Dr.  Schmuck- 
><sr,  and  as  his  alternate,  Rev.  D.  Steck ;  To  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  (N.  S.)  Rev.  W.  II.  Harrison,  D.  D.,  and  as 
alternate,  Rev.  S.  Sprecher,  D.  I).  ;  To  the  Evangelical  Church  Union 
of  the  West,  Rev.  S.  W„  Harkey,  D.  D.,  and  as  his  alternate,  Rev.  C. 
Kuhl  5  To  the  Provincial  Synod  of  the  Northern  District  of  the  Church 
of  the  United  Brethren  (Moravian,)  in  North  America,  Rev.  C.  F. 
Welden,  and  as  his  alternate,  Rev.  B.  M.  Sch mucker.  A  report  will 
be  expected  from  these  delegates,  and  your  Committee  would  hereby  re¬ 
spectfully  call  for  it. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  two  Synods  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church  have  been  united  in  a  General  Synod  with  which  our  Corres¬ 
pondence  will  hereafter  be  conducted.  The  first  meeting  of  their  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  was  held  in  Pittsburg,  in  November,  1863.  They  appoint¬ 
ed  the  Rev.  B.  Bausman,  a  delegate  to  this  body,  whose  very  interest¬ 
ing  letter  has  already  been  read  before  us. 

Rev.  Dr.  B.  B.  Hotchkin,  the  delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  we  rejoice  to  see  present  in  our  midst.  lie 
has  already  been  introduced  to  Synod,  and  his  interesting  statements 
listened  to  with  great  pleasure. 

Rev.  E.  T.  Senseman  is  present,  as  the  delegate  from  the  Synod  of 
the  Moravian  Church,  and  has  also  been  received  and  introduced 
to  Synod. 

There  is  no  delegate  in  attendance  from  the  Church  Union  of  the 
West,  nor,  as  far  as  we  know  any  communication  from  that  body. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  would  nominate  the  following  breth¬ 
ren  as  delegates  to  the  next  meeting  of  these  several  bodies  :

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  Synod  of  the  German  Re¬ 
formed  Church. 

The  undersigned,  delegate  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church,  reports,  that,  in  accordance  with  his  appointment, 
he  attended  the  meeting  of  the  said  body  at  Chambersburg,  and  was 
received  in  the  most  Christian  and  friendly  manner.  The  transactions 
of  the  Synod  were  conducted  in  a  laudable  spirit,  aad  evinced  an  earnest 
zeal  for  the  kingdom  of  God  in  general,  and  for  the  German  Reformed 
Church  in  particular.  The  discussion  of  the  Provisional  Liturgy  occu¬ 
pied  the  greater  part  of  the  time  during  his  attendance,  and  he  was 
gratified  to  find  that  its  adoption  was  left  entirely  to  the  option  of  each 
congregation.  An  invitation  was  given  him  to  address  the  Synod,  and 
the  feelings  of  Christian  fellowship,  which  he  took  occasion  to  express, 
were  cordially  and  liberally  responded  to  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Synod.

Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  presented  the  following  report  which  was 
accepted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report,  that  owing  to  the  unpropitious 
ness  of  the  times,  they  have  not  been  able  to  effect  the  object  of  their 
appointment,  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body.  During  the  first  nine 
months,  action  was  delayed  in  consequence  of  the  agitated  state  of  the 
country,  and  the  repeated  menaces  of  invasion  j  and  in  the  hope  of  the 
restoration  of  peace  in  State,  which  would  inspire  us  with  augmented 
hopes  for  the  Church  ;  and  stimulate  us  to  greater  efforts  by  mutual 
correspondence  to  promote  union  and  communion  between  the  differ¬ 
ent  portions  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  in  Europe  and  America. 

About  the  close  of  the  last  year,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Borchard,  during  a 
tour  through  Germany,  published  a  series  of  very  interesting  letters 
on  the  state  of  the  churches  in  that  country,  and  other  communica¬ 
tions,  which  had  been  addressed  to  the  General  Synod,  but  arrived 
after  its  meetings  were  over,  were  published  in  the  Lutheran  Ob¬ 
server.  Your  Committee  hoped  on  the  return  of  the  Rev.  Borchard, 
to  obtain  from  him  a  select  list  of  names  of  distinguished  theologians 
and  ministers,  whom  we  might  address,  with  better  hope  of  replies, 
than  the  former  experience  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres¬ 
pondence  would  authorize  us  to  entertain. 

The  return  of  our  brother  has,  however,  unexpectedly  been  hither¬ 
to  delayed  so  that  nothing  has  been  effected  as  yet.  Whilst  your 
Committee  thus  enumerate  the  causes,  which  prevented  them  from  pre¬ 
senting  any  information  from  foreign  lands,  other  than  that,  which 
reached  the  members  of  the  Synod  generally,  through  the  channel  of 
the  public  press  ;  their  conviction  of  the  importance  of  the  object  is  un¬ 
diminished,  and  they  feel  assured  that,  in  more  propitious  times,  the 
labors  of  a  future  Committee  will  prove  highly  interesting  and  useful  to 
our  Church  in  this  country  and  abroad.

D.,  D.  Luther,  M.  D.,  Hon.  C.  Kugler  and  Isaac  Sul- 
ger,  Esq. 

2.  The  election  of  General  Synod's  Representatives  in 
the  Board  of  Publication. — II.  N.  Pohlman,  D.  D.  and  S.  L. 
Endress,  M.  D.,  were  appointed  tellers,  who  subsequently  re¬ 
ported  the  election  of  Rev.  E.  W.  flutter  and  Rev.  A. 
C.  Wedekind. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Pastors'  Fund. — Rev. 
R.  Neumann  and  Rev.  W.  M.  Baum  were  appointed  tellers, 
who  reported  that  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert  and  W.  W.  Kurtz  had 
been  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Board.

The  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Trustee?,  and  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  respective  reports.

Rev.  Dr.  Passavant,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Country  presented  the  following  report : 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Country, 

Resolved ,  That  having  assembled  a  second  time,  daring  the  pre¬ 
valence  of  civil  war  in  our  land,  this  Synod  cannot  separate,  without 
■solemnly  re-affirming  the  declarations,  adopted  at  our  last  Convention, 
In  reference  to  the  originating  cause  of  the  Rebellion,  the  necessity  of 
its  forcible  suppression,  the  righteousness  of  the  War  which  is  waged 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
national  life,  and  the  consequent  duty  of  every  Christian  to  support 
it  by  the  whole  weight  of  his  influence,  his  prayers  and  his  efforts. 

Resolved ,  That  we  acknowledge  with  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God,  the  various  and  important  successes  which  have  thus  far  crowned 
•our  arms ;  the  merciful  interposition  of  Providence  in  delivering  us 
from  the  invasions  of  the  enemy,  and  in  protecting  our  homes,  our 
churches  and  our  institutions  from  the  desolations  of  war  ;  and  the 
cheering  progress  which  has  been  made  by  the  Government  and  the 
nation,  in  the  recognition  of  the  laws  of  God  and  the  rights  of  man, 
in  the  measures  which  have  been  adopted  for  the  suppression  of  the 
Rebellion. 

Resolved,  That  recognizing  the  sufferings  and  calamities  of  war,  as 
the  righteous  judgment  of  a  just  God,  visited  upon  us  for  our  trans¬ 
gressions,  we  call  upon  our  pastors  and  churches  to  unite  with  us  in 
the  confession  of  our  many  and  grievous  individual  and  national  sins, 
and  in  fervent  supplications  for  the  divine  forgiveness,  that  as  a  people 
we  may  break  off  sins  by  righteousness,  and  do  justly,  love  mercy  and 
walk  humbly  with  God. 

Resolved ,  That  as  persistent  efforts  are  making  among  us,  by  pro¬ 
fessedly  Christian  writers,  to  prove  from  the  Holy  Scriptures  the 
•divine  institution  of  American  Slavery,  the  principal  cause  of  this 
wicked  Rebellion,  we,  the  delegates  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  hereby  express  our  un¬ 
qualified  condemnation  of  such  a  course,  which  claims  the  sanction  of 
the  merciful  God  and  Father  of  us  all  for  a  system  of  human  oppres¬ 
sion,  which  exists  only  by  violence,  under  cover  of  iniquitous  laws.

Rev.  Dr.  Baugher,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Christian 
Commission,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  receiv¬ 
ed  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Christian  Commission. 

The  operations  of  the  Christian  Commission  have  been  before  the 
Church  during  the  last  three  years.  Their  work  is  most  noble  ami 
praiseworthy.  Every  battle-field  and  hospital  bears  testimony  to  its 
timely  relief  administered  to  the  bodies  and  the  souls  of  our  suffering 
soldiers.  To  continue  and  carry  forward  this  work  this  Commission 
requires  funds  ;  especially  now  during  the  fearful  battles  in  progress 
and  before  the  country,  in  this,  as  it  is  hoped,  the  last  campaign  of 
the  rebellion.  God  has  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  churches  in  this  way- 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  hundreds  of  thousands  under  circumstances 
favorable  to  success.  Your  Committee,  therefore,,  present  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions  : 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  the  Christian  Commission  to  our 
churches  as  a  safe  and  successful  channel  for  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  to  our  soldiers. 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  that  monthly  or  quarterly  collec¬ 
tions  he  taken  in  our  churches  for  the  support  of  this  truly  Chris 
tian  work. 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  the  formation  of  relief  associations  in 
every  church  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  clothing,  food,  beverages, 
stimulants  and  other  articles,  useful  to  the  wounded  and  sick. 
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Resolved ,  That  an  authenticated  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to 
the  Christian  Commission.

Synod  were  then  proposed,  but  pending  the  discussion  of 
which  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  to-morrow  morning 
at  8  o’clock. 

SEVENTH  BAY— First  Session. 

Thursday,  8  o’clock,  May  12,  1864. 

The  Synod  re-assembled  and,  after  the  usual  devotional 
exercises,  proceeded  to  business. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  taken 
up,  discussed  and  adopted  as  follows : 


Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 


Resolved ,  That  the  following  propositions  for  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  be  sent  down 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presidents  of  the  several  District 
Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request 
that  they  lay  them  before  their  respective  Synods  for 
decision  : 

1.  Amendment  to  Article  II.  in  relation  to  the  ratio  of 
representation.  Strike  out  the  second  paragraph  of  said  Ar¬ 
ticle  and  insert  the  following:: 

O 


“Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  containing  eight  min¬ 
isters  may  send  one  ;  if  it  contain  sixteen,  two ;  if  twenty- 
four,  three;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if  forty,  five;  if  fifty-five, 
six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty -five,  eight ;  and  if  it  con¬ 
tain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank 
of  ordained  ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates. 
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Each  Synod  at  present  connected  with  this  body  shall 
be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical,  and  one  lay  repre¬ 
sentative.” 

2.  Amendment  to  Art.  III.  Sec.  3,  in  relation  to  the 
admission  of  Synods.  Strike  out  said  Sec.  3,  and  insert  the 
following  : 

“All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in 
connection  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding 
with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers  the 
Word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canonical  Scriptures  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  a 
correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Di¬ 
vine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  founded  upon 
that  Word,  may  at  any  time,  become  associated  with  the 
General  Synod,  by  complying  with  the  requisitions  of  this 
Constitution,  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ratio  specified  in  Article  II.” 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  in  reference  to 
alleged  errors  in  the  Augsburg  Confession  were  presented 
and  adopted  : 

Whereas ,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luther¬ 
an  Church,  in  the  Lnited  States,  has  recognized  the  Augs¬ 
burg  Confession,  both  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  and  in  the  Constitution,  recommended  to  District 
Synods  as  well  as  in  her  Liturgy,  and 

Whereas ,  Our  churches  have  been  agitated  by  the  imputa¬ 
tion  of  grave  and  dangerous  errors  in  this  Confession,  so  that 
amid  conflicting  statements  many  who  are  sincerely  desirous 
of  knowing  the  truth  are  distracted,  knowing  not  what  to  be¬ 
lieve,  and  the  danger  of  internal  conflict  and  schism,  is  greatly 
increased,  and, 

Whereas ,  the  General  Synod,  according  to  its  Con¬ 
stitution,  “shall  apply  all  their  powers,  their  prayers  and 
their  means  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us,”  we 
therefore,  in  Synod  assembled,  in  the  presence  of  the  Search- 
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fer  of  hearts,  desire  to  declare  to  our  churches  and  before  the 
world,  our  judgment  in  regard  to  the  imputation  of  these 
errors  and  the  alienation  among  brethren  which  may  arise 
from  them  :  •  $ 

Resolved ,  That  while  this  Synod,  resting  on  the  word  of 
God  as  the  sole  authority  in  matters  of  faith  on  its  infallible 
warrant,  rejects  the  Romish  doctrine  of  the  real  presence  or 
Transubstantiation,  and  with  it  the  doctrine  of  Consubstan- 
iiation,  rejects  the  Romish  mass,  and  all  the  ceremonies  dis¬ 
tinctive  of  the  mass;  denies  any  power  in  the  sacraments,  as 
an  opus  operatum,  or  that  the  blessings  of  Baptism,  and  the 
Lord's  Supper,  can  be  received  without  faith  ;  rejects  auri¬ 
cular  confession  and  priestly  absolution  ;  holds  that  there  is 
no  priesthood  on  earth,  but  that  of  all  believers,  and  that 
God  only  can  forgive  sins ;  and  maintains  the  divine  obliga¬ 
tions  of  the  Sabbath,  and  while  we  would  with  our  whole 
heart  reject  any  part  of  any  Confession  which  taught  doc¬ 
trines  in  conflict  with  this,  our  testimony  ;  nevertheless,  be¬ 
fore  God  and  his  Church,  we  declare,  that  in  our  judgment, 
the  Augsburg  Confession,  properly  interpreted,  is  in  perfect 
consistence  with  this  our  testimony  and  with  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures  as  regards  the  errors  specified. 

v 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  also  pre¬ 
sented  and  adopted  for  the  prevention  of  disintegration 
in  the  Church  and  the  maintenance  of  fraternal  union  : 

Whereas ,  This  General  Synod,  in  order  to  set  forth  more 
fully  its  doctrinal  basis  and  with  the  view  of  checking  the 
tendency  to  disintegration  amongst  us,  and  uniting  us  more 
firmly  in  fraternal  union,  has  proposed  to  District  Synods 
an  amendment  to  its  Constitution,  and, 

Wh  ereas ,  We  are  anxiously  desirous  of  giving  the 
fullest  assurance  to  all  our  churches  of  our  sincerity  in 
this  matter,  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  this  General  Synod  most  unqualifiedly 
reprobates  and  condemns  the  course,  so  frequently  pursued, 
of  denouncing  each  other  as  cold  formalists  on  the  one  hand, 
and  on  the  other,  as  traitors  to  the  Lutheran  Church. 
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Resolved,  That  this  Synod  most  earnestly  recommends 
to  the  District  Synods,  and  urges  them  to  call  to  account  any 
of  its  members  who  may  be  guilty  of  denouncing  their 
brethren  on  account  of  their  differences  of  views  on  the  non- 
essential  features  in  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

The  following  resolutions  relative  to  candidates  for  the  min¬ 
istry  and  licentiates  were  adopted  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  District  Synods  instruct  their  licen¬ 
tiates,  in  taking  charge  of  churches,  to  attend  to  the  regula¬ 
tion  which  requires  permission  from  the  President  to  do  so  in 
advance  of  any  steps  towards  it. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Synods  abstain  from  receiving  into  the 
Ministry,  either  by  licensure  or  ordination,  applicants  who 
have  been  under  the  care  of  other  Synods. 

Resolved ,  That  the  rejected  of  one  Synod  should  not  be 
received  by  another. 

Resolved ,  That  uniformity  in  the  qualifications  and 
mode  of  induction  of  applicants  be  recommended,  and 
that,  in  order  to  meet  the  requisitions  of  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament  that  hands  be  laid  suddenly  on  no  man,  proba¬ 
tion  precede,  and  not  follow  induction  into  the  Ministry. 

Rev.  Dr.  Baugher,  from  the  Committee,  appointed  to  an¬ 
swer  the  Protest  of  Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer  and  others,  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  report  which  was  adopted  : 

Reply  to  the  Protest. 

The  Committee,  appointed  to  reply  to  the  Protest  of  the  delegation 
of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  and  others,  represent  that  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  protestants  is  based  upon  three  allegations  : 

1st.  That  the  Franckean  Synod  is  not  a  regularly  constitu¬ 
ted  Lutheran  Synod  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Synod,  Art.  3,  Sec.  3.  It  is  admitted  that  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod,  does  not  define  the  mode  by  which  a 
regularly  constituted  Synod  may  be  formed.  The  protestants  therefore 
make  their  own  definition  and  affirm  that  a  Lutheran  Synod,  by  univer¬ 
sal  consent,  is  one  which  holds  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  as  taught 
in  the  Augsburg  Confession.  We  accept  of  the  definition  and  go  with 
6 
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them  one  step  farther  and  admit,  that  the  Franckean  Synod  has  not 
formally  adopted  the  Augsburg  Confession.  They  have,  however, 
formally  adopted  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  and  have 
declared  verbally,  and  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  in  a  written  record, 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Minutes  of  this  body,  “That  they  believed 
that  in  adopting  the  Constitution  of  this  Synod,  they  were  adopting  the 
doctrinal  basis  which  is  required  by  this  Synod,”  which  is  the  Augs¬ 
burg  Confession.  What  these  brethren  affirm  that  they  believed  they 
were  really  doing,  they  do  not  hesitate  to  declare  their  Synod  will  do 
formally  at  its  next  regular  session.  Moreover  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  ends  of  truth  and  righteousness  in  this  matter,  and  to 
satisfy  the  minds  of  the  doubting  and  fearful,  the  resolution  of  this 
body  requires  them  to  adopt  in  a  formal  manner  the  doctrinal  basis  of 
the  Lutheran  Church,  viz,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  containing 
the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Word  of  God,  or  forfeit  their  connec- 
connection  with  this  body.  We  think,  therefore,  that  whilst  we  have 
conceded  to  the  Franckean  Synod  confidence  in  their  affirmed  convictions 
we  have  secured  the  General  Synod  against  the  introduction  into  its 
body  of  a  Synod  which  is  not  Lutheran. 

2.  The  protestants  complain  “that  we  have  violated  the  Constitution 
by  introducing  alterations  in  it  pertaining  to  the  faith,  which  burdens 
their  consciences.”  We  solemnly  declare  that  we  have  not  willingly 
or  consciously,  violated  the  constitution  of  this  Synod,  nor  burdened  the 
consciences  of  these  brethren,  nor  set  up  a  new  doctrinal  standard  of 
admission,  nor  do  we  think  that  their  statements  prove  that  we  have. 
In  confirmation  of  this  position  we  refer  to  what  has  been  written  in 
reference  to  the  first  allegation. 

3.  They  allege,  that  we  have  admitted  the  Franckean  Synod  without 
a  compliance  with  the  conditions,  required  by  the  Constitution.  We 
reply  that  they  (the  Franckean  Synod)  aver  that  they  have  really, 
although  not  formally  complied  and  that  their  formal  compliance 
shall  be  secured  at  their  next  stated  meeting. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  is  indefinite  in 
its  requirements  on  this  point,  we  have  yielded  this  point  as  has  been 
done  in  the  admission  of  other  Synods,  until  the  formal  action 
required  may  be  had.  We  have  yielded  to  the  consciences  of 
some  of  the  brethren  that  we  might  more  certainly  harmonize  the 
whole  Synod.

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Rev.  Dr.  Schtnucker,  from  the  Committee  on  the  German 
population  of  North  America,  submitted  the  following  report 
which  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  German  Population  in 

North  America. 

The  Committee  on  the  German  population  in  North  America,  re¬ 
spectfully  submit  the  following  report.  The  language  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment  was  found  to  be  so  general,  that  it  does  not  mark  out  any 
definite  line  of  thought  or  investigation  for  us  to  pursue.  From  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  however,  we  infer  that  our  appointment  was 
designed  to  refer  to  the  religious  condition  of  the  Germans,  and  the 
best  method  of  promoting  the  cause  of  true  religion  amongst  them. 
The  importance  sf  the  Germanic  nations  in  past  ages,  their  ethnologi¬ 
cal  history,  and  even  their  colonization  in  this  country,  though  sub¬ 
jects  of  grave  interest,  lie  beyond  the  proper  bounds  of  our  present 
investigation.  The  topics,  on  the  other  hand,  which  claim  our  atten¬ 
tion,  are,  the  present  number  of  Germans  in  our  country,  their  locality, 
their  religious  condition  and  religious  wants.  To  these  aspects  of 
their  condition,  must  all  remedial  efforts  be  adapted.  These  arc 
the  bases  on  which  all  instrumentalities  for  their  improvement 
must  rest. 

I.  Of  their  number.  After  considerable  effort  to  reach  the  truth  on 
this  subject,  by  a  reference  to  various  sources  of  information,  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  entire  number  of  Germans  amongst  us  of  foreign  birth, 
together  with  their  children  born  in  this  country,  is  about  4,000,000  j 
of  which  about  one-third,  (1,333,333)  are  Lutherans  or  of  Lutheran 
parentage  and  education. 

According  to  the  census  of  1860,  the  number  of  the  entire  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States  was  31,149,531,  of  which  4,136,175  were 
born  in  foreign  countries.  Of  these  the  Germans  amounted  to  1,301,- 
136,  who  together  with  their  children,  born  in  this  country  before  and 
since  the  date  of  the  census,  would  justify  the  estimate  of  our  entire 
German  population  at  about  4,000,000,  of  which  about  one-third  are 
Lutherans,  or  of  Lutheran  extraction.  Of  those  born  and  educated  in 
Germany,  a  very  large  portion  are  Lutherans  only  in  name,  having  im¬ 
bibed  infidel  principles  in  Europe  and  thousands  of  them  are  professed 
unbelievers. 

Whilst  a  large  number  of  these  Germans  are  fundamentally  sound  in 
the  faith,  and  many  of  them  eminently  pious  and  self-denying  ;  it  is 
the  infidel  and  merely  nominally  Lutheran  portion  of  them,  which 
embitters  the  life  of  many  German  ministers,  and  renders  difficult 
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SLfta  sometimes  unsuccessful,  all  efforts  made  to  bring  them  un¬ 
der  the  influence  of  evangelical  truth  and  Christian  discipline. 

IJ.  As  to  the  locality  of  the  German  portion  of  our  population,  the 
tide  of  immigration  has  of  late  years  chiefly  tended  toward  the  North¬ 
western  portions  of  our  country,  namely  the  States  of  Wisconsin,  whose 
population  in  1860  was  15  per  cent.  German,  Indiana,  14  per  cent., 
Minnesota,  10  per  cent.,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Ohio  and  California  each  7 
per  cent.,  New  York,  6  and  Pennsylvania  4  per  cent.;  whilst  the 
States  of  Penns}dvania  and  Ohio  still  contain  the  largest  population  of 
German  descent,  in  the  second  and  third  generations,  although  at  present 
to  a  large  extent  anglicised. 

III.  In  regard  to  the  religious  wants  of  our  German  population,  they 
are  certainly  less  amply  supplied  with  the  preached  word,  and  other 
privileges  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  than  some  other  churches  of  our 
country.  The  larger  portion  of  German  ministers  have  charge  of  three 
or  four  congregations,  and  can  therefore  devote  only  a  third  or  fourth 
portion  of  their  time  to  each.  Of  course  pastoral  visitations,  sabbath 
schools  and  week-day  meetings  of  every  kind,  such  as  bible  classes, 
prayer  meetings,  catechetical  exercises,  can  be  but  partially  at¬ 
tended  to,  in  congregations  enjoying  only  a  portion  of  the  minis¬ 
ter’s  time. 

In  periodical,  religious  literature,  our  German  churches  are  com¬ 
paratively  well  supplied  as  to  number  of  publications  ;  although  many 
of  them  have  but  a  limited  circulation,  which  ought  to  be  greatly 
increased. 

IV.  We  have  thus  arrived  at  what  must  undoubtedly  be  regarded 
the  most  important  and  difficult  part  of  our  duty,  the  determination  of 
the  means,  by  which  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer,  the  cause  of  true  piety 
and  religion,  can  best  be  promoted  among  the  German  portion  of  our 
Church  and  country. 

1.  Among  these  necessary  means,  a  prominent  place  must  certainly 
be  assigned  to  the  increase  of  German  Schools.  The  system  of 
schools  which  has  given  to  the  land  of  our  fathers,  the  most  learned 
and  best  educated  population  on  errth,  has  been  introduced,  with  some 
improvements  of  a  more  practical  tendency,  into  the  Northern  and 
Western  States  of  our  Union.  But  the  separation  of  the  population 
of  professed  Christians  into  different  denominations,  has  prevented  the 
introduction  of  that  amount  of  religious  instruction  which  is  desirable, 
each  denomination  fearing,  that  the  peculiarities  of  the  other  might  be 
favored.  In  Germany  there  is  fully  as  great  a  diversity  of  doctrinal 
sentiments;  but  no  houses  of  worship  are  allowed  except  those  of  the 
established  churches,  which  all  must  frequent,  who  attend  public  wor¬ 
ship  at  all.  And  the  government,  which  thus  rules  the  Church,  also 


'determines  the  nature  and  amount  of  religious  instruction  to  be  given  m 
#»e  public  schools. 

Still,  the  reading  of  the  Bible  is  a  daily  exercise  in  the  greater  part 
of  our  public  schools,  and  thus  a  large  amount  of  religious  knowledge 
is  inculcated,  without  any  sectarian  bias.  Each  religious  denomina¬ 
tion  must  add  what  ever  additional  religious  instruction  they  deem 
requisite,  by  inculcating  in  their  members  the  duty  of  daily  worship  in 
their  families,  as  well  ashy  Sunday  Schools,  and  pastoral  catechization. 
The  great  body  of  English  churches  find  this  arrangement  satisfactory, 
•and  much  good  might  be  done  in  the  same  way  in  German  com¬ 
munities,  in  addition  to  the  urging  and  demanding  of  German 
instruction  in  the  free  schools,  with  the  daily  reading  of  the  New 
Testament. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Formula  of  Government  and  Discipline  of 
the  General  Synod,  recommends  the  establishment  of  congregational 
schools,  under  the  direction  of  the  pastor  and  chui'ch  council  ;  and  in 
•these  the  German  language  ought  also  to  be  taught,  whenever  necessa¬ 
ry  for  German  children.  This  recommendation  was  indeed  made 
before  the  free  school  system  was  introduced  in  the  Middle  or  Western 
•States,  and  has  to  a  great  extent  been  superseded  by  its  adoption. 
The  prevailing  judgment  of  our  most  enlightened  patriots  and  divines 
of  all  Protestant  denominations  is,  that  free  schools  should  be  sustain¬ 
ed,  and  the  Bible  be  every  where  introduced  into  them.  Because  in¬ 
telligence  among  the  populace  generally,  together  with  industry  aud 
virtue,  is  essential  to  the  permanence  of  our  republican  or  democratic 
institutions;  and  joint  education  of  the  rising  generation  in  the  same 
schools,  is  requisite  to  produce  that  unity  of  feeling  and  commingling 
•of  nationalities,  which  are  necessary  for  the  permanent  unity  of  our 
nation.  Yet  where  parochial  schools  exist,  the  German  langurge  should 
receive  all  due  attention. 

2.  One  or  more  Normal  Schools  should  be  established  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  well  qualified  teachers,  who  can  instruct  both  in  the  German 
and  English  languages. 

3.  Provision  should  be  made  for  a  greatly  increased  number  of  pious 
aud  educated  German  ministers. 

4.  A  correspondence  should  be  opened  and  sustained  between  our 
German  Synods  and  the  Missionary  Seminaries  and  Societies  of  Ger¬ 
many  iu  order  to  secure  the  services  of  more  meu  of  proper  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  the  American  field, 

5.  Suitable  efforts  should  be  made  to  circulate  more  extensive¬ 
ly  a  sanctified  religious  literature  throughout  the  German  popu¬ 
lation. 

By  all  these  and  other  measures,  which  would  suggest  themselves  in 
the  progress  of  the  work,  immense  results  might  be  achieved  by  the

blessing  of  God.  The  destitute  German  congregations  might  speedily 
be  supplied  with  the  ordinances  of  our  holy  religion,  the  myriads  of 
neglected  Germans,  who  attend  no  place  of  worship  at  all  might  be 
gathered  into  the  fold  of  Christ,  the  borders  of  our  Lutheran  Zion 
be  immeasurably  extended,  and  the  peace  and  increasing  union 
of  our  Church,  and  the  Church  of  Christ,  in  general,  be  promoted. 

To  greater  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  German  destitute  population,  we 
should  feel  incited  not  only  by  a  solemn  sense  of  duty  aud  love  to  tho 
Saviour  who  died  for  us  all  j  but  even  by  the  fact  that  other  denomina¬ 
tions  have  taken  part  in  this  neglected  work. 

From  the  “Zeitschrift’7  of  Rev,  Probst  of  Allentown,  who  deserves 
great  credit  for  his  zealous  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  cause  among  the 
Germans,  we  learn,  that  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  in  the 
German  field  24G  travelling  preachers,  204  local  preachers,  21,532 
communicants  ;  that  she  has  Church  property  valued  at  $556,210 
and  20,476  Sabbath  scholars  aud  teachers.  The  “Evangelische  Ge- 
meinschaft,”  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  Methodist  denomina¬ 
tion,  has  392  travelling  preachers,  about  300  local  preachers, 
45,053  church  members,  563  churches,  115  pastoral  residences, 
church  property  valued  at  562,800,  Sabbath  scholars  21,931,  Sab¬ 
bath  teachers  5,405. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  considerations,  which  we  might  easily 
enlarge  if  necessary,  your  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following 
resolutions  for  the  adoption  of  the  Synod  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  con¬ 
viction,  that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  can  and  ought  to 
make  far  greater  efforts  than  she  has  hitherto  done,  to  supply  the 
religious  wants  of  that  large,  increasing  and  destitute  portion  of  our 
our  population,  the  German  immigrants. 

Resolved ,  That  in  order  that  these  efforts  may  be  conducted  with 
energy  and  success,  we  recommend  especially  to  our  several  German 
ecclesiastical  bodies  to  direct  their  efforts  to  the  above  named  de¬ 
siderata,  the  increase  of  German  schools,  of  German  teachers,  of 
German  preachers,  and  the  more  general  circulation  of  sanctified  Ger¬ 
man  literature. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  cordially  recommends  to  all 
their  churches,  both  English  aud  German,  to  devote  a  liberal 
portion  of  their  religious  donations  to  the  above  named  important 
purposes.

Rev.  Dr.  Jacobs,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Report 
of  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  submitted  a  report  which  was 
amended  ami  adopted  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Hymn  Book  Committee . 

The  undersigned,  having  examined  the  report  of  the  Ilymn  Book 
Committee  and  the  accompanying  papers,  respectfully  report  a3 
follows  : 

1.  That  they  find  among  these  papers  an  Article  of  Agreement, 
between  the  Committee  and  T.  Newton  Kurtz,  in  regard  to  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  l2mo.  and  the  lGmo,  editions  of  the  [Hymn  Book,  both 
printed  from  the  same  plates.  This  agreement  they  find  signed  by  T. 
N.  Kurtz,  but  not  by  the  Committee.  It  is,  however,  due  to  the  former 
to  state  that  he  has  felt  himself  bound  by  this  agreement,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  informality  referred  to,  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Synod,  the  premiums  on  his  sales,  and  that  he  has  also  paid  five  cents 
per  copy  on  the  Carolina  Ecclesiae,  in  consideration  of  having  received 
the  imprimatur  of  Synod. 

2.  That  your  Committee  are  not  convinced,  that  it  would  be  best  for 
Synod  to  restrain  the  publication  of  the  16mo.  and  the  18mo.  editions 
of  the  Hymn  Book,  provided  favorable  terms  can  be  procured  from  the 
publishers. 

3.  That  they  recommend  the  re-adoption  of  the  action  of  the  last 
General  Synod,  as  follows  :  “That  the  control  and  management  of  the 
publication  of  the -Catechism,  Hymn  Book,  Liturgy,  and  other  books 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  power  to  control  for  the  publication  of 
the  several  editions  of  the  same,  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee.”  This  discretion  is  the  more  necessary,  at  present,  as  the 
extraordinary  condition  of  our  country  very  materially  affects  the  prices 
ol  publication. 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  income  of  Synod,  from  the  sales 
of  its  publications,  falls  considerably  below  the  actual  and  increasing 
expenses  of  Synod,  your  Committee  recommend  that  annual  collections 
be  taken,  in  the  churches  of  the  several  District  Synods,  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  a  fund  to  defray  the  mileage  of  the  delegates  and  other 
necessary  expenses  of  Synod,  and  that  any  surplus  funds  that  might 
thereafter  remain  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Synod  be  appropriated,  at  tho 
time,  to  the  Missionary  or  Education  Treasuries  of  the  General 
Synod. 

5.  That  the  proposed  collection  be  taken  on  or  near  the  first  Sabbath 
of  April  in  each  year,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  Synod  be  instructed 
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So  give  notice  to  the  churches  four  weeks  before  the"time  of  collection

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  the  for¬ 
mer  President  of  this  General  Synod,  Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  I),  D.,  LL.  D., 
report  that  they  have  examined  said  document,  and  would  propose  for 
adoption,  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  this  Synod  has  learned  with  sincere  regret,  the  rapidly 
declining  health  of  its  late  President,  and  his  consequent  inabil¬ 
ity  to  discharge  his  official  duties  at  the  opening  of  its  present 
Convention. 

2.  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  our  respected  father  and  brother 
in  his  present  affliction,  and  most  fervently  pray  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  that,  if  it  be  consistent  with  his  purposes,  his  heal-h  may  be 
restored  and  his  life  prolonged  for  the  promotion,  of  the  interests  of  his 
kingdom  amongst  us. 

3.  That  we  highly  appreciate  the  kind,  fraternal  and  Christian  spirit 
evinced  in  the  communication,  and  assure  our  father  and  brother,  that, 
if  we  know  our  own  hearts,  we  are  at  peace  with  him  ;  and,  con¬ 
scious  of  our  many  individual  infirmities,  also  claim  for  ourselves  the 
same  generous  indulgence. 

4.  That  we  approve  of  the  appointment  of  Rev..  Prof.  S.  Sprecher^ 
D.  D.,  to  preach  the  Synodical  Sermon  at  the  opening  of  the  present 
session  of  Synod.

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The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  General  Synod,  at  Gettysburg,  was  then  read  by  the 
President  of  the  Board,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Minutes  of  the  General  Synod. 

Report  on  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg ,  Pa. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  the  undersigned  begs  leave  to  present  the  follow¬ 
ing  report : 

The  years  that  have  passed  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  have  not  only  been  memorable  in  the  history  of  our  country, 
but  likewise  in  that  of  our  Institution.  Its  buildings  and  site  consti¬ 
tuted  a  part  of  the  battle-field  of  Gettysburg.  The  Seminary  edifice?- 
the  Professors’  houses,  and  the  grounds  around  them,  received  consid¬ 
erable  damage,  during  the  momentous  struggle,  between  the  Union  and 
Rebel  armies.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratitude  to  God,  however,  that  the 
injury  done  was  no  greater,  and  that  the  Professors  and  their  families 
escaped  the  dangers,  to  which  they  were  exposed. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to 
repair  the  damage  done,  and  to  raise  the  funds  to  defray  the  expenses 
incurred.  The  churches  responded  promptly  to  the  appeal  made  to 
them,  and  contributed  between  three  and  four  thousand  dollars  for  the 
work  of  repair,  which  has  been  almost  completed,- 

A  number  of  the  theological  students  joined  a  company  of  volun¬ 
teers,  organized  among  the  students  of  Pennsylvania  College,  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  the  call  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  one  of  them  be¬ 
came  their  captain.  So  prompt  was  their  action,  that  they  were  first 
mustered  into  service.  Their  patriotism  received  its  merited  commeti- 
datiou  in  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Board. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  last  session  was 
twenty-three.  The  endowment  fund  is  upwards  of  $32,000.  The 
change  made  in  the  number  of  sessions,  and  in  the  studies  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  Professors,  meets  expectations  and  is  likely  to  become  permanent. 
Various  changes,  having  thus  become  necessary  in  the  Constitution,  a 
Committee  was  appointed  in  August  last,  to  make  the  required  amend¬ 
ments,  action  upon  the  report  of  whom  will  be  taken  at  its  next  an¬ 
nual  meeting. 

Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  the  chairman  of  the  Faculty,  has  given  the 
constitutional  notice,  that  he  intends  resigning  the  Professorship  of 
Didactic  Theology,  in  August  next.  His  name  has  been  connected 
with  the  Seminary  from  its  commencement  until  now.  He  took  a 
prominent  part  in  laying  its  foundations,  has  labored  thirty-eight  years', 
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as  its  theological  head,  ^xnd  deserves  and  will  receive  the  last' 
mg  gratitude  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

May  He  wrho  has  watched  over  this  “School  of  the  Prophets,”  and 
made  it  the  principal  source  of  the  supply  of  our  Colleges  and  Semina¬ 
ries,  and  of  our  churches  and  missions,  so  continue  to  smile  upon  it 
and  all  entrusted  with  its  management,  that  it  may  continue  to  send 
forth  a  large  number  of  properly  qualified  ambassadors  for  Christ,  by 
whose  labors,  the  waste  places  of  Zion  may  be  supplied,  her  pulpit® 
filled,  her  borders  extended,  and  God  glorified  !

Rev.  Dr.  Harrison,  from  the  Committee  on  our  Literary 
and  Theological  Institutions,  presented  a  report  which 
was  also  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Synod. 

Report  on  our  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

« 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  report  the  condition  of  the  several 
Institutions  of  our  Church,  regret  that,  nothwithstanding  their  earnest 
endeavor  to  get  a  full  exhibit  of  each,  we  are  able  only  to  give  but  a 
limited  statement,  prepared  by  brethren  more  particularly  connected 
with  such,  as  are  herewith  reported.  There  are  several  others  from 
which  in  our  limited  time  we  could  learn  nothing. 

Pennsylvania  College. — In  these  troublous  times  most  institutions  of 
learning  have  suffered  severely  both  in  the  diminution  of  students  and 
in  the  diversion  of  general  and  special  interest.  Pennsylvania  College 
has  not  altogether  proved  an  exception  to  this  statement.  The  number 
of  students,  for  the  last  two  years,  has  net  been  as  large  as  formerly. 
Yet  it  is  a  matter  of  profound  gratitude  to  God,  that  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  things  are  as  prosperous  as  they  really  are.  When  it  is 
remembered  that  Gettysburg  has  become  classic  ground,  not  only  for 
the  Lutheran  Church,  but  for  universal  history,  by  reason  of  the  most 
terrific  battle  that  has  been  fought  on  this  continent,  it  is  a  wonder 
that  our  Institutions,  though  considerably  damaged,  have  not  been 
entirely  demolished.  After  this  fierce  contest  between  the  Union  and 
Rebel  forces,  the  College  buildings  and  some  of  the  Professors’  houses 
were  converted  into  Government  hospitals,  the  College  edifice  being  oc¬ 
cupied  for  these  purposes  more  than  a  month.  It  is  but  due  to  the 
patriotism  of  the  students  of  this  Institution  to  state,  as  a  matter  of 
history,  that  immediately  upon  the  reception  of  the  call  of  the  Governor 
for  volunteers  to  defend  the  State  and  repel  the  invaders  from  our  soil 
a  company,  consisting  chiefly  of  College  students,  was  the  first  to 
reach  Harrisburg.

Hartwick  Seminary. — This  Institution  continues  to  flourish.  Its 
last  Catalogue  gave  the  names  of  five  students  in  Theology,  and  thirteen 
preparing  for  that  study.  In  both  departments,  Theological  and  Classi¬ 
cal,  the  number  of  students  was  eighty-four.  There  are  four  Literary 
Societies  connected  with  the  Institution,  It  is  endowed  in  the  sum  of 
$18,000,  and  efforts  are  making  to  increase  the  endowment,  by 
adding  $10,000  or  more,  so  as  to  secure  the  services  of  an  additional 
Professor,  Next  year  the  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  takes  place. 
Dr.  Pohlman  has  been  chosen  by  the  Alumni  Society  to  deliver  an 
address  at  that  time.  Prof.  Sternberg  continues  its  Principal,  and  Dr. 
Miller,  the  Professor  in  Theology. 

Wittenberg  College . — This  Institution,  like  most  others,  has  expe¬ 
rienced  the  consequences  of  our  present  struggle  for  the  maintenance 
of  our  glorious  Union,  Many  of  our  young  men  have  left  this  seat  of 
learning,  offering  themselves  a  willing  sacrifice  for  their  country’s  de¬ 
fence.  Nevertheless,  we  are  pleased  to  record  the  fact  that  our  beloved 
Wittenberg  is  still  doing  a  good  work.  The  last  Catalogue  enrolled 
118  students  and  the  present  year  will  report  a  still  larger  number. 
Already  has  this  Institution  sent  forth  93  from  her  Theological  depart¬ 
ment,  while  the  College  has  given  Diplomas  to  about  the  same  number. 
Besides  these,  hundreds  of  others  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  this 
Institution,  at  least,  in  part.  Its  financial  condition  is  encouraging. 
With  an  endowment  of  between  fifteen  and  eighteen  thousand  dollars, 
a  fine  building  and  some  forty  acres  of  ground,  in  the  beautiful 
suburbs  of  Springfield,  O.,  entirely  unencumbered,  it  has  a  further 
assurance  of  its  prosperity  in  some  thousands  of  dollars  expected  to  be 
realized  during  the  current  year.  The  late  action  of  its  Board  of 
Directors  proposes  its  speedy  and  permanent  endowment.  This  action 
was  based  upon  large  assurances  of  sympathy  from  a  number  of  our 
most  responsible  laymen.  May  the  Lord  abundantly  prosper  the  en¬ 
deavors  about  to  be  made  for  this  most  desirable  end ! 

Illinois  University. — The  operations  of  this  Institution  have  been 
carried  on  during  the  past  two  years  on  a  smaller  scale,  from  ne¬ 
cessity,  than  formerly,  but  not  the  less  vigorously,  and  more  safely 
In  order  to  bring  our  expenses  within  our  income,  our  number  of 
Professors  has  been  reduced  to  three ,  and  we  are  now  able  to  meet 
expenses,  and  are  making  vigorous  efforts  to  get  rid  of  our  debt. 
The  average  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  past  two 
years  has  been  about  fifty.  This  reduction  in  our  number  has  been 
owing,  in  part,  to  our  embarrassments,  but  still  more  to  the  fact  that 
so  many  of  our  young  men  from  Illinois  have  entered  the  army.  Our 
Institution  is  largely  represented  in  the  array.  Indeed  the  State  of 
Illinois  may  almost  be  said  to  be  stripped  of  its  young  men.  We 
still  keep  up  all  the  classes  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Institution, 


although  this  imposes  a  very  heavy  burden  upon  the  Professors  still 
with  us.  The  Institution  has  been  in  operation  at  Springfield 
about  12  years  and  there  are  30  Lutherans  now  preaching  the  Gospel, 
who  have  received  their  education,  in  whole,  or  in  part,  at  Illinois  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  we  feel  that,  notwithstanding  our  difficulties  and  embar¬ 
rassments,  we  have  been  and  still  are  doing  a  glorious  work  for  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  that  portion  of  the  great  Valley  of  the  Mississippi. 
We  believe  we  have  passed  over  our  worst  times,  and  by  the  blessing 
of  God,  we  confidently  look  for  a  prosperous  future.  We  believe  it  to 
be  the  will  of  God  that  we  shall  succeed,  and  if  God  be  for  us,  who  can 
be  against  us.

Missionary  Institute. — This  is  located  at  Selinsgrove,  Pa.  The  Col¬ 
legiate  department  of  the  Institute  is  under  the  Principalship  of  Rev. 
Prof.  P.  Born.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the 
year  is  about  90.  Several  of  them  professed  to  have  experienced  a 
change  of  heart  during  the  winter  ;  these  after  the  necessary  instruc¬ 
tion  were  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Church.  The  Lord  has 
favored  this  school  with  many  conversions  among  its  students  during 
its  brief  existence.  In  the  Theological  department  we  have  had  only 
seven  students  during  the  present  year.  In  the  Collegiate  department 
Professor  Born  is  assisted  by  William  Noettling,  Professor  of  Mathe¬ 
matics,  &c.,  and  by  Rev.  H.  Ziegler,  D.  D.,  as  well  as  by  several 
others.  The  Institute  edifice  is  a  very  fine  brick  structure  of  43  by  86 
feet,  and  four  stories  high,  exclusive  of  the  basement.  There  are  con¬ 
nected  with  the  building  six  and  two-thirds  acres  of  excellent  land.  The 
present  value  of  the  property  is  from  $18,000  to  $20,000. 

Lutherville  Female  Seminary. — This  Institution  under  the  Princi- 
palship  of  Rev.  Benjamin  Sadtler,  is  enjoying  a  prosperous  existence 
and  is  exerting  a  good  influence  among  the  educational  movements  of 
our  Church.  Since  Mr.  Sadtler  has  taken  charge  of  the  establishment, 
the  number  of  students  has  steadily  increased,  and  at  present  exceeds, 
perhaps,  any  former  year.  The  number  connected  with  the  school  dur¬ 
ing  the  scholastic  year  is  said  to  exceed  80,  A  vei*y  large  proportion, 
about  one-half,  of  the  present  pupils  are  children  of  Lutheran  parents. 
The  state  of  discipline  is  excellent.  Mr.  Sadtler  has  constantly  a  class  of 
catechumens  composed  of  the  daughters  of  Lutherans.  Especial  atten¬ 
tion  is  given  to  the  religious  training  of  all  the  pupils.  The  Insti¬ 
tution  is  in  every  way  deserving  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of 
the  Church. 

Susquehanna  Female  College ,  Selinsgrove,  Pa, — This  Institution  has 
been  in  operation  only  a  few  years;  though  in  its  infancy,  it  has  already 
accomplished  something  in  the  direction  of  female  education  in  our 
Church.  Two  small  classes  have  been  graduated  and  received  the 


diploma  of  the  school.  Hitherto  it  has  been  in  charge  of  Prof.  C.  C. 
Baughman,  formerly  of  Hagerstown,  Md.  He  has  resigned  and  will 
leave  at  the  close  of  the  current  school-year  in  June.  Another  Prin¬ 
cipal  has  been  selected  who  will  enter  upon  his  duties  at  the  opening  of 
the  next  school  year  in  August.  The  school  is  designed  to  be  a  first 
class  Seminary  where  the  daughters  of  the  Church  may  be  thoroughly 
educated.  The  Institution  is  chartered  in  the  name  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  It  has  already  been  favored  with  a  portion  of  her  patronage 
and  gives  promise  of  increasing  importance  and  usefulness  to  the 
Church  in  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  States.  During  the  present  term 
the  number  of  pupils  has  been  about  fifty.  The  Synod  of  East  Penn- 
Pennsylvania  has  passed  resolutions  in  favor  of  this  Institution  at 
their  meeting  at  Reading  and  appointed  an  annual  visitor.

Reck,  Di¬ 
rector.  Sister  E.  Hupperts,  Matron  and  Sister  L,  Marthens,  Assist¬ 
ant  Matron. 

Orphans'  Farm  School ,  Zelienople,  Butler  connty,  Pa.- — Rev.  G. 
Bassler,  Director,  and  Rev.  G.  C.  Holls,  Head  Master. 

It  would  have  afforded  us  great  pleasure  to  have  been  able  to  give  a 
detailed  account  of  all  our  Institutions,  but  this  we  are  compelled  to 
forego  for  want  of  data  and  of  time  to  collect  such  facts  as  might  be 
interesting.  Still  we  believe  there  is  much  to  encourage  us  in  the  de¬ 
gree  of  prosperity  enjoyed  by  those  herewith  reported,  especially  when 
we  consider  the  severity,  with  which  they  have  been  tested  in  these 
trying  times.

Rev.  Joel  Swartz  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 


mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  The  report  was  receiv¬ 
ed  and  adopted. 


Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

In  presenting  their  report  on  the  State  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  rep¬ 
resented  in  the  General  Synod  of  the  United  States,  your  Committee 
have  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  make  an  exhibit  of  the  statistical  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  Church,  since  this  is  usually  done  in  a  more  convenient 
form  in  a  summary  of  the  parochial  reports  of  the  District  Synods. 

It  will  be  our  endeavor  to  give  a  correct  general  view  of  the  results 
of  pastoral  labor  in  the  preaching  of  the  Word  and  the  administration 
of  the  Sacraments,  of  visiting  from  house  to  house,  and  the  revivals  of 
religion  with  which  God  has  blessed  these  efforts  of  his  servants  to  build 
up  his  Church  ;  of  the  cause  of  education,  of  missions  and  general  be¬ 
nevolence,  exhibiting  the  successes,  hindrances  and  encouragements 
attending  these  great  enterprises  of  the  Church. 

1.  From  a  general  view  of  the  reports  of  the  several  Synods  it  is 
manifest,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  cause  of  piety,  in  common  with 
every  other  interest,  has  suffered  greatly  in  these  unhappy  times.  Very 
many  of  our  young  men  have  left  their  congregations  and  nobly  enlist¬ 
ed  under  our  country’s  flag  to  put  down  this  atrocious  and  gigantic 
“Slaveholders’  Rebellion.”  Many  of  them  have  bravely  fought  and 
fallen  upon  the  field  of  battle;  many,  it  is  to  be  feared,  are  lost  to 
the  cause  of  piety  from  the  contagious  vices  of  the  camp,  some  are  lost 
to  the  Church  by  being  placed,  in  various  ways,  beyond  the  privileges 
of  its  communion,  whilst  many,  it  is  hoped,  have  been  preserved  by 
Almighty  grace  from  spiritual  declension  aud  all  the  temptations  of  the 
camp  and  the  field.  An  obvious  effect  of  the  war  is  an  abstraction  of 
men  and  means  from  the  Church’s  labors,  and  thus  a  weakening  of  her 
energies  for  the  upbuilding  of  Christ’s  kingdom.  This  effect  is  felt  in 
a  special  manner  by  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries,  where  our  young 
men  are  trained  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  It  is  well  known  how 
promptly  and  enthusiastically  a  large  number  of  our  Theological  stu¬ 
dents  responded  to  the  call  of  their  country,  and  throwing  aside  their 
books,  and  girding  on  the  rough  armor  of  war,  hastened  away  to  the 
field  of  battle,.  Along  with  this  fact,  another  cannot  be  disguised,  viz : 
that  the  Church  generally  has  suffered  a  decline  in  spiritual  life  and 
power.  It  is  a  fact  which  history  too  sadly  confirms,  that  a  state  of 
war  is  unfavorable  to  the  growth  and  power  of  the  Church.  The 
general  and  preternatural  excitement  of  the  public  mind  tends  to  with¬ 
draw  attention  from  the  subject  of  religion  ;  and  even  the  children  of 
God  themselves  are  too  much  engrossed  by  the  immense  interests  of 
rapidly  transpiring  events  to  attend,  without  distraction  of  mind,  upon 


the  work  of  Christ’s  peaceable  kingdom.  And  thus  the  Church  itself 
is  secularized,  in  some  degree,  by  the  agitations  and  passions,  which 
prevail  in  such  unhappy  times. 

2.  It  must  however  be  maintained  that  the  reports  of  the  several 
Synods  show  conclusively  and  cheeriugly  that  the  Word  and  Sacra¬ 
ments  have  been  administered  with  fidelity  and  success  by  the  pastors 
of  the  Church,  and  the  attendance  upon  these  means  of  grace  has  been 
numerous  and  regular,  and  apparently  devout.  Frequent  and  extensive 
revivals  and  numerous  additions  to  the  Church  are  reported  by  the 
brethren.  It  is  a  hopeful  sign  of  substantial  growth  and  prosperity  in 
the  Church,  that  the  time-honored  custom  of  catechization  is  coming 
more  and  more  into  favor  with  the  pastors.'  This  means  of  preparing 
the  baptized  children  of  the  Church  for  an  intelligent  profession  of 
faith  in  Christ  and  the  privileges  of  communicant  membership,  had,  in 
many  places,  fallen  into  neglect  on  account  of  the  frequent  abuse  to 
which  it  had  been  subjeft  in  the  hands  of  those  who  employed  it  as  a 
mere  formal  mode  of  introducing  the  young  to  the  communion  without 
any  evidences  of  piety  ;  but  we  believe  it  is  now  becoming  more  and 
more  a  means  of  conversion  and  salvation  to  our  rising  membership. 
Pastoral  visitation  continues  to  be  highly  valued  as  a  means  of  grace  for 
edifying  and  comforting  believers,  and  of  awakening  and  leading 
to  Christ  those  who  resist  the  more  public  exhibitions  of  the  Divine 
Word. 

3. -  That  our  Sunday  Schools  are  multiplying  in  numbers  and  effi¬ 
ciency  is  gratefully  evident.  There  is  perhaps  scarcely  a  congregation 
that  has  not  its  weekly  Sabbath  School,  into  which  are  gathered  the 
children  of  the  Church  and  the  community  to  be  taught  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  which  are  able  to  make  them  wise  unto  salvation.  And  through 
the  wide  circulation  of  our  English  and  German  Sunday  School  pa¬ 
pers,  we  are  led  to  hope  that,  whilst  the  Sunday  School  among  us  is 
employed  to  build  up  the  Church  in  general,  it  may  also  promote  the 
interests  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  particular.  Also  from  the  general 
increase  of  our  Lutheran  literature,  especially  that  adapted  to  the 
young,  we  trust  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  our  Sunday  School 
libraries  may  be  largely  constituted  from  publications  of  the  Luther¬ 
an  press. 

4.  We  are  not  able  to  determine  accurately  whether,  upon  the  whole, 
the  cause  of  benevolence  amongst  us  has  lost  any  of  its  wonted  mate¬ 
rial  support.  New  channels  have  been  opened  by  the  calamities  of 
war  for  the  benefactions  of  the  Church.  Those  modern  miracles  of 
Christian  benevolence,  the  Christian  and  Sanitary  Commissions,  tho 
Soldiers’  Aid  Society,  and  the  like,  which  have  done  so  much  to  alle¬ 
viate  the  horrors  of  war  and  cheek  the  tide  of  its  immoralities,  have 
received  into  their  channels  much  of  the  means  of  the  Church  which 


had  been  accustomed  to  flow  in  other  directions  ;  so  that  it  is  hoped,  if 
the  usual  objects  of  the  Church’s  liberality  have  not  received  their 
former  benefactions,  that  the  spirit  of  benevolence  has  suffered  no  decline, 
but  has  rather  been  increased,  as  the  demands  for  its  exercise  have  been 
multiplied. 

5.  So  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  the  Institutions  of  learning  in  the 
Church  are,  at  present,  in  a  healthful  and  hopeful  condition.  Some  of 
our  Institutions,  as  those  at  Gettysburg,  have  suffered  severely  from  the 
war.  During  the  rebel  invasion  of  Pennsylvania,  which  led  to  the 
terrific  battle  at  Gettysburg,  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  our  College 
and  Seminary  suffered  greatly  5  but  these  calamities  served  only  to 
discover  the  deep  interest  of  the  Church  in  the  Institutions,  whilst  she 
promptly  and  spontaneously  contributed  her  means  to  repair  the  havoc 
made  by  the  battle.  Our  Western  seats  of  learning  have  also  passed 
through  trials  peculiar  to  these  unhappy  times,  but  judging  irom  the 
minutes  of  the  Western  Synods,  and,  other  means  of  information,  we 
are  encouraged  to  believe  that  they  will  not  only  survive  these  adver¬ 
sities,  but  ultimately  gather  from  them,  as  the  oak  gathers  strength 
from  the  storm,  a  vigor  and  stability  which  only  adversity  can  give. 
We  commend  them  and  all  our  schools  of  the  prophets  to  the  sympa¬ 
thies  of  the  Church  and  the  tender  care  of  our  covenant-keeping 
God,  who  chooses  and  often  qualifies  his  servants  and  their  instrumen¬ 
talities  in  the  furnace  of  affliction. 

In  order  that  this  body  may  understand  more  definitely  the  partic¬ 
ulars  referred  to  in  the  general  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church  thus 
far  presented,  as  well  as  others  not  named,  wre  herewith  append  a 
suscinct  statement  from  the  reports  of  the  several  District  Synods 
relating  to  the  State  of  the  Church  within  their  bounds. 

1.  Synod  of  Maryland. — Nothing  of  unusual  interest  respecting 
the  state  of  piety,  has  occurred  in  this  Synod.  Situated  as  it  is,  so 
near  the  theatre  of  war,  and  from  the  changes  in  social  condition 
taking  place  in  the  Border  States,  the  Church  here  has  undergone 
severe  trial.  It  has  required  much  prudence  and  forbearance,  on  the 
part  of  the  pastors,  to  keep  their  congregations  from  being  rent  in 
sunder  and  scattered.  The  worst,  it  is  believed,  is  past  ;  the  conflict¬ 
ing  opinions  and  agitations  which  so  convulsed  society  in  this  State, 
in  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion,  have  yielded  to  a  condition  of  quiet 
and  loyal  attachment  to  the  Government,  and  the  churches  have  com¬ 
parative  rest.  Upon  the  whole  the  numerical  and  moral  strength 
of  the  Church  has  not  been  diminished.  We  thank  God  and  take 
courage. 

2.  West  Pennsylvania  Synod. — The  territory  of  this  Synod  is  quite 
limited,  embracing  only  four  counties,  Franklin,  Cumberland,  York 
and  Adams ;  and  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  rebel  invasion  of  this 


State  under  General  Lee,  last  summer,  was  confined  almost  exclusively 
to  these  four  counties,  and  almost  every  charge  in  this  Synod  was  vis¬ 
ited  by  the  exulting  foe.  Notwithstanding  the  excitement  thus  pro¬ 
duced  and  the  loss  inflicted  upon  us,  the  cause  of  Christ  has  prospered 
in  our  midst.  In  some  pastorates  there  have  been  special  awakenings 
and  many  have  been  added  to  the  Church  of  Christ.  The  contributions 
of  the  Church  to  the  wonted  objects  of  benevolence,  have  indeed  fallen 
off,  but  the  aggregate  of  pastoral  reports  compares  favorably  wilh  those 
of  better  times. 

3.  Hartwick  Synod . — The  statistics  of  this  Synod  indicate  a  health¬ 
ful  prosperity.  In  several  of  our  churches  the  Lord  has  graciously 
revived  his  work,  believers  have  been  quickened  into  higher  life,  and 
sinners  have  been  converted.  A  few  new  churches  have  been  erect¬ 
ed,  others  have  been  refitted  and  beautified,  whilst  ampler  contribu¬ 
tions  have  flowed  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord. 

Hartwick  Seminary  enjoys  a  degree  of  prosperity  never  before  re 
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alized,  and  thus  amid  the  judgments  with  which  God  is  visiting  the 
land  he  remembers  , his  Church  in  mercy. 

4.  New  York  Minister ium. — Though  the  excitements  and  hindrances 
incident  to  a  state  of  war,  have  been  painfully  felt  in  our  Synod,  yet  we 
believe  the  state  of  piety  among  us  is  hopeful  and  progressive.  Our 
baptismal  statistics  show  that  the  privileges  of  infant  membership  in 
the  Church  of  Christ  is  becoming  more  practically  and  consistently 
recognized,  leading  to  pastoral  oversight  and  catechization  of  the  young, 
and  thus  to  large  additions  to  the  Church. 

5.  Alleghany  Synod. — Several  missionaries  have  been  sustained  for 
several  years  past  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  It  has  also  sup¬ 
ported  a  missionary  in  Nebraska  Territory,  whose  labors  in  that  dis¬ 
tant  field  have  been  blessed  with  encouraging  success.  We  have  sent 
him  one  thousand  dollars  to  assist  in  the  building  of  a  house  of  wor¬ 
ship  in  the  city  of  Omaha,  the  seat  of  Government.  This  Synod  has 
also  engaged  the  services  of  another  missionary,  who  will  shortly  be 
sent  to  the  same  field.  All  the  other  interests  of  religion  are  in  a  hope¬ 
ful  condition  in  our  midst,  and  we  rejoice  in  evident  proofs  that  the 
Lord  is  establishing  the  work  of  our  hands. 

6.  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania. — The  general  aspect  of  the  Church 
in  our  borders  is  encouraging.  The  parochial  reports  indicate  a  steady 
and  healthy  growth  of  all  the  interests  and  labors  of  the  Church. 
Much  commendable  concern  has  been  manifested  for  the  support  of 
the  pastors  in  these  times  of  increased  prices.  And  whilst  the  Church 
has  sympathized  with  the  Government  in  the  suppression  of  the  re¬ 
bellion,  freely  and  abundantly  giving  its  means  and  men,  it  has  not 
lost  sight  of  its  peculiarity  as  a  spiritual  fold,  a  royal  priesthood  under 
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the  great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  the  Church,  Christ  Jesus.  He  has 
been  with  us  and  over  us  for  good. 

7.  The  Miami  $y«ot?.-This  Synod  regrets  the  frequent  pastoral  changes 
which  have  taken  place  in  its  bounds,  and  the  inadequacy  of  ministerial 
support  in  these  times  of  advanced  prices  of  living  ;  the  prevalence  of 
profanity,  intemperance  and  Sabbath  desecration.  And  yet  it  speaks 
encouragingly  of  the  frequent  evidences  which  God  has  given  his  peo- 
of  his  abiding  presence  and  blessing. 

8.  Wittenberg  $ynorf.-Nothing  beyond  a  gradual  and  healthy  develope- 
ruent  of  church  life  and  power  is  spoken  of  as  peculiarly  interesting  in 
the  state  of  this  Synod.  The  parochial  reports  show  that  a  great  deal 
of  labor  has  been  performed  by  the  brethren  of  this  body,  and  with 
encouraging  results. 

9.  East  Ohio  Synod. — This  Synod  remarks  upon  the  conflicting  polit¬ 
ical  elements  within  its  limits,  and  the  consequent  relaxation  of  the 
ties  of  congregational  unity  and  harmony.  It  has  suffered  in  various 
ways  from  the  war,  but  rejoices  in  many  evidences  of  love  and  activity 
presented  by  the  family  of  Christ.  The  Synod  lays  much  stress  upon 
the  membership  of  baptized  infants  in  the  Church,  and  labors  much 
to  prepare  the  young  to  become  worthy  communicants  by  cate- 
chization. 

10.  Synod  of  Illinois. — Our  work  is  mainly  missionary  work,  our  min¬ 
isters  are  subjected  to  excessive  labor  and  great  privations.  We,  how¬ 
ever,  feel  that  ours  is  a  great  work,  and  the  Lord  is  with  his  laborers 
and  is  blessing  their  toil. 

11.  Olive  Branch  Synod. — Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by 
this  Synod  since  the  former  Convention  of  this  body.  Several  churches 
have  been  erected,  and  the  means  of  grace  have  been  blessed  to  the 
edification  of  believers  and  the  conversion  of  sinners.  The  Lord?s  treas¬ 
ury  has  been  rememltered,  and  the  people  of  God  have  not  forgotten 
that  they  are  but  stewards  of  his  bounty. 

12.  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. — This  numerous,  venerable  and  powerful 
body  presents  its  usual  evidences  of  energy  and  success.  With  its  121 
Ministers,  and  more  than  54,000  Communicants  it  must  continue  to  com¬ 
mand  a  position  of  peculiar  eminence  among  the  Synods  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod.  It  is  true  that  its  contributions  have  fallen  off  from  what 
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they  were  two  years  ago,  in  the  way  of  missions  -7  yet  in  general  bene¬ 
volence  it  has  more  than  doubled  its  former  contributions.  In  the 
work  of  Sabbath  schools,  catechization  and  general  efforts  to  prepare  the 
young  for  Church-communion,  this  Synod  has  been  zealously  employed.. 
This  labor  has  resulted  in  the  addition  of  more  than  six  thousand 
young  persons  to  the  communing  membership  of  the  Church  since  the 
last  Convention  of  this  body. 
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13.  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois . — The  field  occupied  by  this  Synod  is 
mostly  missionary  ground,  on  which  there  are  hundreds  of  Lutheran 
families  that  have  not  been  organized  into  congregations.  This  is  ow¬ 
ing  to  the  literal  fact  that  the  harvest  is  great  and  the  laborers  are 
few.  Many  of  the  pastoral  charges  consist  of  from  four  to  eight 
churches,  so  widely  separated  that  the  minister  in  making  the  circuit 
of  his  charge,  is  compelled  to  travel  from  twenty  to  fifty  miles.  In 
this  region  there  are  many  German  emigrant  families  of  the  Luther* 
an  Church,  who  ought  to  be  speedily  cared  for.  Ministerial  labor  in 
this  field  is  necessarily  heavy,  and  its  support,  notwithstanding  the  gen¬ 
eral  liberality  of  the  people,  is  often  painfully  meagre  and  deficient. 
There  is  much  in  the  success  of  pastoral  labor  in  this  field  to  encourage 
the  heart  and  strengthen  the  hands  of  his  servants  in  cultivating  it  for 
the  Lord.  May  He  abundantly  increase  the  results  of  their  planting 
and  watering  in  His  name. 

14.  Pittsburg  Synod. — The  Parochial  reports  of  this  Synod  show  that 
progress  has  been  made.  Complaining  of  many  difficulties,  in  common 
with  the  Church  generally  in  these  times  of  war  and  division,  the  min¬ 
utes  of  this  Synod  show  that  the  brethren  are  prosecuting  their  mis¬ 
sionary  and  benevolent  enterprises  with  their  wonted  energy  and  suc¬ 
cess. 

15.  English  Synod  of  Ohio. — This  Synod  has  felt  many  of  the  incon¬ 
veniences  of  the  times.  Political  excitements  and  division  of  sentiment 
have  done  much  to  hinder  the  growth  of  the  Church.  The  scattered 
condition  of  its  congregations  has  subjected  its  ministers  to  much 
severe  labor,  and  many  privations  and  all  without  those  abundant  en¬ 
couragements  which  a  heart  desiring  the  prosperity  of  Zion  could  ar¬ 
dently  covet.  And  yet  the  Lord  hath  not  left  himself  without  a  witness 
of  his  presence  and  pleasure  amongst  us.  Souls  have  been  gathered 
into  his  Church  of  such  as  shall  be  saved. 

16.  Synod  of  Northern  Indiana. — This  Synod,  but  nine  years  old,  has 
25  Ministers  and  nearly  three  times  as  many  congregations.  All  the 
enterprises  of  a  living  and  growing  Church  are  encouraged  within  its 
bounds,  and  under  the  blessing  of  God  will  greatly  enlarge  the  Church. 

17.  Synod  of  Southern  Illinois. — This  Synod,  from  the  peculiar  situa¬ 
tion  of  its  territory,  has  had  much  to  endure  and  suffer  from  the  war. 
Some  of  the  members  of  this  body  have  not  been  able  to  attend  its  an¬ 
nual  Conventions  since  the  beginning  of  the  war.  Many  of  the  congre¬ 
gations  have  suffered  much  in  the  loss  of  membership ;  and  the  cause 
of  piety  has  been  much  hindered  by  the  unnatural  strifes  arising  from 
a  divided  state  of  opinion  and  feeling.  Affairs,  however,  begin  now 
to  assume  a  more  quiet  and  hopeful  appearance.  Amid  all  these 
hindrances,  some  of  the  churches  have  been  revived  by  gracious 
outpourings  of  the  Spirit.  We  hope  and  pray  for  better  times. 


18.  Iowa  Synod. — Many  of  the  children  of  Lutheranism  are  lo3t  to  the 
Church  in  Iowa  from  a  want  of  the  means  of  grace  in  their  own  church, 
and  the  activity  of  other  denominations  in  seeking  to  win  them  to 
their  communions.  Many  indeed  have,  with  little  or  no  aid  from 
abroad,  provided  themselves  with  the  ministry  of  the  Word  in  their 
own  church,  and  with  houses  of  worship.  The  great  need  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  Iowa  is  an  evangelical  and  spiritual  ministry, 
and  thus  supplied,  this  would  ere  long  become  a  strong  and  important 
portion  of  the  Western  Lutheran  Church. 

19.  Melanchthon  Synod. — The  territory  of  this  Synod  has  in  a  peculiar 
manner  been  the  scene  of  raids,  invasions  and  battles.  Much  of  the 
inevitable  evil  attendant  upon  such  a  state  of  things  has  been  shared 
by  the  membership  included  in  this  body.  And  yet  there  are  not 
wanting  evidences  of.  vitality  and  success  in  the  sphere  of  its  labors. 

20.  Synod  of  New  Jersey .• — This  Synod  is  yet  a  comparatively  new  one, 
being  only  about  three  years  old.  The  state  of  piety  within  its  limits 
is  characterized  by  healthfulness  and  vigor.  During  the  past  two 
years  a  number  of  the  charges  have  enjoyed  seasons  of  revival,  the 
Sabbath  School  cause  and  the  work  of  catecbization  has  received  a 
due  share  of  attention.  And  it  is  hoped  that  this  Synod,  though  of 
narrow  geographical  limits,  may  become  a  power  which  shall  be  felt 
throughout  the  Church. 

21.  F ranckean  Synod.— This  Synod  embraces  twenty-eight  ministers 
and  thirty-one  congregations.  It  seems  actively  engaged  in  efforts  to 
build  up  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom.  The  various  re- 
•ports  represent  the  services  of  God’s  house  as  generally  being  well 
.attended,  and  the  labors  of  the  brethren  as  not  being  in  vain.

PROCEEDINGS 


OP  THE 

PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY, 


— — 

The  Parent  Education  Society  held  its  regular  meeting  im 
York,  Pa.,  May  6th,  1864.  In  the  absence  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  the  chair  was  occupied  by  the  Vice-President,  F. 
Gebhart,  Esq.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  W.  N. 
Scholl.  Professor  Stoever  was  appointed  Secretary  pro 
tem. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  then  read 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Baugher,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Thirteenth  Report  concerning  the  educational  operations  of  the 
Church  are  hereby  presented.  No  reports  have  been  received  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  from  Synods,  Societies,  or  Literary  and  Theo¬ 
logical  Schools,  and  therefore,  he  is  limited  in  this  Report  to  the  facta 
which  have  transpired  in  the  Synods  and  Schools,  with  which  he  stands 
in  immediate  relationship.  During  the  period  which  has  transpired 
since  the  Society  last  met  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  the  Synod  of  Maryland 
sustained  at  Gettysburg  seven  beneficiaries,  the  East  Pennsylvania 
Synod  twelve,  •  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  eleven,  the  Pittsburg 
Synod  six,  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  States  ten,  the 
Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania  one,  and  the  Alleghany  Synod  'three, 
making  the  whole  number  fifty.  Besides  these  a  number  of  young 
men  have  been  sustained  partially  or  entirely  by  private  beneficence. 
The  proportion  of  beneficiaries  to  the  whole  number  of  those  in  Col¬ 
lege  preparing  for  the  ministry  is  as  21  to  55.  From  this  we  may 
learn  that  between  one-third  and  one-half  of  those  preparing  for  the 
ministry  among  us  are  sustained  by  the  Church.  The  proportion  of 
those  in  a  course  of  training  by  the  Church  is  to  the  whole  number  in 
College  as  one  is  to  five.  Out  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  graduates 
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a  of  the  College,  one  hundred  and  six  were  beneficiaries.  What  the  pro 
portion  is  in  the  other  Schools  of  the  Church  I  have  no  means  of 
knowing.  If  the  proportion  in  them  were  the  same,  then  it  follows, 
either  that  the  wealthy  men  of  the  Church  do  not  va,lue  education  as 
they  ought,  or  that  they  educate  elsewhere,  and  our  own  Institutions 
of  learning  and  religion  are  not  sufficiently  attractive  to  secure  their 
patronage.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  to  re¬ 
move  either  one  or  both  of  these  evils,  and  they  are  summoned  to  this 
work  by  the  past  history  and  the  future  glory  of  the  Church.  Our 
Colleges  and  Theological  Schools  should  be  so  well  endowed  as  to 
elevate  them  above  the  fear  of  want,  and  to  secure  for  the  children  of 
the  Church  the  highest  form  of  education,  The  men  of  the  Church,  to 
whom  God  has  given  wealth,  have  it  in  their  power  in  this  way  to  glorify 
God  and  to  exalt  their  own  Zion  to  an  equality  with  the  most  favored 
denominations.  For  the  attainment  of  this  desirable  end  will  we  con¬ 
tinue  to  labor  and  pray. 

In  conclusion  this  whole  subject  of  the  religious  training  of  the  min¬ 
istry  and  membership  of  the  Church  has  been  given  by  our  divine 
Saviour  not  to  a  few  professors  of  Colleges  and  Seminaries  or  commit¬ 
tees  of  societies,  but  to  the  ministry  and  membership  of  the  Church. 
To  them  he  has  given  the  talents  and  from  them  he  will  demand  an 
accouut  of  their  stewardship.  May  we  all  be  so  faithful  and  successful 
in  this  work  as  to  receive  from  our  Lord,  when  he  comes,  the  joyful 
approval,  “Well  done  good  and  faithful  servants.”

Education  Society. 

Report  of  the  Illinois  Education  Society. 

The  operations  of  our  Education  Society  in  Illinois,  like  those  ot 
the  Institution  with  which  it  is  connected,  have  been  on  a  smaller 
,  scale  during  the  last  two  years  than  formerly.  Still  something  has  been 

accomplished,  and  we  thank  God  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  continue 
our  work  even  in  a  humble  way.  Including  the  amount  received  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  there  was  then  in  our  treasury 
the  sum  of  $457  46;  since  then  there  have  been  paid  into  it  $983  40, 


making  a  total  of  $1,440  86.  Daring  the  same  time  there  have  been 
paid  for  the  uses  of  the  Society  $1,207  03;  leaving  in  the  Treasury  at 
present  $233  83. 

During  these  two  years  ten  young  men  have  received  more  or  less 

aid  ;  of  this  number  two  are  now  in  the  ministry  ;  three  have  given  up 
their  course  of  preparation  for  the  sacred  office,  and  have,  in  part,  re¬ 
funded  the  money  given  them  ;  one  is  in  the  army  ;  and  four  are  still 
at  the  Institution.  It  is  believed  that  the  educational  cause  has  a  per¬ 
manent  hold  upon  the  affections  of  our  people  in  Illinois,  and  I  have  no 
doubt,  that  with  proper  management  they  will  sustain  it  more  liberally 
iti  the  future  than  in  the  past.

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lath" 
eran  Church  in  the  United  States,  assembled  in  Christ’s 
(Lutheran)  Church,  at  York,  Pa.,  at  2  o’clock,  P.  M.,  on  the 
ninth  of  May,  1864,  In  the  absence  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Muhlen¬ 
berg,  President  of  the  Society,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  G.  Morris,  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents,  took  the  chair  and  Rev.  A.  Wetzel 
led  in  prayer  in  the  German  language. 

Rev.  Drs.  Baugher,  Harrison,  and  Prof.  M.  L.  Stoever 
were  appointed  a  Committee  to  nominate  officers. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  then  read 
before  the  Society  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  J. 
Z.  Senderling,  as  follows : 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Twelfth  Report  to  the 
Society,  feel  called  upon  to  give  thanks  fo  Almighty  God,  for  his  good¬ 
ness  and  mercy  to  us  since  our  last  meeting.  As  a  Committee  we 
have  been  preserved,  and  enabled  to  attend  all  our  business  meetings, 
ten  of  which  were  regular,  and  two,  informal.  No  distance,  nor  weath¬ 
er,  nor  parochial  duties,  multiplied  and  arduous  as  these  last  were,  have 
prevented  us  from  being  at  our  post  on  duty.  Neither  have  the 
troubles  in  our  land  been  permitted  to  stop  us  in  our  work,  not  even 
that  terrible  raid  last  year  in  Pennsylvania,  which  filled  this  place  with 
rebel  hordes,  and  with  grievous  calamities,  but  which  was  so  sig¬ 
nally  and  gloriously  baffled  by  our  brave  heroes  in  the  battle  of 
Gettysburg.  To  our  covenant  God,  our  fathers’  God,  be  all  the  glory 
ascribed! 

Shortly  after  the  recess  of  General  Synod,  your  Committee  met  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  with  a  special  reference  to  the  new  and  addi¬ 
tional  business  laid  upon  them  by  that  body  at  their  last  Convention 
in  Lancaster.  The  Rev.M.  Officer  being  present,  was  invited  to  a  collo¬ 
quium,  after  which  it  was  resolved  to  continue  him  in  the  office  of 
Superintendent  of  the  African  Mission,  in  connection  with  the  General 
Financial  Ageucy  of  the  Society.  The  name  of  a  new  Missionary  for 


Africa,  Mr.  B.  T»  Steiner,  was  presented  by  brother  Officer,  The 
former  was  advised  of  our  wish  to  send  him  out  during  that  year  (1862,) 
To  this  advice  he  responded  favorably,  but  subsequently,  when  a  new 
call  for  troops  was  made,  he  changed  his  mind,  and  enlisted  in  the 
army,  feeling  it  his  duty  so  to  do.  At  this  meeting,  action  was  also 
taken,  directing  brother  Officer  to  collect  in,  as  soon  as  practicable,  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  African  Mission,  and  remit  the  same  to  Martini 
Buehler,  Esq.,  our  Treasurer.  At  first,  the  salary  of  Mr.  Officer  was 
paid,  one-half  out  of  the  General  Fund,  and  the  other  half  out  of  the 
African.  About  a  year  afterwards,  at  the  solicitation  of  this  brother, 
it  was  agreed  to  pay  his  salary  out  of  the  General  Fund.  Having  thus 
inaugurated  the  junction  of  the  Committee  with  the  African  Mission, 
we  then  proceeded  to  take  action  in  regard  to  the  China  Mission.  It 
was  resolved,  that  we  carry  into  effect  the  resolution  of  the  General 
Synod,  to  establish  a  Mission  in  China.  A  second  resolution  was 
passed,  to  call  upon  the  churches  in  our  connection  to  furnish  us  with 
the  sum  of  $2,000,  which  will  be  necessary  for  the  commencement  of 
this  work.  The  Rev.  R.  Neumann  was  informed  of  this  our  action, 
and  also  that  we  desired  to  have  him  perform  the  preliminary  work  of 
raising  the  money,  by  visiting  our  Synods  and  churches.  Mr.  Neu¬ 
mann  was  requested  to  furnish  us  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  sup¬ 
porting  a  Mission  family  in  China,  including  all  the  necessary  outlay 
for  books,  colporteurs,  &c.  ;  that  he  also  furnish  us  with  an  estimate 
of  the  traveling  expenses  thither  of  himself  and  family;  and  that  he  be 
assured  of  our  readiness  to  send  him  to  that  field  as  soon  as  the  pre¬ 
liminary  work  shall  have  been  accomplished.  Brother  Neumann  gave 
an  early  answer  (June  12,  1862,)  to  the  above  requests,  as  follows  s 
After  entering  somewhat  into  detail,  he  sums  up  thus,  “I  doubt  not 
rhat  we  can  meet  all  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  beginning  with 
$2,000,  taking  one  part  for  the  necessary  outfit,  and  the  other  for  the 
commencement  in  China.  Another  two  thousand  dollars,  will  enable 
us  to  carry  on  our  work  efficiently  for  one  year,  with  about  three  native 
assistants.”  The  Secretary  wrote  to  James  Gordon,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of 
the  American  Board,  upon  the  same  subject,  and  received  the  subjoined 
answer  !  “I  subjoin  a  statement  of  the  expenses  of  a  Mission  family  in 
China,  for  one  year,  including  outfit  and  passage,  and  allowing  for 
travelling  expenses  and  freight  to  the  place  of  embarkation,  and  small 
stores  for  the  voyage.  You  will  notice  that  the  immediate  expenses 
are  about  $1200,  and  that  the  remaining  expenditure  will  be  extend¬ 
ed  over  many  months.  The  passage  occupies  from  four  to  five  months.

Of  course  a  great  difference  will  have  to  be  made  now,  nearly  two 
years  later,  on  account  of  the  high  prices  in  every  thing,  besides  the 
increased  rates  of  exchange,  being  now  more  than  tripled,  or  over  60 
per  cent.  We  must  yet  add  the  cost  of  insurance  which  is  very  high 
on  account  of  piratical  vessels. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  our  Committee,  Mr.  Neumann  was  regularly 
appointed  our  Missionary  to  China.  His  salary,  however,  was  ns  yet 
undetermined.  He  was  directed  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
visit  Conferences,  Synods  and  the  churches  in  our  principal  cities, 
for  which  a  fair  compensation  would  be  allowed  him.  The  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  other  Synods  gave  our  brother  encouraging  invitations  to 
visit  them.  A  delay  first  occurred  on  account  of  his  not  being  able  to 
procure  a  suitable  successor  for  his  people.  Then  a  diversion  was 
made  in  the  form  of  two  suggestions  by  some  person  or  persons.  It 
was  suggested  that  he  should  go  to  California,  and  begin  his  work 
with  the  Chinese  there,  and  thence  proceed  with  one  or  two  to  China. 
Or,  it  was  suggested,  that  he  still  continue  in  his  present  charge,  and 
educate  a  couple  of  young  men  in  the  Chinese  language  as  his  future 
co-laborers.  Finally,  the  troubles  in  our  country  have  caused  brother 
Neumann  and  the  Committee  to  pause  in  this  work.  It  was  thought 
he  would  be  risking  too  much  to  leave  his  people  under  the  present 
trying  circumstances,  the  Committee  concurring  in  these  views.  Very 
recently,  however,  he  has  been  visiting  some  of  the  churches,  in  con¬ 
cert  with  brother  Officer,  taking  up  collections  for  his  Mission.  A  be¬ 
ginning  has  thus  been  made.  Still  your  Committee  do  not  feel  willing 
to  assume  the  responsibility  of  incurring  too  great  an  expense,  such  as 
the  times  demand  in  the  establishment  of  this  Mission,  without  re¬ 
ceiving  further  instructions  from  this  Society.  We  would  now  call 
the  attention  of  the  Society  to  our  first-born  : 

The  India  Mission. — We  would  not  have  you  think  that  because  it 
is  our  first-born,  we  love  it  best.  No.  The  Master’s  last  command  is 
the  burthen  of  our  soul,  “Go  ye,  &c”.,  and  his  providential  guidance 
as  to  places,  when,  and  time,  when  to  work,  controls  our  will,  and  en¬ 
lists  our  hearts;  whilst  we  are  animated  with  his  promise,  “Lo  I  ain 
with  you  always,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world.” 

Guntoor.— Here,  you  are  aware,  the  ground  was  first  broken  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Heyer,  our  first  Missionary  in  1812.  He  was  first  appointed 
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by  this  Society,  then  known  by  the  title  of  the  German  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  But  as  this  Society  purposed  to  act  under  the 
direction  of  the  American  Board,  brother  Heyer  declined  going  out 
under  that  direction.  He  was  then  sent  out  b}r  the  Synod  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  but  was  subsequently  placed  by  that  body  under  the  supervision 
of  your  .Committee.  This  excellent  pioneer  selected  the  ground  and 
founded  the  Mission.  They  who  sent  him  out  and  the  Church  at  large 
were  satisfied  that  his  Mission  was  a  success.  There,  in  the  cemetery, 
lies  the  first  fallen  Missionary,  Rev.  Walter  Gunn,  who  deceased  in 
1851,  a  rnan  of  feeble  constitution,  but  full  of  the  spirit  of  Jesus  and 
of  Missions.  His  little  Francke  is  by  his  side.  There  too  sleep  the 
Rev.  Win.  E.  Snyder,  his  little  Emily,  and  his  beloved  wife.  To  us 
these  dear  brethren  turned  their  dying  eyes,  and  to  Heaven  breathed 
their  last  prayer,  that  their  brethren  in  America  would  never  abandon, 
or  neglect  the  fields  where  they  wept  and  labored.  The  Missionaries 
now  in  charge  are  the  Rev.  Erias  Unangst  and  his  wife.  Mr.  U.  is 
well,  but  his  wife’s  health,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  is  somewhat  impaired. 
They  have  been  in  India  six  years.  The  last  accounts  represent  Mrs. 
U.  somewhat  improved  in  health,  but  not  entirely  free  from  her  com¬ 
plaint.  Brother  Unangst’s  last  Report,  dated  Guntoor,  Jan.  19,  gives 
the  following  statistics  of  this  Mission  : 

I.  Members  received  into  the  Church,  1.  By  baptism  in  1863,  Adults 
8,  Children  11.  Prior  to  1863,  232.  2.  By  certificate  in  1863,  4.  Total 
255  ;  making  allowances  for  losses  occasioned  by  death,  excommunica¬ 
tion,  and  voluntary  removal  to  other  stations  in  the  Mission. 

II.  The  present  number  of  members  consists  of  Adults  communing, 
Men  37,  Women  24,  Suspended,  (Men  4,  Women  5) — 11,  Children 
83,  Total  153.  A  few  East  Indian  and  European  children,  and  those  of 
the  Missionaries  are  included. 

III.  Mission  helpers,  Colporteurs  2. 

IV.  Schools,  1.  Anglo-Vernacular  1,  Teachers  3,  Pupils  65.  2.  Tel- 

ugu,  Boys’  Schools  3,  Teachers  3,  Pupils  40  ;  Girls’  School  1,  Teacher 
1,  Pupils  20,  Boarders  4,  Total  Schools  5,  Teachers  7,  Pupils  129. 

V.  Public  means  for  spiritual  edification,  besides  preaching,  1, 
Prayer  Meetings,  (one  at  each  five  villages,  besides  Guntoor),  6 ;  2, 
Sunday  Schools  1,  Male  Teachers  3,  Female  Teachers  1,  Pupils  (adults 
and  children),  average,  from  25  to  30  5  3,  Special  instruction  to  in¬ 
quirers,  not  yet  baptized,  26.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Girls’  School  is 
very  small,  especially  the  number  of  boarders.  “This,”  Brother  U. 
says,  “ought  not  to  be  so.  But  we  cannot  do  otherwise  until  the 
churches  send  us  the  means.  Please  do  not  withhold  the  means  for 
the  education  of  Hindoo  girls.  Please,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to 
send  us  one  hundred  dollars  to  begin  with.  May  the  Lord  help  you  to 
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do  so,  is  the  prayer  of  ycurs,  affectionately,  E.  tlnangst.  Jail®’ 
ary,  1864.” 

Accompanying  this  Report  are  two  others  from  the  Colporteurs, 
Peter  and  John.  These  have  traveled  in  9  districts,  visited  181 
villages'.  John  had  visited  (last  five  months  of  1863)  373  houses, 
and  distributed  some  167  books.  He  has  since  fallen  asleep  in 
Jesus. 

The  Palnaud. — The  first  religious  awakening  in  this  District  was 
effected  under  the  Divine  guidance  and  blessing  by  a  religious  tract, 
read  and  explained  to  the  natives  by  a  servant  of  Mr.  Stokes.  When  Mr. 
Heyer  arrived  he  was  earnestly  solicited  by  Mr.  Stokes  to  visit  the 
District,  with  which  he  complied.  The  brethren  of  this  Society  will 
probably  recollect,  what  interesting  accounts,  we  soon  after  received, 
from  brother  Heyer,  of  the  many  inquiring  souls  that  came  to  visit 
him  at  Jungal,  the  centre  of  the  Mission.  The  numbers  which  were 
added  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  in  an  almost  incredibly  brief  period 
were  over  200.  All  the  subsequent  labors  of  the  brethren,  Gunn, 
Cutter,  Snyder',  Unangst,  Long,  and  the  pastoral  supervision  for  a 
couple  of  years  of  brother  Groaning,  evinced  the  same  interest  and 
continued  success.  The  last  tour  of  brother  Snyder  in  this  District, 
enraptured  his  soul.  He  seemed  to  long  to  live  among  this  people. 
The  only  official  now  in  the  Palnaud  is  Mr.  Robert  Cully,  an  East 
Indian,  who  is  the  head  teacher  ;  has  a  supervision  over  the  schools, 
and  as  far  as  proper  for  a  layman,  over  the  spiritual  interests  of  the 
people.  Mr.  Cully  has  been  there  nearly  two  years.  His  Report, 
which  was  published  in  January  last,  states  that  “there  are  at  present 
C  congregations,  containing  84  Christian  families,  or  196  individuals, 
besides  children.  The  communicants  amount  to  130.  The  number 
of  persons  who  have  renounced  heathenism  and  are  on  a  probationary 
course  of  instruction  is  reckoned  to  be  130.  “With  reference  to  schools, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,”  Mr.  Cully  continues,  “that  they  are  not  altogether 
in  that  efficient  state  in  which  we  would  desire  to  see  them,  owing 
chiefly  to  the  small  attainments  of  the  teachers,  the  want  of  suitable 
books,  and  the  fluctuating  attendance  of  the  pupils.  This  latter  cause, 
however,  is  unavoidable  since  the  parents  of  most  of  them  are  poor, 
and  cannot  help  interrupting  their  children,  even  during  the  short 
time  that  they  can  afford  to  let  them  remain  at  school.  There  are  alto¬ 
gether  8  schools,  containing  89  children.”  Mr.  Cully’s  Report  has  a 
very  touching  conclusion,  thus,  “Fields  of  smaller  extent,  and  of  less 
promise,  have  been  provided  with  a  staff  of  agents,  whilst  this  vast  and 
fruitful  field  is  left  to  be  both  planted  and  watered,  it  would  seem,  by  only 
one  weak  and  helpless  laborer.  Hence  I  would,  with  all  deference,  ask,  ought 
it  to  be  a  matter  of  surprise,  if  the  work,  under  such  circumstances, 
should  be  found  to  suffer  ?  Alone,  therefore,  in  this  extensive  sphere 
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of  arduous  labor,  and  standing  as  1  do,  In  need  of  Christian  sympathy, 
counsel,  and  encouragement,  I  am  constrained  to  appeal  for  help.’7 

Rajahmundry . — The  Missionaries  now  at  this  station  are  Rev.  Charles 
W.  Gronning  and  wife.  Rev.  A.  Heise  left  the  Mission,  March  12th, 
1862,  and  returned  to  Germany.  His  mind  and  body  were  so  prostrated 
that  he  appeared  entirely  unfit  for  his  Mission  work.  He  had  never 
recovered  from  his  severe  attack  of  fever  brought  upon  him  by  his 
Northern  tour  in  India.  Of  this  fact,  all  his  friends,  who  saw  him  in 
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America,  have  been  aware.  lie  asked  the  Committee  to  allow  him  to 
retire,  having  been  twelve  years  a  Missionary.  His  request  was  granted. 
He  now  resides  in  Kiel,  Denmark.  Brother  Gronning  had  been  timely 
notified  to  take  charge  of  this  station  when  brother  Heise  left,  he  was 
accordingly  in  due  time  on  the  field.  All  may  not  be  aware  that  this 
station  was  originally  established  by  the  North  German  Missionary 
Society.  Their  first  Missionaries  were  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Vallette, 
Heise  and  Gronning,  sent  out  some  fourteen  years  ago.  It  w'as  sub¬ 
sequently  transferred,  Missionaries  aud  buildings,  to  our  Society.  The 
property  consists  of  two  good  sized  Mission  houses,  a  school  and  three 
other  buildings,  together  with  five  or  six  acres  of  land,  and  is  worth 
between  three  and  four  thousand  dollars.  Brother  Gronning  reports 
some  23  communicants,  Schools  4,  English  and  Telugu  1,  Male  Teach¬ 
ers  2,  Female  Teachers  1,  Boys  60,  Boarders,  (Girls  6,  Boys  3),  9, 
Girls’  Day  School,  Teachers  3,  Scholars  63,  School  in  Dorolaiswarum, 
Scholars  27,  Total  159. 

Brother  Gronning  seems  to  have  attended  much  to  preaching,  con¬ 
versation,  and  Tract  distribution.  A  very  interesting  work  appears  to 
have  been  in  progress  when  he  last  wrote  (Jan.  ult.)  “We  have  had 
the  pleasure,”  he  writes,  “of  seeing  several  persons  from  two  villages, 
who  are  inquiring  after  truth.  The  head-man  had  an  opportunity  of 
hearing  the  Gospel  at  Palcoln,  but  he  seems  not  to  have  had  a  desire 
to  come  out  from  among  the  heathen.  As  far  as  we  can  judge,  he  is 
in  good  earnest,  preaching  to  his  relatives  and  friends  the  Gospel  of 
God,  ‘compelling’  them  to  come  to  the  Lamb’s  Supper.  I  went  to  see 
him  and  his  friends  in  December,  (1863),  and  found  about  twenty  per¬ 
sons,  including  children,  who  are  ready  to  join  us.”  Brother  Gronning 
concludes  with  the  prayer,  that  the  Word  of  God  may  run  and  be  glori¬ 
fied  in  the  conversion  of  sinners.  “We  need  more  men  and  means,”  he 
says,  “especially  in  the  Palnaud,  where  a  Missionary  ought  to  bo 
stationed  permanently.  A  Mission  house  in  Rajahmundry  is  unoccu¬ 
pied.  May  God  in  mercy  send  a  Missionary  to  occupy  it,  and  above 
all  send  laborers  into  the  Palnaud.” 

Samulcotta. — Missionaries  in  this  place  are  Rev.  Adam  Long  and 
wife.  This  station  is  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  number  of  large 
villages,  densely  populated,  aud  in  close  proximity.  It  is  not  very  far 


from  Rajahtntradry.  Brother  Long  seems  to  have  desired  this  location, 
principally,  on  account  of  its  wide  field,  and  facilities  for  preaching, 
visiting,  and  Tract  distributions.  He  thinks  that  the  most  important 
work  for  a  Missionary  must  always  be  preaching,  in  the  popular  ac¬ 
ceptation  of  the  term,  including  the  distribution  of  Tracts  and  of  the 
Sacred  Scriptures.  “But  how,”  he  says,  “shall  they  preach  except 
they  be  sent?  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he 
would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  his  harvest.”  “And  then  we 
must  have  the  prayers  of  the  people  of  God,  that  the  hearts  of  the 
heathen'may  be  moved.  Success  must  follow.”  He  subjoins  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statistics : 

Members  received  from  other  missions,  2.  Members  dismissed  to 
other  Missions,  5.  Christian  communicants,  13.  Infant  baptisms,  2. 
Pupils  in  attendance  at  the  house  under  personal  instruction  of  Mission¬ 
aries,  11. 

Brother  Long  writes,  (Jan.  5,  1861),  “I  have  distributed  during  the 
year  (1863)  2,199  Tracts,  396  Scripture  portions,  and  2  New  Testa¬ 
ments.  Altogether  since  the  commencement  of  our  work  here 
4,147  Tracts,  909  Scripture  portions,  20  Old  Testaments,  (“Jubilee 
Grant”),  and  5  New  Testaments.  I  have  preached  usually  four  times 
a  week.” 

The  African  Mission,-~~T\iQ  Committee  have  sent  out  another  Mis¬ 
sionary  to  Africa,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Steiner  who  joined  the  army,  the 
Rev.  J.  Kistler,  and  have  sanctioned  the  return  to  this  country  of 
Mrs.  Heigerd,  (now  here)  on  aecouut  of  ill  health.  Mr.  Kistler  reported 
a  very  interesting  work  of  grace  among  the  Congo  pupils  at  Muhlenberg. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  24th  of  February,  the  probable  ne¬ 
cessity  of  enlarging  the  African  Mission  was  considered,  and  brother 
Officer  was  instructed  to  see,  if  another  Missionary  could  be  obtained, 
and  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  for  the  necessary  buildings.  Brother 
Heigerd’s  health  is  poor,  and  he  too  may  be  obliged  to  return.  Brother 
Kistler  has  also  had  an  attack  of  fever,  but  is  happily  recovered,  and 
able  to  attend  to  the  affairs  of  the  Mission.  We  see  the  necessity  there, 
fore,  here  also  of  loud  and  repeated  calls  for  reinforcements.  Our 
country  calls  again,  and  again  for  reinforcements,  because  of  the 
dreadful  waste  of  our  brave  men  in  the  army,  whilst  millions  approve 
and  sanction  the  calls.  Oh  let  us  think  that  the  banner  of  Emanuel’s 
government,  the  Cross  of  Jesus,  is  far  above  all  the  banners  of  the  earth. 
This  cause  is  the  highest  and  noblest.  It  is  to  save  men’s  lives,  not  to 
destroy — to  save  men  of  every  land  and  every  clime*  The  Providence 
of  God  is  arranging  and  developing  his  plans  by  which,  “Ethiopia- will 
soon  stretch  forth  her  hands  unto  God.” 

We  are  happy  to  inform  you,  that  at  our  last  meeting,  April  20th  ult., 
sand  aftert  his  Report  had  been  handed  in,  bro.  Officer’s  letter  of  the  1.2th 
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■alt.,  recommending  among  other  things  the  appointment  of  brother  J.  Mb 
Rice,  as  Missionary  to  Africa,  and  that  he  and  his  wife  be  sent  out 
the  first  opportunity,  was  duly  considered  and  acted  upon.  Mr.  Rice 
was  accordingly  so  appointed.  He  will  probably  sail  in  the  first  part 
of  the  present  month.  It  was  also  determined  to  erect  another  build¬ 
ing  on  the  Mission  grounds,  to  be  called  the  “Boys’  House,”  aud  to 
cost  about  $250.  The  lower  part  is  designed  for  a  shop,  and  the  upper, 
for  a  sleeping  apartment.  Another  building  is  very  much  needed  as 
a  residence  for  another  Missionary,  who  is  about  to  be  sent  out. 
Brother  Heigerd  is  permitted  to  return  home,  his  health  having  failed. 
The  Mission  seems  to  have  been  prospered,  so  that  all  things  considered,  it 
may  be  pronounced,  a  success.  The  number  of  its  members  have  increas¬ 
ed,  some  boys  having  been  lately  added  to  them.  Commendable  progress 
has  been  made  in  learning,  in  singing,and  in  tilling  the  soil.  Of  the  last 
your  Committee  have  had  tangible  proof  in  a  present  to  each  from  Mr. 
Heigerd  through  brother  Officer,  of  nearly  a  pound  of  Liberia  Coffee, 
but  little  inferior  to  good  Java.  We  have  tasted  of  the  first  fruits  ;  the 
whole  Society  may,  in  time,  enjoy  the  harvest  of  a  greatly  improved 
article.  But  best  of  all  the  little  church  has  enjoyed  the  spiritual  first 
fruits,  the  abundant  harvest  of  which  you  may  witness  in  Heaven, 
Mr.  Officer  has  superintended  all  the  concerns  of  the  Mission,  forming 
plans,  giving  counsel,  procuring  and  directing  the  laborers,  but  sub¬ 
jecting  the  whole  to  the  inspection  and  judgment  of  your  Committee. 
Some  presents  have  been  made  to  the  Mission  and  its  funds.  A  Mr. 

- ,  of  Philadelphia,  has  presented  to  the  Institute  a  whole  set  of  an 

Encyclopaedia. 

Mr.  Adam  Altemus,  of  Indiana  county,  Pa.,  about  a  year  ago,  left 
in  his  will,  $1,000  to  this  Institute  .  It  is  not  yet,  however,  obtained. 
As  brother  Officer  has  kept  the  Church,  from  time  to  time,  informed, 
through  our  papers,  of  the  doings  of  our  Mission,  it  will  not  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  enter  any  further  into  detail..  Suffice  it  to  say  that  an  African 
Mission,  so  long  and  so  devoutly  desired,  is  in  the  Providence  of  God,  a 
fixed  and  we  hope,  a  permanent  fact. 

Financial  Statements. — Here  the  Committee  fiPel  called  upon  to 
state  the  great  and  perhaps  the  only  embarrassment,  under  which  they 
have  labored  since  your  last  meeting.  There  has  been  a  constant  rise- 
in  the  premium  ot  Foreign  Exchange,  from  causes  not  necessary  for 
us  to  discuss.  It  has  now  reached  the  point  of  70  per  cent,  to  which 
extent  the  expenses  of  our  Mission  has  been  increased.  If  for  in¬ 
stance  the  cost  of  our  India  Enterprize  was  at  the  rate  of  $6,000  per 
annum,  an  expenditure  would  now  be  involved  of  $10,000,  to  which 
extent  our  people  must  increase  their  contributions,  if  the  work  is  to 
be  carried  forward,  on  its  present  scale.  Thus  far  we  have  been  de¬ 
terred,  by  this  consideration  from  attempting  any  thing  like  expansion,. 
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whilst  there  have  been  continued  calls  for.  an  increased  clerical  force. 
But  we  have  waited  the  action  of  the  Church,  in  regard  to  which 
there  should  be  no  hesitancy.  Money  is  abundant.  It  is  flowing  into 
the  coffers  of  our  people.  Can  they  now  refuse  to  spare  something 
from  the  superfluities  of  life,  and  come  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the 
help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty. 

Conclusion . — In  concluding  this  Report  the  Committee  beg  you  1st, 
to  look  at  and  estimate  our  work.  Three  important  Missions  have 
been  placed  in  our  charge  :  The  India,  African  and  Chinese.  The  first 
has  four  stations,  Guntoor,  Palnaud,  Rajahmundry  and  Samulcotta, 
over  which  are  placed  six  Missionaries,  three  of  whom  are  ordained. 
These  have  in  charge,  Congregations  12,  Adult  persons  632,  of  whom 
303  are  communicant,  members.  Sixteen  (16)  a  Schools,  Teachers 
and  Scholars  423.  Under  the  care  of  these  three  ordained  ministers 
are  now  1,055  persons  associated  with  our  Missionaries. 

The  2nd  point  to  which  we  would  stir  up  your  pure  minds,  by  way  of 
remembrance,  is  the  loud  aud  urgent  appeals  of  our  brethren  for  help 
and  increased  means.  They  stand  by  the  graves  of  their  departed 
brethren  and  cry,  “Come  over  and  help  us.”  They  are  “faint,  yet  pur¬ 
suing,”  will  you  let  them  perish? 

Finally,  your  Committee  have  been  thinking,  whether  the  time  has 
■not  arrived,  when  they  should  ask  you,  if  it  would  not  be  best  to  pass 
these  Missions  into  the  hands  of  another  Executive  Committee.  We 
are  not  weary  in  our  work,  but  we  have  served  you  nearly  twenty  years. 
There  has  been  no  disagreement,  no  jar,  either  with  the  Society  or 
among  ourselves.  We  took  charge  of  the  Foreign  Mission,  when  there 
was  but  one  ordained  Missionary  in  the  field  5  and  that  one  of  feeble 
constitution.  God  has  been  with  us  and  greatly  helped  us.  To  Him 
be  all  the  glory  and  honor  inscribed  !  If  we  are  correct  in  our  thoughts, 
assuring  you  of  our  best  wishes,  and  hearty  prayers  for  the  contin¬ 
ued  and  increasing  prosperity  of  our  Foreign  Missions,  we  would  say 
to  you,  dear  brethren,  we  return  you  the  sacred  trust  you  have  so  long 
and  so  confidingly  continued  in  our  hands.

Resolved ,  That  the  Society  approves  the  action  of  its 
Executive  Committee  in  delaying  in  the  sending  of  a  Mis¬ 
sionary  to  China.,  in  view  of  the  unsettled  state  of  our  own 
country  and  the  financial  embarrassments  that  encompass  us; 
and  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  prosecute  the  work 
of  collecting  funds  for  this  object,  with  the  view  of  founding 
the  Mission  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  was  thereupon  presented  together 
with  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  which  is  as 
follows  :

The  Horae  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod 
assembled  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  10th,  1864,  in  Christ’s 
Church,  York,  Pa. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kurtz,  the  President,  being  absent,  the  Rev, 
Dr.  Harkey,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  was  called  to  the 
chair  and  opened  the  meeting  with  appropriate  religious 
exercises.  Rev.  Mr.  Valentine,  the  Secretary,  not  being 
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present,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hay  was  appointed  Secretary, 
pro  tem. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Rassler,  Anstadt  and  Keiser  were  appointed, 
as  a  Committee,  to  nominate  officers. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented  as 
follows  : 


Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  in  presenting  their  Eighth  Report,  cannot 
repress  their  desire  to  thank  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  as¬ 
sistance  rendered  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  during  the  last 
two  years  ;  and  for  the  blessing  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  our 
Missionaries,  who  appear  to  be  men  of  self-sacrificing  spirit,  and  of 
great  earnestness,  in  the  performance  of  their  sacred  work.  Revivals 
of  religion  have  frequently  been  granted  from  on  high  ;  and  while  pov¬ 
erty  in  temporal  things  has  been  their  general  experience,  these  devoted 
servants  of  the  Church  have  often  found,  that  the  riches  of  divine 
grace  have  been  bestowed,  in  the  inverse  ratio  to  their  worldly  affairs. 
New  fields  have  been  cultivated,  and  noble  harvests  have  been  gath¬ 
ered  from  many  of  these  clearings,  that  have  but  recently  been  reclaim¬ 
ed  from  the  wilderness. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Society,  your  Committee  en¬ 
gaged  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer,  to  travel  through  various  parts  of  Minne¬ 
sota,  to  discover  and  make  known  the  state  and  wants  of  the  Church, 
in  those  remote  and  sparsely  settled  regions.  This  aged  man  perform- 
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ed  the  duty  assigned  him  with  a  diligence  and  perseverance,  that 
would  have  been  praiseworthy  in  a  vigorous  youth.  In  his  travel  he 
not  “only  visited ‘extensively,  but  preached  continually,  and  organiz¬ 
ed  ^several  churches.  His  report  was  published  in  the  Lutheran 
Observer. 

During  the  last  two  years,  the  following  ministers  have  received  ap¬ 
propriations 'from  the  Society,  but  have  withdrawn,  some,  because  their 
charges  became  self-sustaining,  others  on  account  of  removal  to  other 
fields  of  labor  ;"’and  one  by  death  :

The  parochial  reports  exhibit  the  following  items  of  pastoral  work 
and  .success  in  our  Missions:  Baptized,  Infants  434,  Adults  48;  Con¬ 
firmations  148  ;  Accessions  by  Certificate  203  ;  Sabbath  Schools  estab¬ 
lished  26;  Scholars  1,513;  Churches  built  or  in  progress  10;  Amount 
contributed  to  Home  Missions  S95  62. 

Since  our  last  report  was  handed  in,  the  applications  for  aid  have 
been  few,  compared  with  the  usual  number  in  previous  years.  The 
reasons  for  this  decrease,  your  Committee  are  not  able  to  determine; 
but  they  do  say  that  they  have  not  waited  passively  for  applications,  as 
in  former  times,  but  have  sought  for  needy  ministers,  who  did  not  of 
themselves  make  known  their  wants.  In  several  cases,  most  worthy 
men  have  thus  been  relieved,  and  their  hands  strengthened  by  the  assist¬ 
ance  thus  afforded. 

The  work  of  Home  Misssions  having  been  largely  engaged  in  by 
District  Synods,  in  their  Synodical  capacity,  much  of  the  ground  here¬ 
tofore  cultivated  by  this  Society,  has  passed  into  their  hands;  and  the 
funds  collected  for  the  purpose,  have  been  disbursed  by  them.  This 
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may  account  in  part,  for  the  comparatively  small  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  made  to  your  Committee,  and  the  large  amount  of  Missionary 
money  in  their  hands. 

The  plan  may  be  an  advantage,  as  greater  energy  and  care  may 
thereby  be  expended  on  this  important  field  of  Missionary  enterprise. 
But  it  decreases  the  necessity  for  your  Society,  which  from  present 
appearances  will  soon  be  absorbed  by  District  Synodical  effort. 

The  Missions  in  Texas  have  not  been  resuscitated,  as  it  has  thus 
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far  been  impossible  to  re-open  correspondence  with  the  brethren  in 
that  State,  since  the  commencement  of  the  rebellion.  Appropria¬ 
tions  had  been  made,  and  commissions  sent,  but  no  response 
has  come  to  hand,  since  the  establishment  of  the  blockade. 

The  San  Francisco  congregation  not  having  a  minister,  and  your 
Committee  not  having  found  any  one  adapted  to  that  important  field, 
who  was  willing  to  undertake  the  Mission,  has  not  been  placed  upon  our 
funds.  Your  Committee  recommend  this  Missionary  point  to  the  earn¬ 
est  consideration  of  the  Society. 

The  following  is  a  Synopsis  of  the  Home  Missionary  work  in  the  Alle¬ 
ghany  and  East  Pennsylvania  Synods  : 

“During  the  Synodical  year  of  1862  and  1863,  the  Alleghany  Synod 
paid  the  sum  of  $665  in  support  of  the  following  Missions,  viz,  The 
Omaha  Mission,  in  Nebraska  Territory,  the  Cassville  and  the  Glasgow 
Missions,  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod.  For  the  Synodical  year  of  1863 
and  1864,  Synod  has  appropriated  $600  for  the  support  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  Missions,  Omaha  Mission  $250,  Cassville  Mission  $150,  Glasgow 
Mission  $100,  and  Cookport  Mission  $100.  In  addition  to  this,  $250 
were  appropriated  to  Dakota  Mission,  Nebraska  Territory,  provided  a 
suitable  Missionary  be  obtained  for  that  field.’7 

We  had  hoped  to  send  one  or  two  more  laborers  to  Nebraska,  this 
Spring,  but  I  fear  we  shall  fail,  for  want  of  the  proper  men  to  be  sent. 
The  Missions  in  Nebraska  are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The 
others  also  are  progressing  encouragingly. 

The  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  supports  six  Missionaries,  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  fields,  Chesnut  Hill,  Ashland,  Minersville,  Schuylkill  Haven,  Sy- 
bertsville,  and  during  the  past  year  has  expended  $862  63  in  their  support. 
The  Missionary  Committee  of  that  Synod,  speak  in  high  terms  of  the 
success  of  these  Missions,  and  the  earnestness  of  their  Missionaries. 

Your  Committee  have  not  found  it  possible  to  procure  further  details, 
in  reference  to  the  Home  Missionary  work  of  the  District  Synods  and 
must,  therefore,  refer  the  matter  to  the  Society. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  devoutly  hoped,  that  the  great  work  of  Home 
Missions  will  not  be  neglected  by  the  Synods,  either  in  their  district 
or  congregational  capacity,  as  the  interests  of  our  Zion  demand 
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the  fostering  rare  of  the  strong  and  prosperous,  over  the  weak  and 
indigent.

The  President,  Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  opened  the  meeting 
with  religious  exercises,  after  which  an  address  was  deliver¬ 
ed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Howbert,  of  Ohio,  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Freedmen  of  the  Southwest,  in  which  he  communicated  much 
Interesting  Information  concerning  their  condition  and  urged 
the  commencement  of  Missionary  work  among  them  on  the 
part  of  our  Church.  After  various  plans  had  been  proposed 
for  the  accomplishment  of  this  work  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Society  instruct  its  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  appoint  a  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions,  so 
soon  as  funds  sufficient  for  the  purpose  shall  have  been  re¬ 
ceived,  whose  duties  shall  be, 

1.  To  explore  the  Home  Mission  field  and  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  favorable  localities  for  the  establish- 
ment  of  Lutheran  churches. 

2.  To  ascertain,  by  personal  observation,  so  far  as  practi¬ 
cable,  the  validity  of  the  claims  made  by  churches  for  ap¬ 
propriations  from  the  Society. 

3.  To  visit  such  portions  of  the  Southern  States  as  are 
now  under  our  Government  and  ascertain  what  can  be  done 
by  our  Church  for  the  religious  instruction  of  the  Freedmen

and  suggest  the  best  method  for  practical  operation  among 
the  thousands  of  this  hitherto  degraded  and  neglected  class  in 
our  country* 

Resolved ,  That  this  Superintendent  shall,  in  the  several 
specialities  of  his  work,  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee. 

Resolved ,  That,  inasmuch,  as  the  General  Synod  is  the 
proper  representative  of  the  Church,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Home  Missionary  interest  be  transferred 
to  the  General  Synod  at  the  next  meeting  of  that  body.

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CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 


A  meeting  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  was  held  in  Christ’s  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  (Dr.  Lochman’s),  in  York,  Pa.,  on  the  11th 
of  May,  1864.  Charles  A.  Morris,  Esq.,  President,  in  the 
chair.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  on  motion  of 
Prof.  Stoever,  G.  W.  Leisenring  was  appointed  Secretary, 
pro,  tem. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  read  by 
Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  Cor.  Sec.,  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  presenting  to  the  Parent  Society  our  biennial  report,  we  confess 
to  no  small  degree  of  embarrassment.  Scarcely  knowing  ourselves, 
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whether  to  feel  encouraged  or  discouraged,  by  past  operations,  we  find 
it  still  more  difficult,  to  decide,  whether  to  speak  words  of  comfort,  or 
otherwise,  to  you.  Even  in  ordinary  seasons,  it  is  not  unfrequently 
difficult,  to  determine  whether  duty  demands  that  we  congratulate  the 
Church  on  its  successes,  or  condole  with  it  upon  its  failures.  Much 
more  embarrassing  is  it,  to  determine  the  point,  when  the  land  is  con¬ 
vulsed  with  fratricidal  war.  Availing  ourselves  of  all  the  helps  at  our 
command,  it  is,  nevertheless,  meet,  that  we  seek,  with  all  possible 
clearness  to  discern  what  God,  in  our  behoof,  has  been  pleased  to  do, 
and  what  we,  through  cur  supineness  and  neglect,  have  failed  to  do. 
We  feel,  too,  that  not  unfrequently,  when  we,  in  our  shortsightedness, 
are  imagining,  that  we  are  accomplishing  most  for  the  Church,  we  aro 
accomplishing  least,  and  that,  at  other  times,  when  we  lament  that  we 
accomplish  so  little,  we  are  accomplishing  most.  Our  work,  from  its 
inception  has  been  one  of  faith  and  prayer.  And  if  our  Society  has 
not  been  as  successful  as  was  anticipated,  it  has,  nevertheless,  under 
God,  proved  an  agency  of  great  good.  Your  Executive  Committee  ex¬ 
presses  the  belief,  too,  that  its  title  has  not  been  a  misnomer.  What¬ 
ever  else  may  be  complained  of,  it  has  not  proved  faithless  to  its  bap¬ 
tismal  name.  It  has  conduced  to  the  “ extension ”  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States.  We  are  not  conscious  that  it 
has  contributed  aught  to  its  contraction. 

Since  the  last  biennial  meeting,  held  at  Lancaster,  there  have  been 
contributed  to  our  funds,  by  original  donations,  from  all  sources,  the 
sum  of  seventeen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents !  In  this  fact,  it  were 
needless  to  disguise,  we  discover  no  cause  for  denominational  felicita¬ 
tion.  We  record  the  fact,  not  in  anger,  but  in  sorrow.  The  intelli¬ 
gence  of  the  Church  we  will  not  insult,  by  comments  on  the  meagreness 
of  the  sum.  All  will  agree,  that  it  is  painfully,  almost  infinitessimallv, 
small !  Many  columns  have  been  written,  numerous  essays  and  dis¬ 
quisitions,  learned  and  unlearned,  have  been  printed,  many  sermons 
have  been  preached,  much  angry  and  vehement  discussion  has  been 
heard  and  read,  the  cost  of  which,  by  a  fair  estimate,  has  been  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  Meanwhile,  the  sum-total,  contributed  within 
the  space  of  two  years,  to  the  only  legitimate  organization  for  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  has  been  less  than 
twenty  dollars !  We  take  comfort  from  the  assurance,  that  God  hath 
respect  unto  the  lowly,  that  He  hath  “chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  wise,  the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  overturn 
the  things  which  are  mighty,  the  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things 
which  are  despised,  yea,  and  things  which  are  not,  to  bring  to  naught 
the  things  that  are,  that  no  flesh  should  glory  in  His  presence.”  Of 
this  we  may  feel  assured,  that  our  successes,  the  past  two  years,  are 
not  likely  to  iill  our  heads  with  vanity,  nor  our  hearts  with  pride. 


From  i he  report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  the  fund 
created  by  this  Society  organized  eleven  years  ago,  amounts  to  $11,753. 
This,  it  is  true,  is  far  short  of  the  $50,000  designed  to  be  raised  by  its 
founders.  It  is,  nevertheless,-  a  considerable  approximation  to  it,  and 
we  do  not  by  any  means  abandon  the  hope,  that  by  patient,  prayerful, 
persevering  labor,  their  expectations  will  yet  be  realized.  It  is  a  relief, 
too,  to  know,  that  wdiilst  contributions,  since  our  last  meeting,  have 
been  so  painfully  meagre,  the  claims  upon  us  have  been  correspond¬ 
ingly  few.  If  little  has  been  given,  little  has  been  asked.  The  result 
of  this  is,  an  actual  balance  of  cash,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasur¬ 
er,  amounting  to  $2,917  98,  of  which  $500  are,  however,  awarded. 
This  sum  is  irrespective  of  obligations,  matured,  but  unpaid.  Such  a 
financial  “exhibit”  other  organizations  of  our  own  and  other  churches, 
with  far  greater  pretensions  than  ours,  would  be  glad  to  have  it  in  their 
power  to  make. 

Not  the  least  among  our  causes  of  congratulation,  we  hold,  is  the 
economical  administration  of  the  Society’s  resources.  Its  funds  have 
been  collected,  and  disbursed,  with  scarcely  any  expense,  scarcely  any 
diversion  of  them  to  other  uses.  In  the  prosecution  of  our  work,  we 
have  rented  no  expensive  halls,  have  employed  no  salaried  agents,  have 
issued  no  costly  pamphlets,  have  incurred  no  heavy  outlays  for  mileage 
and  “incidental”  expenses,  but  have  been  content  to  do  our  work,  un¬ 
ostentatiously,  and  yet,  we  would  fain  believe,  all  the  more  efficiently. 
We  do  not  claim  in  any  wise,  that  we  have  come  up  to  the  full  measure 
of  duty.  But  if  others  fancy  they  could  do  better,  we  are  content,  that 
they  take  our  places  and  try. 

One  of  the  questions,  which  current  events  devolve  on  the  decision  of 
the  Parent  Society,  at  its  present  meeting,  will  be  the  remission  of  in¬ 
terest  due  on  notes  matured,  but  unpaid.  Several  applications  of  this 
character  are  herewith  transmitted.  Our  office  is  simply  an  adminis¬ 
trative  one.  We  are  the  mere  custodians  of  the  charities  of  others, 
bound  to  their  proper  disbursement  by  well-defined  constitutional  enact¬ 
ments.  As  faithful  slewards,  church-love  itself  could  not  induce  us 
to  violate  law,  imposed  for  our  government  by  our  principals.  Having 
no  power  ourselves,  therefore,  to  grant  these  appeals,  they  are  submitted 
to  the  Society.  To  grant  them,  in  view  of  the  precedent  it  would  estab¬ 
lish,  might  appear  dangerous.  And  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  it  might 
serve  as  a  stimulus  to  the  delinquents,  with  all  possible  speed,  to  liqui¬ 
date  the  principal  of  their  indebtedness,  and  thus  our  funds  would 
be  disengaged  from  the  arrest  laid  upon  them,  and  they  might, 
like  the  Master,  in  whose  service  they  have  been  raised,  “go  about, 
doing  good.” 

Since  this  Society  has  been  in  existence,  extending  through  a  period 
of  eleven  years,  it  has  been  instrumental  in  the  erection  of  thirty- 
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Seven  churches,  located  in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Delaware,  Maryland,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  and  Texas. 
The  reason  so  few  demands  have  been  made  on  our  Treasury,  during 
the  past  two  years,  is  doubtless  to  be  found  in  the  fact,  that,  owing  to 
the  troubled  condition  of  the  country,  especially  in  the  sparsely  popu¬ 
lated  sections,  comparatively  few  new  churches  have  been  undertaken. 
When  it  shall  have  pleased  God,  to  suppress  the  rebellion,  and  restore 
peace  to  our  land,  we  do  not  at  all  doubt,  a  new  impetus  will  be  given 
to  church-building,  when  this  Society  will  again,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  prove  an  agency  of  great  good  to  all  the  waste  portions  of  our 
Lutheran  Zion* 

The  accompanying  statement  affords  an  accurate  exhibit  of  the  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  Society,  at  the  present  time.

PUBLICATION  SOCIETY, 


A  meeting  of  the  Publication  Society  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  was  held  in  York,  Pa.,  May 
31th,  1864,  The  President  being  absent,  the  Society  was 
called*  to  order  by  the  appointment  of  Hon.  C.  Kugler, 
Chairman,  and  Rev.  P.  Raby,  Secretary,  pro  tew. Prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev,  Morris  Officer. 

The  report,  of  the  operations  of  the  Board,  was  then  read 
by  Rev,  L.  E.  Albert,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
adopted. 

Report  of  the  Board,  of  Publication. 

In  presentinythe  following  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  enter  into  a  detailed  account  of  the  origin  of  the 
Publication  Society,  and  of  its  operations  up  to  the  time  when  the  last- 
report  was  rendered.  To  that  report,  so  ably  drawn  up  by  the  Rev, 
E,  W.  Hutter,  and  published  in  the  last  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod, 
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we  would  refer  you  for  a  full  and  lucid  account  of  the  rise  and  progress 
of  the  Publication  Society,  of  the  money  contributed  towards  its  sup¬ 
port,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was  expended,  and  also  cf  the  works 
published  by  the  Board  since  its  organization.  From  that  report  we 
learn  that  the  total  amount  of  money  subscribed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Publication  Society,  up  to  March  1st,  1862,  was  $18,656  54.  Total 
amount  paid  in  $17,440  88.  Total  amount  subscribed  and  unpaid 
$1,881  6G.  Since  that  period  our  General  Agent,  the  Rev.  Benjamin 
Keller.,  has  not  been  able  to  prosecute  his  agency  with  the  success  that 
hitherto  attended  it,  Owing  to  impaired  health  he  was  necessitated  to 
suspend  his'labors  as  a  collecting  agent  abroad,  and  confine  himself  to 
the  discharge  of  such  duties,  as  could  be  performed  by  him  at  home. 
From  a  report  furnished  by  him  to  the  Publication  Board,  including 
his  labors,  trom  the  1st  of  March,  1862,  to  the  1st  of  March,  1863,  we 
learn  that  the  following  additional  sums  were  received  by  him  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Society.:

During  the  year  1863,  the  health  of  the  General  Agent  was  so  much 
impaired,  that  he  was  obliged  to  cease  from  his  labors  almost  entirely, 
and  when  in  that  condition,  he  repeatedly  requested  the  Board  to  accept 
his  resignation  as  their  General  Agent.  The  Board  being  exceed¬ 
ingly  reluctant  to  loose  the  valuable  services  of  Father  Keller,  refused 
to  accept  his  resignation,  hoping  that  such  improvement  might  yet 
take  place  in  his  health,  as  would  permit  him  in  the  future,  to  render 
still  further  efficient  aid  to  the  Society.  The  expectation  of  the  Board, 
however,  in  this  particular,  was  doomed  to  disappointment,  and  finally, 
with  great  regret,  the  Board  was  compelled  to  release  Father  Keller 
from  all  active  duty  as  a  collecting  Agent,  still  retaining  him,  however, 
in  the  position  of  General  Agent,  to  discharge  such  duties  at  home,  as 
health  and  strength  allowed  him.  Another  collecting  Agent  has  been 
secured  in  the  person  of  Rev.  P.  Willard,  formerly  of  Schuylkill  Haven, 
Pa.,  who  is  hereby  recommended  to  the  hearty  sympathy  and  cordial 
co-operation  of  all  the  ministers  and  churches  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod.  It  is  but  due  to  Father  Keller,  to  state,  that  the  com¬ 
pensation  which  he  received  for  his  services  as  Collecting  Agent  of  the 
Publication  Society,  during  the  last  year  of  his  association  with  it  in 
that  capacity,  amounted  to  the  small  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  he  being  un¬ 
willing  to  receive  a  larger  amount,  though  urged  by  the  Board  to  do  so. 
It  may  also  be  stated  that,  in  his  present  position,  no  compensation  is 
received  by  him.  To  Father  Keller,  the  Publication  Society  owes  a 
large  debt  of  gratitude,  since  it  has  been  mainly,  by  his  untiring  efforts, 
and  deep  solicitude  for  its  welfare,  that  the  Board  of  Publication  has 
been  enabled  to  prosecute  its  labors  hitherto  and  secure  its  present  po¬ 
sition  and  whatever  prosperity  belongs  to  it. 

From  what  has  been  said  in  regard  to  the  amount  collected  for  the 
"benefit  of  the  Publication  Society  during  the  past  two  years,  it  may  be 
easily  inferred,  that  the  Board  would  not  accomplish  much  in  the  way 
of  publications.  When  in  connexion  with  this  the  high  prices  of 
material  and  labor  are  taken  into  consideration,  together  with  the  un¬ 
certainty  attendant  upon  the  successful  sale  of  strictly  religious  works, 
in  these  times  of  national  excitement,  the  Society  may  congratulate 
itself,  that  the  Board  has  not  undertaken  to  publish  more  than  it  did, 
and  that  it  lias  wisely  sought  to  husband  its  resources,  until  a  more 
favorable  opportunity  offered  itse’f,  to  embark  more  largely  in  the  work 
of  publication.  Without  capital  it  is  the  height  of  folly,  in  times  like 
the  present,  to  incur  any  expense  in  the  publication  of  works,  which 
may  not  be  covered  bv  their  sales,  since  the  loss  will  only  be  so  much  the 
greater,  and  the  difficulty  of  recovering  from  it  so  much  the  harder. 
With  capital,  risks  may  be  run  and  ventures  be  made,  since  if  losses  are 
incurred  these  losses  may  thereby  be  met,  without  sweeping  away  the 
very  foundations  upon  which  final  success  is  to  be  based.  It  is  ex- 
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eteedingly  doubtful,  whether  any  of  the  prosperous  Book  Concerns  of 
other  Churches  and  Boards  of  Publication  would  have  reached  their 
present  position,  but  for  the  large  and  repeated,  and  even  still  continued 
contributions  of  those  interested  in  them,  whereby  they  have  been  ena. 
bled  to  meet  deficiencies  to  furnish  cheap  publications,  and  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  favorable  opportunities,  to  increase  by  well  bestowed  dona¬ 
tions,  their  popularity,  and  consequently  their  patronage  and  pros¬ 
perity. 

And  yet,  notwithstanding,  the  disadvantages  under  which  we  have 
labored,  as  a  Board  of  Publication,  we  have  not  been  altogether  idle, 
since  the  last  report  was  rendered.  Up  to  the  rendition  of  that  report 
the  number  of  works,  published  by  the  Board,  amounted  to  twenty -six. 
To  this  number  two  more  can  now  be  added,  viz  :  1.  Simple  Conver¬ 
sations  on  Engineering,  with  illustrations  from  Nature,  and  applications 
to  Spiritual  Life.  2.  Frank’s  Friend,  or  the  Rampart  of  Strasburg, 
translated  from  the  German  of  Rev.  Iv.  H.  Caspari. 

Numerous  applications  were  made  to  the  Board  for  the  publication 
of  other  works,  presented  by  various  persons,  the  publication  of  which 
the  Board  was  compelled  to  decline.  Some  of  the  works  thus  presented 
were  not  deemed  by  the  Board,  suitable  for  publication,  others  were 
not  considered  as  coming  within  the  legitimate  province  of  the  Board, 
while  others  still,  though  possessing  considerable  merit,  were  not  of 
such  a  kind  as  to  warrant  undoubted  success,  if  published.  In  every 
such  case  the  Board  has  acted  conscientiously,  arriving  frequently  at 
some  of  its  decisions  with  great  reluctance,  not  desiring  to  disappoint 
or  grieve  the  feelings  of  any,  and  yet  keeping  in  view,  above  all  other 
considerations,  the  true  interests  of  the  Society  and  the  general  welfare 
of  the  Church.  At  present  the  Board  is  preparing  the  material  for 
several  works,  which  it  purposes  to  publish,  at  a  period  not  very  re¬ 
mote,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  “Book  of  Sermons,  by  living 
Lutheran  Pastors.”  It  is  also  aiming  to  secure  for  the  Church,  a  suita¬ 
ble  Sunday  School  Literature,  though  its  progress  in  that  direction  is 
not  very  rapid. 

It  may  be  gratifying  to  the  Society,  to  know  that  the  “Lutheran  Sun¬ 
day  School  Herald”  has  thus  far  maintained  a  successful  existence. 
Its  Editor,  the  Rev.  Matthias  Sheeleigh,  has  been  indefatigable  in  his 
labors  to  render  it  worthy  of  the  patronage  of  the  Church.  Its  circu¬ 
lation,  however,  should  be  greatly  increased  since  in  proportion  to  its 
increase,  enlarged  facilities  will  he  given  to  render  the  paper  more  at¬ 
tractive  and  profitable. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Book  Store  in  connection  with 
the  Board  of  Publication  is  enjoying  a  reasonable  degree  of  prosperity. 
Our  new  Local  Agent,  Thomas  L.  Schrack,  Esq.,  seems  admirably 
adapted  to  the  position  he  occupies.  Kind,  obliging  and  attentive,  ho 
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-cannot  but  give  satisfaction  to  all  who  have  occasion  to  deal  with  him. 
Orders  for  books  will  be  promptly  attended  to  by  him,  and  purchasers 
may  rest  assured,'  of  securing  whatever  publications  are  ordered  at  as 
reasonable  rates  as  it  is  possible  for  them  to  secure  elsewhere.  As 
the  profits  derived  from  the  Book  Store  will  be  conscientiously  devoted 
to  the  furtherance  of  the  ends  for  which  the  Publication  Society  has 
been  established,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  patronage  of  the  Church  will 
be  freely  given  to  it,  so  that  it  may  truly  become  a  power  for  good  among 
us  as  a  people. 

In  closing  this  report  we  cannot  but  urge  anew  upon  the  Church  a 
deeper  interest  in  the  Publication  Society.  It  needs  but  a  true  and 
hearty  support  upon  the  part  of  all  to  make  it  what  was  so  ardently  de¬ 
sired  at  its  establishment.  Represented  as  it  is  in  it3  Board  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  different  views,  though  all  professing  to  belong  to  the  same 
household  of  faith,  and  connected  with  the  General  Synod  by  represen¬ 
tatives  of  its  own  appointment,  it  surely  affords  a  basis  upon  which  all 
can  stand,  and  labor  for  the  true  interests  of  our  own  Zion,  and  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom  at  large.  If  personal  interests  could  only  yield  to 
the  general  interests  of  the  Church  and  misrepresentation  whether  in¬ 
tentional  or  otherwise,  cease  its  work  of  injury,  the  Lutheran  Board  of 
Publication  might  speedily  become  a  beneficent  spirit,  loved  by  all, 
and  blessing  all  in  return.  Let  the  Church  then,  seek  to  cultivate  a 
kindly  feeling  towards  the  Board  of  Publication,  let  confidence  be  exer¬ 
cised  in  it,  let  no  proper  support  be  withheld  from  it:  and  they  who 
compose  its  members  will  feel  the  obligation  resting  upon  them  to  meet 
every  just  expectation,  which  the  Church  indulges,  and  so  discharge 
their  trust,  that  they  will  be  recognized  by  all  as  “good  and  faithful 
servants.”  Thankful  for  every  past  favor,  and  trusting  in  the  same 
Providence  that  has  led  it  hitherto,  the  Board  will  continue  to  prosecute 
its  labors  with  renewed  hope:  and  may  it  be  the  prayer  of  every  heart, 
with  more  abundant  success.

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HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


A  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society  was  held  May  7th, 
1864.  Dr.  Schmucker  in  the  chair.  Prayer  was  offered  by 
Dr.  Diehl. 

The  Biennial  Discourse  was  delivered,  according  to  ap¬ 
pointment,  by  Dr.  Morris  on  the  “Literature  of  the  Luther¬ 
an  Church  in  the  United  States.” 

The  report  of  the  Curator  was  then  read,  in  his  absence, 
by  Dr.  Passavant,  and  adopted: 

Report  of  the  Curator . 

The  undersigned,  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society,  respectfully  pre¬ 
sents  the  following  Report : 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  May  7,  1862, 
aud  the  publication  of  the  Curator’s  Report,  on  page  111  of  the  Minutes 
■of  the  last  General  Synod  (which  detailed  Report  was  prepared  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  Society,  on  p.  112),  very  few  addi¬ 
tions  have,  with  one  exception,  been  made  to  the  several  departments 
constituting  the  “Library.”  These  additions  are  fully  exhibited  in  the 
following  statement : 

I.  Bound  Volumes. — The  Catalogue  now  exhibits  the  titles  of  220 
volumes,  being  an  addition  of  9  volumes  to  those  mentioned  in  the  last 
report.  The  titles  are  as  follows  : 

1.  (English)  Liturgy  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  published 
by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  presented  by  General  Synod. 

2.  Duplicate  of  No.  211,  i.  e.  Memorial  Volume  of  the  Lancaster 
(Trinity)  Church. 

3.  Carmina  Ecclesim,  Rev.-  Roedel’s  Collection  of  Sacred  Music,  pre¬ 
sented  by  General  Synod. 

4.  Evangelical  Hymns,  published  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Hoffman,  1838,  pre¬ 
sented  by  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh. 

5.  Martin  Luther's  Kleiner  Catechism  us,  by  Mcntz,  presented  by  M. 
Sheeleigh. 
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6.  Walz,.  Erkl'arung  des  Kalenders,  Reading,  1830,  presented  by 
M.  Slieeleigh.. 

7.  Haupt-luhalt  der  Lekre.  Libanon,  1813,  presented  by  Prof.  Stoever. 

8.  “Churches  between  the  Mountains,”  by  Rev.  D.  H.  Focht,  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  author. 

9.  Notes  of  the  Rebel  Invasion,  by  Dr.  Jacobs,  presented  by  the 
author. 

II.  Unbound  Volumes.-- Of  these  none  have  been  bound  since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Society,  as  the  Curator  was  not  authorized  to  arrange 
the  contributions  since  received,  and  place  them  in  the  binders  hands. 
About  240  pamphlets  have  been  presented  since  the  last  meeting,  chiefly, 
however,  Minutes  of  different  Synods,  of  which  many  are  duplicates. 
Very  few  of  these  additions  are  Sermons,  viz,  by  Rev.  T,  T.  Titus,  Dr. 
Bachman,  Dr.  C.  YV.  Schaeffer,  Rev.  P.  Anstadt,  and  Two  Addresses  by 
Prof.  Stoever.  Two  active  friends  of  the  Society,  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh 
;and  Prof.  Stoever,  have  contributed  the  great  mass  of  these  pamphlets. 
From  2  to  4  volumes  of  Minutes  of  Synods  could  be  added  to  the  Libra¬ 
ry,  if  the  Society  should  direct  the  Curator  to  arrange  those  that  have 
been  recently  received,  and  cause  them  to  be  bound, 

III.  Manuscripts. — None  have  been  sent  to  the  Curator,  since-  the 
last  report.  The  number  of  titles  then  stated,  viz,  18,  remains  the 
same.  This  depart  meat  was  designed  to  embrace  historical  statements 
respecting  our  congregations,  etc.  One  of  the  active  contributors  to 
the  Library,  Rev,  D.  H.  Focht,  is  the  only  member  who  prepared  such 
accounts.  As  he  succeeded,  after  labors  on  which  he  obviously  expend¬ 
ed  much  time  and  toil,  in  collecting  many  valuable  facts,  he  judiciously 
gave  the  whole  to  the  Church  in  a  handsome  volume,  mentioned  above, 
under  the  title  of:  “Churches  between  the  Mountains.”  If  his  example 
were  imitated  by  others,  our  Library  would  gradually  acquire  invalua¬ 
ble  treasures. 

IV.  Miscellaneous.— A  few  additions  have  been  made  to  this  de¬ 
partment,  viz,  Seven  Photographs,  presented  by  Messrs.  McAllister, 
of  Philadelphia,  through  Dr.  Schmucker,  they  exhibit  different  views 
of  St.  John’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  Also,  a  Portrait  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bran- 
dau,  of  Baltimore. 

The  Curator  took  the  liberty  to  suggest  in  his  last  report  that  a 
Committee  should  be  appointed  by  the  Society,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  the  Library  and  its  contents,  at  some  time  convenient  to  its 
members.  lie  still  believes  that  this  measure  would  materially  pro¬ 
mote  the  growth  of  the  whole  collection,  if  such  a  Committee  would 
correspond  with  similar  Historical  Societies,  and  then  publish  a  com¬ 
parative  statement  of  the  treasures  already  accumulated  by  Societies  of 
other  denominations,  and  of  the  meagre  supply  which  our  Library, 
in  its  present  state,  would  furnish  fox  any  future  historian  of  our 
Church,

The  Curator  is  happy  to  observe  that  while  the  Rebels,  when  they 
occupied  the  College  and  Seminary,  violated  nearly  every  lock  and 
bolt  in  these  buildings,  those  of  the  Book  case  containing  the  Society’s 
Library,  etc.,  remained  intact,  as  the  glass  doors  revealed  nothing  but 
books.  The  case,  on  the  other  hand,  in  the  Missionary  Hall,  con¬ 
taining  some  interesting  articles  presented  by  our  Missionaries  in 
India,  was  rifled  of  all  its  contents  at  the  time  of  the  invasion,  and 
afterwards. 

The  election  of  a  successor  of  the  present  Curator  is  respectfully  pro¬ 
posed  to  the  Society,  as,  possibly,  the  means  by  which  increased  contri¬ 
butions  may  be  secured  for  the  Library.

TWENTY-SECOND  CONVENTION

FIRST  DAY-FIRST  SESSION. 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 

Thursday,  May  17th,  1866. 

According  to  the  last  adjournment  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Amer¬ 
ica,  the  delegates  of  the  several  District  Synods  assembled  at 
9  o’clock,  A.  M.,  May  17th,  1866,  at  the  church  in  charge  of 
Rev.  W.  P.  Ruthrauff,  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  to 
constitute  the  twenty-second  convention  of  said  body.  The 
President,  Rev.  Prof.  Samuel  Sprecher,  D.D.,  preached  the 
opening  sermon,  from  1  Thes.  v.  19,  26,  21:  “  Quench  not  the 
Spirit.  Despise  not  prophesyings.  Prove  all  things;  hold  fast 
that  which  is  good.” 

TEMPORARY  ORGANIZATION. 

Public  worship  being  concluded,  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Prof.  S.  S. 
Schmucker,  D.D.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  Rev.  M. 
Sheeleigh  was  called  to  act  as  Secretary  pro  tempore.  Rev. 
J.  II.  Heck  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

RECEPTION  OF  DELEGATES. 

The  roll  of  Synods  was  next  called,  whereupon  the  respective 
delegations  proceeded  to  present  their  certificates  of  election, 
and  to  take  their  seats  as  members  of  the  Synod. 
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PROCEEDINGS  OF  TIIE 


DECISION  OF  CHAIR  CONCERNING  PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD. 

When  the  first  eleven  Synods  had  responded,  the  President 
decided  as  follows  in  reference  to  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania: 
The  Chair  regards  the  act  of  delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod,  by  which  they  severed  their  practical  relations  with  the 
General  Synod,  and  withdrew  from  the  partnership  of  the 
*  Synods  in  the  governing  functions  of  the  General  Synod,  as  the 
act  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  consequently  that 
Synod  was  out  of  practical  union  with  the  General  Synod  up 
to  the  adjournment  of  the  last  convention,  and  as  we  cannot  know 
officially  what  the  action  of  that  Synod  has  been  since,  she  must 
be  considered  as  in  that  state  of  practical  withdrawal  from  the 
governing  functions  of  the  General  Synod,  until  the  General 
Synod  can  receive  a  report  of  an  act  restoring  her  practical 
relations  to  the  General  Synod;  and  as  no  such  report  can  be 
received  until  said  Synod  is  organized,  the  Chair  cannot  know 
any  paper  offered  at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Synod 
as  a  certificate  of  delegation  to  this  body. 

When  the  hour  of  12  had  arrived,  the  Synod  adjourned  until 
2  o’clock.

FIRST  DAY-SECOND  SESSION. 

Thursday,  May  17th,  2  o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  the  appointed  hour.  Prayer 
by  Rev.  R.  Neumann. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

RECEPTION  OF  DELEGATES  CONTINUED. 

The  calling  of  Synods  and  the  reception  of  certificates  were 
resumed. 

CONCERNING  FRANCKEAN  SYNOD. 

When  the  name  of  the  Franckean  Synod  was  read,  the  Pre¬ 
sident  decided  that,  not  having  any  official  knowledge  whether 
the  said  Synod  has  complied  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in 
the  resolutions  receiving  that  Synod,  two  years  ago,  into  con- 
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nection  with  the  General  Synod,  the  delegates  from  the  Franc- 
kean  Synod  cannot,  for  the  present,  be  received. 

THE  CHAIR  SUSTAINED  ON  APPEAL, 

An  appeal  being  made  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  that  decision  was  sustained. 
A  division  of  the  house  was  called  for,  when  the  vote  resulted 
in  seventy-seven  ayes  to  twenty-four  nays.

Note. — The  Secretary  regards  it  proper  here  to  make  a  note  concerning 
certain  Synods  whose  names  were  printed  in  former  lists. 

1.  The  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  was  not  represented,  for  reasons  which  ap¬ 
pear  in  these  proceedings. 

2.  The  Synod  of  Kentucky  was  dissolved  in  May,  1865,  with  the  recommend¬ 
ation  that  its  ministers  and  churches  unite  with  the  Olive  Branch  Synod  of 
Indiana,  which  is  in  union  with  this  body. 

3.  The  Synod  uf  Southern  Illinois  had  no  delegation  present  to  represent  it. 

4.  The  Synod  of  Texas  found  it  impossible  to  be  represented  during  the 

war.  The  Secretary  has  received,  through  Rev.  W.  T.  Strobel,  a  long  frater¬ 
nal  letter  from  Rev.  J.  C.  Roehm,  President  of  that  Synod.  This  letter  is  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  General  Synod,  but  came  to  hand  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
late  meeting.  It  professes,  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  of  Texas,  strong  attach¬ 
ment  to  the  General  Synod,  heartily  deplores  the  unjustifiable  event  which 
suspended  the  relations  of  the  two  organizations,  expresses  sincere  regret 
that  straitened  circumstances  rendered  it  impracticable  to  send  delegates 
to  Fort  Wayne,  and  indulges  the  hope  that  active  relations  may  soon  again 
be  enjoyed.

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/  SECOND  DAY -FIRST  SESSION. 

Friday,  A.  M.  May,  18th,  1866. 

At  8  o’clock  the  members  of  Synod  assembled,  and  spent 
one  hour  in  devotional  services. 

The  business  session  opened  at  9  o’clock,  Rev.  S.  W.  Harkey, 
D.  D.,  leading  in  prayer. 

The  roll  was  called  and  corrected.  The  minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  session  were  read,  and,  after  making  a  verbal  modifica¬ 
tion,  approved. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CASE  OF  PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD. 

As  the  special  business  of  the  hour,  the  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  reported: 

Your  committee  respectfully  report,  that,  in  accordance  with  the  public 
notice  given  in  the  church,  they  assembled  at  the  specified  time  and  place, 
to  take  into  consideration  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  any 
credentials  or  documents,  which  the  delegates  of  said  Synod  might,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  public  invitation  given  by  the  President  of  the  General 
Synod,  see  fit  to  present.  Your  Committee  regret  to  report,  that  no  creden¬ 
tials  or  other  documents  were  communicated  to  them,  and  that  their  only 
recourse  was  to  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  during  the  two 
years  since  the  session  of  the  last  General  Synod.  After  mature  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  case,  your  Committee  resolved  first ,  to  present  to  the  Synod  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  as  apparent  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod  referred  to,  and  from  earlier  Minutes  ;  and,  secondly ,  on  the  basis 
of  these  facts  to  submit  several  resolutions. 

It  appears,  then,  that,  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  was  one  of  the  original 
Synods  which  formed  the  Constitution  of  this  Body,  in  1820,  at  Hagerstown: 
That  they  attended  one  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  in  1821,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1823  withdrew  from  this  Body,  and  resolved  not  to  have  any  con¬ 
nection  with  it  again  until  requested  to  do  so  by  their  congregations:  That 
for  thirty  years  thereafter,  they  had  no  connection  whatever  with  this  Body : 
That  when,  in  1853,  they  re-entered  into  connection  with  it,  they  proposed 
only  a  qualified  connection,  specifying  a  contingency,  on  the  occurrence  of 
which,  their  delegates  were  instructed,  by  a  standing  resolution,  to  withdraw 
from  the  sessions  of  this  Body,  and  report  to  their  Synod:  That  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  the  Franckean  Synod,  in  1864,  wras,  in  the  judgment  of  their  delegates, 
such  a  case,  and  they  therefore  protested  against  said  action,  withdrew  from 
the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  and  reported  to  their  Synod :  That  their 
Synod,  after  full  discussion,  approved  the  action  of  their  delegates,  by  a 
unanimous  vote  :  That  at  their  meeting  in  1864,  they  resolved,  that  the 
consideration  of  “the  future  relation  of  this  Synod  to  the  General  Synod  be 
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postponed,  until  the  time  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  that  body  shall  again 
recur:”  That  at  the  meeting  of  1865,  they  elected  delegates  to  this  Body, 
with  the  declaration,  that  the  “  Synod  desires  it  to  be  distinctly  understood ,  that  it 
has  not  ceased'  to  approve  of  the  protest  and  withdrawal  of  its  last  delegation  at  the 
meeting  at  York;”  and  also  resolved  that  “the  Synod  now  as  ever  reserves  to 
itself  the  right  asserted  in  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  its 
delegation  to  the  General  Synod  in  1853,  and  which  prompted  the  action  of  our 
delegation  at  the  Convention  at  York,”  in  1864:  That  the  delegation  thus 
elected  made  their  appearance  at  this  meeting,  and  tendered  their  credentials 
upon  the  calling  of  the  roll  of  Synods.;  but  the  President  having  decided, 
that  the  status  of  their  Synod  being  a  disputed  one,  their  credentials  could 
not  be  received  or  acted  on  until  after  the  organization  of  the  Synod,  and 
this  decision  being  sustained  by  a  vote  of  the  house,  their  case  was  not  taken 
up  until  after  the  organization,  when  they  were  called  on  to  present  their 
credentials,  but  declined  to  do  so:  That  your  Committee  was  then  appointed, 
to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  to  report  on. 

Having  thus  detailed  the  facts  of  the  case,  your  Committee  present  the 
following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regard  the  condition  annexed  by  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod  to  the  appointment  of  their  delegates,  as  contrary  to  that 
equality  among  the  synods  composing  this  Body,  provided  for  by  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  this  Synod,  and  as  derogatory  to  its  dignity. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  motives  of  Christian  forbearance  may  have 
induced  this  Synod  to  receive  the  Pennsylvania  delegates  in  1853,  with  this 
condition;  the  unfavorable  influences  since  exerted  by  it  render  this  Synod 
no  longer  willing  to  submit  to  such  distinctions. 

3.  Resolved,  That  waving  the  irregularities  in  the  present  case,  for  the 
sake  of  brotherly  love  and  peace,  this  Synod  hereby  agree  to  receive  the 
present  delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  with  the  understanding  that 
they  use  their  influence  at  the  next  meeting  of  their  Synod,  to  have  the 
obnoxious  condition  rescinded. 

4.  Resolved,  That  this  body  will  hereafter  not  receive  any  Synod  into  its 
connection,  upon  any  other  terms  or  conditions  than  those  prescribed  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod.

Resolved,  That  if  the  Parent  Education  Society  does  not 
hold  its  anniversary  this  evening,  the  time  be  appropriated  to 
the  public  services  of  the  Historical  Society.

The  designated  hour  having  arrived,  the  President  called  the 
house  to  order.

PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD’S  CASE  RESUMED. 

The  business  concerning  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  re¬ 
sumed. 
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The  resolutions  having  been  considered  to  the  end,  amended 
and  adopted,  the  Report,  thus  changed,  was  adopted  as  a  whole, 
as  follows: 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report,  that  in  accordance  with  the  public 
notice  given  in  the  church,  they  assembled  at  the  specified  time  and  place, 
to  take  into  consideration  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  any 
credentials  or  documents,  which  the  delegates  of  said  Synod  might,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  public  invitation  given  by  the  President  of  the  General  Synod, 
see  fit  to  present.  Your  Committee  regret  to  report,  that  no  credentials  or 
other  documents  were  communicated  to  them,  and  their  only  recourse  was 
to  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  during  the  two  years  since  the 
session  of  the  last  General  Synod.  After  mature  consideration  of  the  case, 
your  Committee  resolved  first ,  to  present  to  the  Synod  a  statement  of  the 
facts  in  the  case,  as  apparent  from  the  minutes  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod 
referred  to,  and  from  earlier  Minutes;  and,  secondly ,  on  the  basis  of  these 
facts  to  submit  several  resolutions. 

It  appears,  then,  that  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  was  one  of  the  original 
Synods  which  formed  the  Constitution  of  this  Body,  in  1820,  at  Hagerstown: 
That  they  attended  one  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  1821,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1823  withdrew  from  this  Body,  and  resolved  not  to  have  any  con¬ 
nection  with  it  again  until  requested  to  do  so  by  their  congregations  :  That 
for  thirty  years  thereafter  they  had  no  connection  whatever  with  this  Body: 
That  when,  in  1853,  they  re-entered  into  connection  with  it,  they  proposed 
only  a  qualified  connection,  specifying  a  contingency,  on  the  occurrence  of 
which,  their  delegates  were  instructed,  by  a  standing  resolution,  to  withdraw 
from  the  sessions  of  this  Body  and  report  to  their  Synod  :  That  the  admission 
of  the  Franckean  Synod,  in  1864,  was,  in  the  judgment  of  their  delegates, 
such  a  case,  and  they  therefore  prfitested  against  said  action,  withdrew  from 
the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  and  reported  to  their  Synod :  That  their 
Synod,  after  full  discussion,  approved  the  action  of  their  delegates  by  a  unani¬ 
mous  vote  :  That  at  their  meeting,  in  1864,  they  resolved  “  that  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  future  relation  of  this  Synod  to  the  General  Synod  be  postponed, 
until  the  time  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  that  body  shall  again  recur:  ” 
That  at  the  meeting  of  1865,  they  elected  delegates  to  this  Body,  with  the  decla¬ 
ration,  that  the  “  Synod  desires  it  to  be  distinctly  understood ,  that  it  has  not  ceased 
to  approve  of  the  protest  and  withdrawal  of  its  last  delegation  at  the  meeting  at 
York;”  and  also  resolved  that  the  Synod  now  as  ever  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
asserted  in  the  resolutions  adopted  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  its  delegation  to 
the  General  Synod ,  in  1853,  and  which  prompted  the  action  of  our  delegation 
at  the  Convention  at  York,”  in  1864:  That  the  delegation  thus  elected  made 
their  appearance  at  this  meeting,  and  tendered  their  credentials  during  and 
after  calling  the  roll  of  Synods,  before  the  election  of  officers  and  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Synod,  when  the  President  gave  this  decision:  “The  Chair 
regards  the  act  of  delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  by  which  they  se¬ 
vered  their  practical  relations  with  the  General  Synod,  and  withdrew  from  the 
partnership  of  the  Synods,  in  the  governing  functions  of  the  General  Synod* 
as  the  act  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  consequently  that  Synod 
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was  out  of  practical  union  with  the  General  Synod  up  to  the  adjournment  of 
the  last  convention,  and  as  we  cannot  know  officially  what  the  action  of  that 
Synod  has  been  since,  she  must  be  considered  as  in  that  state  of  practical 
withdrawal  from  the  governing  functions  of  the  General  Synod,  until  the 
General  Synod  can  receive  a  report  of  an  act  restoring  .her  practical  relations 
to  the  General  Synod ;  and  as  no  such  report  can  be  received  until  said 
Synod  is  organized,  the  Chair  cannot  know  any  paper  offered  at  this  stage  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Synod  as  a  certificate  of  delegation  to  this  body 
and  this  decision  being  sustained  by  a  vote  of  the  house,  their  case  was  not 
taken  up  until  after  the  organization,  when  they  were  called  on  to  present 
their  credentials,  but  declined  to  do  so :  That  your  Committee  was  then  ap¬ 
pointed,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  to  report  on. 

Having  thus  detailed  the  facts,  your  Committee  present  the  following  reso¬ 
lutions  : 

[Here  follow  the  resolutions  adopted,  and  as  in  part  only  those  of  the 
committee.] 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regard  the  condition  annexed  by  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod  to  the  appointment  of  the  delegates,  as  contrary  to  that 
equality  among  the  Synods  composing  this  Body,  provided  for  by  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  this  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  motives  of  Christian  forbearance  may  have 
induced  this  Synod  to  receive  the  Pennsylvania  delegates  in  1853,  with  this 
condition,  the  unfavorable  influences  since  exerted  by  it  render  it  very  de¬ 
sirable  that  said  condition  be  rescinded  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  entire  willing¬ 
ness  to  receive  the  delegates  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 

After  thus  disposing  of  the  foregoing,  it  was,  on  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  the  delegates  from  the  Pennsylvania  Synod 
he  requested  to  waive  what  may  seem  to  them  an  irregular  or¬ 
ganization  of  this  Body,  and  to  acquiesce  in  the  present  or¬ 
ganization. 

It  was,  furthermore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  he  requested  to  present,  in 
writing,  to  the  delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  the  action 
just  passed  in  reference  to  that  body. 

FRANCKEAN  SYNOD’S  DELEGATION  RECEIVED. 

In  relation  to  the  Franckean  Synod,  it  was  then 

Resolved ,  That,  inasmuch  as  the  Franckean  Synod  has  com¬ 
plied  with  the  condition  of  admission  laid  down  by  the^  last 
General  Synod,  its  delegation  be  received. 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  made  by  a  member,  in  view  of 
the  favorable  disposal  of  the  subject  before  the  Synod  during 
the  -last  three  days,  the  whole  body  rose  and  engaged  in  heart¬ 
ily  singing  the  doxology, — 
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“Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow; 

Praise  him,  all  creatures  here  below ; 

Praise  him  above,  ye  heavenly  host ; 

Praise  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost 

and  then  united  in  prayer  with  Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer,  the  oldest 
member  of  the  Synod. 

It  was  then  determined  to  adjourn  until  9  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning.

RESOLUTIONS  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

The  following  Resolutions  on  the  state  of  the  country  were 
offered,  and  unanimously  adopted,  by  a  rising  vote : 

Whereas ,  TheUast  two  sessions  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States,  convened, 
respectively,  in  the  years  1862  and  1864,  at  Lancaster  and 
York,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  were  both  held  during  the 
prevalence  of  a  calamitous  civil  war ;  and, 

Whereas,  At  both  of  said  sessions  the  General  Synod,  be- 
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sides  carefully  enunciating  its  views  in  reference  to  the  origin 
of  said  war,  and  the  great  issues  at  stake,  also  offered  fervent 
prayers  to  Almighty  God  for  the  speedy  return  of  a  peace, 
based  on  the  principles  of  his  own  truth  and  righteousness;  be 
it,  therefore, 

1.  Resolved ,  That  we  do  hereby,  as  a  General  Synod,  greatly 
rejoice,  that  our  present  sessions  are  being  held  under  circum¬ 
stances,  and  amidst  surroundings,  which  are  in  so  grateful  and 
happy  contrast  with  those  which  at  our  two  former  sessions 
filled  our  hearts  with  so  much  anxiety  and  grief. 

2.  Resolved ,  That,  not  abating  a  jot  or  tittle  of  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  principles  then  solemnly  put  forth,  we  do  now  join  in 
ascriptions  of  praise,  and  power,  and  glory  unto  Him  who  is 
the  Author  of  all  our  mercies,  and  the  source  of  all  our  bless¬ 
ings,  that  He  has  caused  the  desolations  of  war  to  cease  in 
our  land,  and  that  peace  once  more  sheds  its  benign  influence 
over  every  part  of  our  national  domain. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  in  these  our  thanksgivings  we  include,  as 
among  the  most  obvious  occasions  of  them,  the  final  victory 
which  He  wTas  graciously  pleased  to  vouchsafe  to  our  gallant 
army  and  navy;  the  preservation  of  our  government,  and  its 
associated  institutions  from  meditated  forcible  overthrow,  and 
the  removal  from  amongst  us  of  the  curse  of  slavery,  in  whose 
interest,  and  for  wrhose  extension,  the  war  was  inaugurated  and 
prosecuted. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  the  widows  and  orphans  which  the  rebel¬ 
lion  has  made  are  the  legacy  of  the  nation,  and  that  it  behooves 
the  Church  to  unite  with  the  States,  and  the  General  Govern¬ 
ment,  in  extending  to  tliQin  all  possible  sympathy,  succor  and 
support. 

5.  Resolved ,  That  to  the  millions  of  bondmen,  who  by  the 
vicissitudes  of  war  have  been  so  suddenly  and  strangely  trans¬ 
lated  into  a  state  of  freedom,  the  country  owes  its  most  benefi¬ 
cent  and  paternal  guardianship,  that  they  suffer  no  detriment 
from  neglect  or  abuse,  but  be  strengthened,  comforted  and 
assisted,  in  which  great  duty  the  Church  of  Christ  cannot  and 
must  not  be  found  tardy  or  delinquent. 

6.  Resolved ,  That  we  share  in  the  enlightened  and  sponta¬ 
neous  sentiment  of  the  people  of  this  land,  in  expressions  of 
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profoundest  sorrow,  because  of  the  violent  death  of  President 
Abraham  Lincoln,  whose  memory  as  a  Patriot,  a  Statesman, 
and  the  highest  type  of  a  Philanthropist,  we  cherish  and  revere, 
and  whose  services  to  our  nation,  and  to  the  cause  of  the  suffer¬ 
ing  and  oppressed,  we  shall  ever  hold  in  grateful  and  affec¬ 
tionate  remembrance. 

Immediately  on  the  adoption  of  the  above,  the  Synod  united 
in  singing  the  first  and  last  stanzas  of

“  My  country,  ’tis  of  thee.”

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  requests  the  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Franckean  Synod  of  New  York  to  make  a  written 
statement  to  this  body,  of  the  precise  relations  which  the  Western 
Conference  of  the  Franckean  Synod  sustains  to  that  Synod. 

Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  Chairman  of  the  Liturgical  Committee, 
read  a  Report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LITURGIC  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD,  MAY  18TH,  1866. 

At  the  present  stage  of  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  in  regard  to  the 
proposed  Liturgy,  your  Committee  find  it  unnecessary  to  add  much  to  the 
statements  made  in  the  last  Report.  We  there  mention  that  the  General 
Committee,  on  the  day  of  their  appointment  at  Lancaster  city,  had  marked 
out  the  line  of  action  for  the  sub-committee  which  they  elected,  in  the  follow 
ing  resolutions : 

“1.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod’s  Liturgy  shall  be  the  basis  on  -which 
the  new  Liturgy  is  to  be  constructed;  the  other  Liturgies  employed  in  diffe¬ 
rent  portions  of  our  Church,  to  be  consulted  and  used  as  far  as  may  be 
deemed  proper. 

“2.  Resolved,  That  the  new  Liturgy  shall  have  but  one  form  for  each  occa¬ 
sion. 

“  3.  Resolved,  That  on  all  subjects  on  which  difference  of  doctrinal  senti¬ 
ment  exists,  Scripture  language,  suited  to  either  or  both  views,  is  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  without  comment.” 

The  General  Committee  thus  instructed  its  agents,  not  to  ignore  the  former 
labors  of  the  General  Synod,  but,  to  build  upon  the  existing  Liturgy  of  this 
body  as  the  basis  of  the  new  work.  As  the  one  now  in  use  was  translated 
from  the  former  Liturgy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  that  had  been  chiefly 
copied  and  enlarged  from  that  which  was  prepared  by  the  patriarchs  of  our 
Church  in  America ;  it  follows,  as  the  sub-committee  faithfully  observed 
their  instructions,  that  the  work  is  a  legitimate  development  from  that  of  the 
fathers  of  our  Church  in  this  country,  preserving  the  historical  connection 
of  our  Church,  as  well  as  its  ecclesiastical  principles  and  usages.  Yet,  as 
several  District  Synods,  and  even  individuals  in  our  Church,  had  also  pub¬ 
lished  the  fruits  of  their  liturgic  labors,  these  also  were  added  to  the  ma¬ 
terials  from  which  our  selection  was  made.  From  this  mass,  your  Com- 
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mittee  selected  the  best  of  each,  and  thus  furnished  one  form  for  those  Actus 
Ministerialcs  which  are  of  more  rare  occurrence;  and  several  for  the  constantly 
recurring  exercises  of  public  worship.  In  these  selections  the  Committee 
made  only  such  alterations  and  verbal  amendments  as  were  necessary  to  the 
unity  and  homogeneity  of  the  whole.  While,  therefore,  we  claim  no  credit  of 
authorship,  we  believe  the  plan  of  the  General  Committee  to  be  judicious, 
and  the  new  Liturgy  to  be  far  better  than  any  one  of  those  from  which  it  was 
selected. 

To  facilitate  the  further  improvement  of  this  work,  the  General  Synod  “  re¬ 
ferred  the  work  to  the  District  Synods  and  Churches,  for  examination,  &c. ; 
that  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed,  to  whom  the  action  of  the  several 
Synods  shall  be  submitted ,  which  Committee  shall  adjust,  and  as  far  as  possible 
endeavor  to  harmonize  said  action,  and  report  the  same  to  the  General  Synod, 
and  that  this  Committee  also  be  authorized  to  make  any  amendments  which 
their  judgment  may  approve.”  We  regret  to  say,  that  not  in  a  single  instance 
did  any  such  proposed  alterations,  either  verbal  or  real,  reach  your  Commit¬ 
tee.  We  know  also  that  some  of  the  Synodical  Committees  gave  the  work 
but  little  attention,  especially  in  regions  where  a  liturgy  is  rarely  used.  Of 
one  thing  your  Committee  feel  convinced,  that  unless  we  build  upon  the  labors 
of  our  predecessors,  unless  we  hold  fast  to  this  selection,  making  whatever 
further  amendments  may  be  deemed  necessary,  many  years  will  elapse  before 
the  Church  will  be  at  rest  on  this  subject,  or  have  a  good  Liturgy.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  our  Synods  are  decidedly  opposed  to  any  increase  of  liturgic  forms, 
beyond  what  are  contained  in  this  selection ;  and  as  this  consists  of  a  careful 
selection  of  the  most  approved  forms  in  all  the  Liturgies  in  use  among  us, 
we  do  not  suppose  that  any  individual  could  compose  an  original  one  better 
than  these,  or  that  half  as  many  churches  or  Synods  would  be  willing  to  re¬ 
ceive  it. 

With  these  remarks,  your  Committee  submit  the  following  resolutions,  to 
indicate  the  course  of  action  which  the  Synod  might  pursue : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  first  hear  the  reports  of  the  delegates 
of  the  different  Synods,  if  they  have  any  to  make. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  hear  the  Liturgy  read,  at  least  so  far  as  the 
exercises  of  public  worship  on  the  Lord’s  day  are  concerned. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  Synod  now  give  the  Committee  suggestions  for  the 
further  improvement  of  the  Liturgy,  if  deemed  necessary. 

4.  That  with  these  instructions  the  Committee  be  requested  to  make 

such  further  improvements  in  the  work  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  and 
when  in  their  judgment  it  is  finished,  they  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Hymn 
Book  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  contract  for  having  it  handsomely  and 
correctly  printed,  the  Liturgic  Committee  having  the  charge  of  the  proof- 
sheets  and  the  correction  of  the  press.  « 

5.  That  the  sale  of  the  book  shall  be  contracted  for  with  the  Publication  Board. 

6.  The  book  thus  published,  to  be  styled  the  Provisional  Liturgy,  and  the 
ministers  be  authorized  to  introduce  it  for  trial  in  their  churches.

But  having  by  its  dele¬ 
gation  openly  withdrawn  from  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod, 
at  York,  Pa.,  the  former  President  ruled  that  the  practical  re¬ 
lation  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  General  Synod  was 
such,  that  no  report  could  be  heard  from  that  Synod  until  the 
General  Synod  was  organized.  This  ruling  of  the  President 
was  sustained  by  a  very  large  majority,  after  an  appeal  had 
been  taken.  Immediately  after  its  organization,  the  General 
Synod  invited  the  delegates  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  to 
present  their  credentials  and  report;  and  has  evinced  its  readi¬ 
ness  at  every  stage  to  grant  to  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  every 
lawful  privilege  and  every  right.  The  General  Synod  hereby 
extend  to  the  delegation  from  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  the 
assurance  of  its  kindest  regard.

Resolved ,  That  in  the  death  of  Rev.  S.  Sayford,  who  had 
been  elected  a  delegate  to  this  Convention,  by  the  Olive  Branch 
Synod,  the  church  has  lost  one  of  its  humblest  and  most  pious 
ministers ;  that,  bowing  to  the  providence  of  God,  we  will  be 
admonished  to  ever  watch  and  pray ;  that  we  invoke  the  blessing 
of  God  upon  the  afflicted  family;  and  hereby  request  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  this  body  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Mrs.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the 
Hymn  Book  Committee  reported. 

REPORT  ON  HYMN  BOOK  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Hymn  Book 
Committee,  and  accompanying  papers,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  same,  and  find  that  there  was  due  the  Treasurer,  January  1st, 
1865,  the  sum  of  $453.89,  of  which  amount  he  received  $340.42;  leaving  a 
balance  of  $113.47.  It  appears  that  this  discrepancy  arose  in  this  way:  the 
$113.47  was  withheld  under  the  impression  that  the  Hymn  Book  Committee 
of  the  General  Synod  would  allow  that  amount  under  the  resolution  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  at  York,  (see  page  47,)  because  that  the  then  “condition  of  the 
country  had  materially  affected  the  prices  of  publication.” 

It  appears,  however,  that  such  an  arrangement  was  never  formally  acted 
upon ;  and  hence  that  amount  is  yet  due  from  the  Publication  Society  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod. 

There  was  also  due  since  January  1st,  1866,  upon  account  rendered  at  that 
date,  the  further  sum  of  $1163.37,  making  the  sum  total  due  $1276.84. 

The  Publication  Society,  as  appears  from  vouchers  furnished,  had  ex¬ 
pended  the  sum  of  $5110.00,  to  carry  into  effect  the  publication  of  the  24 mo 
edition  of  the  Hymn  Book,  recommended  to  be  published  by  the  Committee 
of  the  General  Synod  at  the  meeting  in  York,  Pa.,  in  May,  1884. 

That,  under  the  contract,  the  Publication  Society  were  to  receive  five  per 
cent,  on  sales ;  that  they  received  during  the  first  twenty  months,  under  that 
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contract,  only  $176.63 — less  than  the  interest  of  the  money  invested — to  say 
nothing  of  expenses. 

Hence  the  Hymn  Book  Committee,  in  justice  to  the  Publication  Society, 
have  recommended  the  allowance  of  an  additional  five  per  cent,  on  all  sales 
made  under  the  contract. 

Your  Committee  would  so  far  concur  in  the  recommendation  as  to  allow  the 
additional  five  per  cent,  on  all  sales  made  since  the  last  account  was  rendered, 
January  1st,  1866.  This  is  the  more  justifiable,  because  under  this  new 
contract  the  General  Synod  will  realize  much  more  revenue  than  under  any 
former  contract. 

The  committee  further  recommend  the  re-adoption  of  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod  as  follows:  “  That  the  control  and  management  of  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  Catechism,  Hymn  Book,  Liturgy,  and  other  books  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  the  power  to  contract  for  the  publication  of  several  editions  of 
the  same,  shall  be  intrusted  to  the  Hymn  Book  Committee.”

REPORT  ON  TREASURER’S  REPORT.

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WESTERN  CONFERENCE  OF  FRANCEEAN  SYNOD. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod,  the  existence 
of  an  organized  branch  of  the  Franckean  Synod,  at  so  great 
a  distance,  and  within  the  bounds  of  another  Synod,  as  in  the 
case  of  their  Western  Conference,  is  not  in  accordance  with 
ecclesiastical  order,  and  that  we  strongly  advise  the  Franckean 
Synod  to  dissolve  that  distant  organization,  and  direct  the 
ministers  now  composing  it,  to  apply  for  admission  to  those 
Synods  within  whose  bounds  they  may  reside. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  foregoing,  the  following  state¬ 
ment  was  rendered  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Synod, 
made  on  Monday: 

STATEMENT  OF  THE  FRANCKEAN  SYNOD’S  DELEGATION. 

The  delegation  of  the  Franckean  Synod,  would  make  the  following  state¬ 
ment,  in  reply  to  the  resolution  of  inquiry  of  the  General  Synod. 

1.  The  Franckean  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  has  been  in  existence 
twenty-nine  years.  The  Constitution  authorizes  a  division  of  the  Synod  into 
Conferences,  investing  them  with  certain  well-defined  rights,  for  the  exercise 
of  which  they  are  responsible  to  Synod. 

2.  Each  Conference  is  required  to  report  to  Synod,  at  the  time  of  the 
annual  meeting,  all  its  business  transactions,  in  order  to  be  reviewed  for 
approval  or  rejection. 

3.  The  Western  Conference  was  first  organized  eighteen  or  nineteen  years 
ago,  growing  out  of  the  necessity  of  previous  missionary  operations  in  the 
field;  and  the  present  members  of  the  Conference  are  the  following  brethren  : 
Bros.  R.  Smith,  C.  Sans,  J.  P.  Hiester,  E.  Fair,  S.  Spyker,  and  A.  S.  Tim- 
erman. 

4.  It  requires  a  majority  of  the  members  to  form  a  quorum  to  transact 
business.

Rev.  Prof.  Schmucker,  H.D.,  read,  on  behalf  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  the  following 

MEMORIAL  ON  BENJAMIN  KURTZ,  D.D.,  LL.  D. 

Whereas ,  It  has  pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  in  the  interim 
since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod,  to  remove  from  our  midst  our  beloved 
Brother,  the  Rev.  B.  Kurtz,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  and  it  is  just  that  we  place  on 
record  a  testimonial  of  our  high  estimate  of  his  services ;  therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  by  this  afflicting  dispensation  the  Lutheran  Church  has 
lost  one  of  her  oldest,  most  faithful,  and  successful  ministers;  the  General 
Synod,  one  of  her  earliest,  ablest,  and  most  constant  defenders;  and  the 
cause  of  Protestantism  and  Evangelical  piety  in  our  country,  one  of  its  most 
enlightened  and  fearless  advocates. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whilst  we  regret  that  we  shall  see  his  face  no  more 
amongst  us,  we  feel  grateful  that  a  kind  Providence  permitted  him  to  live 
and  labor  so  many  years,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom, 
and  in  his  declining  years,  as  well  as  in  the  hour  of  his  departure,  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  excellence  and  sufficiency  of  that  Divine  Redeemer,  in  whom 
living,  he  had  trusted. 
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3.  Resolved ,  That  we  tender  our  warmest  sympathies  to  his  afflicted  family, 
and  commend  them  to  the  consolations  of  that  Saviour,  who  safely  conducted 
their  departed  parent  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  these  resolutions  be  incorporated  with  the  Minutes  of 
the  General  Synod,  a  copy  to  be  sent  for  publication  to  the  editors  of  our 
church  papers,  and  to  the  bereaved  family  of  the  deceased.

The  Synod  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  Hymn  Book  Committee. 
The  gentlemen  elected  are  Messrs.  I.  Sulger,  C.  Kugler,  M. 
Buehler,  T.  N.  Kurtz,  and  C.  F.  Norton. 

PROTEST  PRESENTED. 

Rev.  Dr.  Passavant  read  a  protest  against  the  action  of  the 
Synod  in  the  case  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 

Protest. 

The  undersigned  delegates  of  various  Synods,  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  having  cast  their  votes  against  the  final  action  of  this  Body,  as  re¬ 
gards  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  respectfully  ask  leave  to  place  on  record  the 
reasons  which  led  them  thus  to  vote,  and  at  the  same  time,  they  solemnly, 
and  in  the  fear  of  God,  protest  against  this  action,  as,  in  their  judgment,  ir¬ 
regular,  and  contrary  both  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Synod  and  the  law  of 
equity  as  revealed  in  the  word  of  God. 

And,  First,  we  protest  against  the  decision  of  the  retiring  President,  after¬ 
wards  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the  delegates,  by  which  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod  was  declared  as  not  being  “in  practical  relations”  to  the  General 
Synod,  and  consequently  not  entitled  to  any  part  in  its  organization,  as  an 
unwarranted  assumption  of  power,  because, 

1.  The  name  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  on  the  official  roll  of  Synods 
which  had  been  furnished  this  Body  by  the  retiring  Secretary,  and  after  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Pennsylvania  delegates  from  the  Convention  in  York,  the 
Synod  itself  is  expressly  recognized  in  an  official  paper  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  General  Synod.  In  our  judgment,  therefore,  the  presiding  officer  was  in 
duty  bound  to  receive  the  credentials  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  at  the  proper 
time. 

2.  Because  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  give  him  no  power  whatever  to 
exclude  Synods,  or  even  to  decide  as  to  their  relations  to  the  General* Synod, 
but  merely  make  it  his  duty  “to  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  of 
delegates.” 

3.  The  reason  given  by  the  Chair,  and  sustained  by  the  majority,  for  such 
refusal  to  call  the  names  of  all  the  Synods  on  the  official  roll,  that  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod,  by  the  withdrawal  of  its  delegation  from  the  Convention  in 
York,  placed  itself  out  of  governing  relations  to  the  General  Synod — is  not  a 
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valid  one — as  such  withdrawal  from  the  sessions  was  merely  the  exercise  of  a  right 
zohich  zvas  freely  conceded  by  the  General  Synod  to  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  at  the 
time  of  its  reception  in  Winchester ,  and  ivhich  was  never  objected  to,  either  before 
or  on  the  occasion  of  its  exercise.  The  retirement  of  the  Pennsylvania  delega¬ 
tion  from  the  further  sessions  of  the  Synod  in  York  could  not,  therefore,  affect 
the  relations  of  that  Synod  to  the  General  Synod — the  sole  object  of  this  act 
being,  as  officially  expressed,  “in  order  to  report  to  their  own  Synod  at  its 
approaching  Convention.” 

4.  Even  if  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  afterwards,  by  a  formal  act  of  separa¬ 
tion,  had  sundered  its  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  the  President 
could  not,  by  his  own  ruling,  know  this  and  act  upon  it,  until  officially  noti¬ 
fied  of  such  separation. 

5.  If  such  a  principle  is  established,  it  is  placed  in  the  power  of  any  future 
retiring  President  to  rule  “out  of  practical  relations”  any  Synod  or  number 
of  Synods  he  may  deem  proper  thus  to  designate,  and  a  majority  of  the  re¬ 
maining  delegates,  by  sustaining  him,  may  keep  out  such  Synod  or  Synods 
until  the  Convention  is  organized,  and  so  long  thereafter  as  they  may  deem 
advisable;  or  may  even  refuse  to  give  them  the  rights  which  belong  to  all  the 
constituent  parts  of  this  Synod,  except  on  conditions  which  it  was  known  be¬ 
forehand  could  never  be  consented  to,  without  the  setting  aside  of  solemn 
compacts  between  brethren,  or  the  sacrifice  of  Christian  principle. 

And,  Secondly,  we  solemnly  protest  against  the  final  action  of  this  Body  in 
the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  because,  that  notwithstanding  the  most 
satisfactory  evidence  officially  communicated  on  the  floor  of  this  house,  that 
the  Pennsylvania  Synqd  was,  at  the  time  of  the  organization,  and  continues 
to  be,  an  integral  part  of  this  Body,  its  original  relations  unchanged,  and  all 
its  guarantied  rights  intact,  it  has  now  finally  been  resolved  that  the  previous 
action  of  this  Convention,  in  disfranchising  it,  is  “both  regular  and  constitu¬ 
tional,”  a  course  of  procedure  which,  in  our  judgment,  is  wholly  without  pre¬ 
cedent  in  law  and  sanction  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Its  inevitable  con¬ 
sequence  must  be  a  future,  fraught  with  the  most  serious  results  to  the  Church 
of  God.

REPORT  ON  MEMORIAL  CHURCH,  WASHINGTON,  D.  C, 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  proposed  Memo¬ 
rial  Church  at  Washington  City,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

Whereas ,  It  seems  to  us,  after  considering  the  claims  of  the  movement  so 
auspiciously  initiated  by#our  Lutheran  Church  in  Washington,  to  build  a  church 
in  the  capital  of  our  great  nation,  which  shall  be  worthy  not  only  of  our 
Lutheran  Church,  but  especially  as  a  monument  of  the  loyalty  of  our  Church 
and  of  our  gratitude  to  God  for  his  kindly  interposition  in  saving  our  nation 
from  disruption  and  ruin,  and  which  shall  also  answer  an  imperative  demand 
for  more  room  to  accommodate  our  large  and  increasing  membership  and  the 
numerous  congregations  which  attend  upon  the  ministration  of  the  word  in 
our  church;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  we,  as  a  General  Synod,  heartily  approve  said  movement, 
and  desire  its  speedy  and  complete  accomplishment,  and  that  we  will  encour¬ 
age  contributions  to  this  worthy  object.

Butler  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

From  the  reports  of  the  several  Synods,  your  Committee  express  the  hope 
that  in  the  future  the  mind  and  heart  of  the  Church  will  be  less  engaged  with 
matters  of  controversy,  and  more  earnestly  interested  in  the  great  work  of 
developing  the  field  in  which  God  in  his  providence  has  placed  us  as  laborers. 
They  further  cherish  the  hope  that  the  time  is  not  distant  when,  as  we  trust, 
there  is  now  greater  unity  in  our  ecclesiastical  life  and  purpose,  there  'will 
also  be  greater  conformity  in  our  forms  of  Church  service,  in  accordance  with 
the  teachings  of  God’s  word  and  the  historic  character  of  the  Church  of  the 
Reformation. 
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The  overthrow  of  the  great  rebellion  since  our  last  meeting,  the  deliverance 
of  the  land  from  slavery,  which  nerved  the  arm  that  threatened  the  nation’s 
life;  the  disbanding  of  our  armies,  and  the  supremacy  of  law  established, 
furnish  ground  for  hope  that  the  entire  Church,  North  and  South,  when  time 
shall  have  healed  the  nation’s  heart,  may  again  meet  upon  common  ground, 
to  labor  for  the  promotion  of  Christ’s  kingdom.  The  deliverances  of  this 
Synod,  during  those  years  of  strife,  have  proceeded  not  from  a  sectional  or 
vindictive  spirit,  but  were  inspired  by  love  of  truth  and  freedom,  and  the 
earnest  purpose,  as  the  Scriptures  enjoin,  to  sustain  the  powers  that  be,  which 
are  ordained  of  God.  Our  hearts  go  out  towards  our  brethren. 

In  all  parts  of  our  vast  field  there  are  evidences  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon 
the  labors  of  the  Church.  The  harvest  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few. 
One  of  our  Synods,  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master,  meets  our  brethren  of  the 
common  faith  as  from  the  emigrant  ship  they  set  foot  upon  our  free  soil,  and 
furnishes,  through  a  faithful  man  of  God,  the  counsel  and  sympathy  needed 
by  strangers  in  a  strange  land.  The  Church,  in  the  older  States,  is  actively 
engaged  in  gathering  in  the  children,  preaching  Christ  to  the  people,  building 
houses  of  worship  and  parsonages,  whilst  she  is  not  unmindful  wholly  of  the 
work  of  Ministerial  Education,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  Though  in  these 
departments  she  is  not  accomplishing  a  tithe  of  what  might  and  should  be 
done. 

Far  off  in  the  new  States  and  Territories,  new  centres  of  influence  are  being 
planted,  and  a  living  Christianity,  through  our  agency,  is  making  its  lasting 
impressions,  by  God’s  blessing,  upon  the  vigor  of  our  Western  life.  So  vast 
and  rich  is  the  field  before  us,  that  our  chief  regret  is  that  these  agencies 
cannot  at  once  be  multiplied  a  hundredfold.  No  branch  of  the  Church  of  the 
Redeemer  has,  in  this  land,  resources  so  abundant  and  so  promising  as  the 
Church  of  the  Reformation,  had  we  but  an  adequate  number  of  earnest,  godly 
men  to  go  in  and  gather  the  harvest  for  the  Master. 

A  noble  spirit  of  liberality  is  endowing  our  Theological  and  Literary  Insti¬ 
tutions,  in  which  we  rejoice,  and  pray  that  those  who  give  so  liberally  and 
cheerfully  of  their  substance  may  experience  the  blessedness  of  their  privi¬ 
lege  as  a  rich  reward.  But  is  it  not  the  duty  of  the  parents  of  the  Church  to 
consecrate  their  children  to  God  in  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry?  Are 
not  the  young  men  of  our  congregations  needed  by  the  Master,  and  called  to 
turn  aside  from  the  paths  of  gain  and  worldly  ambition,  to  the  honorable,  re¬ 
sponsible  and  glorious  work  of  laboring  for  souls?  In  our  Sunday-schools 
and  catechetical  classes  are  there  not  many  who  should  be  made  to  weigh  the 
question  of  duty,  in  view  of  the  pressing  demands  for  earnest  workmen  in 
our  Lord’s  vineyard? 

Whilst  the  spirit  of  benevolence  has  greatly  improved  among  us,  what  mil¬ 
lions  of  unconsecrated  wealth  are  being  treasured  up  against  the  day  of  final 
account!  The  Church  is  crippled  in  all  her  energies;  as  Lazarus,  she  lies  at 
the  rich  man’s  gate,  and  receives  only  crumbs.  “Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet 
ye  have  robbed  Me.”  “Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store-house,  that  there 
may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  bless¬ 
ing  that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it.”  As  ministers  of  Him 
who,  “though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  our  sakes  became  poor,”  must  we  not  care- 
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fully  and  constantly  educate  our  people  to  “  abound  in  this  grace  also”  ?  Your 
Committee  are  impressed  with  the  conviction  not  only  that  we  are  able  to  do 
tenfold  more  than  we  have  ever  done  for  all  the  great  objects  of  benevolence — 
Church  Extension,  Ministerial  Education,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  the 
Bible,  Tract  and  Sunday-school,  and  our  own  Publication  Society,  as  also  for 
the  Orphan  and  the  Freedman — but  that  it  is  the  solemn  duty  of  every  pastor 
to  teach  his  people  to  be  ready  to  every  good  work,  to  labor  and  pray,  and 
give,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  that  Christ’s  kingdom  may  come. 

Many  of  our  churches  are  rejoicing  in  special  seasons  of  grace,  refreshings 
from  on  high,  revivals  of  religion,  in  which  sinners  are  converted,  whilst 
God’s  people  are  awakening  to  new  life.  In  view  of  the  Divine  promises,  this 
should  not  be  considered  surprising,  where  the  word  is  faithfully  preached, 
and  God’s  house  is  indeed  a  house  of  prayer.  And  more  especially  should  we 
expect  the  continuance  of  these  refreshings  because  of  the  nation’s  baptism 
of  tears  and  blood,  all  through  which  the  truth  has  been  scattered,  in  the 
hospital  and  upon  the  tented  field,  as  well  as  at  home,  followed  by  the  im¬ 
portunate  prayers  of  parents,  wives  and  children.  Your  Committee  urge  upon 
all  the  churches  the  solemn  duty  of  sustaining  the  prayer-meeting,  whilst  the 
regular  offering  upon  the  closet  and  family  altars  must  not  be  omitted.  God 
is  a  God  of  covenant,  and  it  is  only  faithfulness,  upon  our  part,  to  his  word 
and  ordinances,  the  daily  consecration  of  ourselves,  our  families  and  our 
churches  to  Him,  that  will  make  us  that  living  power  which  the  Church  of 
the  Reformation  should  be  in  this  land.  Thus  shall  we  be  prepared  to  give 
account  of  our  stewardship.  May  He  fill  us  with  his  Holy  Spirit,  and  bring 
us  all  into  sympathy  with  our  Living  Head,  in  the  great  work  of  the  world’s 
evangelization ! 

Your  Committee  reaffirm  the  recommendations  of  the  following  Standing 
Resolutions  of  the  General  Synod: 

On  Stated  Days  and  Festivals. 

Resolved ,  1.  That  the  churches  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod  be 
recommended  to  observe  our  regular  ecclesiastical  festivals,  in  commemoration 
of  the  fundamental  facts  of  our  religion,  viz. :  Christmas,  Good-Friday,  Easter, 
Ascension-Day,  and  Whit-Sunday,  in  the  hope  and  persuasion  that,  by  the 
Divine  blessing,  they  will  be  found  to  be,  as  they  have  often  proved,  occasions 
of  reviving  to  our  congregations. 

Resolved ,  2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ministers  and  churches  in  our 
connection  to  celebrate  the  Thirty-first  of  October  in  each  year,  in  commemo¬ 
ration  of  the  commencement  of  the  Reformation. 

Resolved,  3.  That  we  recommend  to  all  our  pastors  the  observance  of  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  as  a  day  of  special  humiliation  and 
prayer,  on  which  to  humble  themselves,  with  their  people,  before  Almighty 
God,  penitently  confessing  their  sins,  and  earnestly  imploring  the  outpouring 
of  the  Spirit  on  our  churches,  our  missionary  operations  and  the  whole  world. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  recommend  most  earnestly  that  the  last  Thursday  of 
February  of  every  year  be  observed  by  the  churches  as  a  day  of  prayer  for 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  especially  in  its  relation 
to  the  baptized  children  of  the  Church,  and  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit 
of  God  upon  the  youth  of  the  land,  particularly  those  who  are  in  course  of 
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training  in  the  various  institutions  of  learning  in  our  country  and  the  world. 
They  further  recommend  the  yearly  observance  of  the  first  week  in  January, 
in  common  with  the  great  church  catholic,  as  a  season  of  special  prayer  for 
the  outpouring  of  God’s  Spirit  upon  the  Church  and  upon  the  world.

PROPOSITION  TO  REVISE  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Whereas  our  Church  needs  more  concentration  in  the  work 
of  Christian  benevolence  and  uniformity  in  her  devotions,  there¬ 
fore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  principal  work  intrusted  to  the  General 
Synod  shall  be  that  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  the  Gene¬ 
ral  interests  of  Education,  providing  our  Church  with  a  well- 
qualified  and  godly  ministry,  and  the  management  of  all  our 
benevolent  operations  which  require  the  aid  and  support  of  the 
whole  Church,  also  to  provide  our  Church  with  its  devotional 
literature,  such  as  its  Hymn  Books,  Liturgy  and  Catechisms, 
and  in  general  to  do  those  things  which  require  the  efforts  and 
wisdom,  and  pertain  to  the  interests,  of  the  entire  Church. 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  now  appointed,  whose 
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duty  it  sliall  be,  upon  the  basis  of  its  present  Constitution  and 
the  principles  set  forth  in  the  preceding  resolutions,  to  prepare 
an  amended  and  revised  Constitution,  to  be  submitted  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  this  Body. 

Committee. — Rev.  Drs.  Harkey,  Greenwald,  Schmucker, 
Sprecher  and  Brown. 

The  Committee  on  the  last  printed  Minutes  of  the  General 
Synod,  reported. 

REPORT  ON  MINUTES  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General 
Synod,  respectfully  report,  that  they  find  but  two  items  requiring  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  this  Synod,  which  have  not  yet  been  reported  upon;  viz:  the  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  page  38,  and  the  re-commitment  of  the 
report  on  the  German  Hymn  Book,  page  48.

INQUIRY  AS  TO  CONSTITUTIONAL 'AMENDMENTS. 

The  roll  of  Synods  was  now  called,  to  ascertain  the  action 
of  the  several  Synods,  upon  the  proposed  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod. 

During  the  calling,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That,  without  reference  to  the  question  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  relation  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  General  Synod, 
we  have  learned  from  the  printed  Minutes  of  that  body,  that 
it  has  adopted  both  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Synod. 

AMENDMENTS  REPORTED  ADOPTED. 

The  reports  of  the  Synods  showed  that  the  first  amendment, 
relating  to  the  ratio  of  representation,  was  adopted  by  twenty- 
one  yeas  to  one  nay;  and  that  the  second  amendment  was 
adopted  by  eighteen  yeas  to  four  nays. 

The  Secretary  being  instructed  to  print  the  amendments  in 
the  Minutes,  they  are  here  given : 
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CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS, 

[Adopted.) 

1.  Amendment  to  Article  II.,  in  relation  to  the  ratio  of  re¬ 
presentation.  Strike  out  the  second  paragraph  of  said  Article 
and  insert  the  following: 

“Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  containing  eight  minis¬ 
ters  may  send  one;  if  it  contain  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four, 
three;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if  forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six;  if 
seventy,  seven ;  if  eighty-five, .  eight ;  and  if  it  contain  one 
hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod 
at  present  connected  with  this  body  shall  he  entitled  to  at  least 
one  clerical  and  one  lay  representative.” 

2.  Amendment  to  Article  III.,  Sec.  3,  in  relation  to  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  Synods.  Strike  out  Section  3,  and  insert  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

“All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding,  with 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers,  the  Word  of 
God,  as  contained  in  the  Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  prac¬ 
tice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  a  correct  exhibition  of 
the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith 
of  our  Church  founded  upon  that  Word,  may  at  any  time  become 
associated  with  the  General  Synod,  by  complying  with  the  requisi¬ 
tions  of  this  Constitution,  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Conven¬ 
tion  according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  Article  II.” 

CONCERNING-  A  GERMAN  HYMN  BOOK. 

Dr.  Schmucker,  chairman  of  the  Committee,  made  a  verbal 
statement,  that  no  further  communication  had  been  received 
from  Dr.  Schaeffer  on  the  subject,  and  that  in  the  existing  state 
of  things,  nothing  could  be  done  in  reference  to  it  at  present. 

Resolved ,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Theologi¬ 
cal  and  Literary  Institutions,  have  permission  to  incorporate 
into  his  report  such  statements  concerning  them,  as  he  may  re¬ 
ceive,  after  adjournment,  from  the  officers  of  the  same. 
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REPORT  ON  LITERARY  AND  THEOLOGICAL  INSTIUTIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  beg  leave  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  following  statements,  furnished  by  representatives  of  the  respective 
institutions  named: 

Pennsylvania  College,  at  Gettysburg. — Pennsylvania  College  is  now  about 
one-third  of  a  century  old.  It  was  founded  especially  for  the  youth  in  the 
Lutheran  Church,  and  generally  to  aid  in  the  work  of  higher  education 
throughout  the  land.  This  work  it  has  accomplished,  in  its  sphere,  with 
commendable  success.  She  has  given  to  the  church  a  large  majority  of  her 
most  influential  and  successful  ministers.  She  has  officered  the  principal 
colleges,  theological  seminaries,  and  grammar  schools  of  the  church  ;  whilst 
her  graduates,  and  those  who  were  ’educated  by  her,  without  graduation, 
are  occupying  honorable  and  influential  positions  in  the  halls  of  legislation, 
at  the  bar,  on  the  bench,  in  the  school-room,  and  in  other  walks  of  useful 
life. 

She  is  now  recovering  from  the  baleful  influence  of  the  Rebellion,  which 
her  sons,  with  others,  aided  to  suppress.  The  current  year,  the  roll  of 
students,  in  both  departments,  numbers  one  hundred  and  fifty-four.  The 
endowment  fund  has  been  greatly  increased,  by  the  judicious  liberality  of 
Rev.  J.  E.  GraefF,  of  Philadelphia,  Messrs.  A.  F.  and  G.  P.  Ockershausen, 
and  Rev.  Y.  L.  Conrad,  of  New  York,  Mr.  C.  A.  Morris  of  York,  Rev.  F. 
Benedict,  of  Bedford,  and  others ;  so  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  been 
enabled  to  enlarge  the  course  of  instruction,  and  increase  the  corps  of 
Professors. 

In  addition  to  this,  they  have  enlarged  the  cabinet  of  minerals,  by  the 
purchase  of  the  Seymour  Cabinet,  of  New  York,  one  of  the  rarest  and  most 
valuable  collections  in  the  country.  They  have  also  renewed  and  greatly 
enlarged  the  chemical  and  philosophical  apparatus,  so  that  in  this  depart¬ 
ment,  the  Professors  are  prepared  to  illustrate  the  truths  of  science,  by 
experiments  at  once  brilliant  and  satisfactory.  Among  the  instruments  re¬ 
cently  purchased  is  a  telescope,  of  nine  and  a  half  feet  focal  length,  and  four 
and  a  half  inches  aperture,  and  equatorially  mounted,  so  that  it  is  adapted, 
not  only  to  observation,  but  astronomical  measurement. 

This  College  claims  and  asks  for  the  patronage  of  the  church  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  portions  of  States  adjacent,  East  and  South. 

Wittenberg  College,  Ohio. — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
this  Institution  has  been  enjoying  a  degree  of  prosperity  unequalled  in  any 
period  of  its  previous  history.  After  the  close  of  the  war,  many  of  the  young 
men  who,  at  the  call  of  their  country,  had  abandoned  their  studies  to  participate 
in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  have  now  returned,  and,  in  connection 
with  the  new  students  that  have  come  in,  have  increased  our  number  from 
156 — the  catalogue  number  last  year — to  above  200,  the  present  attendance. 

Our  endowment  is  going  on  most  encouragingly,  being  now  in  all  over 
$100,000.  Quite  recently  there  have  been  collected  from  the  citizens  of 
Springfield,  about  $8,000,  for  the  completion  of  the  college  edifice  and  the 
improvement  of  the  surrounding  grounds.  This  year  we  graduate  a  class  of 
16,  15  of  whom  are  professors  of  religion.  This  Institution  has  sent  forth 
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one  hundred  ministerial  laborers  into  the  Master’s  vineyard,  being  fifteen 
less  than  the  entire  number  of  our  graduates.  During  the  last  few  years, 
but  few  young  men  have  applied  for  beneficiary  aid;  now,  however,  more 
are  seeking  such  assistance  than  receive  it. 

* 

Illinois  State  University . — This  Institution  is  at  present  in  a  better  condi¬ 
tion  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  The 
number  of  students  during  the  past  year,  was  70,  nearly  all  from  abroad, 
(and  crowding  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity,)  10  of  whom  were  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  ministry.  The  debt  has  been  somewhat  reduced,  and  a  new 
effort  is  now  in  progress,  by  which  it  will,  in  the  confident  expectation  of  its 
friends,  be  entirely  paid  before  the  close  of  the  present  year.  Its  present 
Faculty  are,  S.  W.  Harkey,  D.D.,  President,  and  Professor  of  Theology  and 
of  Intellectual  and  Moral  Science;  Rev.  B.  C.  Suesserott,  A.M.,  Professor 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages;  L.  F.  M.  Easterday,  A.M.,  Professor  of 
Mathematics;  Noah  Hodge,  A.M.,  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department; 
and  J.  J.  Cook,  A.M.,  Tutor. 

We  need  additional  buildings,  and  at  least  a  partial  endowment.  The  citi¬ 
zens  of  Springfield  and  Sangamon  County,  it  is  believed,  will  furnish  the 
means  needed  to  erect  the  additions  to  our  building;  and  we  hope  the  Church 
will,  at  no  distant  day,  furnish  the  endowment. 

Hartwick  Seminary,  State  of  New  York. — This,  our  oldest  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  continues  to  prosper  in  its  work  of  preparing  men  for  the  gospel  minis¬ 
try.  Its  last  Catalogue  shows  two  students  in  Theology,  and  nine  in  the  Pre¬ 
paratory  Department.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  Prof. 
Levi  Sternberg,  D.D.,  has  resigned  as  Principal,  and  he  has  been  succeeded 
by  Rev.  William  N.  Schell.  At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Trustees  that  elected 
Mr.  Scholl,  it  was  resolved  to  increase  the  endowment  of  the  Institution  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  and  the  new  Principal  entered  with  energy  upon  the  work 
of  raising  that  sum.  He  has  succeeded  in  securing  half  the  amount,  with  a 
good  prospect  of  getting  the  balance,  if  not  even  more.  This,  added  to  the 
eighteen  thousand  dollars,  its  present  endowment,  would  make  an  aggregate 
of  sixty-eight  thousand  dollars. 

This  fall,  the  Semi-Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Institution  will  be  cele¬ 
brated.  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman,  D.D.,  will  deliver  a  historical  address,  and 
Rev.  W.  Hull  will  read  a  poem.  Rev.  Dr.  G.  B.  Miller,  the  able  and  beloved 
Professor  of  Theology,  continues  his  labors  in  that  Department.  His  golden 
wedding  will  be  celebrated  the  present  summer. 

May  the  Lord  prosper  the  efforts  to  make  this  school  of  the  prophets  more 
efficient,  by  adding  to  its  endowment  and  corps  of  instructors ! 

Theological  Seminary,  Gettysburg. — The  Constitution  of  our  Seminary  making 
provision  for  a  report  of  the  condition  of  this  Institution,  to  each  successive 
session  of  the  General  Synod,  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  I  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following: 

Since  the  last  report,  made  to  the  Synod  convened  at  York,  important 
changes  have  taken  place,  affecting  the  interests  of  our  beloved  Institution — 
some,  rather  adversely,  and  others,  we  trust,  beneficially.  The  establishing 
of  another  institution  on  this  our  territory,  and  the  withdrawal  of  one  of  our 
Professors,  without  the  constitutionally  required  notice,  taking  with  him  stu- 
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dents  who  naturally  were  attached  to  him,  left  us,  as  may  be  supposed,  with 
but  a  limited  number  of  students.  Influences  have  been  set  at  work,  and  re¬ 
presentations  made,  calculated  to  place  our  beloved  Institution  in  a  prejudicial 
light  before  the  Church,  as  being  un-Lutheran  and  not  true  to  the  historic  faith 
of  the  Church.  This  may  for  awhile  operate  somewhat  against  us.  But  as 
the  tree  is  known  by  its  fruits,  we  are  willing  to  be  judged  by  our  past  record 
and  by  our  honest  endeavors  for  the  future,  and  are  determined,  by  the  help 
of  the  Master,  to  obey  the  injunction  of  the  great  Apostle:  (Tit.  i.  9.)  “Hold¬ 
ing  fast  the  faithful  word  as  ye  have  been  taught,  that  ye  may  be  able  by  sound 
doctrine  both  to  exhort  and  to  convince  the  gainsayers.” 

Since  our  last  report,  the  venerable  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.D.,  who  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  the  establishment  of  this  Institution,  and  labored  therein  most 
faithfully  for  thirty-eight  years,  resigned  his  position  as  active  Professor ; 
and  three  others  have  been  elected — Rev.  J.  A.  Brown,  D.D.,  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay, 
D.D.,  and  Rev.  M.  Valentine.  These  men  are  in  every  respect  qualified  for 
the  positions  to  which  the  Lord,  through  the  Church,  has  called  them,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  entire  confidence  of  the  Church.  They  are  not  new  to  the 
Church;  they  are  men  who  have  been  tried — in  whose  piety  and  ability,  and 
devotedness  to  the  interests  of  our  Zion,  all  have  the  utmost  confidence.  The 
venerable  Dr.  C.  P.  Krauth,  Sen.,  is  still  devoting  all  his  energies  to  the  du¬ 
ties  devol^ng  upon  him.  With  such  men  at  the  head,  if  we  continue  in  the 
future  to  look  to,  and  trust  confidently  in  the  great  Master — as  has  been  done 
in  the  past — we  cannot  fail.  “If  God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us?” 

The  Seminary  building  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  the  rooms  are  being 
refurnished,  and  adequate  additions  and  repairs  are  in  progress  on  the  Pro¬ 
fessors’  houses.  Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  library.  Some 
sixty  thousand  dollars  have  been  added  to  the  endowment  fund.  Thirteen 
students  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  present  year. 

This  Institution  has  been,  as  all  must  acknowledge,  a  great  blessing  to  the 
Church.  It  has  never  in  the  least  changed,  or  departed  from,  its  confessional 
stand-point.  It  has  ever  advocated  and  fostered  an  enlightened,  sanctified, 
active,  progressive  Church  life  and  feeling,  in  opposition  to  an  extreme  formal¬ 
ism,  ritualism,  and  symbolism.  And  thus,  I  trust,  it  ever  will  do. 

Our  fervent  prayer  is  that  the  Lord  may  bless  our  beloved  Institution  in 
the  future  as  he  has  done  in  the  past,  make  it  a  fountain  of  salvation  to  the 
Church,  and  from  it  send  forth  laborers  into  his  vineyard — workmen  approved 
unto  God,  that  need  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth. 

(This  report  was  prepared  by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  H.  Lochman,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.) 

Missionary  Institute. — The  Missionary  Institute,  located  at  Selinsgrove,  Pa., 
is  quietly  pursuing  its  work,  having,  in  the  course  of  the  few  years  of  its 
existence,  sent  out  about  thirty-five  ministers  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  most 
of  whom  are  doing  a  good  work.  The  services  of  the  graduating  class  of  this 
spring  are  already  engaged,  and  there  is  demand  for  more.  There  are  at 
present  eleven  theological  students  in  the  Institute,  which  number  would  be 
larger  but  for  the  fact  that  several  left  this  school,  as  well  as  the  classical 
school  connected  therewith,  during  the  war,  and  laid  down  their  lives  in  de¬ 
fence  of  their  country.  An  effort  has  been  commenced  to  endow  a  Professor- 
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ship  in  the  institution,  and  thus  far  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars  have  been 
secured. 

The  Classical  department  connected  herewith,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
Prof.  Born  and  his  able  assistants,  is  in  quite  a  flourishing  condition,  having 
at  this  time  about  one  hundred  students  attending  its  sessions.  Quite  a  re¬ 
vival  of  religion  has  been  going  on  in  this  department,  which  has  resulted  in 
a  number  of  hopeful  conversions. 

During  the  present  scholastic  year,  the  number  of  students  in  both  depart¬ 
ments  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight.  Both  departments  are  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  condition.  One  of  the  great  desiderata  now  is  an  additional  building; 
ten  or  twelve  applications  having  been  rejected  for  want  of  room. 

Susquehanna  Female  College. — In  the  Susquehanna  Female  College,  located 
at  Selinsgrove,  Pennsylvania,  a  very  great  and  good  work  of  grace  has  been 
going  on  for  several  months,  and  numbers  of  conversions  are  reported. 

Bev.  Prof.  S.  Domer,  who  has  charge  of  this  school,  aided  by  a  corps  of 
able  and  earnest  teachers,  is  well  calculated  for  this  position;  and,  instead  of 
only  about  one  hundred  pupils,  he  ought  to  have  had  considerably  more  if 
space  allowed;  but  it  is  confidently  expected  that  an  addition  will  be  made  to 
the  building,  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  asking  for  admission.  It 
is  indeed  gratifying  to  see  the  great  interest  manifested  by  the  Lutheran 
Church,  in  this  part  of  the  country,  in  the  education  of  their  daughters. 

Fairfield  College,  Ioiva. — This  Institution  is  now  in  as  prosperous  a  condition 
as  at  any  time  heretofore.  The  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance 
during  the  last  year  has  been  about  one  hundred.  The  friends  of  the  Insti¬ 
tution  are  greatly  encouraged,  and  trust  that  it  will  ultimately  be  a  great 
blessing  to  the  Church,  as  well  as  to  the  community  in  which  it  is  located. 

Iowa  Lutheran  College. — This  College  is  located  in  the  centre  of  the  State  of 
Iowa.  The  prospects  of  success,  as  a  classical  institution,  are  favorable. 
Whether  it  shall  become  a  power  for  good  in  our  Church,  depends  upon  fu¬ 
ture  developments.  If  we  can  harmonize,  as  we  hope  and  believe  we  may, 
and  if  the  Church  will  lend  its  helping  hand,  the  way  is  open  to  make  it  a 
great  centre  of  influence  for  good. 

Mendota  College,  Illinois. — This  Institution  has  been  in  existence  for  more 
than  nine  years.  Its  Preparatory  Department  was  opened  in  the  spring  of 
1857,  in  the  Lutheran  Church.  The  College  building  was  erected  in  1857, 
and  the  Institution  was  chartered  in  the  winter  of  1858  under  the  name  of 
“Mendota  College;”  and  is  therefore  empowered  to  graduate  students  through 
all  the  studies  of  a  regular  College  Curriculum,  and  confer  degrees.  It  has 
a  Male  and  a  Female  Department,  and  the  highest  number  of  pupils  in  attend¬ 
ance  was  during  the  past  year,  in  which  there  were  eighty-two  Females  and 
sixty  Males — in  all,  one  hundred  and  forty-three. 

It  occupies  a  beautiful  and  healthy  location  in  near  proximity  to  the  cor¬ 
poration  limits.  The  town  of  Mendota  is  situated  at  the  intersection  of  the 
Chicago,  Burlington,  and  Quincy  Railroad  with  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad, 
and  contains  a  population  of  between  four  thousand  and  five  thousand  inhabi¬ 
tants.  A  more  eligible  situation  for  an  Institution  of  learning  cannot  be 
found  in  the  “Prairie  State.” 
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Its  Faculty  consists  of  Rev.  W.  II.  Wynn  and  Prof.  J.  B.  Corbett,  Princi¬ 
pals;  Mrs.  Lizzie  C.  Wynn,  Superintendent  of  Domestic  Duties;  Mrs.  Maud 
Hartley  Jones,  Assistant;  Miss  Clara  Augustine,  Teacher  of  Music;  Mrs. 
Lillian  P.  Smith,  Teacher  of  Painting  and  Drawing;  Rev.  D.  Harbaugh,  Fi¬ 
nancial  Agent. 

The  Committee  regret  that  some  of  the  statements  are  so  meagre,  and  that 
their  efforts  to  secure  reports  from  other  institutions  have  proved  unavailing.

of  these  Sunday  School  days;  and, 

“  Whereas ,  We  hold  that  the  unity,  peace,  and  prosperity  of  the  Church 
appear  to  require  that  we  should  as  far  as  practicable  look  to  the  General 
Synod  for  our  books  of  public  devotion  and  instruction,  which  we  are  also 
encouraged  by  the  Constitution  of  that  body  to  do ;  therefore, 

“ Resolved ,  That  our  delegates  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod, 
be  hereby  instructed  to  ask  that  body  to  prepare  and  publish,  in  English  and 
German,  editions  of  Luther’s  Smaller  Catechism,  with  a  system  of  supplement¬ 
ary  and  illustrative  questions  and  answers,  in  which  the  doctrines  and 
duties  of  religion  shall  be  minutely  presented  in  a  clear,  simple,  succinct 
manner,  for  the  use  of  our  families,  schools,  and  catechetical  classes.” 

According  to  their  instructions,  as  thus  recited  from  the  last  Minutes  of  the 
Synod  of  New  Jersey,  the  delegates  of  said  Synod  earnestly  ask  the  General 
Synod  to  adopt  this  important  request.

REPLY  TO  PROTEST. 

Rev.  Prof.  Joel  Swartz  read,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  a 
Reply  to  the  Protest  offered  this  morning. 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Protest  read  by  Dr.  Passavant 
before  this  body,  and  signed  by  various  members,  against  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod  in  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  answer: 

The  position  of  the  protestants  rests  upon  a  mistake  in  regard  to  the  nature 
and  origin  of  the  difficulty.  They  suppose  that  it  has  arisen  from  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  the  ordinary  and  legitimate  rights  of  the  members  of  an  organized  and 
representative  body.  Here  is  their  capital  mistake.  What  are  those  rights 
in  such  a  body?  They  are  evidently  such  only  as  can  take  place  in  the  body, 
and  compatibly  with  its  existence;  such  as  the  right  to  speak,  to  vote,  and, 
by  calling  for  the  ayes  and  nays,  to  have  their  votes  recorded.  If  in  the  use  of 
these  rights  they  find  themselves  in  a  minority,  the  duty  of  loyalty  requires 
them  still  to  submit  to  the  decisions  expressed  by  the  majority.  If  they  re¬ 
gard  the  action  as  a  violation  of  the  Constitution,  then  they  have  still  another 
right — that  of  respectful  protest,  and  the  recording  of  such  protest  upon  the 
Minutes  of  the  body,  thus  exonerating  themselves  from  all  responsibility  for 
such  action ;  but  loyalty  still  demands  submission.  Beyond  this,  the  integral 
parts  of  any  organized  and  representative  body  cannot  go,  and  still  retain 
full  and  complete  membership  in  it.  If,  however,  they  feel  that  they  cannot 
submit  even  under  protest,  and,  proceeding  a  step  further,  withdraw  from 
the  body,  this  act  is  incipient  revolution,  and  of  necessity  disturbs  the  rela¬ 
tions  of  such  members  with  the  body  from  whose  sessions  they  secede,  and 
forfeit  their  share  in  its  governmental  functions.  When  the  body  represented 
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by  such  retiring  delegates  makes  their  action  its  own,  the  revolution  is  com¬ 
plete.  This  last  step  severs  all  relations,  and  forfeits  all  rights  of  future 
membership.  In  accordance  with  these  manifest  principles,  the  organizing 
President  of  the  present  convention  decided  that  “the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania 
was  out  of  practical  relation  with  the  General  Synod,”  as  the  delegates  of  the 
former  body  had  openly,  and  without  permission,  seceded  from  the  sessions 
of  the  last  General  Synod  at  York.  Furthermore,  he  was  assured  by  official 
documents  placed  in  his  hands,  that  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  had  authorized 
her  delegation  in  a  certain  contingency,  of  the  occurrence  of  which  she  con¬ 
stituted  them  the  judges,  to  protest  and  withdraw  from  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Synod;  and  having  no  official  knowledge  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod’s 
subsequent  action,  he  ruled  that  this  body  could  not  admit  her  delegates  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  organization  of  this  Convention,  as  no  papers  from  such  Synod 
could  be  examined  and  decided  upon  until  the  officers  necessary  to  an  orga¬ 
nization  could  be  elected.  That  is,  this  body  could  not  entertain  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  delegates  from  a  Synod  having  no  practical  relation  to  it,  until  the 
General  Synod  had  a  formal  existence.  For  the  absurdity  of  a  body  being 
capable  of  receiving  a  report  before  its  organization,  that  is,  before  it  exists, 
needs  scarcely  to  be  pointed  out,  and  the  ruling  of  the  President,  based  upon 
this  view  of  the  case,  distinctly  stated,  was,  upon  appeal,  taken  to  the  undis¬ 
puted  delegations,  sustained  by  an  overwhelming  majority.  If  any  thing 
further  be  necessary  to  illustrate  the  legitimacy  ofjhe  President’s  ruling  and 
its  support  by  the  Convention,  it  may  be  seen  from  the  absurdity  of  admitting 
a  principle  contrary  to  it.  Suppose  that  any  number  of  members  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  could  withdraw,  without  permission,  for  any  cause,  and  yet  be 
regarded  as  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  full  membership,  what 
would-be  the  consequence?  Why,  since  the  Constitution  requires  a  “majority 
of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod” 
to  “be  present”  before  “business  shall  go  on,”  then  the  very  existence  of 
this  body  might  at  any  time  be  destroyed  by  the  withdrawal  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  majority  of  the  Synods,  leaving  the  loyal  minority  with¬ 
out  even  the  power  of  adjourning  and  appointing  the  time  and  place  of  a  fu¬ 
ture  meeting.  Can  it  be  possible  that  the  General  Synod  is  such  a  body?  Is 
it  credible  that  she  has  legitimated  such  a  suicidal  principle  in  her  Constitu¬ 
tion,  or  in  her  official  action?  And  yet  this  is  what  is  practically  contended 
for  by  the  protestants.  Nay,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  a  principle  of  common 
sense,  and  universally  admitted,  that  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  loyal  mi¬ 
nority  in  a  body  cannot  be  destroyed  by  the  defection  from  it  of  a  disloyal 
majority.  Upon  the  indubitable  principle,  then,  that  when  the  delegates  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Synod  withdrew  from  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod 
without  its  consent,  they  could  not  in  such  state  of  withdrawal  be  counted 
among  its  legitimate  membership  or  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  undisturbed 
relations  with  this  body,  the  arguments  of  the  protestants  are  easily  answered. 

1st.  The  argument  that  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  officially  recognized 
as  a  member  of  this  body  after  the  withdrawal  of  its  delegates  at  York,  be¬ 
cause  her  name  is  found  on  the  official  roll,  made  out  by  the  retiring  Secre¬ 
tary,  rests  upon  a  mistake,  in  regard  to  a  point  of  fact.  The  roll  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  President  during  the  organization  of  this  body  was  the  list 
found  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Convention.  The  list  contained  the 
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names  of  the  delegates  and  of  their  Synods  as  reported  in  the  organization  of 
that  Convention,  and  as  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  then  in  full  relations  to 
the  General  Synod,  her  name  properly  appeared  in  the  list;  just  as  being  out 
of  relations  now,  her  name  will  not  appear  on  the  list  or  Minutes  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  Convention.  No  roll  was  made  out  by  the  retiring  Secretary  after  the 
withdrawal  of  the  delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod.  If  he  had  made  such 
roll,  it  could  not  oblige  the  General  Synod  to  be  governed  by  it,  for  it  was 
the  mere  act  of  the  Secretary.  To  have  bound  the  General  Synod,  it  must 
have  received  her  official  sanction,  which  it  did  not.  In  like  manner,  the 
argument  that  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  officially  recognized  as  in  full 
membership  in  the  General  Synod  after  the  withdrawal  of  her  delegates  at 
York,  because  she  is  so  referred  to,  in  the  “Report  on  the  state  of  the  Church,” 
rests  upon  a  misapprehension.  It  is  simply  said  in  that  paper,  that  in  view 
of  the  numbers,  etc.,  represented  in  that  Synod,  the  Pennsylvania  Synod 
must  ever  enjoy  a  commanding  place  among  the  Synods  of  the  General  Synod. 
As  the  report  was  not  upon  the  relations  of  the  Synod  to  the  General  Synod, 
but  upon  quite  a  different  subject,  viz.,  her  numbers,  resources,  etc.,  the 
adoption  of  such  a  paper  did  not  define  those  relations.  As  the  Chairman  of 
your  present  Committee  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  that  report, 
he  may  be  permitted  to  say,  that  if  the  protestants  suppose  it  was  the  design 
of  the  Committee  to  go  so  far  aside  from  their  proper  business  as  to  express 
an  opinion  upon  the  subject  in  connection  with  which  it  is  quoted  in  the  pro¬ 
test,  they  are  greatly  mistaken.  As  well  might  a  similar  remark,  made  in  a 
report  a  few  years  ago  upon  the  extent  and  resources  of  Virginia,  be  quoted 
as  defining  the  relations  of  that  State  to  the  American  Union,  against  which 
she  was  then  in  rebellion.  But  since  the  protestants  have  referred  to  this  re¬ 
port,  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  attend  to  an  argument  which  it  inci¬ 
dentally  furnishes,  that  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was,  by  the  withdrawal  of 
its  delegates,  put  out  of  practical  relations  writh  the  General  Synod.  Those 
who  were  present  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  General  SynodAvill,  perhaps, 
remember  that,  the  Chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  delegation,  who  was  also 
Chairman  of  this  very  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  delivered  into 
the  hands  of  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  the  documents  in  his  pos¬ 
session,  with  the  remark,  that  he  and  his  fellow  delegates  must  be  withdrawn 
from  their  places  in  the  various  committees  on  which  they  had  been  appointed. 
How  could  he  have  divested  himself  and  his  fellow  delegates  of  the  duty  as¬ 
signed  them  in  the  General  Synod  without  its  consent,  if  his  Synod  was  still 
a  governing  power  in  the  General  Synod?  Or  by  what  right  did  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  General  Synod  substitute  for  the  name  of  Rev.  Dr.  Schaeffer  that 
of  the  Chairman  of  your  present  Committee,  if  the  original  Chairman  had, 
after  his  withdrawal,  a  right  at  any  time  to  return  and  resume  his  seat  in  the 
General  Synod  and  his  place  in  said  Committee? 

As  to  the  second  argument  of  the  protestants,  that,  “Because  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  and  By-laws  give  no  power  whatever  to  exclude  Synods,  or  even  to  de¬ 
cide  as  to  their  relations  to  the  General  Synod,  but  merely  make  it  his  duty 
‘to  decide  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  of  the  delegates,’”  we  have  only 
to  say,  that  having  proved  that  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  out  of  practical 
relations  with  the  General  Synod,  it  was  not  competent  to  the  President  offi- 
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cially  to  know  any  paper  or  a  credential  of  delegates  from  that  Synod,  and 
consequently  not  to  receive  it  at  that  stage  of  the  meeting  even  for  examina¬ 
tion.  The  third  and  further  claim  of  the  protestants,  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod  exercised  only  a  conceded  right  in  withdrawing  from  this  body,  and 
hence  could  not  have  violated  her  claim  to  full  membership,  is  fallacious,  be¬ 
cause,  if  such  right  was  conceded  upon  her  reception  into  this  body,  at  Win¬ 
chester  in  1853,  the  retiring  President  in  organizing  the  present  Convention  could 
not  officially  know  the  fact;  for  it  is  not  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  this  body. 
The  General  Synod  can  know  only  such  facts  as  her  official  acts  which  have 
a  recorded  place  in  her  Minutes.  The  right  alluded  to  as  a  concession,  not 
being  on  official  record,  and  consequently  not  binding  on  this  body,  the  Pre¬ 
sident  could  not,  of  course,  respect  the  claim  based  upon  its  assumption.  If 
the  Pennsylvania  Synod  had,  as  she  claims,  secured  such  an  unusual  con¬ 
cession  from  this  body,  and  one  to  which  she  attaches  such  an  immense  im¬ 
portance,  and  of  which  she  now  claims  the  right  to  avail  herself,  even  at  the 
peril  of  the  life  of  the  General  Synod,  it  is  her  own  oversight  that  it  was  not 
officially  entered  upon  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod,  and  the  consequences  of 
such  neglect  are  of  her  own  procuring.  But  if  such  a  right,  as  that  claimed, 
had  received  an  official  sanction  by  the  General  Synod,  still,  as  it  was  essen¬ 
tially  and  necessarily  revolutionary  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  this  body 
could  have  consented  to  it  only  as  she  consents  the  other  integral  parts  of  this 
and  every  organization  have  the  ultimate  right  of  revolution  whenever  the 
contingency  justifying  its  exercise  actually  occurs.  Of  course,  then  she  ex¬ 
pected  to  regard  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  as  occupying  that  necessary  relation 
of  practical  withdrawal  whenever  the  latter  body  chose  to  exercise  the  right 
claimed  to  have  been  granted. 

As  to  the  remaining  argument  upon  this  point,  that  “the  principle  upon 
which  the  retiring  President  acted,  places  it  in  the  power  of  any  future  re¬ 
tiring  President  to  rule  out  of  practical  relations  any  Synod  or  number  of 
Synods,  etc.,”  it  may  be  answered,  that  it  presupposes  what  is  contrary  to 
common  sense,  viz.,  that  future  Presidents  shall  not  be  capable  of  distin¬ 
guishing  between  the  delegates  of  Synods  that  remain  in  loyal  obedience 
to  the  body  and  those  who  disloyally  and  violently  sever  themselves  from  it. 

Finally,  in  regard  to  their  solemn  protest  against  the  final  action  of  this 
body  in  the  case  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  we  have  only  time  to  say 
that  it  was  announced  by  the  retiring  President  that  an  opportunity 
would,  no  doubt,  be  given,  to  present  a  report  or  credentials  from  persons 
claiming  to  be  delegates  of  the  Pennsjdvania  Synod,  immediately  after  the 
organization,  by  the  election  of  officers;  that  this  body  did  immediately  after 
its  organization  ask  for  such  a  report,  and  invite  those  brethren  to  present 
their  credentials;  that  she  has  repeated  this  invitation  in  her  last  action;  and 
that  consequently  there  is  no  ground  whatever  for  the  pathetic  complaint  and 
the  doleful  prophecies  with  which  the  protest  concludes. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

EVENING. 

Thursday,  8  o’clock,  P.  M.,  May  24th. 

At  the  designated  hour,  the  Synod  assembled  for  the  last 
time.  The  President  was  in  the  chair.  No  more  business  was 
suggested. 

The  time  was  then  most  delightfully  and  profitably  employed 
in  the  services  of  a  prayer  meeting.  At  intervals,  a  number 
of  brethren  made  short  addresses,  relating  to  the  experience 
and  duties  of  Christians,  and  the  interests  and  prospects  of  Zion. 

All  felt  that  it  was  good  to  be  there. 

After  the  final  prayer,  which  was  offered  by  the  President, 
all  united  in  singing  two  stanzas  of  the  753d  hymn,  and  con¬ 
cluded  with  the  doxology,  number  1006: 

“Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow; 

Praise  Him,  all  creatures,  here  below ; 

Praise  Him  above,  ye  heavenly  host; 

Praise  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost! 

The  Synod  then  adjourned,  to  meet  again  in  its  twenty-third 
Convention,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1868.

PAROCHIAL  REPORT. 
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CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD 


OF 


IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

(as  last  amended.) 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  his  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  his 
Church  being  left  at  full  liberty  to  make  such  additional  regulations  to  that 
effect,  as  may  be  most  adapted  to  its  situation  and  circumstances,  therefore — 
relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under 
the  guidance  and  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  Word  of  God,  for  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  con¬ 
cord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in 
the  bond  of  peace — We,  the  Deputies  of  the  “German  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  neighboring  States,”  of  the  “  German  and  En¬ 
glish  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  the  bor¬ 
dering  States,”  of  the  “Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  the  neighboring  States  and  Countries,”  and  of  the  “Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Maryland  and  Virginia,”  &c.,  for  ourselves  and  our 
successors,  do  adopt  the  following  fundamental  articles,  viz : 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Convention  shall  be:  “  The  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  General  Synod  of  the  United  States  of  North  America .” 


ARTICLE  II. 

The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Deputies  from  the  several  Evangelic¬ 
al  Lutheran  Synodical  Conventions  in  the  United  States,  who  may  join  them¬ 
selves  thereunto,  and  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members  thereof  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  ratio,  namely: 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one;  if  it  contain  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four,  three;  if  thirty-two,  four;  if 
forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight;  and  if 
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it  contain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical,  and  one  lay  re¬ 
presentative. 

Each  Deputy,  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to  this  ratio,  shall, 
except  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  enjoy  an  equal  right  and  vote  with  all 
others.  Every  Synod  may  choose  its  deputies  in  such  a  way  and  manner  as 
to  them  may  seem  proper;  and  shall  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  same 
to  and  from  the  General  Synod,  until  the  General  Synod  shall  have  established 
for  itself  a  treasury  from  which  the  future  expenses  may  be  discharged. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  business  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  as  follows,  namely: 

Section  I.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  Synods  and  Ministeriums  belonging  to  this  association,  in  order  that  they 
may  obtain  some  knowledge  of  the  existing  state  and  condition  of  the  Church. 
The  several  Synods,  therefore,  shall  transmit  as  many  copies  of  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  the  General  Synod,  as  there  shall  be  members  contained  in  the 
General  Synod. 

Section  II.  Whenever  the  General  Synod  shall  deem  it  proper  or-  neces¬ 
sary,  they  may  propose  to  the  special  Synods  or  Ministeriums,  new  books  or 
writings,  such  as  catechisms,  forms  of  liturgy,  collections  of  hymns  for  gen¬ 
eral  or  special  public  use  in  the  church.  Every  proposal  of  the  kind,  the 
several  or  respective  Synods  may  duly  consider,  and  if  they,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  of  opinion,  that  the  said  book  or  books,  writing  or  writings,  will  not 
conduce  to  the  end  proposed,  they  may  reject  them,  and  adopt  such  liturgical 
books  as  they  may  think  proper. 

But  no  General  Synod  can  be  allowed  to  possess,  or  arrogate  unto  itself 
“  the  power  of  prescribing  among  us  uniform  ceremonies  of  religion  for  every  part 
of  the  Church or  to  introduce  such  alterations  in  matters  appertaining  to 
the  faith,  or  to  the  mode  of  publishing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  (the  Son  of 
God,  and  ground  of  our  faith  and  hope,)  as  might  in  any  way  tend  to  burden 
the  consciences  of  the  brethren  in  Christ. 

Section  III.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers  the  Word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canon¬ 
ical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  that  Word,  may  at  any  time,  become  associated  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  by  complying  with  the  requisitions  of  this  Constitution,  and 
sending  delegates  to  its  convention  according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  Arti¬ 
cle  II. 

Section  IV.  With  regard  to  the  grades  in  the  Ministry,  the  General  Synod 
may  give  to  the  several  Ministeriums  their  deliberate  advice,  wherein  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  time,  place,  and  condition  must  be  duly  contemplated,  and  a 
beneficial  uniformity,  and  actual  equality,  of  rank  among  the  several  ministers, 
must,  as  much  as  possible,  be  had  in  view.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  ad- 
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vise  such  rules  and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  and  Ministeriums, 
as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and  unfriendly  collisions,  that  might  otherwise 
arise  out  of  any  difference  of  grades  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other 
possible  causes. 

Section  V.  The  General  Synod  shall  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  tribunal  of 
appeal;  it  may,  however,  be  employed  in  the  following  cases  and  after  the 
following  manner: 

1.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  complaints  shall 
be  brought  before  them,  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congregations,  or 
individual  Ministers,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline.  They  shall,  however, 
be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  be  not 
burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws,  or  devices,  and  that  no  one  be  op¬ 
pressed  by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental  doctrines. 

2.  If  parties,  differing  in  matters  of  doctrine  and  discipline,  refer  the  cause 
of  difference,  in  a  brotherly  manner,  to  the  General  Synod,  they  shall  insti¬ 
tute  a  close  and  exact  scrutiny  and  examination  thereof,  and  give  their  opin- 
ffin  on  the  subject  of  difference,  according  to  their  best  insight  of  right,  equi¬ 
ty,  brotherly  love  and  truth. 

3.  If  difference  between  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

Section  VI.  The  General  Synod  may  devise  plans  for  Seminaries  of  Edu¬ 
cation  and  Missionary  Institutions,  as  well  as  for  the  aid  of  poor  ministers, 
and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  poor  ministers,  and  endeavor,  with  the  help 
of  God,  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

Section  VII.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury 
for  the  effectual  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  VIII.  The  General  Synod  shall  apply  all  their  powers,  their  prayers 
and  their  means,  towards  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us,  to  be  sedulously 
and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and  of  every  ca¬ 
sual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in  general,  in 
order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity,  and  the 
interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and  una¬ 
vailing. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod  shall  choose,  from  among  their  own  number,  a  Presi¬ 
dent  and  a  Secretary;  and  from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  as 
soon  as  it  may  be  necessary,  a  Treasurer.  They  shall  continue  in  office  until 
the  next  succeeding  convention.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible 
as  Secretary  or  Treasurer ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  more  than 
two  conventions  in  succession,  and  the  same  person  cannot  thereafter  be 
elected  for  the  two  successively  following  conventions. 

Section  I.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  convention.  He 
may  make  motions,  give  his  opinion,  and  vote  like  every  other  member. 
With  the  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  minister  of  the  place  where  the  con¬ 
vention  is  held,  he  shall  appoint  the  several  preachers  during  the  convention. 
He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions  and  proceedings  of 
the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  of  the  acknow- 
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ledgcd  Synods,  made  known  to  him  in  the  form  of  a  Synodical  or  Ministerial 
resolution,  he  may  call  together  special  conventions  of  the  General  Synod. 
In  case  the  business  of  the  Secretary  become  too  burdensome  for  one  person 
to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  assist¬ 
ant  Secretary,  and  make  known  to  him  what  portions  of  the  labors  he  ought 
to  undertake.. 

Section  II.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  make  known  the  time  and 
place  of  the  convention,  through  the  medium  of  the  public  prints,  at  least  three 
months  beforehand,  and,  in  the  special  or  extraordinary  cases  mentioned  in 
the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  give  written  notice  thereof  to  each  of  the  spe¬ 
cial  Synods  or  Ministeriums. 

Section  III.  If  the  President  or  Secretary,  in  the  intermediate  time  be¬ 
tween  the  conventions,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapable 
of  executing  the  same,  the  next  in  office  shall  take  his  place  and  perform  his 
duties;  if  it  be  the  Treasurer,  then  the  President  shall  appoint  another  Trea¬ 
surer  ad  interim,  in  his  stead. 

Section  IV.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  account  of  the  receipts  and  expend¬ 
itures  of  the  Synod.  He  shall  give  receipts  for  all  moneys  put  into  his  hands. 
He  shall  not  pay  any  moneys  out  of  his  hands  but  by  order  of  the  President, 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Synod  to  that 
effect.  At  every  convention  of  the  Synod  he  shall  render  account. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

The  course  of  business  shall  be  conducted  as  follows,  viz : 

1.  The  deputies  shall  give  personal  notice  of  their  arrival  to  the  minister  of 
the  place,  or  if  the  congregation  be  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  any  other  per¬ 
son  appointed  by  the  congregation  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  make  known  to 
them  their  place  of  residence  and  the  place  where  the  session  shall  be  held. 

2.  At  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  week-day  of  the  time  of  con¬ 
vention,  the  sessions  shall  begin  and  be  opened  with  prayer. 

8.  The  President  elected  by  the  former  convention  shall  act  as  Chairman 
till  another  President  be  chosen.  In  case  of  his  absence,  the  persons  pre¬ 
sent  may,  on  motion  made  and  seconded,  appoint  another  in  his  stead. 

4.  The  members  shall  give  in  to  the  Chairman  their  attestations  or  certifi¬ 
cates.  Por  all  the  deputies  from  any  one  particular  Synod,  one  certificate, 
by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  that  Synod,  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient,  and  all  the  members  of  the  same  Synod  shall  sit  together. 

5.  If  a  majority  of  the  deputies  of  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the 
General  Synod,  be  present,  the  business  shall  go  on.  If  this  proportion  be 
lacking,  the  members  present  may,  from  time  to  time  postpone  the  session  of 
the  convention. 

6.  The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  so  soon  as  the  members  shall  have  given  in 
their  certificates. 

7.  The  Proceedings  of  the  former  convention  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary. 

8.  Hereupon  follow  the  several  portions  of  business  according  to  article 
III.,  section  for  section. 
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9.  Now,  other  mixed  motions  may  be  made,  concerning  the  subjects  already 
discussed,  or  any  other  matters  that  may  occur. 

10.  In  conclusion,  the  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and 
place  of  the  next  convention;  observing,  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  con¬ 
vention  at  least,  be  held  every  three  years. 


ARTICLE  VI. 


The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-laws  they  may  deem  necessary, 
provided,  only,  that  the  said  By-laws  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution. 


No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made,  except  by  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  this  Convention;  an  exact  copy  of  the 
intended  alterations  to  be  sent,  by  the  Secretary,  to  all  the  Presidents  of  the 
District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that  they  would 
lay  them  before  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  If,  at  the  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  minutes  that  two- 
thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall  accord¬ 
ingly  be  made.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

PARENT  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 


The  Parent  Education  Society  held  its  meeting  during  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  at  2  o’clock,  on  the  18th  of  May, 
1866,  at  Fort  Wayne.  The  President,  Dr.  S.  W.  Harkey  took 
the  chair.  Prayer  was  offered. 

Rev.  Dr.  H.  L.  Baugher  sent,  per  Rev.  Dr.  C.  A.  Ilay,  his 
Report  as  Corresponding  Secretary.  After  the  reading,  it  was 
accepted.  It  was  ordered  to  be  modified  in  respect  to  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  dissolve,  and  adopted  as  here  presented. 

REPORT. 

Since  the  movement  of  the  Church  in  the  direction  of  separate  Synodical 
educational  action,  inaugurated  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in 
Dayton,  the  Parent  Education  Society  retains  only  its  name.  Its  work  is 
done,  and  it  lives  and  rejoices  in  the  memory  of  the  past. 

In  the  place  of  our  usual  report,  it  may  be  profitable  briefly  to  review  the 
operations- of  the  Society  from  1835  to  the  time  when  it  was  deprived  of  the 
honor  of  being  any  longer  actively  useful. 

Within  the  period  indicated,  there  were  sustained  by  its  funds,  in  different 
degrees  of  education,  about  two  hundred  young  men.  The  most  of  these  are 
now  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  in  teaching  in  different 
parts  of  the  Church,  North,  South,  East  and  West.  Of  this  number,  sixteen 
have  passed  away  to  a  better  world.  Eight  or  ten  have  gone  into  other 
churches  to  labor,  and  perhaps  as  many  have  gone  into  secular  avocations. 
Our  Beneficiaries  have  occupied  the  most  important  positions  in  the  church. 
Four  held  the  position  of  President  in  as  many  colleges.  One  was  a  success, 
ful  teacher  of  Theology.  One  is  now  a  distinguished  Professor  in  one  of  our 
most  flourishing  colleges.  Some  of  our  largest  and  most  intelligent  congre¬ 
gations  have  chosen  a  number  of  them  as  their  pastors. 

In  surveying  the  field  in  which  the  Society  has  labored  for  twenty  years, 
from  1835  to  1855,  our  beneficiaries  are  distinguished  from  other  men  in  the 
ministry,  in  nothing  except,  perhaps,  in  a  higher  degree  of  zeal  and  labori¬ 
ousness  in  the  Master’s  service.  Their  deficiencies  and  faults  are  those 
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which  belong  to  our  common  humanity.  The  objections,  therefore,  which 
are  made  against  beneficiary  education,  to  be  properly  directed,  must  lie 
against  those  who  make  the  selection  of  the  subject,  and  not  against  the 
cause  itself. 

With  this  brief  review  of  the  past,  the  undersigned  would  respectfully 
present  his  report.

FIRST  SESSION. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States,  assembled  in  the  English  Lutheran 
Church,  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  at  2  o’clock,  P.  M.,  on  the 
21st  of  May,  1866.  Rev.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  I).,  President, 
n  the  chair. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer,  by  Rev.  P.  Raby. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  nominate  officers 
for  the  Society.  This  committee  consisted  of  Rev.  Mr.  Officer, 
Rev.  Dr.  Passavant,  Rev.  Dr.  Harkey,  Dr.  Willet,  and  Hon. 
Mr.  Kugler. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  then  read  by 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  Z.  Senderling,  and  unani¬ 
mously  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  the  concluding  paragraph, 
referring  to  the  retiring  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  extracts  from  the  report  were  ordered  to  be  inserted  in 
the  published  Minutes : 

REPORT. 

Thirteenth  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Respected  Brethren: 

In  offering  their  Thirteenth  Report,  the  Committee  feel  called  upon  to 
render  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God,  who  has  so  marvellously  preserved  the 
integrity  of  these  United  States,  and  consequently  the  name  of  our  Society — 
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The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States;  who  has  vouchsafed  peace  again  to  our  distracted  country; 
and  who  has  very  mysteriously  brought  about  such  grand  results,  in  the 
glorious  emancipation  of  four  millions  of  bondmen.  Our  country  is  now 
really,  absolutely,  and,  as  we  believe,  permanently,  “The  land  of  the  free,” 
as  it  has  been  and  is  “the  home  of  the  brave.” 

The  grand  experiment  of  an  enlightened  and  Christian  Republic  has  passed 
through  a  fiery  furnance,  heated  seven  times  hotter  than  ever  before;  has 
lived  in  it,  come  out  of  it,  and  still  lives  unhurt,  to  the  joy  of  the  whole 
earth.  In  God  we  trusted.  To  God,  the  Eternal,  be  ceaseless  praises,  honor 
and  glory  ascribed. 

Your  Committee  first  notice  a  painful  event,  which  has  filled  them  with 
deep  sorrow;  we  allude  to  the  sudden  and  mysterious  disappearance  of  one 
of  our  committee,  the  Rev.  Dr.  James  L.  Schock,  a  beloved,  estimable,  and 
worthy  co-laborer  with  us.  He  has  not  been  heard  of  since  the  29th  of 
October,  1864.  We  bow  submissively  to  that  inscrutable  Providence  which 
has  bereaved  us,  and  leave  the  event  where  it  is,  enveloped  in  mystery. 

Our  Missions  in  India  and  Africa  are  steadily  advancing  in  interest  and 
importance.  Our  Missionaries  have  labored  faithfully  and  effectively,  and 
to  the  extent  of  their  ability.  They  are  doing  what  they  can,  and  more  than 
they  would  be  obliged  to  do  if  there  was  a  greater  force  in  the  field.  The 
burdens  are  too  heavy  for  those  dear  brethren.  One  ordained  Missionary  with 
his  companion  is  immediately  needed  in  the  Palnaud.  Two  families  ought  to 
go  there,  for  the  purposes  of  society,  as  well  as  to  help  to  cultivate  that  ex¬ 
tensive  and  wide  field.  Another  Mission  family  should  go  out  forthwith  to 
Guntoor,  to  assist  brother  Unangst,  and  occupy  the  vacant  mission  house. 
Two  others  ought  to  be  sent  to  Rajahmundry,  where  there  are  also  two  mis¬ 
sion  houses;  and  yet  another,  to  Samulcotta,  now  vacant  by  the  removal  of 
Brother  Long  to  Rajahmundry.  Many  villages  around  each  station  are 
awakened,  and  are  begging  for  teachers  and  schools.  A  rich  and  bountiful 
harvest  is  ripening  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  onr  India  Mission.  Nearly 
two  hundred  inquirers  are  now  under  instructions.  In  the  Palnaud,  Mr. 
Cully  informs  us,  there  are  145,  now  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  Bro.  Unangst, 
to  be  admitted  into  the  Church.  Two  more  families  should  be  sent  to  Africa, 
to  assist  and  relieve  Brother  Kistler.  No  less  than  six  or  seven  Missionaries 
are  immediately  wanted,  and  if  found,  should  be  appointed.  Every  letter  we 
receive  conveys  the  prayer,  “send  us  more  laborers.”  This  has  been  the 
appeal  to  you  Lutherans,  from  the  death  bed  of  Walter  Gunn,  to  that  of  Wm. 
E.  Snyder,  and  from  that  time  to  this.  The  appeals  come  with  increasing 
earnestness,  with  holy  yearning,  and  travail  of  soul,  “Come  over  and  help  us.” 
They  sound  as  if  all  the  harvest  was  perishing  through  lack  of  helpers.  Jesus 
Christ  commands  you  to  separate  the  men  for  this  great  work.  Then  again, 
some  brethren  may  ask,  what  of  our  China  Mission,  and  when  are  the  men 
to  go?  Have  we  not  a  China  Fund,  amounting  to  eight  or  nine  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  ?  But  we  ask,  where  are  the  men  for  that  inviting  field  ?  The  response 
must  come  from  the  Churches,  Colleges  or  Seminaries  of  Learning  and  Theo¬ 
logy.  Will  it  be  given  ?  After  that  terrible  baptism  of  blood,  and  the  wails 
that  have  gone  over  our  land  over  our  thousands  of  young  men  fallen  in  the

field  of  battle,  will  ye  not  bear  the  voice  of  your  God,  “separate  yourselves, 
or  your  sons  for  the  work  of  the  Missionary”?  Another  baptism  of  a  merciful 
character,  and  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  has  been  granted  to  the  churches,  to 
multitudes  of  families  and  of  young  men.  God  speaks  once  more,  “separate 
laborers  from  those  thousands  of  converts,  for  the  distant  field.” 

We  would  report  now  specially  upon  each  of  our  missionary  stations. 

RAJAHMUNDRY. 

We  are  sorry  to  announce  to  you,  that  Brother  Gronning  and  his  family  have 
gone  home.  Mrs.  Gronning’s  impaired  health  and  her  extreme  debility,  are 
the  reasons  which  he  assigns.  For  the  past  two  years  he  has  been  writing 
about  her  feeble  state,  and  soliciting  means  to  send  her  back  to  her  native 
land.  The  means  would  have  been  sent  by  your  Committee  but  for  the  war 
pressure,  the  diminished  state  of  our  Treasury,  and  the  high  rates  of  ex¬ 
change.  We  had  contemplated  to  send  his  wife  to  the  Hills,  where  the  Ger¬ 
man  Mission  on  the  coast  has  a  very  large  house,  to  which  their  invalids 
resort  during  the  hot  season.  The  Missionaries  had  kindly  offered  her  a 
place  of  refuge  in  their  spacious  house;  but  when  on  the  way  and  only  five 
miles  from  home,  she  was  attacked  a  second  time  with  fever.  After  remain¬ 
ing  there  two  months  she  was  brought  home  in  a  palanquin,  in  a  very  feeble 
state.  To  add  to  their  sorrows  and  cares  their  youngest  child  (the  only  one 
in  India)  was  taken  ill  with  fever.  This  has  been,  he  writes,  “the  hardest 
time  in  my  life.”  The  'Doctor  upon  being  consulted  advised,  that  Mrs.  G. 
must  go  to  Europe  as  soon  as  she  is  able,  but  not  alone,  her  husband  must 
go  with  her.  Before  their  departure,  their  youngest  child  was  attacked  by 
cholera,  and  in  some  twelve  hours  was  a  corpse.  This  last  affliction  was  a 
most  grievous  one,  and  for  a  while  completely  unmanned  him.  “If  his 
mother,”  he  wrote  in  one  of  his  letters,  “could  have  left,  as  we  desired,  be¬ 
fore  the  hot  season,  all  probably  would  have  been  right.  So  all  said.  But 
for  the  Mission’s  sake  we  remained.”  In  his  letter  of  15th  September  last,  he 
states,  “Yesterday,  I  gave  over  the  charge  of  the  Mission  to  Mr.  Long,  and 
D.  V.,  we  intend  to  leave  for  Europe  by  the  next  steamer,  taking  the  overland 
route.  I  cannot  write  more  ;  our  hearts  are  bleeding;  my  labor  is  at  an  end 
for  the  present.  Last  Sunday  11  persons  were  baptized,  and  40  natives  with 
7  others,  ourselves,  Mr.  Long,  &c.,  celebrated  the  Lord’s  Supper.  May  the 
Lord  Jesus  continue  to  accomplish  his  great  work  here  and  every  where  ! 
I  have  written  a  short  account  of  this  Mission  for  three  years,  1862,  1868, 
1864,  and  the  last  nine  months,  ending  with  September,  1865,  sending  it  to 
the  contributors  of  our  Mission  here,  and  with  a  little  change  in  words  I 
have  transcribed  the  same  in  a  book  which  I  leave  with  Mr.  Long.  I  will 
now  send  you  the  original  papers,  by  which  you  may  ascertain  the  state  of 
the  Mission.  Meanwhile,  looking  only  at  the  success  of  the  cause  in  which 
I  have  had  the  honor  to  be  engaged  for  so  many  years,  I  wish  you  now,  as 
always,  God’s  rich  blessing,  and  much  success  in  your  work.  May  you  be 
able  to  send  forth  many  laborers  into  your  harvest,  remembering  that  the 
kingdom  of  God  does  not  consist  in  word,  but  in  power.  With  a  heavy  and 
afflicted  heart,  I  now  say, — Farewell,  dear  Brethren;  the  Lord  Jesus  be  with 
you  and  yours.  Yours,  sincerely, 


“C.  W.  GRONNING.” 
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We  will  now  endeavor  to  present  a  very  brief  abstract  of  the  above  reports, 
which  are  four  in  number,  embracing  three  years  and  nine  months.  Each 
Report  has  appended  to  it  an  account  of  donations  by  the  friends  of  the 
Mission  in  Rajahmundry,  and  also  of  the  expenditure  of  the  same. 

1.  Report  for  Dec.  31st,  1862. — “The  design  of  these  reports  is  to  show 
the  donors  how  their  contributions  and  donations  have  been  spent,  and  how 
the  Mission  is  prospering.”  During  the  last  nine  or  ten  years,  four  Brah¬ 
mins  had  been  employed  as  Telugu  teachers  in  various  villages,  but  as 
they  made  very  little  progress  in  teaching  the  children,  they  were  dismissed, 
and  the  schools  were  closed  at  the  end  of  April.  The  English  school 
was  almost  in  a  state  of  dissolution,  having  only  25  scholars,  of  whom  only 
a  few  could  read  a  little.  The  number  of  scholars,  however,  has  increased 
to  45,  of  whom  the  majority  learn  only  Telugu.  It  was  continued,  because 
it  seemed  to  atford  a  good  opportunity  of  teaching  the  fundamental  truths  of 
our  holy  religion,  and  of  forming  a  connecting  link  between  the  people  and 
the  Mission.  A  more  important  and  promising  branch  of  the  Mission  is  the 
girls’  and  boys’  boarding  school,  of  whom  there  are  four  of  each  sex.  In 
connection  with  the  boys’  school  is  the  girls’  day  school.  It  is  gratifying  to 
see  thirty  little  girls,  who  seem  to  be  anxious  to  learn,  listening  attentively 
to  the  narration  of  stories  from  the  Bible,  some  of  which  they  commit  to  mem¬ 
ory.  The  colporteur  Joseph,  who  commenced  his  work  about  eight  months 
ago, has  sold  not  a  few  copies  of  the  Gospels,  and  sent  the  funds  to  the  Madras 
Bible  Society.  The  people  of  the  district  have  received  numerous  tracts  and 
books  gratuitously.  Telugu  service  is  held  twice  every  Sunday.  The  very 
poor  of  the  place  come  twice  a  week,  and  after  having  heard  the  word  of 
God,  a  small  sum  is  given  each,  by  way  of  alms.  There  are  four  candidates 
for  baptism,  who  appear  to  be  very  sincere.  God  willing,  they  may  be  soon 
admitted  into  the  congregation.  “Our  work,”  he  says,  “is  uphill  work,  but 
we  know  and  believe  that  the  Disposer  of  all  events  has  his  divine  and  secret 
plan,  which  he  will  carry  out  in  due  time.”  “Faithful  is  he  that  has  called 
us,  he  will  do  it.”  Financial  account.  Local  donations  for  the  Mission,  677 
Rupees.  With  this  he  paid  towards  colporteur,  teachers,  boarding  children 
and  day  scholars,  472  Rupees;  and  to  Mr.  Cully,  200  Rupees.  On  the  opposite 
page  he  gives  an  account  of  the  poor  fund,  what  he  received  and  paid  out 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  Every  donor’s  name  and  gift  are  carefully  and 
accurately  noted  down,  whilst  the  same  particularity  and  correctness  reach 
the  whole  expenditure. 

,  2.  Report  for  1863. — “With  hope  and  fear,”  says  Brother  Gronning,  “  I 
entered  upon  the  work  of  this  Mission,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  con¬ 
cluding  from  past  experience  I  had  much  reason  to  hope  for  some  little 
success,  relying  on  the  promise,  “My  word  shall  not  return  unto  me  void.” 
However,  the  fear  of  falling  short  of  the  most  necessary  funds,  on  account 
of  the  unhappy  war  in  America,  and  consequently  of  performing  the  work 
of  the  Lord  deficiently,  could  not  be  avoided.  But  I  am  thankful  to  say,  that 
the  barrel  of  meal  has  not  wasted;  neither  did  the  cruse  of  oil  fail.”  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  I  had  the  privilege  of  admitting  four  adults  into  our  con¬ 
gregation,  who,  as  far  as  man  can  judge  seem  to  adorn  the  doctrine  of  God 
our  Saviour,  by  a  consistent  conduct.”  He  speaks  of  several  other  persons 
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from  other  villages  who  are  sincere  inquirers,  ancl  who  express  desires  of 
joining  the  church  of  Christ.  Two  families  in  R.  and  in  another  village 
are  preparing  themselves  for  admittance.  In  the  Telugu  schools  60  boys 
were  on  the  list.  A  new  Telugu  school  was  opened  in  Dorolaishwarum  with 
25  scholars.  In  the  boarding  school  are  6  boys  and  three  girls.  The  girls, 
day  school  had  been  steadily  increasing.  A  very  strict  economy  is  observed 
in  all  fiscal  matters.  The  catechist  and  colporteur  have  been  selling  and 
distributing  books  and  tracts  in  many  villages,  and  preaching  the  word  of  the 
cross  according  to  their  grace  and  ability.  “I  have  tried,”  he  states,  “to 
do  the  same  in  some  villages,  and  here  in  the  Bazaar.  May  God  give  the 
increase !” 

He  received  from  different  persons  for  the  Mission,  1436  Rupees;  and  ex¬ 
pended  1254  Rupees.  This  iucludes  254  Rupees  paid  for  teachers,  and  600 
Rupees  paid  for  the  Palnaud  Mission,  exclusive  of  8  teachers.  The  boarders 
and  girls’  day  school  cost  400  Rupees.  The  Poor  Fund  amounted  to  225  Rs. 
He  expended  238  Rupees. — The  recipients  of  these  alms  were  poor  travelers, 
a  poor  widow,  30  poor  heathens,  and  30  poor  persons  who  on  new  year’s  day 
received  pieces  of  cloth. 

3.  Report  for  1864. — “Another  year,  with  its  sorrows  and  joys,  trials 
and  successes,  is  closing  upon  us.  When  we  look  forward,  a  year  appears 
like  a  book  whose  contents  are  unknown  to  us,  more  especially  to  a  Christian 
Missionary  among  the  heathen.  The  mysterious  year  book  contains  always 
four  questions,  which  the  Author  and  preserver  of  our  lives  is  solving  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  all-wise  providence  and  the  guidance  of  his  Holy  Spirit.  1st.  Have 
we  sufficient  grace  and  wisdom  to  be  able  ministers  of  the  new  covenant, 
meeting  the  wants  of  the  people,  laboring  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit?  2nd.  Will  our  feeble  efforts  be  crowned  with  success?  3d.  Will 
God  keep  us  in  health  and  strength  to  carry  on  the  work  ?  4th.  In  what 
way  will  he  provide  for  our  temporal  wants  ?  To  these  questions  he  gives 
answers;  which,  however,  are  too  lengthy  for  this  report.”  ne  states  the 
following  facts :  A  catechist  and  colporteur  have  been  engaged  in  visiting 
the  Bazaar  and  surrounding  villages,  from  time  to  time,  reading  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  addressing  them.  During  the  last  year  Brother  Gronning  visited 
nearly  50  villages.  In  all  we  distributed  copies  of  the  Gospel  and  tracts. 
The  whole  number  that  are  entirely  supported  by  the  Mission  amount  to  50 
sometimes  60  persons.  The  expenditure,  including  the  salaries  of  teachers, 
is  about  40  Rupees  per  month.  During  the  year  a  greater  number  than 
before  applied,  and  received  baptism.  Brother  Gronning  passes  his  lament¬ 
ations  over  the  war  in  America,  especially  as  it  prevented  a  great  many 
from  contributing  to  the  cause  of  the  Prince  of  Peace;  but  still  he  gratefully 
acknowledges  that  some  have  contributed  the  necessary  funds  for  their  pres¬ 
ent  wants.  He  has  opened  a  happier  year  than  the  king  of  his  fatherland, 
Denmark.  “May  we  all  feel  rich  in  Him  who  became  poor  for  us!” 

4.  Report  for  1865. — Brother  Gronning  dwells  here  upon  his  afflictions 
and  sore  bereavement.  His  wife  had  been  called  upon  to  make  a  sacrifice, 
that  of  her  youngest  son,  before  she  could  leave  the  Mission  field,  into  which 
she  had  entered  15  years  ago.  He  feels  very  thankful  to  all  kind  friends  in 
India  and  elsewhere,  who  have  enabled  him  to  support  a  teacher  in  the  Pal- 
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naud  for  two  years  and  a  half,  at  600  Rupees  per  annum,  and  for  their  kind 
assistance  in  helping  him  to  pay  his  expenses  home.  The  English-Telugu 
school  has  suffered  somewhat  from  the  death  of  the  Telugu  teacher,  and  the 
removal  of  the  English  teacher  who  had  entered  the  Police  Department. 
There  are  from  50  to  60  pupils  in  the  girls’  school,  whose  poverty  requires 
a  monthly  distribution  of  alms.  In  three  other  villages  there  are  schools 
containing  about  50  scholars.  The  most  promising  circumstances  in  this 
Mission  are  the  inquirers  who  come  in  now  and  then  to  Rajalimundry,  to  hear 
the  Gospel,  desiring  baptism.  There  have  been  34  persons  admitted  by  the 
ordinance  of  baptism,  of  whom  20  are  adults,  and  14  are  children,  of  the 
ages  of  12,  10  and  6  years. 

In  taking  leave  of  this  beloved  Missionary,  your  Committee  feel  constrained 
to  pay  a  passing  tribute  to  his  character.  We  have  regarded  him  as  a  most 
conscientious  and  faithful  servant  of  God,  a  true  Missionary  of  the  cross  of 
Jesus  Christ,  a  man  of  enlarged  views,  of  integrity  of  purpose,  of  rich  ex¬ 
perience,  and  of  an  humble  and  self-denying  spirit.  He  was  always  intent 
upon  his  Mission  work,  delighting  in  it,  wisely  arranging  and  faithfully 
carrying  out  his  plans,  always  looking  to  the  Great  Lord  of  the  vineyard  for 
counsel  and  success.  He  has  been  long  in  the  field — nearly  twenty  years. 
He  would  have  tarried  longer  there,  but  for  the  stern  necessity  which  called 
him  away — he  had  to  accompany  his  poor  and  afflicted  wife  home  to  their 
native  land.  The  Lord  bless  and  reward  them,  with  restored  health,  with 
many  happy  years,  and  finally,  at  life’s  closing  scene,  with  a  calm  and  peace¬ 
ful  end ! 

The  successor  of  Brother  Gronning,  is  Rev.  Adam  Long,  recently  of  Samul- 
cotta.  In  a  letter  dated  10th  of  last  January,  he  states  that  he  took  charge 
of  this  station  on  the  19th  of  last  September.  In  making  .this  removal  he  did 
not  abandon  his  former  field,  but  has  visited  it  and  Cocanada  four  times. 
He  had  also  visited  two  out  stations,  distant  from  this  place,  respectively,  10 
and  20  miles.  In  these  places,  as  well  as  in  Samulcotta,  houses  of  worship 
are  needed.  “We  had  hoped  to  commence  building,”  he  says,  “immediately 
in  the  latter  place,  but  our  friends,  I  fear,  will  not  justify  our  doing  so.” 
The  work  in  Rajalimundry  has  been  carried  on,  essentially,  in  all  respects, 
as  it  was  previous  to  his  taking  charge  of  this  Station.  A  few  more  boarders 
have  been  received.  At  Samulcotta,  on  the  17th  December,  ult.,  he  baptized 
three  adults,  and  two  children.  At  Rajalimundry  on  the  24th,  8  adults  and 
1  child.  In  a  letter  dated  January  28th,  ult.,  he  takes  a  retrospective  view 
of  the  field  in  which  the  Lord  has  permitted  him  to  labor.  Services  were 
held  every  Sabbath  for  Christians,  and  until  he  came  to  Rajahmundry,  he 
preached  every  Sunday  evening  in  Peddapoor.  The  Lord’s  Supper  ivas  cele¬ 
brated  three  times  in  Samulcotta,  and  once  in  Rajahmundry.  Cocanada  was 
visited  once  a  week,  on  the  regular  market  day.  He  made  three  tours  during 
the  year,  on  which  he  visited  104  towns  and  villages.  He  and  a  colporteur 
circulated  in  these  and  other  villages  3,940  tracts  or  small  books.  They  also 
distributed  861  Scripture  portions,  and  32  New  Testaments,  also  2  Bibles. 
All  these  were  in  the  vernacular  tongue;  besides  these  they  sold  a  number 
of  English  Scriptures,  and  of  other  books. 

The  following  is  a  brief  statistical  view  of  the  Missions  of  Samulcotta  and 
Rajahmundry  : 
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Samulcotta. — Congregation  1 ;  Communicants  16;  Baptized  children  14; 
Colporteur  1 ;  School  1/ 

Rajaiimundry. — Congregation  1 ;  Communicants  47  ;  Adults  Baptized,  (not 
communicants)  14;  Children  Baptized  31; — Total  92.  Adults  were  Baptized 
during  the  year  29;  and  Children  15; — Total  during  the  year  44.  Catechists 
2,  one  employed  by  the  Madras  Bible  Society.  Boys’  schools  2 ;  Girls’ 
school  1 ;  Teachers  4 — male  3,  female  1.  Boarding  Scholars  6  ;  Colporteur  1. 

Brother  Long,  in  concluding,  remarks,  “that  these  figures  do  not  indicate 
the  work  in  its  whole  extent.”  The  Committee  would  add,  that  considering 
the  consecutive  labor,  in  this  Mission  field,  of  Messrs.  Valeth,  Gronning  and 
Heise,  of  Heyer,  Cutter  and  Long,  then  again  of  Gronning,  and  now  of  Long, 
the  grand  total  of  results  from  the  aggressive  work  of  all  these  laborers, 
upon  thousands,  yes,  ten  thousands  of  minds,  can  never  be  told  nor  estimated 
in  this  world. 

GUNTOOR. 

The  Committee  continue  to  receive  cheering  accounts  from  this  Mission. 
There  is  a  mixture  of  complaints,  occasionally  in  the  letters  of  our  Mission¬ 
ary,  which  respect  the  restraints,  necessarily  imposed  upon  him,  touching

the  extension  of  their  work,  from  the  want  of  adequate  funds,  and  more 
laborers.  Brother  Unangst  writes  under  date  of  8th  January  last,  as  folloivs: 
“It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say,  that  64  of  our  native  Christians  here  par¬ 
took  of  the  Lord’s  supper  last  evening,  together  with  4  from  Rajalimundry, 
and  2  from  Ellore.  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  three  adults,  yester¬ 
day  morning.  These  added  to  the  71  mentioned  in  my  report  make  74  com¬ 
muning  members  at  present  belonging  to  our  congregation.  In  addition 
to  the  number  of  inquirers  reported  for  this  field,  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  there  are  many  others,  scattered  among  the  different  villages,  whom  I 
have  not  had  time  to  visit.  A  reinforcement  of  Missionaries  would  be  a  great 
blessing  to  these  poor  people ;  for  then  our  work  would  be  so  distributed  as 
to  enable  us  to  work  more  effectually.  Please,  therefore,  to  send  them;  and 
the  Lord  will  furnish  the  means  for  their  support.” 

Statistics,  1865.  —  Congregation  1;  Communing  members  71;  Adults 
Baptized  during  the  year  10;  Infants  Baptized  during  the  year  10;  baptized 
prior  to  1865,  283;  Telugu  schools  7 ;  Teachers  6  ;  Boys  79;  Girls  44;  Colpor¬ 
teur  1  ;  Inquirers  60. 

The  English  vernacular  school  has  been  closed  from  want  of  funds;  hence 
our  Brother’s  complaints.  Mr.  Unangst  informs  us  that  the  distribution  of 
tracts  and  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  has  heen  vigorously  prosecuted.  The  Col¬ 
porteur’s  report  shows  that  in  7  months  850  tracts  have  been  circulated.  Three- 
fourths  of  these  were  of  2  and  4  pages  each;  35  copies  of  the  Old  Testament 
in  Telugu  have  been  sold,  and  150  Gospels  distributed  gratuitously  among  the 
people.  The  Colporteur’s  journal,  which  has  been  sent  to  us,  informs  us  how  • 
these  books  are  generally  received,  viz:  for  the  purpose  of  knowing  the  truth. 

THE  PALNAUD. 

Since  the  return  of  Brother  Gronning  to  Europe,  this  has  been  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Unangst.  Mr.  R.  E.  Cully,  who  is  a  very  worthy  man, 
and  who  appears  deeply  interested  in  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ,  is  head 
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teacher  in  the  Palnaud,  and  as  such,  has  the  supervision  of  all  the  schools, 
and  a  sort  of  sub-supervision  over  the  congregaticfns.  In  one  of  his  last 
letters  he  thus  alludes  to  the  response  given  last  summer,  by  the  churches  and 
Sunday-schools,  to  our  appeal  in  his  behalf,  and  to  the  action  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee.  “You  can  but  faintly  conceive  the  delight  and  thankfulness  with 
which  your  very  kind  letter  was  received  and  read  by  us.  The  kind  wishes, 
the  expressions  of  Christian  love  and  sympathy,  and  the  favorable  resolutions 
of  the  Committee,  respecting  my  wants,  have  all  so  deeply  impressed  us,  that 
we  were  at  once  constrained  to  lift  up  our  hearts  in  grateful  praise  to  our 
gracious  God  above,”  &c.  He  speaks  of  the  transfer  of  the  Mission  to  the 
supervision  of  Rev.  Mr.  Unangst.  He  refers  with  a  sorrowing  heart  to  the 
afflictions  in  Brother  Gronning’s  family,  which  have  caused  his  departure 
from  the  Mission  field.  In  his  report  of  16th  October  last,  he  gives  us  an 
account  of  the  Mission  agents,  the  people  of  their  congregations,  the  children 
of  their  schools,  and  of  the  heathen  around  them.  But  the  length  of  this 
report  forbids  even  an  abstract  here. 

Statistics,  1865. — Communing  members  125;  Children  150,  (whole  number 
275;)  Telugu  schools  7;  Teachers  7;  Scholars  60;  Boys  50,  Girls  10;  Inqui¬ 
rers  145;  Colporteurs  2. 

AFRICAN  MISSION. 

Permit  us  now  to  turn  your  attention  to  another  interesting  and  successful 
Mission  of  our  church.  We  say,  as  a  learned  and  worthy  brother  of  the 
faith  once  said  to  the  Secretary,  respecting  our  India  Mission :  “Somebody 
must  be  praying  for  this  Mission.”  For,  during  its  brief  history,  other  and 
contiguous  missions  have  arisen  and  disappeared.  The  uniform  testimony  of 
all  our  Missionaries  in  Africa  has  been  strong  in  its  favor.  Brother  Kistler 
is  full  of  praises  in  its  behalf ;  so  much  so,  that  he  fears  the  charge  of  egotism. 
But  let  me  refer  you  to  an  address  of  Hon.  Abraham  Hanson,  Commissioner 
and  Consul  General  of  the  United  States  to  Liberia,  delivered  by  him  before 
the  Forty-ninth  meeting  of  the  American  Colonization  Society,  (in  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  Washington,  D.  C.,)  on  the  16th  of  last  January.  This 
able  address  is  in  the  African  Repository  for  March,  1866.  Mr.  Hanson 
speaks  thus:  “The  Muhlenberg  or  Lutheran  Mission,  on  the  St.  Paul’s 
river,  is,  according  to  my  humble  opinion,  moving  in  a  manner,  and  in  a 
direction,  which  promises  more  general,  gratifying,  important,  and  perma¬ 
nent  results  than  can  be  readily  conceived  or  set  forth.  The  indefatigable 
Missionary,  Rev.  Mr.  Kistler,  bestows  his  labors  chiefly  upon  re-captured  or 
liberated  Africans,  and  other  aborigines,  who  are  instructed  in  manual  labor, 
in  a  knowledge  of  letters,  and  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion.” 
Mr.  Kistler,  in  one  of  his  last  letters,  states  that  “the  farm  school”  is  admir¬ 
ed  by  many,  if  not  by  all  visitors.  In  a  letter  dated  Muhlenberg,  Augus 
*17th,  1865,  he  gives  the  following  exhibit  of  the  Mission,  the  number  of 
children,  and  condition  of  things  in  general.  “There  are  now,”  he  says, 
“belonging  to  the  Mission,  41  children — 26  boys  and  15  girls.  There  are 
also  5  girls  and  5  boys  married,  who  are  living  on  the  reservation,  on  ten  acre 
lots.  There  are,  therefore,  in  all  who  have  been  at  the  Mission,  51  persons 
now  there.  Besides  these,  5  have  died  at  the  mission.  Of  the  51, — 28  are 
members  of  our  infant  church.  We  hold  our  communion  four  times  a  year- 
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Our  preaching,  weekly  prayer  meetings,  Sabbath  school,  and  other  religious 
exercises  are  well  attended.  The  children  are  making  very  creditable  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  school.  Three — 2  boys  and  1  girl  are  rendering  important  aid 
in  teaching.  Each  teaches  about  half  an  hour  a  day.  “The  Missionary 
work,”  continues  Mr.  Ivistler,  “is  a  delightful  work.  To  see  forty  or  fifty 
youths  growing  up  under  our  immediate  supervision,  and  one  by  one  forsak¬ 
ing  their  superstitious  notions  and  their  idolatrous  habits,  and  dedicating 
themselves  to  the  Lord,  is  most  cheering,  most  delightful.”  Indeed  your 
Committee  would  reiterate,  so  far  it  is  most  cheering.  But  there  are  lights 
and  shades  in  the  history  of  every  mission.  We  cannot  refrain  from  express¬ 
ing  our  regret,  that  the  founder  of  this  Mission,  and  the  general  and  financial 
agent  of  our  Society,  felt  himself  constrained  to  tender  his  resignation  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  December  7th,  1864,  retiring  entirely  from  the  foreign 
department  of  our  Mission  work.  At  the  meeting  of  the  above  date,  held  in 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  “the  Committee  expressed  their  great  satisfaction  with  the 
services  of  Brother  Officer,  in  connection  with  the  financial  agency.”  They 
also  expressed  “their  most  cordial  regret,  because  of  the  necessity  requiring 
his  presence  in  another  field  of  labor,  invoking  the  favor  of  God  upon  him 
and  his  efforts  in  future,  for  the  honor  of  .Jesus’  name.”  Brother  Officer 
reported,  that  there  was  paid  on  the  Altemus  Legacy  into  the  African  Fund, 
$557  15.  Besides  this,  a  note  for  $300,  due  October  27th,  1865,  was  given  by 
Mr.  Nicholas  Altemus,  of  Indiana  Co.,  Pa.,  executor  of  the  Will  of  the  late 
Adam  Altemus.  These  sums  make  six-sevenths  of  the  Altemus  Legacy  of 
$1000,  bequeathed  to  the  African  Mission,  or  the  six  shares  that  were  volun¬ 
tarily  released  by  the  heirs  who  were  of  age,  and  who  could,  under  the  laws 
of  Pennsylvania,  have  claimed  the  money. 

The  Committee  would  also  report  the  return  of  Brother  II.  Heigerd  from 
this  Mission,  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  was  entirely  prostrated  in  body, 
unable  to  continue  his  work  in  the  Mission,  where  he  had  labored  so  faith¬ 
fully  and  successfully.  Nothing  could  save  him  but  a  return  to  this  country. 
He  arrived  in  New  York,  December  11th,  1864.  His  wife  had  preceded  him 
to  the  same  place,  where  she  has  since  died.  Mr.  Heigerd  has  lately  written 
us  that  his  health  is  now  good.  He  has  a  conditional  appointment  to  Africa, 
but  has  not  yet  accepted  it.  We  have  met  with  another  dark  and  mysterious 
providence  in  the  early  failure  of  the  health  of  Brother  Rice  and  his  com¬ 
panion.  His  will  was  good,  his  love  for  his  work  true,  but  his  frail  constitu¬ 
tion  very  soon  gave  way,  under  that  withering  climate  which  is  so  fatal  to 
the  white  man.  He  landed  in  New  York  on  the  26tli  of  last  July.  He  was 
just  seven  months  and  one  week  in  the  Mission  service.  In  consequence  of 
the  want  of  laborers,  Brother  Kistler  employed  a  Miss  Mary  Daoney  as 
teacher,  who  came  well  recommended  by  Hon.  Mr.  James  and  Prof.  Blagden* 
She  labored  acceptably  some  three  months,  and  then  died.  A  Mrs.  Burns, 
widow  of  the  well-known  Bp.  Burns,  of  Liberia,  succeeded  her;  who  is 
very  competent  as  teacher,  &c.,  and  is  very  acceptable  in  her  services.  A 
young  man  by  the  name  of  Jacobs,  lately  from  the  Presbyterian  Mission,  has 
joined  Brother  Kistler’s  force,  who  is  destined  to  be  a  valuable  helper  in  the 
work  for  which  he  is  preparing.  We  would  inform  the  brethren  that  the 
African  available  fund  is  now  overdrawn,  by  nearly  $500 ;  which  must  be 
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taken  out  of  the  $1000  invested.  Tlie  returning  Missionaries,  and  a  heavy 
shipment  of  Goods  to  Africa,  Sent  off  on  the  24th  of  last  March,  have  made 
heavy  drafts  upon  our  treasury.  Brethren,  a  native  force  is  now  in  this 
Mission  in  due  course  of  preparation,  which,  through  God’s  blessing,  will  be 
a  mighty  power  for  good  in  that  dark  land.  We  depend  upon  you,  to  say 
whether  the  legitimate  results  now  anticipated,  and  ardently  desired,  shall 
be  realized  or  not.  To  be  realized,  you  must  immediately  and  liberally  lift 
subscriptions,  and  send  out  a  reinforcement  forthwith.  “Oh,”  says  Mr. 
Hanson,  to  whom  I  have  referred,  “Oh,  for  a  host  of  honest,  upright,  earnest, 
devoted,  self-sacrificing,  well-instructed  men,  to  go  forth,  and  enter  this 
rich,  ripe  field!  ”

In  concluding  their  report,  the  Executive  Committee  return  into  your 
hands  the  sacred  trusts  which  you  have  long  since  committed  to  their  charge. 
Thanking  you  for  your  continued  and  unbroken  confidence  in  us,  thinking 
that  we  have  borne  our  share  of  the  burdens  in  this  department  of  the  great 
work  of  our  beloved  Church,  and  believing  that  there  are  other  and  younger 
brethren  that  will  serve  you  as  well,  we  feel  admonished  to  retire  from  the 
Executive  department  of  our  Foreign  Mission.  We  assure  you,  dear  brethern, 
that  we  shall  never  lose  sight  of  its  interests,  never  cease  to  pray  for  its  perma¬ 
nency,  enlargement,  and  saving  power  in  the  conversion  of  very  many  of  the 
benighted  heathen.  May  the  rich  blessing  of  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  rest 
upon  the  Society,  upon  its  work,  its  committee,  and  all  its  laborers !

DECEASED  MISSIONARIES, 

Rev.  Messrs.  Titus,  Kuhns  and  Senderling  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  prepare  a  minute  with  reference  to  the  death  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Long  and  of  Mrs.  Gunn,  who  have  served  the  Society 
in  India. 

These  papers  we're  subsequently  handed  in,  as  follows : 

MINUTE  ON  REV.  ADAM  LONG-, 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Minute  on  the  death  of  Rev.  Adam 
Long  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

The  Rev.  Adam  Long  and  his  wife,  in  company  with  Rev.  W.  E.  Snyder 
and  Rev.  E.  Unangst  and  their  wives,  sailed  for  India,  November  21st,  1857, 
and  entered  upon  their  mission  work  at  Rajahmundry,  April  1st,  1858.  He 
subsequently  founded  a  new  station  at  Samulcotta,  from  which  place  he  again 
returned  to  Rajahmundry,  September  5th,  1865,  to  supply  the  place  of  Bro. 
Gronning,  who  with  his  wife,  on  account  of  the  poor  health  of  the  latter, 
had  gone  home  to  Germany.  Brother  Long  was  engaged  in  vigorously  pros¬ 
ecuting  his  work  and  labor  of  love,  up  to  the  5th  of  March  last,  when  it 
pleased  the  Lord  to  remove  him  from  his  labors,  to  his  rest  above;  having 
been  about  seven  months  in  Rajahmundry,  and  almost  eight  years  in  your 
service.  He  was  a  devoted  Missionary,  deeply  pious,  a  man  of  much  prayer, 
always  active  and  at  his  post  of  duty.  Far  and  wide  he  visited  the  numerous 
villages  around  him,  scattering  the  good  seed  of  the  vford  of  God,  sowing 
beside  all  waters.  He  distributed  copiously  tracts  and  small  books,  along 
with  copies  of  the  New  Testament  and  the  Bible.  He  made  impressions  upon 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  thousands  of  heathen  which  will  never  be  forgotten, 
and  which  will,  we  believe,  bring  forth  in  God’s  own  time  abundance  of  pre¬ 
cious  fruit.  This  death  is  a  sad  bereavement  to  his  heart-stricken  widow, 
and  to  his  fatherless  children,  and  a  very  heavy  loss  to  our  India  Mission, 
especially  at  this  juncture  of  its  history.  We  therefore  submit  the  following 
resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  we  bow  in  humble  submission  to  this  dispensation  of  Di¬ 
vine  Providence,  meekly  saying,  “Even  so,  Father;  for  so  it  seemed  good  in 
thy  sight.” 

2.  Resolved ,  That  we  tender  to  his  widow  and  fatherless  children  our  kind 
and  affectionate  condolence,  and  our  prayerful  remembrance. 
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3.  Resolved ,  That  we  sympathize  with  our  missionaries  in  India  in  their 
afflictions,  both  on  account  of  the  loss  of  a  friend  and  a  brother,  and  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  heavy  tax  upon  their  toils  and  cares  by  this  loss. 

4.  Resolved ,  That  the  death  of  Bro.  Long,  like  the  death  of  the  lamented 
Gunn  and  Snyder,  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  voice  of  God,  calling  upon  us  to 
immediately  fill  up  the  ranks  of  the  fallen. 

5.  Resolved ,  That  we  assure  our  surviving  missionaries  that  we  will  not 
cease  to  pray  and  labor  for  their  preservation,  success  and  re-enforcement, 
and  for  the  means  which  are  necessary  to  help  them  to  carry  on  their  mission. 

6.  Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  this  Report  and  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the 
widow  of  Bro.  Long,  and  to  Bro.  Unangst.

MINUTE  ON  MRS.  LORENA  GUNN. 

It  becomes  the  sad  duty  of  this  Society  to  chronicle,  at  its  present  meeting, 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Lorena  Gunn,  the  widow  of  Rev.  Walter  Gunn,  our  first  mis¬ 
sionary  to  India.  Mrs.  Gunn  died  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  November  7th,  1865, 
after  a  brief  and  painful  illness,  which  she  bore  with  great  resignation.  Her 
end  was  full  of  peace  and  hope.  Her  life  had  been  hid  with  Christ  in  God, 
and  when  the  summons  came,  it  was  no  unwelcome  message. 

Mrs.  Gunn  was  born  in  the  State  of  New  York,  January  17th,  1815.  She 
was  confirmed  at  an  early  age,  and  in  the  spring  of  1843  was  married  to  Rev. 
Mr.  Gunn,  and  sailed  with  him  to  India  the  following  November.  As  a  de¬ 
voted  wife  and  exemplary  Christian,  she  labored  among  the  benighted  chil¬ 
dren  of  ido}atry  with  much  zeal,  patience  and  success  till  her  husband’s 
death  in  July,  1851.  Two  years  later  she  returned  to  America,  and  settled  at 
Springfield,  Ohio.  She  brought  two  interesting  children  with  her, — Luther 
and  Ella.  The  latter  died  in  September,  1863,  just  as  she  was  blooming  into 
womanhood,  and  the  former  fell  mortally  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Ivenesaw 
Mountain,  June,  1864.  Bereft  of  all  her  loved  ones,  Mrs.  Gunn  endured 
calmly  the  terrible  blows  which  laid  them  low,  and  with  serene  faith  awaited 
the  hour  of  her  own  departure.  In  view  of  the  above  facts,  the  following 
resolutions  are  put  on  record : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  this  Society  has  heard  with  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Lorena  Gunn,  whose  services  in  India,  and  subsequent  deep  interest  and  fer¬ 
vent  prayers  in  behalf  of  the  missionary  cause,  endeared  her  to  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Society. 

2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  strong  faith  and  humble  piety  of  Mrs.  Gunn, 
we  have  an  exemplification  of  what  Divine  grace  can  do  for  those  who  yield 
to  its  influence. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  deep  waters  of  affliction  through  which  the  deceased 
passed  in  her  earthly  pilgrimage,  borne  so  patiently  by  her,  attest  the  truth 
of  the  Apostle’s  declaration :  “  The  Lord  loveth  whom  he  cliasteneth,  and 
scourgetli  every  son  whom  he  receiveth.” 
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4.  Resolved ,  That  we  sincerely  sympathize  with  the  surviving  sisters  and 
relatives,  from  whom  the  Lord  has  removed  one  so  well  beloved,  and  so 
worthy  of  their  affection ;  and  we  will  unite  with  them  in  cherishing  her 
memory  and  imitating  her  piety.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 

OF 


(tenplipl  JMimit 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


(As  amended  in  1841.) 


Article  I.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  he  “The  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States;” 
and  shall  embrace  all  churches  and  individuals  who  may  comply  with  the 
conditions  of  this  Constitution. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  promote  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  spirit,  and  to  assist  in  extending  the  knowledge  of  our  blessed  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  throughout  the  habitable  world. 

Article  III.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  by  the 
annual  payment  of  one  dollar  or  more ;  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars 
shall  constitute  him  or  her  a  member  for  life.  Honorary  members  may  be 
elected  by  the  Society  at  the  regular  meetings. 

Article  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,- an  Executive  Committee  of  five,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Sec¬ 
retary,  a  Treasurer  and  two  Auditors,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  found  necessary ;  all  of  whom  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  are  chosen.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Society,  at  which  nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  and,  in  his  absence,  of 
the  oldest  Vice-President  present,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society^ 
and  to  perform  such  other  official  acts  as  shall  at  any  time  be  assigned  him 
by  the  Society. 

Article  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a 
record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  notify  the  meetings  of  the  Society  at  the 
call  of  the  President. 
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Article  VII.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  and  superintend 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  of  which 
he  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member. 

Article  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  Society’s  funds, 
and  shall  keep  for  the  Society  all  moneys,  notes,  bonds,  and  other  evidences 
of  property;  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  by  order  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  taking  proper  vouchers  for  all  moneys  paid  out,  and  keeping  an  accu¬ 
rate  account  of  the  Society’s  receipts  and  expenditures.  He  shall  make  a  full 
report  to  the  Society  at  each  regular  meeting,  properly  audited,  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  he  shall  also  make  a  quarterly  exhibition  of  the  state 
of  the  funds  to  the  Executive  Committee ;  and,  whenever  called  upon  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  he  shall  exhibit  his  books,  accounts,  vouchers,  and 
other  evidences  of  property.  He  may  be  required  by  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  to  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  execution  of  his  trust. 

Article  IX.  The  Auditors  shall  examine  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the 
Treasurer  annually,  and  if  they  shall  find  his  accounts  correctly  kept  and 
well  vouched,  they  shall  give  a  certificate  accordingly,  which  certificate  they 
shall  enter  in  full  in  the  Treasurer’s  book,  and  cause  a  duplicate  to  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  Society,  with  the  Treasurer’s  account  or  regular  report. 

Article  X.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  charge  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  various  interests  and  operations  of  the  Society,  taking  all  proper 
measures  to  excite  and  cherish  a  Foreign  Missionary  spirit.  They  shall  en¬ 
deavor  to  procure  suitable  missionaries;  to  encourage  theological  students 
to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions;  to  bring  all  the 
churches,  by  auxiliary  societies  and  otherwise,  to  contribute  liberally  and  regu¬ 
larly  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  cause;  to  direct  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties;  to  appoint  such  other  local  or  travelling 
agents  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  business  in¬ 
trusted  to  them ;  and  to  report  to  the  Society  at  each  of  its  meetings  a  full 
account  of  their  proceedings.  They  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary,  and 
three  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  meeting. 
They  may  adopt  any  By-Laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  this 
Society. 

Article  XI.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  annually  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  fix  upon. 

Article  XII.  Any  Society  may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Society,  by 
adopting  the  general  principles  of  this  Constitution,  and  resolving  to  co-ope¬ 
rate  with  them;  and  the  officers  of  auxiliary  societies  shall  be  ex  officio  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Article  XIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regu¬ 
lar  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present;  the  proposed 
alteration  either  having  been  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or 
having  been  submitted  to  the  Society  at  a  previous  meeting.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  thereupon  pre¬ 
sented,  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

In  presenting  their  Ninth  Report,  the  Executive  Committee  would  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  goodness  of  God  as  displayed  towards  our  Mission  work  during  the 
past  two  years.  Impressed  with  the  necessity  of  a  General  Superintendent 
of  Missions,  as  recommended,  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Rev.  M.  Officer,  so  well  and  favorably  known  to  the  Church  as  most  emi¬ 
nently  qualified  for  this  work ;  who  entered  upon  its  duties  November  1st, 
1864,  and  has  continued  until  the  present. 

The  subjoined  is  an  exhibit  of  our  operations : 

Item  \st.  Synods  co-ojperating  with  the  Society ,  and  the  Proportion  they  consti¬ 
tute  of  the  General  Synod . 

The  following  Synods  have  been  in  active  co-operation  with  the  Society 
during  the  past  two  years,  viz.:  Synod  of  Maryland,  West  Pennsylvania, 
Wittenberg,  East  Ohio,  Melanchthon,  East  Pennsylvania,  Olive  Branch, 
Northern  Indiana,  Iowa,  and  Miami.  Thirty  dollars  were  contributed  by  the 
Synod  of  Kentucky,  recently  disbanded.  These  constitute  about  one-third 
of  the  General  Synod. 
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Item  2d.  The  Amount  of  Funds  received  in  1864  and  1865.

Item  3d.  The  Results  of  the  Society's  Operations. 

Whole  number  of  Missionaries  assisted,  42.  Number  withdrawn,  21.  Of 
this  number,  a  larger  proportion  withdrew  because  their  congregations  be¬ 
came  self-sustaining,  some  removed  into  other  fields  of  labor,  and  several 
were  discontinued.  None  have  died.  Number  at  present  on  the  funds,  21,

number  of  churches  built,  17;  whole  number  of  members  added,  790;  infant 
baptisms,  615;  number  of  catechumens  reported,  457;  number  of  Sabbath- 
Schools,  42  ;  number  of  scholars,  2807. 

Item  4  th.  The  Prospects  of  the  Field. 

We  find  the  prospects  of  the  field  such  as  to  offer  increased  demand  for 
mission  work  ;  more  especially  the  Great  West.  The  sections  we  regard  as 
most  important  for  missionary  effort,  and  more  urgently  calling  for  it,  are  Mis¬ 
souri,  Iowa  and  Minnesota.  In  each  of  these  States  there  is  a  number  of 
important  cities — centres  of  influence,  demanding  increased  attention ;  such 
as  Jefferson  City,  Hannibal,  Macon  City,  St.  Louis,  Sedalia,  &c.,  in  Missouri; 
Quincy,  Ills.,  &c.;  and  other  equally  important  points  not  so  well  known  to 
the  committee. 

Item  5th.  The  Difficulties  attending  the  Work.  ^ 

These  are  the  following  :  viz.:  (A.)  Want  of  suitable  men.  The  Committee 
have  been  unable  to  find  suitable  men  to  supply  all  the  important  points  pre¬ 
senting  themselves,  though  they  have  spared  no  proper  efforts  to  obtain 
them.  There  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  prominent  places  destitute  and 
demanding  supplies ;  and  new  fields,  most  promising,  have  presented  them¬ 
selves.  The  large  number  of  important  places  in  the  Eastern  churches  has 
also  had  its  influence  in  increasing  the  difficulties  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  in  obtaining  proper  persons  to  carry  on  their  work.  (B.)  The  want  of  co¬ 
operation  ivith  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  number  of  Synods  co-operating  with  us,  growing  out  of  the  general  ten¬ 
dency  to  isolation  and  separate  synodical  action,  the  operations  of  the  Society 
have  been  greatly  restricted,  and  its  results  necessarily  curtailed. 
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Item  6 th.  Recommendations. 

In  consequence  of  the  tendency  alluded  to  in  the  Church,  the  Committee, 
after  much  anxious  thought  and  consideration,  are  led  (1)  to  propose  to  the 
Society  the  dissolution  of  the  organization,  and  the  distribution  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  missions  among  the  several  district  Synods.  But  if  this  proposition 
should  not  be  favorably  entertained,  then  (2)  we  would  recommend  that  the 
Constitution  of  the  Society  be  so  altered  as  to  limit  its  membership  to  those 
actually  co-operating  with  it,  together  with  such  other  amendments  as  will 
make  it  embrace  several  important  provisions  heretofore  authorized  by  reso¬ 
lutions. 

May  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  smile  upon  the  Society,  and  bless  its 
efforts  for  the  advancement  of  his  kingdom !

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 
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(AMENDED,)'^ 

Art.  I.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  he  the  “Home  Missionary  Society 
of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States.” 

Art.  II.  The  Object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  supply  the  destitute  por¬ 
tions  of  our  Church  and  people  with  the  preached  Word  and  the  Holy  Sacra¬ 
ments. 

Art.  III.  The  Members  of  this  Society  shall  consist,  first ,  of  all  the  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  General  Synod,  from  Synods  co-operating  with  the  Society,  who 
are  present  at  any  stated  meeting  of  the  Society ;  secondly,  of  all  ministers 
who  with  their  charges  co-operate  with  the  Society ;  and,  thirdly,  of  all  per¬ 
sons  who  have  been  duly  constituted  life-members,  and  who  may  hereafter 
be  made  life-members,  by  the  contribution  of  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  funds 
of  the  Society.  But  if,  at  any  time  hereafter,  all  the  Synods  composing  the 
General  Synod  shall  cease  their  separate  Home  Missionary  operations,  and 
shall  co-operate  with  this  Society,  then,  if  the  General  Synod  choose  so  to 
do,  it  shall  become  the  Society;  that  is,  shall  take  charge  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  interests  and  work,  and  shall  appoint  therefor  its  own  agencies. 

Art.  IV.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent,  one  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Trea¬ 
surer,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  six  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
laymen,  and  two  of  whom  shall  be  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Trea¬ 
surer. 

Art.  Y.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  sufficient  security,  and  shall  pay  out  no 
money  except  by  an  order  of  the  Executive  Committee,  signed  by  the 
Chairman. 

Art.  VI.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
with  the  Missionaries  and  receive  their  reports,  shall  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 
pare  abstracts  of  these  reports  for  publication  in  the  church  papers,  and 
shall  render  to  the  Society  a  summary  report  of  the  missionary  work  at  each 
stated  meeting. 
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Ari\  VII.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  appointment 
of  missionaries,  whether  stationed  or  travelling;  shall  determine  their  fields 
of  labor  and  the  amount  of  their  appropriations  by  the  Society  ;  and  may 
appoint  a  Superintendent,  who,  under  their  direction,  shall  have  a  general 
supervision  of  the  work.  They  ma}r  also  adopt  such  By-Laws,  for  their  own 
government,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  designs  of  the  Society; 
and  they  shall  supply  all  vacancies  in  their  own  number  until  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Society. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Stated  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meetings  of  the  General  Synod;  and  special  meetings,  when 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  called  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent. 

Art.  IX.  The  Officers  of  the  Synods  co-operating  with  the  Society,  or  a 
Standing  Committee  appointed  by  each  of  the  said  Synods,  shall  constitute 
an  Advisory  Committee,  with  whom  the  Executive  Committee  shall  consult  in 
reference  to  Home  Missionary  operations  within  their  respective  bounds. 

Art.  X.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  then  only  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  mem¬ 
bers,  these  latter  being  not  less  than  fifteen. 


PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 


The  Church  Extension  Society  held  a  session,  following  the 
adjournment  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  on  Tuesday 
afternoon,  May  22nd,  1866.  Hon.  C.  Ivugler  was  called  to  the 
chair,  and  Rev.  T.  T.  Titus  appointed  Secretary.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  Corresponding  Secretary,  read  a  Report 
of  the  operations  of  the  Society  for  the  last  two  years. 

REPORT. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  report : 

That  since  the  meeting  of  the  Society  at  York,  two  years  ago,  compara¬ 
tively  little  has  been  done  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Few  applications 
for  loans  have  been  received.  We  account  for  this  by  the  fact,  that  the  high 
price  of  materials  and  labor,  incident  to  the  war,  has  so  extensively  retarded 
church  building,  that  but  few  new  enterprises  have  been  prosecuted.  Some 
of  the  applications  for  loans  we  have  been  compelled  to  reject,  for  the  reason 
that  the  money  asked  for  was  not  to  be  appropriated  to  the  erection  of  new 
churches,  but  to  the  liquidation  of  church  debts,  which  latter  class  of  appli¬ 
cations,  we  wish  the  brethren  to  bear  in  mind,  do  not  come  within  the  pur¬ 
view  of  the  Society. 

NEW  LOANS. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  loans  have  been  granted  to  Evangelical  Lutheran 
churches  at  the  following  named  places,  the  applicants  having  in  all  instances 
complied  with  the  requirements  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  viz. :

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NEW  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

None  have  been  received  since  our  last  meeting.  None  have  been  asked  for 
from  the  churches  by  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  reason  that  no  appli¬ 
cations  have  been  pending,  which  we  were  not  fully  able  to  meet  without  it, 
as  we  have  during  these  two  years  uniformly  had  a  balance  in  the  Treasury 
of  between  two  and  three  thousand  dollars.  There  being  more  money  on 
hand  than  demands  for  it,  of  a  character  that  we  could  grant,  it  was  deemed 
superfluous,  of  course,  to  urge  fresh  collections. 


OBLIGATIONS  PAID. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  the  sum  of  $2,542  has  been  received  from  obliga¬ 
tions  paid.

Some  of  these  obligations  came  to  maturity  as  long  as  ten  years  ago,  and 
during  half  that  time  have  been  bearing  interest.  In  former  years,  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  councils  of  these  churches  were  warmly  importuned,  if  possible,  to 
pay  back  the  money  loaned  them.  Great  leniency  has  certainly  been  exer¬ 
cised.  The  money  having  been  loaned ,  and  not  granted  as  a  gift,  there  exists 
the  strongest  moral  obligation  on  the  part  of  these  churches  to  refund  it.  If 
this  were  done,  it  could  be  re-loaned  to  other  feeble  congregations,  and  thus, 
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as  was  said  of  tlie  Master,  “go  about,  doing  good.”  Some  of  these  delin¬ 
quent  churches,  no  doubt,  will  have  representatives  present  at  the  General 
Synod,  and  we  suggest  that  they  be  requested  to  furnish  needful  explana¬ 
tions  as  to  the  reasons  of  these  delinquencies.  As  to  the  proper  course  to  be 
pursued  in  regard  to  these  churches,  we  have  no  suggestions  to  offer.  The 
subject  is  left  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Society.

ASSETS  OF  SOCIETY. 

From  the  Treasurer’s  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  fund  of  the 
Society,  derived  from  all  sources,  amounts  to  $12,200.20.  This  is  still  far 
from  the  $50,000  originally  contemplated.  Taking  into  account  the  amount  of 
means  at  its  command,  the  Society  has,  nevertheless,  proved  an  agency  of  much 
good,  having  contributed  to  the  erection  of  a  large  number  of  churches  in 
various  portions  of  the  land.  It  is  fervently  to  be  hoped,  that,  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  a  fresh  stimulus  may  ere  long  be  imparted  to  its  operations, 
and  that  the  liberal  and  beneficent  designs  of  its  founders  may  yet  be  realized. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  is  $4,198.20. 

AID  TO  SOUTHERN  CHURCHES. 

On  the  17th  of  January,  1866,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  offered  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  were 
adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee,  viz  : 

Whereas,  All  accounts  agree,  that  the  war  has  left  many  of  the  Southern 
Lutheran  churches  in  a  condition  of  destitution,  such  as  appeals  to  the  Chris¬ 
tian  sympathies  of  their  brethren  in  more  favored  localities,  and  it  is  the  sin¬ 
cere  wish  of  this  Committee  to  contribute  all  in  its  power  to  the  relief  of 
said  churches  ;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  on  all  loans  heretofore  voted  to  Southern  Lutheran  churches 
we  hereby  grant  an  extension  of  three  years,  dating  from  January  1st,  1866, 
during  which  period  no  interest  be  charged  on  their  obligations. 

And,  Whereas  we  have  received  information  that  the  Lutheran  church  at 
Mill  Hill,  Cabarras  county,  North  Carolina,  of  which  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Heilig 
is  pastor ;  is  in  peril  of  being  sold  by  legal  process  for  a  debt  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  rescue  the  Mill  Hill  church  from  such  a  catas¬ 
trophe,  we  do  hereby  extend  to  it  a  loan  of  $200  for  five  years,  without 
interest,  and  will  trust  to  the  Society,  at  its  next  meeting,  at  Fort  Wayne,  Ind., 
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to  relieve  this  action  of  ours  from  any  irregularity  that  may  be  found  to  charac¬ 
terize  it.  To  meet  an  extreme  exigency,  we  have  made  this  a  special  case. 

Your  Committee  would  state  that  the  loan  could  not  have  #een  granted  to 
the  Mill  Hill  church,  under  the  constitution  of  the  Society,  Three  difficulties 
stood  in  the  way:  1.  The  congregation  is  not  in  connection  with  any  District 
Synod  belonging  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  United  States.  2.  The  loan  was 
asked  to  pay  a  church  debt.  3.  The  congregation  was  not  able  to  grant  the 
first  mortgage.  Nevertheless,  as  an  evidence  of  Good  Will  to  our  Lutheran 
brethren  in  a  Southern  State,  and  to  rescue  one  of  their  churches  from  the 
hands  of  the  Sheriff,  we  decided  to  vote  them  the  money,  and  trust  to  the 
Society  to  ratify  our  action,  one  of  our  number,  M.  Buehler,  Esquire,  mean 
while  making  himself  personally  responsible  to  the  Society  for  the  repayment 
of  the  money,  in  case  the  Society  should  fail  to  ratify  it.  That  action,  dic¬ 
tated  by  this  praiseworthy  and  eminently  Christian  motive,  we  beg  the  Society 
will  approve  and  confirm.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

CHURCH  EXTENSION  SOCIETY. 


Article  I. — This  Society  shall  be  termed  The  Church  Extension  Society 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  whose  object  sh^ll  be 
to  establish  a  fund  of  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  assist  poor  and  desti¬ 
tute  Lutheran  congregations  in  obtaining  houses  of  worship. 

Art.  II. — This  Society  shall  hold  its  meetings  at  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  or  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Society  may  designate  ;  when  there  shall  be  elected 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary,  and  five  Managers.  The  Managers,  with  the  Treasurer 
and  Corresponding  Secretary,  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  officer  presiding  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  have  no  vote,  ex¬ 
cepting  a  casting  vote,  when  there  is  a  tie.  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  exercise  a  superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  seek,  by 
correspondence,  communication,  &c.,  to  promote  its  interests. 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  no  moneys  except  upon  orders  signed  by  four 
of  the  Managers.  Any  surplus  funds  he  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Managers,  safely  invest,  returnable  at  call;  and  he  shall  give  such 
security  as  the  Managers  shall  require,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
trust. 

Art.  III. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  their  own  chairman  and 
secretary.  They  may  enact  rules  for  their  own  government,  and  amend  or 
repeal  the  same  at  pleasure ;  they  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  pro¬ 
ceedings,  and  report  their  transactions  to  each  meeting  of  the  Society.  They 
shall  hear  all  applications  for  aid,  requiring  the  conditions  hereinafter 
named,  and  draw  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  as  prescribed  in  Art.  II.,  para¬ 
graph  3 ;  provided  that  every  member  of  the  committee  shall  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  being  heard. 

Art.  IV. — Aid  shall  be  extended  only  to  congregations  destitute  of  a 
suitable  house  of  worship,  whose  pastor  is  a  member  in  good  standing,  of  any 
regular  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  United  States ;  and  no  congrega¬ 
tion  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee ;  which  allowance  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  gift,  but 
as  a  loan  without  interest,  and  which  shall  be  repaid  into  the  common 
Church  Extension  Fund,  at  such  times,  and  in  such  instalments  as  the  Execu- 
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live  .Committee  may  require,  and  such  loan  shall  be  made  to  assume  a  legal 
form. 

Art.  V. — It  shall  be  necessary  for  each  congregation  asking  aid,  to  observe 
the  following  rules  and  regulations,  viz. : 

1.  They  shall  use  every  exertion  among  themselves  to  raise  funds  for  their 
church  edifice. 

2.  The  church  edifice  shall  be  plain  and  substantial,  without  any  unneces¬ 
sary  cost  and  expenditure. 

3.  They  shall  exhibit  a  just  estimate  of  the  cost  of  building,  and  the 
amount  of  money,  or  its  equivalent,  already  furnished  or  secured. 

4.  They  shall  state  the  condition  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  the  congre¬ 
gation  is  organized,  and  the  number  of  members,  and  the  future  prospects. 

5.  These  facts  shall  be  certified  by  the  pastor  and  church  council  to  the 
officers  of  their  Synod,  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

6.  Any  congregation  applying  shall  be  an  incorporated  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church. 

Art.  VI. — Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  by  an  annual 
contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  ;  or  by  the  payment  of  thirty  dollars, 
or  more,  given  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  VII. — The  members  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be  ex  officio  members 
of  this  Society,  and  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business ;  but  the  officers 
and  standing  committees  shall  be  composed  of  laymen,  excepting  the  Cor* 
responding  Secretary,  who  may  be  a  clergyman. 

Art.  VIII. — This  Society  shall  be  the  Parent  Society,  to  which  Societies 
formed  by  district  Synods  shall  be  auxiliary,  provided  they  pay  into  the 
general  fund  the  funds  collected  within  their  bounds.  The  members  of  the 
auxiliary  societies  shall  be  members  of  the  Parent  Society. 

Art.  IX. — This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  stated 
meeting  of  the  Society, by  a  majority  of  the  members  present — three  months’ 
notice  of  any  contemplated  alteration  or  amendment  having  first  been  given . 
in  the  papers  of  the  Church. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  fill,  ad  interim ,  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  by  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the  officers  of 
the  Society. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the^ Society,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

3.  The  collection  of  funds,  as  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the  Meeting 
held  at  Winchester,  Va.,  May  21st,  1853,  shall  be  made  by  subscription,  or 
otherwise,  as  the  respective  congregation^  shall  deem  most  advisable. 

4.  The  sums  thus  raised  shall  be  transmitted  directly  to  the  Treasuer  of 
the  Society,  and  be  reported  by  the  pastors  to  their  respective  Synods,  for 
the  purpose  of  being  regularly  entered  upon  the  Minutes,  with  their  parochial 
reports.

Measures  should  be  devised  to  increase  largely  the 
number  of  its  subscribers,  and  greater  interest  should  be  manifested  by  those 
who  have  the  ability  to  write  for  children,  to  furnish  interesting  articles  for 
its  columns.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Store  is  also  self-supporting,  and  that  it 
needs  only  a  larger  capital  with  which  to  operate,  and  the  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Church  at  large,  to  make  it  every  thing  the  Society  anticipated  in 
its  establishment.  It  undoubtedly  accomplishes  all  that  it  can  do  amid  the 
disadvantages  under  which  it  labors,  and  if  its  business  is  to  be  extended  in 
the  future,  and  the  same  inducements  be  offered  by  it  to  purchasers  as  the 
best  of  houses  offer,  it  must  be  supplied  with  the  means  of  enlargement 
and  with  every  other  requisite  that  contributes  to  prosperity.  The  Local 
Agent,  T.  L.  Schrack,  Esq.,  has  certainly  been  attentive  to  his  duties,  and 
deserves  the  commendation  of  the  Society. 

GENERAL  AGENT’S  WORK. 

Our  General  Agent,  the  Rev.  P.  Willard,  has  been  actively  engaged,  since 
his  appointment,  in  collecting  funds,  and  in  promoting  the  objects  for  which 
the  Board  of  Publication  was  established.  Although  his  success  has  not  been 
equal  to  his  desires  and  persevering  labors,  still  it  has  not  been  discouraging, 
especially  when  the  times  are  taken  into  consideration,  and  the  fact  that  from 
many  of  the  best  fields  the  harvest  has  long  since  been  gathered.  It  is  to  be 
lamented  that  he  has  been  studiously  excluded  from  some  of  our  most  pros¬ 
perous  charges,  and  his  work  rendered  thereby  the  more  tedious  and  arduous. 
May  we  not  hope  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  he  will  be  welcomed 
every  where,  and  the  obstacles,  whatever  they  may  be,  which  now  impede  his 
agency,  be  removed  forever  ! 

THE  BOARD. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Publication  since  the  last  Report  was  rendered 
have  been  reasonably  well  attended.  It  must  be  remembered  that  most  of 
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the  active  members  of  the  Board  are  the  pastors  of  large  and  flourishing  con¬ 
gregations,  whose  demands  upon  their  time  and  labor  are  great,  and  almost 
incessant.  Attendance  upon  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board  is  frequently  im¬ 
possible,  and,  as  a  natural  consequence,  there  is  not  that  despatch  in  business 
which  those  abroad  deem  so  desirable.  The  work,  however,  which  the  Board 
accomplishes  year  after  year,  is  considerable,  and  deserves  more,  in  the  way 
of  appreciation,  than  it  is  accustomed  to  receive.  Of  this,  at  least,  the  Society 
may  be  assured,  that  the  Board  seek,  most  conscientiously,  to  promote  its  in¬ 
terests,  regret  that  more  is  not  accomplished,  are  aware  of  what  is  expected, 
and  realize  fully  the  difficulties  which  they  continually  encounter. 

THE  church’s  DUTY  TO  THE  SOCIETY.

The  Church  should 
be  a  unit  in  regard  to  it,  and  seek  earnestly  for  a  common  ground,  upon  which 
to  stand  and  work  for  the  Divine  Redeemer.  Committing,  therefore,  again 
its  interests  to  the  sympathy  of  every  well-wisher  of  our  Zion,  and  to  the  care 
and  control  of  Him  by  whose  blessing  alone  it  can  attain  to  permanent  use¬ 
fulness,  we  will  look  forward  with  hope  and  confidence  to  the  future.

On  motion,  the  Anniversary  exercises  of  the  Society  were 
dispensed  with  at  the  present  meeting. 

CATALOGUE  OP  SABBATH-SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  advised  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  Sabbath-school  Books,  adapted 
to  the  use  of  our  schools  ;  and  furnish  themselves  with  a  supply 
of  books,  and  advertise  them. 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

The  following  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were 
offered,  to  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society : 

Notice  is  hereby  given,  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Lutheran  Publica¬ 
tion  Society,  a  resolution  will  be  introduced  to  amend  the  Constitution,  as 
follows : 

Art.  II.  “  This  Society  is  pledged  to  the  Doctrinal  Basis  of  the  General 
Synod,  is  under  its  direction  and  control ,  and  shall  have  for  its  object  the  diffu¬ 
sion  of  religious  knowledge  by  means  of  translations  and  original  productions, 
in  order  to  furnish  and  circulate  a  suitable  literature  for  the  Church. 

All  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall ,  for  the  time  being ,  be,  ex-officio,  member's 
of  this  Society.  And  any  other  Lutheran  minister  or  layman,  connected  with 
churches  belonging  to  the  General  Synod,  may  become  members  of  this  Society  by  a 
vote  of  the  existing  members  at  any  stated  meeting  upon  the  payment  of  $1.  The 
payment  of  $20,  or  more,  in  one  year ,  shall  constitute  the  person  so  paying  a  Life 
Director,  and  the  payment  of  $10  a  Life  Member. 

Art.  III.  to  read: — This  Society  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings  at  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod,  and  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  shall  be,  ex  officio,  President  and  Secretary 
of  this  Society.  At  each  staled  meeting,  the  Society  shall  elect  a  Board  of 
Publication,  to  hold  its  meetings  in  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  composed  of 
twenty-four  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  be  within  such 
distance  from  Philadelphia,  as  to  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Art.  V.  The  second  clause  to  read: — The  Board  of  Publication  to  have 
power  to  enact  its  own  by-laws,  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  during  the  interim 
of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Society ,  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  books 
and  tracts,  and  to  print  and  circulate  appeals  to  the  Church,  in  behalf  of  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  Society. 

Art.  VII.  The  Society  may  also  hold  Anniversary  meetings,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  the  Board  of  Publication  may  determine,  of  which  meetings  at 
least  four  weeks'  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  Church  papers.  At  these  meet- 
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ings,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  make  a  detailed  report 
of  the  operations  of  the  Society,  showing  its  present  and  future  prospects. 
But  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  the  Anniversary  meeting ,  except  such  as 
relates  to  the  anniversaries  themselves ,  or  resolutions  and  efforts  to  raise  funds,  or 
recommend  any  measures  to  the  Board,  or  to  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  To  be  inserted  at  the  close  of  Art.  II. 

Art.  X.  The  following  sentence,  to  be  added  at  the  end  of  the  article : — 
“  but  to  have  no  vote.” 

Art.  XI.  To  be  numbered  as  XIII. 

New  Art.  To  read  as  follows : — The  Board  of  Publication  shall  hold 
monthly  regular  meetings  on  such  day  of  the  month  as  they  may  agree  on, 
.  Mondays  and  Saturdays  excepted;  and  each  meeting  shall  be  opened  and 
closed  with  prayer.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  whenever  deemed  necessary  by  him,  or  requested  by  five  members 
of  the  Board.  Ten  days'  notice  of  each  special  meeting  shall  be  given  to  each  member 
of  the  Board  by  circular,  either  personally  or  by  mail ,  stating  the  object  of  the 
meeting,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  these  meetings. 

XII.  The  entire  6th  by-law  to  constitute  the  twelfth  article  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  unaltered,  except  in  the  first  sentence,  which  is  to  read  as  follows : 
— “There  shall  be  three  or  more  Standing  Committees  elected  by  the  Board 
of  Publication  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  each  year,  viz.,  a  Publication 
Committee  of  seven,”  &c.,  &c.,  and  in  the  next  paragraph — “to  which  any 
two  members  of  the  committee  object.” 

Art.  XIII.  To  consist  of  the  old  Art.  XI.,  unaltered. 

N.  B. — The  amendments  proposed  are  indicated  by  italics. 

PUBLISHING  PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS, 

Resolved ,  That  these  Amendments  be  published  with  the 
Minutes  of  this  meeting,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  give  notice  of  the  same  in  the  church  papers  at  least  one 
month  before  the  next  annual  meeting. 

AIDING  THE  GENERAL  AGENT. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Publication  Society  respectfully  request 
the  brethren  connected  with  the  General  Synod  to  give  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  the  General  Agent  of  this  Society  to  labor  among 
their  congregations,  and  to  facilitate  his  work. 

The  Society  then  adjourned,  to  meet  again  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  General  Synod.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  have  not  entirely  been 
neglected,  although  we  have  been  without  a  Curator  since  the  removal  of  the 
former  incumbent.  To  the  above  donations  the  writer  adds  two  articles  of 
great  rarity,  which  money  could  scarcely  replace :  the  original  monographs 
of  the  illustrious  Luther,  entitled,

These  monographs  are  three  hundred  and  forty-two  years  old,  and  in  per¬ 
fect  preservation,  though  they  were,  together  with  others  which  did  not  es¬ 
cape  so  well  preserved,  trodden  under  foot  by  the  rebels,  three  days  and  three 
nights,  during  the  sacking  of  my  house,  at  the  battle  of  Gettysburg. 

We  had  hoped  by  this  time  to  have  presented  to  the  Society  some  of  the 
literary  relics  of  the  venerable  Dr.  Ilelmuth,  of  Philadelphia,  who  was  one 
of  our  earlier  and  most  distinguished  divines  from  Halle;  but,  although  we 
twice  visited  his  grandson,  who  possesses  them,  we  failed  to  find  him  at  home. 
In  future  we  may  perhaps  be  more  successful.  That  venerable  father  kept  a 
diary,  some  fragments  of  which  are  found  in  the  Hallische  Nachrichten;  and 
during  his  life-time  promised  that  I  should  have  it.

FIRST  SESSION. 

Harrisburg,  Penn’a. 

Thursday,  A.  M.,  May  7th,  18G8. 

The  clerical  and  lay  delegates,  elected  by  the  several  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  to  constitute  the  twenty-third  convention  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  assembled, 
in  accordance  with  notice  given  by  the  officers  of  a  necessary 
change  of  the  time  from  the  day  to  which  the  Synod  last  ad¬ 
journed,  on  the  7th  of  May,  A.  D.  1868  ,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M., 
in  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  (Rev.  G.  F.  Stelling,  pastor,)  in 
the  city  of  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

SERMON, 

The  devotional  services  were  introduced  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  Prof.  J.  A.  Brown,  D.D.,  President  of  the  former  con¬ 
vention  of  Synod,  who  then  preached  the  opening  sermon.  The 
text  was  Isaiah  lxv.  8:  u Destroy  it  not;  for  a  blessing  is  in  it.” 
The  discourse  presented  a  clear  vindication  of  the  character  and 
value  of  the  General  Synod. 
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4  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 

FORMAL  OPENING. 

After  these  services  were  concluded,  the  President  took  the 
chair  and  announced  that  the  Synod  would  now  be  formally  or¬ 
ganized.  The  Secretary,  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  proceeded  to  call 
the  roll  of  the  District  Synods,  when  the  several  delegates  re¬ 
sponded,  presented  their  credentials  of  election,  and  took  their 
seats. 

DECISIONS  BY  THE  CHAIR. 

When  the  name  of  the  New  York  Ministerium  was  called,  a 
delegation  was  reported  from  the  Synod  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  which  body  was  organized  by  persons  who  had  withdrawn 
from  the  Ministerium,  on  its  separation  from  the  General 
Synod.  The  Chair  decided  that  this  being  a  new  Synod,  the 
application  must  lie  over  until  the  undisputed  delegations  shall 
have  been  received. 

A  like  decision  with  the  above  was  announced  in  regard  to 
the  Central  Synod  of  Illinois,  upon  the  calling  of  the  Synod  of 
Illinois  ;  the  former  having  been  organized  on  the  dissolution 
of  the  latter. 

When  the  name  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod  occurred,  the  Chair 
decided  on  the  validity  of  the  credentials  and  the  reception  of 
the  delegates,  for  the  reason  that  they  claimed  to  represent  the 
original  Pittsbtirg  Synod.  Objection  was  made,  which  being 
equivalent  to  an  appeal  from  the  decision,  the  case  went  over 
to  be  acted  upon  when  the  roll  shall  have  been  called  to  the 
end. 

On  the  occurrence  of  the  Franckean  Synod’s  name,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  rose  and  objected,  for  the 
delegation  of  his  Synod,  to  the  reception  of  Rev.  A.  Wieting, 
on  the  ground  of  his  having  been  deposed  by  their  Synod,  and 
afterwards  restored,  by  the  other  body,  under  protest. 

SYNODS  RECEIVED. 

When  the  calling  of  Synods  was  concluded,  the  Synod  of  the 
State  of  New  York  and  the  Synod  of  Central  Illinois  were  re- 

•J 

ceived  as  constituent  parts  of  this  body,  and  it  wTas  ordered  that 
they  respectively  take  the  positions  on  the  roll  formerly  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  New  York  Ministerium  and  by  the  Synod  of  Illi¬ 


nois. 
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Pending  some  explanatory  remarks  concerning  the  status 
of  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  whose  case  had  been  laid  over,  the 
Synod  adjourned  until  2  o’clock.

The  Committee  to  report  on  the  application  of  the  Susquehanna  Synod  for 
admission  into  this  body,  submit  the  following  : 

The  delegates  were  unable  to  place  in  our  hands  “the  Constitution  and 
Minutes”  of  their  Synod,  as  required,  in  consequence  of  their  not  being  pub¬ 
lished.  They,  however,  presented  verbal  statements,  and  a  report  as  printed 
in  the  church  papers.  The  Committee  regret  to  be  compelled  to  report  that 
there  seems  to  be  a  want  of  entire  conformity  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
General  Synod,  as  heretofore  understood,  and  that  the  doctrinal  basis  adopted 
is  in  language  different  from  that  of  this  body.  But  as  the  delegates  assure 
the  Committee  that  the  Synod  cordially  approve  of  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  did  not  intend  to  establish  another,  and  as  the  lack  in 
presenting  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  and  Minutes  seems  unavoidable  under 
the  circumstances,  and  as  the  brethren  of  that  Synod  are  well-known  to  this 
body,  we  recommend  that  the  Susquehanna  Synod  be  received,  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  at  its  next  meeting  it  adopt  definitely  the  doctrinal  basis  or  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  General  Synod.

REPORT  ON  REVISION  OF  HYMN  BOOK. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Fort 
Wayne,  to  revise  the  Hymn  Book,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

After  some  correspondence  among  the  various  members  of  the  committee, 
and  much  individual  labor  in  the  revision  of  the  Hymn  Book  as  it  stands, 
and  in  the  selection  of  new  matter,  the  first  meeting  in  committee  was  held 
February  5th,  1868,  in  Baltimore,  the  following  members  of  the  committee 
being  present:  Drs.  Schmueker  and  Valentine,  and  Rev.  C.  A.  Stork.  At 
this  meeting,  and  a  subsequent  one  held  at  Gettysburg,  March  lltli,  the  Hymn 
Book  was  carefully  revised  ;  and  from  the  1024  hymns  in  the  old  book  the 
committee  have  already  omitted  530.  Alteration,  correction  and  abridgment 
were  also  made  in  many  cases. 

At  the  third  meeting,  in  Gettysburg,  April  14th,  where  all  the  members  of 
the  committee,  save  Rev.  A.  J.  Weddell,  were  present,  a  new  Basis  of  Ar¬ 
rangement,  as  given  below,  was  adopted,  and  some  progress  made  in  the  se¬ 
lection  of  additional  hymns.

The  hymns  cast  out  are  mostly  of  a  didactic  character,  being  either  unfit  for 
the  purposes  of  a  hymnal  from  lyrical  deficiencies,  or  else  that  might  be  super¬ 
seded  by  matter  of  much  superior  merit  and  better  adapted  to  aid  the  Service 
of  Song  in  the  House  of  the  Lord.  If  authorized  to  carry  their  work  on  to 
completion,  the  committee  propose  to  increase  largely  the  proportion  of 
hymns  of  direct  praise  and  worship ,  hymns  relating  to  the  various  experiences 
and  activities  of  the  Christian  life ,  and  hymns  contemplating  Christ  in  his  various 
offices  and  relations  to  the  believer. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  our  Hymn  Book  more  thoroughly  a  manual  of  wor¬ 
ship  and  praise  for  the  Christian,  and  less  a  sermon  to  the  sinner.  Believing 
that  prayer  and  praise  are  to  be  directed  by  their  very  nature  to  God,  and 
preaching  to  the  impenitent  and  believing  hearer,  the  committee  hope  that 
the  Hymn  Book,  as  it  issues  from  their  revision,  may  prove  pre-eminently  a 
Book  of  Praise  to  God,  and  address  the  congregation  only  indirectly. 

The  addition  will  probably  amount  to  two  hundred  or  two  hundred  and 
fifty,  making  a  total,  with  the  old  hymns,  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  ;  but  as 
many  of  the  long  hymns  have  been  cut  down,  the  whole  bulk  of  the  book 
will  be  less  than  that  of  the  old  volume  by  much  more  than  would  be  indicated 
P>y  the  mere  number  of  hymns. 

The  work  of  the  committee,  both  as  regards  the  revision  of  the  old  book 
and  the  selection  of  new  material,  is  still  incomplete.  It  is  a  work  that  re¬ 
quires  time,  labor  and  deliberation.  Your  committee  can,  therefore,  only 
report  progress  as  above,  and  pray  either  that  they  be  continued,  or  another 
committee  appointed  in  their  stead,  to  carry  on  and  complete  the  work. 

Your  committee  would  also  submit  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  That,  in  case  they  be  continued,  another  member  be  appointed  to  fill  the 
place  of  R,ev.  A.  J.  Weddell,  who  has  taken  charge  of  a  church  in  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod,  and  is  thus  practically  removed  from  the  General  Synod. 

2.  That  the  work  of  the  committee,  when  completed,  shall  be  referred  to  a 
committee  consisting  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Synod  and  three 
additional  persons  to  be  chosen  by  the  Synod,  whose  approval  shall  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  authorize  the  publication  of  the  book  by  the  standing  Hymn  Book 
(Publishing)  Committee,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Revising  Committee.

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The  report,  after  full  discussion,  and  some  necessary  changes, 
which  were  accepted  by  the  committee,  was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT. 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  report  a  plan  for  publishing  a 
German  paper,  on  the  basis  of  the  General  Synod,  submit  the 
following: 

1.  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
appoint  an  editor,  or  editors,  select  a  place  for  publication,  se¬ 
cure  subscribers,  and  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  paper  ;  and, 

2.  That  the  Lutheran  Observer  Association  be  requested  to 
co-operate  with  the  committee  in  the  publication  of  the  paper.

REPORT  ON  PAPER  OF  EAST  PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD’S  DELEGATES. 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Brown  reported  for  the  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  paper  of  the  delegates  from  the  East  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod.  After  a  free  discussion,  the  report  was  adopted, 
as  follows: 

REPORT. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  paper  presented  by  the  delega¬ 
tion  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  touching  the  action  of  the  Franckean 
Synod,  in  reviewing  and  reversing  the  action  of  the  former  body,  by  restor¬ 
ing  Mr.  A.  Weiting  to  the  ministry,  after  he  had  been  deposed  by  the  Synod 
of  East  Pennsylvania,  and  upon  which  the  “  advice  or  opinion”  of  this  body 
is  solicited,  after  due  consideration,  submit  the  following: 

The  committee  did  not  feel  called  upon  to  enter  into  any  investigation  of 
the  case  beyond  the  simple  point  of  one  Synod  in  connection  with  the  Gener¬ 
al  Synod  reviewing  the  acts  of  another.  Neither  Rev.  A.  Wieting,  nor  the 
Franckean  Synod  is  on  trial,  as  no  charges  are  preferred,  nor  do  we  under¬ 
stand  the  delegation  of  East  Pennsylvania  as  wishing  to  prosecute  the  case. 
The  General  Synod  has  no  Jurisdiction  over  the  ministerial  character  of 
those  sent  here  by  District  Synods  and  the  right  of  Rev.  A.  Wieting  to  a  seat 
as  a  delegate  cannot  be  questioned. 

The  General  Synod,  however,  has  the  right,  and  the  duty  is  devolved  upon 
it,  by  the  Constitution,  to  give  its  opinion  and  to  “advise  such  rules  and 
regulations  among  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and  unfriendly  colli¬ 
sions.”  As  such  conduct  is  utterly  subversive  of  good  order  and  brotherly 
love,  and  must  lead  to  serious  difficulties  between  Synods,  and  disturb  the 
peace  and  welfare  of  the  Church,  the  committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  standing  resolution  of  the  General  Synod: 
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Resolved,  That  Christian  courtesy  between  brethren  and  Synods,  as  well 
as  ecclesiastical  order  and  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Church,  requires 
that  the  District  Synods  in  the  General  Synod  duly  recognize  each  other’s 
official  acts.

JUBILEE  OFFERING  OF  R.  B. 

The  President  read  to  the  Synod  the  following  letter  which 
had  been  placed  in  his  hands  : 

Harrisburg,  May  9th. 

To  the  General  Synod  : 

Enclosed  you  will  find  $200.00,  as  a  Jubilee  Offering,  from  a  member  of 
St.  Mark’s  Church,  Hanover,  Pa., — $25.00  for  the  Memorial  Church, 
"Washington,  D.C. ;  half  that  is  left,  for  Foreign  Missions;  and  the  rest  to  be 
distributed  wherever  it  is  most  needed.  R.  B. 

Thereupon  the  annexed  preamble  and  resolutions  were  offered, 
and  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Whereas,  The  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
this  body  as  a  Jubilee  Offering  from  a  member  of  St.  Mark’s  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  with  instructions  that  twenty-five  dollars  be 
appropriated  to  the  Memorial  Church  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  one  half  of 
the  remainder  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  leaving  the  balance  of  eighty- 
seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  at  our  disposal ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  General  Synod  are  due,  and  are  hereby 
presented,  to  the  unknown  donor  (R.  B.)  for  the  liberal  contribution  thus 
made  to  the  Jubilee  fund. 

Resolved,  That  this  generous  gift,  and  the  delicate  manner  in  which  it  was 
presented  to  the  Church,  claims  the  notice  of  our  active  membership  and 
should  provoke  many  to  “go  and  do  likewise.” 

Resolved,  That  the  unappropriated  balance  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Synod. 

TEMPERANCE  RESOLUTIONS, 

The  following  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  Temperance  were 
proposed,  and  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  the  Church  of  Christ  to  record  its  de¬ 
cided  testimony  against  every  evil,  and  to  give  its  sanction  and  support  to 
every  moral  reform  which  has  the  authority  of  God’s  Word  to  sustain  it:  and, 

Whereas,  Of  all  the  moral  evils  which  now  curse  the  Church  and  our  coun¬ 
try,  intemperance  is  the  most  wide-spread  and  the  most  destructive  of 
everything  which  pertains  to  the  present  welfare  and  the  future  happiness  of 
our  race ; 
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Resolved ,  That  this  General  Synod  feels  called  upon  to  express  its  warmest 
sympathy  with  the  efforts  which  the  friends  of  Temperance  throughout  our 
country  are  making  at  this  time  to  cultivate  a  correct  public  sentiment  in 
reference  to  the  evils  of  intemperance. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  give  its  support  in  all  judi¬ 
cious  ways  to  all  those  laws  which  look  to  the  curtailment  of  the  traffic  in  in¬ 
toxicating  drinks. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  feels  called  upon  to  bear  its  decided  testimony 
against  the  license,  which  many  of  our  legislative  bodies  seem  disposed  to 
give,  to  the  sale  of  liquor  on  the  Sabbath,  thus  opening  the  door  for  the  in¬ 
crease  of  crime,  and  begetting  such  a  disregard  of  the  Divine  law  as  must 
lead  to  the  demoralization  of  the  people,  and  the  spread  of  a  spirit  of  licen¬ 
tiousness  which  must  ultimately  result  in  the  overthrow  of  our  institutions. 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  report  of  the 
Hymn  Book  Committee  made  the  following  report : 

REPOET  ON  HYMN  BOOK  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United 

States: 

The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Hymn  Book  Publish¬ 
ing  Committee,  respectfully  state  that  upon  examination  of  said  report  they 
find  the  same  correct.  The  undersigned  advise  the  adoption  of  the  recom¬ 
mendation  contained  in  the  report  that  the  arrangement  entered  into  between 
the  Committee  and  Board  of  Publication  for  the  publishing  of  certain  edi¬ 
tions  of  the  Hymn  Book  to  be  continued  for  two  years  longer,  as  such  ar¬ 
rangement  will  conduce  to  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  General  Synod  with¬ 
out  interfering  with  the  proper  publication  of  the  work.

The  Presi- 
dent  received  the  credentials,  introduced  Mr.  Niles  to  the 
Synod,  and  welcomed  him  to  a  seat,  stating  that  as  a  delegate 
from  a  corresponding  body  he  was  permitted  to  participate  in 
the  deliberations,  exclusive  of  voting  and  originating  or  second¬ 
ing  propositions. 

The  delegate  then  proceeded  to  address  the  Synod.  The 
address  was  characterized  by  assurances  of  deep  Christian 
sympathy,  both  frota  himself  and  the  body  he  represented,  and 
a  hearty  Christian  purpose  to  co-operate  with  us  in  every  noble 
effort  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  men. 

The  President  responded  in  a  fraternal  address  of  like  happy 
spirit  and  expression. 
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REVISED  CONSTITUTION  FOR  GENERAL  SYNOD  CONSIDERED. 

The  special  order  of  business  was  then  taken  up,  viz. :  the 
consideration  and  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  for  the  Synod  proposed  by  the  committee  of  revision. 
The  document  was  taken  up  by  items. 

PREAMBLE  OF  THE  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT  ON  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  Preamble,  which  prefaced  the  revised  Consti¬ 
tution  reported  by  the  Committee  and  signed  by  them,  was 
adopted : 

Whereas,  A  revision  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  was  deemed 
necessary,  and,  at  the  Synod  in  Fort  Wayne  in  1866,  the  undersigned  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  make  such  revision,  we  therefore  do  now  respect¬ 
fully  present  the  following  as  the  result  of  our  labors.

Several  sections  of  the  Constitution  were  discussed  and 
adopted,  when  the  hour  of  12  o’clock  arrived. 

The  Synod  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  to  make  room 
for  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  the  Publication  Society 
this  afternoon.

SIXTH  DA.Y. 

FIRST  SESSION.

GENERAL  SYNOD’S  REPRESENTATIVES  IN  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION 

ELECTED, 

An  election  was  ordered  for  two  persons  to  represent  the 
General  Synod  in  the  Board  of  Publication.  The  tellers,  Dr. 
W.  White  and  Mr.  E.  G.  Smyser,  reported  as  elected :  Rev. 
G.  F.  Stelling  and  Rev.  C.  A.  Stork. 

REPORT  ON  PASTORS’  FUND, 

Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  D.  D.,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pas¬ 
tors’  Fund,  reported  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society,  two 
years  ago,  at  Fort  Wayne,  he  had  received  from  Mr.  L.  L. 
Houpt,  the  former  Treasurer,  the  assets  of  the  Society,  which 
he  has  carefully  kept,  and  which  are  still  in  his  possession. 
Owing  to  the  peculiar  composition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, — 
one-half  of  its  number  having  been  appointed  from  churches 
which  soon  after  dissolved  their  connection  with  the  General 
Synod, — no  formal  organization  of  the  Board,  nor  indeed  any 
meeting,  had  taken  place  during  this  interval  of  two  years. 

TRUSTEES  OF  PASTORS’  FUND  ELECTED. 

The  following  named  persons  were  elected  Trustees  of  the 
Pastors’  Fund:  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert, 
D.  D.,  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  D.  D.,  Mr.  M.  Buehler,  Mr.  A.  G. 
Stein,  and  Mr.  F.  Y.  Beisel. 

On  motion,  the  Synod  wTas  temporarily  adjourned  to  afford 
the  Church  Extension  Society  an  opportunity  to  hold  a  meet¬ 
ing.  Upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Society  the  Synod  resumed 
its  session. 

YOUNG  MEN’S  CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION  OF  HARRISBURG. 

The  President  having  read  a  communication  from  the  Young

Men’s  Christian  Association,  the  following  was  offered  and 
adopted : 
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Whereas,  The  members  of  this  Synod  have  been  invited  by 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  to  participate  in  the 
meeting  to  be  held  in  the  New  School  Presbyterian  Church, 
Market  Square,  this  evening,  at  7J  o’clock;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  objects  aimed 
at  by  that  Association,  and  would  take  pleasure  in  accepting 
the  invitation,  if  practicable,  to  attend  the  meeting  this  even¬ 
ing,  yet,  on  account  of  the  pressure  of  business  on  hand,  we 
deem  it  inexpedient  to  suspend  the  regular  business  of  the 
Synod. 


SICKNESS  OF  REV.  JOSHUA  EVANS. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  presented  in 
reference  to  the  sudden  affliction,  by  sickness,  of  Rev.  J. 
Evans,  during  his  attendance  upon  this  Synod : 

Whereas,  In  the  providence  of  God,  Rev.  Joshua  Evans,  a 
brother  beloved  in  Christ,  one  of  the  delegates  of  the  Susque¬ 
hanna  Synod  to  this  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  has 
been  suddenly  stricken  down  with  sickness ;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  has  heard  with  sorrow  of  Brother 
Evans’  illness,  and  that  our  sympathies  and  prayers  are  with 
him.

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  tender  our  warmest  sympathies  to 
the  family  and  congregation  of  our  dear  brother,  condoling 
with  them  in  their  affliction,  and  earnestly  beseeching  our

of  sorrow. 

Resolved ,  That  we,  as  members  of  this  General  Synod, 
warned  by  this  dispensation  of  Providence  of  the  uncertainties 
of  life,  are  exhorted  to  greater  diligence  and  faithfulness  in 
our  labors,  and  reminded  of  the  importance  of  “being  always 
ready,  as  we  know  neither  the  day  nor  the  hour  wherein  the 
Son  of  Man  cometh.” 

Unanimously  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TRESSLER  ORPHANS’  HOME. 

Rev.  M.  Officer  read,  for  the  committee,  a  report  on  the  let¬ 
ter  concerning  the  Orphans’  Home,  which  had  been  referred  to 
them  : 
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Your  Committee  report  that  the  paper  placed  in  their  hands  is  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General 
Synod,  located  at  Loysville,  Perry  county,  Pa.  The  plan  of  this  Institution 
is  to  combine  manual  labor  with  mental  and  moral  culture,  and  therefore  it 
is  proposed  to  purchase  a  large  farm  adjoining  the  present  grounds  of  the 
Institution,  so  as  to  furnish  the  male  portion  of  the  inmates  with  suitable 
labor. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  having  the  management  of  the  Institution,  is  com¬ 
posed  of  representatives  of  all  the  Synods  of  the  General  Synod,  which  co¬ 
operate  in  the  support  of  the  Institution ;  and  hence  the  way  is  open  for  all 
the  Synods  in  the  General  Synod  to  participate  in  the  management  as  well  as 
the  maintenance  of  this  laudable  enterprise. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that,  in  case  this  Institution,  at  any  time 
hereafter,  shall  cease  to  be  an  orphans’  home,  then  all  the  property  belonging 
thereto  shall  pass  into  the  possession  of  the  General  Synod,  and  shall  be  used 
by  the  Synod  as  an  Academy  for  the  education  of  young  men  and  women. 
In  view  of  the  noble  object  of  this  Institution,  and  in  view  of  the  equitable 
provisions  made  for  its  government  and  support,  your  committee  recommend 
the  following  action  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  heartily  rejoices  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Tressler  Orphans’  Home,  and  that  it  recommends  to  all  the  Synods  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  General  Synod  to  co-operate,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  in  this  commendable  work.

CONSTITUTION  AND  CHARTER  OF  TRESSLER  ORPHANS’  HOME. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art.  I — Of  the  Name  and  Object  of  this  Institution. 

Sec.  1.  This  institution  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  and 
title  of  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
the  General  Synod  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  and  design  of  this  institution  is,  and  ever  shall  be,  to 
provide  a  home  for  poor  orphan  children  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
“and  such  other  poor  orphan  children  as  the  Board  will  find  the  funds  to  jus¬ 
tify;  to  have  their  temporal  wants  supplied;  to  educate  them  physically,  in¬ 
tellectually,  morally  and  religiously;  and  to  extend  over  them  a  wholesome 
guardianship. 
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Art.  II. — Of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Orphans'  Home. 

Sec.  1.  This  institution  shall  be  under  the  control,  management  and  care 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  several  Synods  which 
contribute  of  their  funds  for  the  purchasing  of  the  property  for  the  use  of  the 
Orphans’  Home,  and  obligate  themselves  thereafter  for  its  support,  according 
to  the  provisions  in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  at  present  shall  consist  of  two  members, 
(one  lay  and  one  clerical)  from  each  of  the  following  Synods  of  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Church,  viz.:  Synod  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  Allegheny  Synod, 
West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  which  have  mutu¬ 
ally  agreed  and  obligated  themselves,  and  do  hereby,  through  their  Trustees, 
agree  and  obligate  themselves  to  pay  their  respective  proportions  of  money  for 
the  buying  of  the  Tressler  Academy  property ;  and  also  agree  and  obligate 
themselves  hereafter  to  contribute  their  respective  proportion  of  funds  for  the 
maintenance  and  education  of  the  poor  orphan  children  in  the  Home. 

Sec.  3.  Hereafter  Trustees  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Board 
from  any  Synod  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America;  provided  that  they  give  as¬ 
surance  to  the  Board,  in  existence  and  power  at  the  time  of  their  application, 
that  the  Synod  or  Synods,  which  they  claim  to  represent,  do  obligate  them¬ 
selves  to  contribute  a  ratable  proportion  of  money  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  institution. 

Sec.  4.  One  half  of  all  the  Trustees,  representing  the  several  Synods  in 
connection  with  this  institution  in  the  Board,  shall  at  any  time  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  choose  from  the  number  of  its  members  a  Chair¬ 
man  and  Secretary,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  but  may  be  re-elected  for 
any  number  of  successive  years;  provided  the  Synod  or  Synods,  whose  repre¬ 
sentative  they  are,  continue  them  in  the  Board.  The  duties  of  the  chairman 
shall  be  to  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  in  connection  with  the 
Secretary  shall  sign  all  instruments  of  writing  requiring  the  signature  of  the 
Board.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  state  of  the  Orphans’  Home  in  a  book 
provided  for  the  purpose.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  do  all  the  correspond¬ 
ence  of  the  Board,  and  sign,  in  connection  with  the  Chairman,  all  instruments 
of  writing  requiring  the  signature  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  be  chosen  by  the  Board,  and  may,  or  may 
not,  be  a  member  of  it.  He  shall,  however,  be  a  member  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  United  States  of  America.  He 
must  be  a  man  of  approved  reputation.  He  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  annu¬ 
ally,  but  may  be  re-elected  for  any  number  of  successive  years.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  receive  and  expend  the  money  of  the  institution  according  to  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  Board.  He  shall  be  required  to  keep  a  faithful  account  of  all 
the  moneys  received  and  expended;  and  he  shall  also  give  an  accurate  report 
of  the  condition  of  the  treasury  to  the  Bo4rd  at  every  annual  meeting,  and 
oftener  if  the  Board  require  it.  The  Treasurer’s  book,  report  and  vouchers 
shall  be  subject  to  a  committee  annually  for  examination.  The  Treasurer 
shall  be  required  to  enter  into  a  bond  with  approved  security  to  the  Board  of 
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Trustees,  for  a  faithful  and  honest  performance  of  his  trust,  to  the  amount  of 
three  thousand  dollars,  or  more,  if  the  Board  require  it. 

Art.  III. — Of  the  Meetings  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  required  to  meet  annually  at  the 
Orphans’  Home,  for  the  transaction  of  business.  A  special  meeting  shall  at 
any  time  be  called  whenever  required  by  two  of  the  Trustees.  All  meetings 
shall  be  called  by  the  Chairman.  Three  weeks’  previous  notice  shall  be  given 
of  every  meeting  in  two  of  the  church  papers,  in  circulation  within  the  bounds 
and  among  the  members  of  the  Synods  belonging  to  the  General  Synod  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  by  the  Secretary  addressing  every  Trustee  indi¬ 
vidually.  The  Board  shall  always  have  the  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  institution,  except  that  of  Trustee. 

Art.  IV. — Of  Synods'  Representation  in  the  Board. 

Sec.  1.  Synods  which  at  this  time  are  in  connection  with  the  Tressler  Or¬ 
phan  Home,  and  those  which  may  hereafter  become  connected  with  it,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  provisions  and  regulations  of  this  Constitution,  shall  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  representations  in  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

Twelve  ordained  ministers  in  a  Synod  shall  entitle  it  to  two  Trustees,  (one 
lay  and  one  clerical.)  Thirty  ordained  ministers  in  a  Synod  shall  entitle  it 
to  four  Trustees,  (two  lay  and  two  clerical.)  Sixty  or  more  ordained  minis¬ 
ters  in  a  Synod  shall  entitle  it  to  six  Trustees,  (three  lay  and  three  clerical.) 

Sec.  2.  The  funds  to  be  raised  and  furnished  by  the  several  Synods  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Orphans’  Home  shall  be  proportioned  according  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  ministers  in  each  Synod:  and  any  funds  received  from  persons  or 
sources  outside  of  these  Synods,  shall  in  the  same  manner  be  accredited. 

Sec.  3.  The  manner  in  which  the  Trustees  shall  be  elected,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  years  they  shall  serve,  shall  be  at  the  option  of  each  Synod  electing 
them.  But  the  Trustees  elected  by  the  different  Synods  represented  in  the 
Board,  shall  be  required  to  present  written  certificates,  signed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Secretary  of  the  Synods  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  before 
they  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  Board.  Every  Trustee  shall,  at 
his  matriculation,  be  required  to  subscribe  to  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Synod  or  Synods  neglecting,  or  refusing,  either  to  send  Trus¬ 
tees  to  represent  them  in  the  Board,  or  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
institution  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  of  the  Constitution,  for  two 
successive  years,  shall  forfeit  thereby  their  claim,  right,  and  title  in  the  Or¬ 
phans’  Home. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  it  should  so  occur,  in  the  course  of  time  and  events,  that 
the  several  Synods,  which  now  hold  and  may  hereafter  hold  the  Tressler 
Academy  property  in  their  possession  for  the  use  of  an  Orphans’  Home,  as 
stated  in  this  Constitution,  shall  cease  to  have  an  Orphans’  Home  kept  in  the 
Tressler  Academy,  then  upon  that  event,  or  occurrence,  the  whole  property 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  shall  by  said  Synod  be  used  as 
an  academy  for  the  education  of  young  men  and  women,  under  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  teachers  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.

Art.  V. — Of  the  Superintendent,  Teachers,  and  Steward  of  the  Home  and  School. 

Sec.  1.  The  Superintendent,  Teachers,  and  Steward  must  be  members  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod,  of  good  moral  and  religious  char¬ 
acter,  and  competently  qualified  for  the  several  situations  to  be  occupied  by 
them. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  shall  be  to  assist  in  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  the  school;  to  have  the  supervision  and  management  of  the  Home  ; 
to  employ  the  Steward  and  Teachers ;  and  to  provide  all  necessaries  for  it, 
according  to  the  instruction  and  direction  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Teachers  must  be  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church.  They  must  have  an  approved  moral  and  religious  character,  and  be 
competently  qualified  to  teach.  The  salaries  of  the  Superintendent  and  all 
other  persons  employed  in  the  institution  shall  be  determined  and  agreed 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  written  contracts. 

Art.  VI. — Of  the  Children  to  he  admitted  into  the  Orphans'  Home. 

Sec.  1.  Application  for  the  admission  of  children  into  the  Home  must  be 
made  to  the  Board  by  reliable  persons.  The  applicant  or  applicants  must 
make  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  children.  Poor  orphan 
children  only  who  have  no  funds,  or  means  of  their  own,  and  no  available 
source  from  which  they  can  obtain  means  for  their  support  and  education, 
shall  be  received  into  the  Home.  They  must  be  free  from  contagious  dis¬ 
eases. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  child  should  prove  incorrigible,  the  Board  shall  dis¬ 
miss  it  from  the  Home  to  the  applicant  or  applicants,  and  if  he  or  they  re¬ 
fuse  to  take  the  child,  then  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  send  it  to  the  House 
of  Correction. 

Art.  VII. — Of  the  Education  of  the  Children. 

The  children  shall  be  taught  in  all  the  branches  of  a  good  and  thorough 
English  education.  They  shall  be  thoroughly  educated  in  the  doctrines  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  as  held  by  the  General  Synod.  And  they 
may,  when  of  a  suitable  age,  and  have  suitable  qualifications,  be  received  as 
members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  by  the  ordinance  of  baptism, 
or  the  rite  of  confirmation. 

Art.  VIII. — Miscellaneous  Matters. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power,  at  any  regular  meeting,  to 
enact  and  adopt  such  By-Laws,  not  conflicting  with  this  Constitution,  or  any 
of  its  regulations,  or  provisions,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  successful  management  of  the  Orphans’  Home.  Such  By-Laws  shall 
be  binding  and  obligatory  on  all  whom  they  may  concern,  the  same  as  the 
Constitution,  as  long  as  they  are  not  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Trustees.  The  intention  of  such  alteration  or  amendment  must 
be  announced;  and  the  particular  part  or  parts  to  be  altered  or  amended 
must  be  specifically  stated  a  year  previous.

38  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 

CHARTER 

Granted  by  the  Court  of  Perry  County ,  Pennsylvania. 

And  now  to  wit,  the  sixth  of  January,  A.  D.  1868,  it  appearing  to  the  Court, 
that  notice  of  the  application  for  said  charter  of  incorporation  has  been  regu¬ 
larly  given  by  the  Prothonotary,  by  advertisement  published  in  the  Perry 
County  Democrat  (a  paper  printed  in  said  county  of  Perry,)  for  three  weeks 
previous  to  this  term,  according  to  law,  and  no  reason  being  shown  to  the  con¬ 
trary;  the  Court  do  decree  and  declare,  that  the  persons  so  aforesaid  shall, 
according  to  the  articles  and  conditions  in  this  instrument  set  forth  and  con¬ 
tained,  become  and  be  a  corporation  or  body  politic;  and  further  direct,  that 
the  said  charter  of  incorporation  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Office  for  the  Pte- 
cording  of  Deeds  of  said  county  of  Perry;  and  on  said  instrument  being  so 
recorded,  the  persons  so  associated  or  meaning  to  associate,  shall,  according 
to  the  object,  articles,  and  conditions  in  said  instrument  set  forth  and  con¬ 
tained,  become  and  be  a  corporation  or  body  politic  in  law  and  fact ;  to  have 
continuance  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  “Tressler  Orphans’  Home  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod  in  the  United  States 
of  America.” 

REVISED  CONSTITUTION  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD  RESUMED. 

The  business  pending  from  the  preceding  session  was  taken 
up,  viz. :  the  consideration  of  the  Revised  Constitution  for  the 
Synod. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  no  member  of  the  Synod  shall  be  allowed, 
during  the  remainder  of  the  present  convention,  to  speak  more 
than  ten  minutes  on  any  one  item  of  business. 

When  Section  3,  of  Article  II.,  was  adopted,  which  was 
done  with  entire  unanimity,  by  a  rising  vote,  the  Synod  united 
in  singing  the  doxology, 

“  Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow.” 

Pending  the  further  discussion  of  the  document,  the  Synod 
adjourned  until  2  o’clock,  P.  M.

EVENING  SESSION  ORDERED. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  when  we  adjourn,  we  adjourn  to  meet  at  71- 
o’clock  this  evening;  and  that  the  order  of  business  for  that 
hour  be  the  report  of  the  Committees  on  the  Jubilee,  and  on 
the  State  of  the  Church. 

REVISED  CONSTITUTION  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD  RESUMED. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revising  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Synod,  pending  from  the  morning  session,  was 
again  taken  up. 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION  ADOPTED. 

The  proposed  Constitution  was  examined,  amended,  and  adopt¬ 
ed,  seriatim ,  to  the  end,  and  then  adopted  as  a  whole,  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  AT  HARRISBURG,  AND  NOW  SUBMITTED  TO 

THE  SEVERAL  DISTRICT  SYNODS  FOR  THEIR  “  DECISION.” 

PREAMBLE. 

• 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  en¬ 
tire  specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of 
His  Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations  additional  to  those 
found  in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  word  of  God,  and  best 
adapted  to  its  situation  and  circumstances  ;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our 
Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  tbe  practice 
of  brotherly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  estab¬ 
lishment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ 
was  established  on  earth, — We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected 
with  the  General  Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  fol¬ 
lowing 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be :  “The  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.” 

article  II. 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join 
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themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof  in  the  following  ratio,  namely  : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one;  if  it  contain  sixteen,  two;  if  twenty-four,  three;  if  thirty-two,  four; 
if  forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight;  and 
if  it  contain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present 
connected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod,  according  to 
this  ratio  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi¬ 
ness.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  manner  as  to  it  may  seem 
proper,  and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  uuless  the  General  Synod  itself  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  of  our  fathers  the  word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canonical 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  a  correct  exhibition  of 
the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  word  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  that  word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General 
Synod,  by  adopting  this  Constitution,  and  sending  delegates  to  its  convention 
according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  section  first  of  this  article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod;  or 
should  any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline 
sending  delegates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  con¬ 
nection  with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received 
as  those  of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  own  number,  a  President  and  Secretary; 
and,  from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  offi¬ 
cers  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible 
as  Secretary  or  Treasurer  ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an 
ordained  minister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may 
take  part  in  the  discussions,  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not 
originate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions, 
and  proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of 
any  one  or  more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of 
the  ministers  or  churches  connected  witli  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene 
the  delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business 
of  the  Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall, 
ivitli  the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
make  known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 
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Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  church,  at  least  two 
months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods,  immediately 
upon  the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also 
be  required  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
trust.  He  shall  pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod, 
or  upon  an  order  of  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of  the 
assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapa¬ 
ble  of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some  ca¬ 
pable  and  faithful  man  in  his  place,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod. 

article  iv. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall 
have  the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general 
character.  The  powers  more  specifically  intrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are 
chiefly  the  following: 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  of  the  Church ;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for 
the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem 
proper.  The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly  several 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn  Books,  and 
Catechisms;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  the  Sy¬ 
nods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions, 
Church  Extension,  providing  a  Church  Literature,  founding  and  maintaining 
institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows 
and  orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It 
shall  use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster,  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practicable  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Church,  and  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the 
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time  of  tlieir  continuance  in  office,  and  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate 
work  and  duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the 
control  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  intrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one 
or  all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incor¬ 
poration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury 
for  the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opi¬ 
nion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes,  and  it  shall  apply  all 
its  powers,  prayers,  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us — it 
shall  be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the 
times,  and  of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among 
Christians  in  general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  con¬ 
cord  and  unity,  and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass 
by  neglected  and  unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them,  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Con¬ 
gregations,  or  individual  Ministers  or  Laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  dis¬ 
cipline.  They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of 
ministers  of  the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws,  or  de¬ 
vices,  and  that  no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on 
non-fundamental  doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

article  v. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  majority  of  Delegates  appearing  with  proper  credentials 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  convention;  observing,  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting, 
at  least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Con¬ 
stitution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
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consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An 
exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  he  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  re¬ 
quest  that  they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And 
if,  at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from 
their  minutes  that  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alter¬ 
ations,  they  shall  be  declared  adopted.

Resolved ,  That  Rev.  Drs.  E.  W.  Hutter  and  L.  E.  Albert 
act  in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  to  prepare  the  amended 
Constitution  for  the  press. 

PRINTING  AND  DISTRIBUTING  OF  CONSTITUTION. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  publish  three 
hundred  extra  copies  of  the  amended  Constitution,  and  send  at 
least  ten  copies  to  the  President  or  Secretary  of  each  District 
Synod. 

REPORT  ON  TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

The  committee  on  the  Treasurer’s  Report  reported  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  A.  F. 
Ockershausen,  Esq.,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  same 
and  found  it  correct.  The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at  this  date 
is  $1,680.80.  Your  committee  are  pleased  to  observe  the  increasing  amount 
contributed  by  individual  congregations  towards  the  defraying  of  the  expenses 
connected  with  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  trust  that  the  time 
is  not  far  distant  when  by  this  method  alone  the  expenses  will  be  fully  met.

Whereas,  The  Associations  of  (Orthodox)  Congregational 
ministers  of  the  State  of  Ohio  have  elected  delegates  to  repre¬ 
sent  them  at  the  meetings  of  the  different  Synods  in  Ohio  con1 
nected  with  the  General  Synod,  with  a  view  of  encouraging  a 
friendly  correspondence  between  us  and  the  church  they  repre¬ 
sent;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  hail  with  unmingled  pleasure  this  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  kindly  feeling  on  the  part  of  our  Congregational  breth- 
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ren,  that  we  most  heartily  reciprocate  their  brotherly  inten¬ 
tions,  and  that  we  encourage  the  interchange  of  delegates 
with  them  by  our  district  Synods.

That  they  have  nearly  completed  the  work,  but  that  they  have  not  had  the 
time  to  make  the  necessary  examination  in  combination,  to  enable  them  to 
present  the  Catechism  in  a  finished  form  at  present,  and,  therefore,  respect¬ 
fully  request  further  time  to  complete  their  work.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE

The  proceedings  of  the  afternoon  were  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OP  THE  CHURCH, 

In  presenting  its  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  your  Committee  is  re¬ 
minded,  at  the  very  first,  of  the  fact  that  the  period  it  is  intended  to  cover, 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  has  formed  a  crisis  of  peculiar 
interest  to  our  Lutheran  Zion,  and  must  appear  as  a  marked  stage  in  its  de¬ 
velopment.  We  have  been  compelled  to  see  the  withdrawal  of  the  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  Minnesota  Synod,  the  English  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  portions 
of  three  other  Synods,  from  their  connection  with  us,  attended  with  a  vigor¬ 
ous  and  carefully  organized  effort  to  overthrow  the  General  Synod,  and 
arrest  the  progress  of  our  Church  in  the  line  of  the  true  historic  Lutheran¬ 
ism  to  which  this  body  is  devoted.  It  must,  however,  be  recorded  with  devout 
gratitude,  that  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  has  been  pleased  to  arrest  the 
proposed  work  of  disorganization,  and  restrain  it  within  comparatively  small 
limits.  That  but  three  entire  Synods,  and  parts  of  three  others,  have  thus 
seceded  from  us,  and  been  led  into  the  narrow  and  intolerant  particularity  of 
Lutheranism  now  attempted  to  be  combined  in  this  country,  in  opposition  to 
the  true  spirit  and  life  of  our  Church,  must  be  looked  upon  as  one  important  fact 
of  strength,  in  a  proper  estimate  of  the  state  of  the  Church  here  represented. 
As  the  withdrawing  portions  were,  probably,  never  cordially  and  fully  with  us, 
gladly  as  the  Church  would  have  retained  their  co-operation,  their  separation 
can  hardly  be  considered  as  a  diminution  of  our  power  and  working  effi¬ 
ciency.  Abundant  confirmation  of  this  has  been  given  in  the  facts  developed 
in  the  course  of  our  present  meeting,  as  well  as  in  the  papers  before  us. 
Under  the  law  of  compensation,  we  rejoice  to  be  able  to  see  in  the  unity, 
peace  and  harmony  now  among  us,  the  attainment  of  a  more  compact  and 
effective  working  power. 

The  life  and  condition  of  the  Church,  in  the  Synods  here  represented,  will 
be  best  exhibited  in  a  view  of  some  particulars. 

I. — ATTENDANCE  ON  THE  MEANS  OF  GRACE. 

The  reports  from  the  different  Synods  authorize  the  statement,  that  our 
churches,  during  the  last  two  years,  have  been  blessed  with  an  increased 
attendance  on  the  public  worship  and  ordinances  of  the  sanctuary.  Larger 
and  still  larger  numbers  of  persons  are  coming  under  the  regular  preaching 
of  the  word.  Catechetical  instruction,  in  its  true  conception,  may  be  re¬ 
garded  as  restored  to  its  true  place  among  us.  Prayer  meetings,  in  which 
the  laity  agree  as  touching  the  things  they  should  ask,  continue  to  bless  our 
churches.  Whilst  this  use  of  the  means  of  grace,  and  engagement  in  the 
devotions  of  God’s  house,  do  not  in  themselves  constitute  religion,  we  are 
permitted  to  regard  them  as  among  its  proper  and  necessary  manifestations, 
and  as  tokens  of  quickened  spiritual  life  and  condition  of  progress  in  the 
Church. 

II. — INCREASE  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Synodical  statistics  before  us  present  evidence  of  encouraging  acces¬ 
sions  to  the  membership  of  our  churches.  Though  the  aggressive  power  of 
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the  Church  upon  the  world  has  not  been  what  it  should  be,  there  is  reason 
for  the  cheering  belief  that  some  ground  has  been  gained.  From  many  parts 
have  come  reports  of  special  refreshings  and  ingatherings.  Your  Committee 
recognize  in  revivals  the  Church’s  power  of  rapid  success  and  triumph,  and 
present  it  as  a  cheering  fact  that  lately  God  has  been  pleased  to  multiply 
these  seasons  of  aggressive  victory.  Separating  them  from  fanaticism  and 
disorder,  and  not  allowing  their  occurrence  to  lower  the  sense  of  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  ordinary  and  regular  services  of  the  sanctuary,  the  Church  is 
encouraged  to  a  more  faithful  preaching  of  the  word,  and  use  of  the  means 
of  grace,  in  the  confident  trust  that  God  will  pour  out  His  Spirit,  and  repeat 
the  Pentecostal  power  of  the  saving  Gospel. 

III.— MISSIONS  AND  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

The  statistics  of  the  several  Synods  indicate  a  new  energy  in  the  Home 
Mission  work.  Many  missionaries  are  reported  as  being  at  work  in  the 
bounds  of  the  several  Synods.  The  work  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society 
has  been  reported  as  prosperous  elsewhere.  The  churches  have  been  more 
widely  and  intelligently  aroused  to  the  great  needs  of  the  vast  fields  of 
the  West,  and  the  responsibilities  of  our  Church  in  the  important  work  of 
evangelizing  the  masses  of  Lutheran  descent  and  attachments  that  are  filling 
up  our  land. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  interest  of  the  churches  in  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  work  has  been  so  languid.  The  appeals  made  so  urgently  by  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  have  met  apparently  with 
but  feeble  response.  The  Church  needs  to  be  aroused  to  give  new  heed 
to  the  command  of  her  Master,  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.” 

Cheering  progress  is  reported  in  the  building  and  repair  of  very  many 
church  edifices  in  the  various  Synods. 

We  may  report  a  very  large  increase  of  energy  in  those  activities  of  the 
Church  that  terminate  in  the  home  field.  We  are  growing  largely  in  our 
own  borders,  and  may  look  for  a  new  infusion  of  life  into  the  Foreign 
work. 

IV. - BENEVOLENCE. 

The  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church  have  been  greatly  increased  du¬ 
ring  the  past  two  years.  Almost  every  Synod  reports  an  increase  of  liber¬ 
ality  among  its  churches.  Some  speak  of  a  slow  and  steady  increase  ;  others 
of  a  large  accession  of  zeal  in  this  line.  Throughout  the  Church  there  are 
indications  that  the  great  backwardness  which  has  hitherto  characterized  our 
Church  in  this  line  is  giving  place  to  a  deeper  sense  of  responsibility  and  a 
practical  acknowledgment  that  the  silver  and  gold  are  also  the  Lord’s.  But 
there  remain  yet  great  improvements  to  be  made.  The  Home  Missionary 
field,  the  Church  Extension  Society,  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries  are  calling 
for  help.  May  we  not  hope — should  we  not.  pray — that  the  Lord  may  open 
the  hearts  of  his  people  to  do  liberal  things  for  our  Zion  in  this  Jubilee  year  ? 

V. — SUNDAY-SCHOOLS  AND  CATECHIS ATION. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  a  period  of  unusual  activity  in  the  Sunday- 
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school  work  throughout  the  whole  Church.  Our  Church  has  shared  largely 
in  this  new  access  of  zeal.  Our  Sunday-schools  have  grown  throughout  all  our 
Churches  in  numbers  and  efficiency.  They  are  assuming  a  new  and  greater 
importance  in  the  eyes  of  ministers  and  Synods.  This,  however,  has  not  been 
to  the  neglect  of  our  time-honored  and  invaluable  practice  of  catechisation. 
Many  S}7nods  speak  of  a  great  revival  of  interest  in  this  important  institution, 
and  a  resumption  of  the  custom  in  places  where  it  had  fallen  into  disuse  or 
neglect.  Many  of  the  most  extensive  revivals  of  religion,  that  have  marked 
the  history  of  our  Church  in  the  past  two  years,  had  their  origin  in  the  exer¬ 
cises  of  the  catechetical  classes. 

VI. — THEOLOGICAL  AND  LITERARY  INSTITUTIONS. 

Our  Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  have  been  largely  increased  in 
strength  by  endowment,  increase  of  the  number  of  students  and  renewed 
confidence  of  the  churches.  In  view  of  the  remarkable  seasons  of  revival  en- 
joyed  in  many  of  our  churches,  these  are  cheerful  promises  of  a  great  in¬ 
crease  of  students  having  the  ministry  in  view  at  our  various  institutions  of 
learning. 

VII.  —  NEEDS. 

Though  our  hearts  are  cheered  with  the  good  tidings  that  come  to  us  from 
every  part  of  the  Church — with  the  signs  of  new  life,  new  interest  in  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom^  new  activit  ies  and  large  accessions  of 
number,  increase  of  benevolent  contributions  and  revivals  of  religion — we 
have  yet  great  needs  that  it  behooves  us  to  make  known  to  the  Church,  that 
she  may  seek  their  supply. 

1.  We  need  Ministers  of  the  Gospel — Our  Home  Mission  operations  are  sadly 
crippled  for  want  of  men.  We  need  men  here  even  more  than  money :  fit 
men  would  bring  the  means.  We  need  men  for  the  extension  of  our  church 
in  our  own  borders;  congregations  overburdened  with  numbers,  churches 
too  unwieldly  and  far  separated  call  for  division,  but  we  can  neither  colonize 
nor  divide  as  need  calls  for  each  minister  of  the  word.  Our  Foreign  Missions 
call  for  men.  Our  Literary  and  Theological  Seminaries  call  for  fit  men.  May 
the  great  Head  of  the  Church  awake  his  people,  that  they  may  devote  their 
children  to  his  service  in  the  work  of  the  ministry  !  It  needs  that  the  pas¬ 
tors  present  this  want  urgently  and  continuously,  that  the  attention  of  young 
men  entering  the  fold  of  the  Church  may  be  called  to  ask  themselves,  “  Lord, 
what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?” 

2.  Liberality  in  benevolent  operations. — Our  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad 
call  for  more  liberal  contributions.  Important  fields  are  opened  to  us,  points 
of  influence  have  been  secured,  great  prospects  of  growth  open  to  our  Church  ; 
but  these  fields  require  large  and  liberal  support.  Our  people  must  feel  that 
anew  measure  of  liberality  is  demanded.  In  view  of  the  numbers  of  benefi¬ 
ciaries  that  the  late  revivals  will,  in  all  probability,  bring  to  our  institutions, 
it  is  highly  necessary  that  our  education  funds  be  greatly  increased.  AVe 
need  that  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries  should  be  fully  endowed.  The  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  asks  for  new  encouragement  and  the  means  of  an  enlarged 
efficiency.  As  many  of  the  Synods  have  passed  resolutions  and  adopted 
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measures  looking  to  a  greatly  enlarged  Liberality  to  the  several  benevolent 
operations  of  the  Church  during  the  present  Jubilee  year,  we  may  confi¬ 
dently  look  for  a  great  augmentation  of  the  funds  of  all  our  benevolent  insti¬ 
tutions  and  societies. 

3.  We  need  to  cast  ourselves  as  a  Church  more  heartily  into  the  great  cur¬ 
rents  of  concerted  Christian  attack  on  the  kingdom  of  darkness  and  sin  in  the 
world.  We  have  long*fceen  lagging  in  this  work.  Now  that  we  are  delivered 
from  the  incumbus  that  has  been  upon  us,  it  becomes  us  that  we  take  that 
place  in  the  foremost  ranks  of  universal  and  concerted  Christian  activity  that 
becomes  the  great;  Church  of  the  Reformation.  We  need  to  reproduce  in 
every  member  of  our  Church  the  sense  of  personal  responsibility  as  a  Chris¬ 
tian  soldier,  and  of  personal  obligation  as  a  witness  for  Jesus,  that  character¬ 
ized  the  early  Church.  We  need  to  reassert  the  great  Lutheran  doctrine  of 
the  universal  priesthood  of  believers,  and  arouse  our  people  to  the  solemn 
and  inspiring  truth  that  every  one  is  called  in  his  place,  and  according  to  his 
opportunities,  to  preach  Christ  and  him  crucified. 

We  congratulate  the  Church  that  she  is  free  to  run  in  this  gloiuous  race. 
Stripped  of  old  incumbrances,  united  in  spirit  and  aim,  and  in  full  sympathy 
with  sister  churches  of  Christ,  she  rises  to  a  new  plane  of  activity.  The 
course  is  before  her,  but  she  must,  as  we  trust  she  will,  have  a  new  measure 
of  consecration,  of  activity,  of  liberality.  Her  past  can  be  no  measure  for 
her  future.  May  the  Master  grant  her  a  new  baptism  of  fire  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  that  she  may  rise  to  the  measure  of  her  great  trust.

REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ON  DRS.  KRAUTH,  BAUGHER  AND  HARRISON. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  memorial  on  the 
deaths  of  Rev.  Drs.  Krautli,  Baugher  and  Harrison  presented, 
through  Rev.  Hr.  Diehl,  the  following  report : 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  remove  from  the  labors 
of  the  Church  on  earth  to  their  heavenly  rest,  our  beloved  and  venerated 
brethren  and  fathers,  Drs,  Harrison,  Krautli  and  Baugher;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  feel  deeply  the  loss  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Harrison,  who  was  for 
many  years  pastor  in  Cincinnati,  a  pious,  earnest  and  excellent  minister  of 
the  Gospel,  and  who  was  called  away  in  the  prime  of  life ;  of  Dr.  C.  P. 
Krautli,  Professor  of  Theology  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg, 
a  most  saintly  and  venerable  man,  a  learned  and  able  Professor  of  Theology, 
and  an  eloquent  preacher  of  the  Gospel ;  of  Dr.  II.  L.  Baugher,  a  sincere  and 
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earnest  Christian,  an  excellent  preacher  and  an  energetic  and  efficient  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Pennsylvania  College,  at  Gettysburg. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  submit  to  this  chastening  dispensation,  and  de¬ 
plore  the  loss  of  the  Church,  we  are  yet  devoutly  thankful  that  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church  had  endowed  these  brethren  with  gifts  and  graces  so  various, 
afforded  them  opportunities  of  usefulness  so  abundant,  and  preserved  their 
lives  so  long. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  our  condolence  and  earnest  sympathies  to  their 
afflicted  families,  and  commend  them  to  the  divine  grace  and  consolation  of 
our  Saviour 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolu¬ 
tions  to  their  bereaved  families  and  to  the  publishers  of  our  several  church 
papers.

REPORT  ON  A  GERMAN  HYMN  BOOK. 

Rev.  J.  II.  W.  Stuckenberg  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
German  Hymn  Book: 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  prepare  a  Hymn  Book  for  the  German 
Churches  of  the  General  Synod,  report  :  That  they  have  canvassed  the  sub¬ 
ject  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  under  present  circumstances,  they 
do  not  propose  any  material  change  in  the  Hymn  Book  already  largely  intro¬ 
duced  into  our  churches,  and  having  the  recommendation  of  several  Synods, 
namely,  the  Evangelisch  Lutherische  Kirchenlieder.  The  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  this  book  is  the  best  of  any  now  before  the  Church.  The  only 
change  they  would  like  to  make,  if  it  were  in  their  power,  would  be  to  cut 
down  the  long  hymns  to  an  ordinary  number  of  stanzas,  and  so  arrange  the 
form  of  the  hymns  that  each  strain  may  also  commence  a  new  line,  as  is  the 
case  in  poetry  generally. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances  your  Committee  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  recommends  to  its  German  churches  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Hymn  Book  published  by  Mrs.  Wollenweber,  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  and  prepared  by  a  Committee  of  different  Synods,  with  Dr.  Demme 
as  chairman. 

Resolved,  That  this  committee  be  continued,  to  mike  such  arrangements 
with  the  publisher  as  may  be  advantageous  to  the  General  Synod,  and  also, 
to  further  take  into  consideration  (and,  if  found  practicable,  to  effect,)  such 
changes  as  are  intimated  in  the  above  suggestions.

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F  REPORT  RELATIVE  TO  STATE  OF  CHURCH  IN  MINNESOTA, 

Rev.  E.  Miller  presented  a  report  for  the  committee  to  whom 
were  referred  letters  concerning  Minnesota  churches. 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  two  communications  on  the  state  of 
the  Lutheran  ClTurch  in  Minnesota,  would  beg  leave  to  state,  that  one  of  said 
communications  contains  several  statements  bearing  upon  the  prospects  of 
the  General  Synod  in  that  new  but  rapidly  growing  State.  The  writer,  Rev. 
George  A.  Exline,  represents  that  a  large  portion  of  the  Scandinavians  settled 
there  have  no  connection  with  either  the  General  Synod,  or  the  General 
Council,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  General  Synod  on  account  of  its  supposed 
radicalism ;  and  with  the  General  Council,  on  account  of  its  supposed  Ro¬ 
manizing  tendencies.  Also  that  the  German  Lutherans  in  that.  State  have 
united  with  the  General  Council,  but  that  many  of  their  children,  receiving 
an  American  education,  cannot  harmonize  with  the  peculiar  church  spirit 
prevailing  among  them,  and  will  seek  a  home  in  other  Protestant  bodies. 
Finally,  that  the  writer  knows  of  only  three  small  congregations  that  desire 
to  stand  on  the  basis  of  the  General  Synod,  all  of  which  are  under  his  own 
personal  care. 

As  the  General  Synod  cannot,  as  such,  take  any  special  action  in  reference 
to  these  facts,  your  committee  would  recommend  that,  the  letter  of  Mr.  Exline 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society,  with  instructions  to  take  it.  into  such  consideration  as  the  case  may 
require  and  their  circumstances  admit. 

The  other  is  a  letter  from  a  worthy  layman,  recently  removed  from  one  of 
our  Eastern  Churches  to  Minnesota,  making  inquiry  'whether  aid  could  be 
furnished  by  the  Church  Extension  Society  toward  the  building  of  a  house  of 
worship  in  Fillmore  county,  of  that  State. 

The  facts  presented  seem  to  authorize  the  General  Synod  to  commend  any 
application,  properly  made  from  that  quarter,  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Extension  Society.

REPORT  ON  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  GETTYSBURG, 

The  following  report  on  the  General  Synod’s  Theological 
Seminary,  at  Gettysburg,  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  \V.  M. 
Baum,  for  Rev.  Dr.  A.  H.  Lochman,  President  of  the  Board  of 
Directors: 

According  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as 
President  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  present  a  report  of  the  condition  of 
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the  Seminary  to  each  successive  session  of  the  General  Synod.  In  accord¬ 
ance  with  this  provision,  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  : 

This  time-honored  Institution  has  in  days  past  been  signally  honored  and 
blessed  of  God.  He  has  stamped  upon  it  the  seal  of  his  approbation  and 
favor,  and  made  it  an  instrumentality  of  great  good  to  the  Church,  which 
cannot  be  ignored,  and  is  gratefully  acknowledged  in  every  section  of  our  be¬ 
loved  Zion.  Many  have  been  compelled,  in  view  of  the  past,  to  thank  God 
and,  in  view  of  the  future,  to  take  courage. 

Since  our  last  report  it  has  pleased  God  to  remove  Dr.  C.  P.  Krauth,  one 
of  our  ablest  Professors,  one  whose  memory  we  all  cherish  with  fond  delight* 
who,  in  his  Christian  deportment,  his  faithful  labors,  his  devotedness  to 
the  interests  of  the  Institution  and  the  Church,  has  enshrined  his  memory  in 
the  warm  heart-affections  of  all  who  knew  him.  He  died  with  his  harness 
on,  and  in  a  joyful  hope  of  the  glory  that  awaits  the  good  and  faithful.  His 
death  was  calm,  his  end  peace,  and  his  works  do  follow  him. 

The  men  whom  the  Church  has  called  to  the  different  professorships  in  our 
beloved  Institution  are  in  every  respect  qualified  for  their  position,  whose 
ability,  piety  and  devotedness  to  the  interests  of  the  Institution  and  Church 
cannot  be  called  into  question.  They  are  men  long  known  to  the  Church, 
good  men  and  true,  faithful  to  the  doctrinal  stand-point  of  the  General  Synod, 
and  well  deserve  the  confidence  of  the  Church.  In  consequence  of  unavoida¬ 
ble  adverse  influences  the  number  of  students  has  not  been  as  large  as  desi¬ 
rable,  yet  it  will  compare  favorably  with  the  catalogue  of  former  years.  Du¬ 
ring  the  last  year  ten  ministers  have  been  furnished  to  the  Church,  who  are 
now  all  actively  engaged  in  the  Master’s  cause,  in  winning  souls  to  Christ  and 
building  up  the  walls  of  our  beloved  Zion.  The  dark  clouds  which  have  been 
lowering  over  the  Institution  are,  however,  happily  passing  over,  and  a 
brighter  and  more  hopeful  day  is  beginning  to  dawn.  I  have  been  credita¬ 
bly  informed  that  there  are  now  in  the  different,  classes  in  the  College  between 
sixty  and  seventy  young  men  who  have  the  ministry  in  view,  most  of  whom 
at  the  termination  of  their  college  course  will  enter  the  Seminary.  A  brighter 
future  is  before  us. 

The  professors’  houses  have  been  enlarged  and  thoroughly  repaired.  I  am 
not  ready  to  give  the  correct  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  In¬ 
stitution,  but  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction,  yet  the 
endowment  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  We  need  a  fund  for  repairs  in  the 
building,  which  are  very  necessary  and  pressing  at  present.  We  need,  also, 
some  funds  for  the  increase  of  the  library  and  for  other  contingencies,  and  we 
hope  and  pray  that  the  Church,  in  view  of  what  God  has  accomplished 
through  its  instrumentality,  will  rally  round  this  parent  Institution  and  make 
it  an  Institution  worthy  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  General  Synod,  whose  off¬ 
spring  it  is  and  under  whose  fostering  care  it  is  placed. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  LITERARY  AND  THEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  beg  leave  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  following  collection  of  reports  furnished  by  representatives  of  the 
several  institutions  named : 
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1.  liar  hoick  Seminary ,  State  of  New  York. 

For  more  than  half  a  century  this  Seminary  has  been  doing  a  good  work  ; 
and,  by  the  continued  favor  of  the  Lord,  it  will  effect  greater  things  in  the 
future.  The  Semi-Centennial  of  August,  1806,  marks  an  epoch  in  the  history 
of  this  Institution  not  to  be  forgotten.  An  Alumni  Professorship  was  inaugu¬ 
rated,  which  by  due  etfort  will  be  completed  in  season.  A  Memorial  Volume, 
the  product  of  this  meeting,  beautiful  and  valuable,  is  widely  circulating,  anj 
is  being  read  with  satisfaction  and  profit. 

Old  buildings  have  been  replaced  by  large,  more  commodious  and  attrac¬ 
tive  ones.  A  railroad 'funning  through  the  Susquehanna  Valley,  and  near 
the  buildings,  is  now  being  constructed,  bringing  us  into  connection  with  the 
great  thoroughfares  of  our  land.  The  regular  instructions,  partially  inter¬ 
rupted  for  a  season,  will  be  resumed  in  the  autumn,  with  renewed  life  and 
most  encouraging  prospects. 

The  work  of  endowment  is  steadily  progressing;  for  God  has  owned  it  as 
his,  and  has  signally  blessed  it.  Much  larger  subscriptions  can  now  be  se¬ 
cured  than  were  thought  of  three  years  ago  ;  the  spirit  of  benevolence  has 
increased,  and  thousands  of  dollars  more  may  be  expected.  The  belief  is 
now  cherished  that,  through  donations  and  legacies,  the  Seminary  will  be 
fully  endowed,  and  the  work  of  education  successfully  prosecuted. 

Difficulties  are  passing  away  before  the  face  of  well  directed,  persistent 
and  believing  effort,  and  every  thing  within  the  reach  of  possibilities  maybe 
attained.  All  things  are  possible  to  them  that  believe;  and  God  shall  in  all 
places  be  honored  by  those  who  put  their  trust  in  him.  Men  are  needed  for 
the  great  battle  of  life,  in  the  conflict  between  truth  and  error — Christ  and 
Belial;  and  from  this  Institution  hundreds  will  go  forth,  properly  quali¬ 
fied,  by  whom  the  name  of  God  shall  be  magnified,  and  multitudes  shall  be 
saved. 

2.  Pennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

Pennsylvania  College  was  established  in  1832,  and  has  since  that  period 

been  in  successful  operation.  Its  progress  has  been  such  as  to  gratify  the 
most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  friends.  It  has  enjoyed  the  confidence  of 
the  public,' and  proved  a  blessing  to  the  Church.  In  almost  every  State  of 
the  Union,  its  representatives  are  to  be  found,  making  an  impression  upon 
the  community,  and  exerting  an  influence  for  good. 

Founded  in  prayer  and  faith,  with  the  primary  design  of  bringing  cultivated 
intellect  into  the  service  of  the  Church,  of  furnishing  facilities  by  which  men 
might  be  thoroughly  educated  and  fitted  for  the  ministry  of  reconciliation, 
it  has  not,  with  God’s  blessing  resting  upon  its  operations,  failed  in  the 
object. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  connected  with  the  Institution  nearly 
two  hundred  students — a  larger  number  than  at  any  previous  period  in  its 
history.  Of  these,  more  than  one-half  are  communicant  members  of  the 
Church,  and  upwards  of  seventy  have  resolved  to  devote  themselves  to  the 
Gospel  ministry.  Last  winter  a  most  precious  season  of  religious  interest 
was  enjoyed,  and,  as  the  result,  at  our  last  communion  upwards  of  twenty 
students  united  themselves  with  the  people  of  God  in  a  public  profession  of 
their  faith. 
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At  the  close  of  the  last  term  the  college  was  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  its 
presiding  officer.  Dr.  Baugher,  who  from  the  beginning — a  period  of  thirty- 
six  years — had,  either  as  Professor  or  President,  faithfully  and  successfully 
labored  in  the  service  of  the  Institution,  peacefully  passed  to  liis  rest. 

3.  Wittenberg  College,  Springfield,  Ohio. 

The  general  prosperity  of  Wittenberg  College  has  been  steadily  increasing 
ever  since  its  establishment.  It  has  been  constantly  growing  in  favor,  not 
only  with  our  own  Church,  but  also  with  all  other  Christian  denominations 
and  the  intelligent  public,  until  at  present  all  persons  interested  in  the  tho¬ 
rough  education  of  the  young,  and  acquainted  with  its  course  of  instruction 
and  method  of  teaching,  regard  it  as  one  of  the  leading  educational  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  West. 

The  Theological  Department  has  already  furnished  for  our  own  Church, 
besides  several  for  other  denominations,  more  than  one  hundred  ministers, 
who,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  have  been  largely  instrumental  in  building  up 
that  part  of  our  Lutheran  Zion  west  of  the  mountains  connected  with  the 
General  Synod.  Fifteen  young  men  have  left  this  department  during  the 
past  two  years,  most  of  whom  are  at  present  cultivating  our  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  fields  in  the  far  West. 

The  College  department  has  had  connected  with  it,  during  the  past  year, 
about  one  hundred  and  seventy  students,  more  than  two-thirds  of  whom  are 
professed  Christians,  and  about  sixty  of  whom  are  preparing  to  enter  the 
ministry. 

The  number  of  students,  as  well  as  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  min¬ 
istry,  could  be  largely  increased,  if  beneficiary  aid  could  be  furnished  to  all 
those  young  men  who  desire  to  enter  the  ministry,  but  cannot  prepare  them¬ 
selves  without  pecuniary  assistance  from  the  Church.  The  number  of  ap¬ 
plicants  for  such  aid  has  considerably  increased  since  the  close  of  the  war. 
The  Church  should  see  to  it  that  these  young  men,  by  some  means,  receive 
the  aid  they  ask,  and  that  they  are  not,  for  want  of  encouragement,  and  a 
little  self-denial  on  the  part  of  other  Christians,  entirely  prevented  from  en¬ 
tering  the  ministry.  The  harvest,  truly,  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few. 
These  young  men  who  are  seeking  to  enter  the  field  should  therefore  be  en¬ 
couraged  and  assisted. 

4.  The  Missionary  Institute,  Selinsgrove,  Snyder  Co.,  la. 

This  institution  has  enjoyed  its  usual  prosperity  during  the  last  two  years. 
Since  1861  it  has  given  the  Church  forty-two  ministers.  It  shared  very 
largely  in  a  revival  of  the  Second  Lutheran  Church  in  the  town. 

In  the  Theological  department  there  are  only  four  students  at  the  present 
time.  For  want  of  funds,  we  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  rejecting  quite 
a  number  of  applicants. 

The  Classical  department  numbers  124  pupils  during  the  present  scholastic 
year,  24  of  whom  have  the  ministry  in  view. 

Hereafter  no  worthy  applicants  shall  be  rejected:  we  will  trust  in  God  for 
the  means  of  support. 
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5.  Mendota  College,  Mendota,  111. 

This  Institution  has  one  of  the  finest  locations  in  the  State  of  Illinois, — 
'beautiful,  healthy,  easy  of  access  from  all  parts  of  the  great  North-West,  and 
at  a  sufficient  distance  from  any  other  college  to  insure  it  always  a  full  and 
growing  patronage. 

Since  its  organization  in  1857,  it  has  had  students  from  ten  different  States, 
while  its  income  for  tuition  has  more  than  supported  the  professors.  During 
the  last  collegiate  year,  it  has  had  143  students  connected  with  it. 

The  faculty  consists  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Corbett,  A.M.,  President,  and  Professor 
of  Mental  and  Moral  Science  ;  Rev.  W.  H.  Wynn,  A.M  ,  Professor  of  Lan¬ 
guages  and  Natural  Sciences;  and  Rev.  W.  M.  Sparr,  A.M.,  Professor  of 
[Mathematics. 

6.  Susquehanna  Female  College,  Selinsgrove,  Fa. 

Teachers,  Rev.  S.  Domer,  A.M.,  Proprietor  and  Principal.  Assistants^ du¬ 
ring  the  year  just  closed,  Miss  M.  E.  Gilbert,  Miss  Emma  Ruthrauff,  Miss 
A.  Mary  Diller,  and  Miss  Lydia  C.  Domer.  Number  of  pupils  during  the  year 
about  ninety.  Our  attendance  during  the  year  just  closed  was  not  quite  equal 
to  former  years. 

The  Standard  of  Education.  Our  course  is  an  extended  and  thorough  one. 
The  ideal  of  our  course  has  been  found  unattainable  in  practical  application. 
The  course  of  study  is  a  four  years’  college  course,  the  same  as  in  colleges 
for  young  men  ;  but  we  have  found  it,  thus  far,  utterly  impossible  to  get  la¬ 
dies  to  remain  at  school  long  enough  to  take  the  full  course  as  laid  down  in 
our  catalogue.  Hence  we  have  pursued  an  eclectic  policy,  making  such  ar¬ 
rangements  as  the  circumstances  of  the  young  ladies  actually  required.  Three 
years  is  usually  the  longest  time  the  majority  of  our  young  ladies  allow  them¬ 
selves  for  study  away  from  home  ;  and  any  one  may  readily  understand  how 
utterly  impossible  it  must  be  to  educate  pupils  very  liberally  when  no  more 
time  is  devoted  to  study.  The  result  of  actual  experience  in  our  school  is, 
that  our  standard  of  education  has  been  entirely  too  high  for  realization  ;  a 
course  of  study  demanding  four  years ,  beyond  the  preparatory  department  , 
cannot  be  completed  by  students,  whether  male  or  female,  in  three  years’ 
time.  Hence  we  cannot  actualize  our  ideal  of  female  education,  until  parents 
and  guardians,  as  well  as  ladies  themselves,  are  willing  to  devote  sufficient 
time  to  this  important  business.  In  the  mean  time,  as  “  facts  are  stubborn 
things,”  we  must  meet  the  practical  issues  of  female  education  as  they  arise, 
and  shape  the  course  of  instruction  to  meet  the  wants  of  patrons  according  to 
the  time  they  are  willing  to  allow  for  study,  while  we  inscribe  on  our  banner, 
what  may  seem  to  many  a  strange  device  as  it  touches  the  subject  of  the  ed¬ 
ucation  of  the  daughters  of  the  Lutheran  Church — “Excelsior  !” 

The  committee  regret  that  so  many  Institutions  connected  with  the  Church 
failed  to  send  any  report.  Respectfully  submitted,

Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  respectfully  request  the  refusal  ot 
all  the  publications  of  the  General  Synod,  allowing  to  said  Synod  such  a  pre¬ 
mium  on  each  book  as  it  may  deem  reasonable  and  just.

CHRISTIAN  ACTIVITY. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Christian,  layman  as  well 
as  minister,  to  engage,  in  earnest  personal  work  for  Christ ; 
therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Synod,  such 
work  will  be  greatly  facilitated  and  rendered  far  more  efficient 
by  the  use  of  cards  and  slips  designed  to  introduce  personal  re¬ 
ligion  and  impress  saving  truth  on  the  mind. 
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CHRISTIAN  UNITY. 

A  series  of  resolutions  on  Christian  unity  was  offered,  dis¬ 
cussed,  and  adopted  as  here  presented  : 

Whereas,  Certain  bodies,  bearing  the  Lutheran  name,  op¬ 
pose  the  various  efforts  now  being  made  to  form  a  more  intimate 
visible  union  of  all  the  followers  of  Christ,  refuse  to  commune 
even  with  those  who  differ  from  them  only  in  non-fundamentals, 
and  exclude  from  their  pulpits  the  ministers  of  all  other  de¬ 
nominations  ;  and, 

Whereas,  Such  an  exclusive  and  intolerant  spirit  is  calcu¬ 
lated  to  injure  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  to  cast  reproach  on  the 
Lutheran  name  ;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we,  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  deem  it  proper  to  call  special  attention  to  the  third 
article  of  the  Apostles’  Creed,  in  which  we  confess  our  faith  in 
one  holy  catholic  Church  and  the  communion  of  saints. 

Resolved ,  That  the  real  spiritual  unity  of  the  Church  is  not 
dependent  on  external  sameness  or  uniformity,  but  on  God’s 
Spirit  working  on  the  hearts  of  believers,  through  the  word 
and  the  sacraments. 

Resolved ,  That  in  accordance  with  these  principles,  and  true 
to  our  past  history,  we  will  continue  to  cherish  towards  all 
Evangelical  pastors  and  churches  the  spirit  of  Christian  affec¬ 
tion  and  fellowship  ;  will  welcome  to  the  Lord’s  table  all  who 
are  the  sincere  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  good  standing  in 
their  respective  churches ;  will  heartily  co-operate  with  the 
American  Bible  and  Tract  Societies,  the  American  Sunday 
School  Union,  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associations,  and 
all  similar  organizations,  to  promote  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 
and  the  edification  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Resolved ,  That  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  Scripture, 
which  Jesus  and  his  Apostles  made  the  condition  of  fellowship, 
which  Luther  and  his  co-laborers  restored  to  their  purity,  and 
which  form  the  basis  of  this  General  Synod,  are  the  necessary 
condition  for  the  visible  organic  unity  of  all  Christians,  being 
broad  enough  for  all  the  true  followers  of  Christ. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  ADDRESS  ON  INCREASE  OF  MINISTRY. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  prepare 
and  publish  in  our  Church  papers  an  address  to  our  Synods  and 
churches  on  the  great  and  urgent  want  of  an  increase  in  the 
ministry  of  our  Church,  and  that  the  pastors  of  our  congrega¬ 
tions  be  requested  to  read  said  address  in  their  pulpits. 

The  President  appointed  the  brethren  whose  names  follow,  as

WORLD’S  EVANGELICAL  ALLIANCE. 

On  motion,  the  preamble  and  resolution  given  below  were 
unanimously  adopted,  and  the  committee  provided  for  ap¬ 
pointed  : 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  much  has  been  accomplished  for 
the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom  through  the  World’s  Evangelical  Al¬ 
liance,  organized  in  London,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1846,  by 
bringing  representatives  of  Christ’s  Church  from  the  different 
parts  of  the  earth,  to  compare  views,  to  take  counsel  of  one 
another,  to  pray  together  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  to  culti¬ 
vate  Christian  charity  and  unity,  and  to  pledge  their  hearts 
and  hands  to  a  more  active  and  general  co-operation  for  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  men;  and, 

Whereas,  We  have  an  additional  reason  to  feel  a  deep  in- 
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terest  in  that  organization,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America  was  represented  in  the 
first  convention  held  in  London,  by  several  delegates  who  there 
co-operated  with  many  of  the  best  men  of  our  Church  and 
other  churches  in  widely  separated  lands  ;  and, 

Whereas,  It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  delegate  of  the 
American  Evangelical  Alliance  to  the  fifth  convention  of  the 
General  or  World’s  Evangelical  Alliance,  held  at  Amsterdam, 
in  1867,  that  many  of  the  members  seemed  ready  to  accept  an 
invitation  to  hold  the  sixth  convention  in  the  city  of  New 
York  ;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  the  United  States  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  persons,  of  which  the  President  of  this  Synod  shall  be  the 
chairman,  to  correspond  with  the  officers  of  the  American 
Evangelical  Alliance,  for  the  purpose  of  expressing,  through 
that  organization,  the  assurance  that  this  General  Synod  do 
most  cordially  unite  in  welcoming  the  World’s  Evangelical  Al¬ 
liance  to  hold  its  sixth  convention  upon  the  shores  of  this 
Western  world,  and  that  the  same  committee  be  hereby  author¬ 
ized  to  act  as  a  delegation  to  represent  the  General  Synod  in 
the  said  sixth  convention,  whether  it  meet  in  America  or 
in  Europe.

REPORT  ON  THE  SUNDAY-SCHOOL. 

The  following  report  was  rendered  by  the  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  purpose  : 

The  modern  Sunday-school,  not  yet  a  century  old,  is  undeniably  a  work  of 
God.  In  the  British  Islands  and  in  America,  where,  with  scarcely  any  ex¬ 
ceptions,  it  has  been  adopted  by  Christians,  it  has  already  been  instrumental 
in  producing  an  amount  of  good  which  neither  the  science  of  numbers  nor  the 
tongue  of  eloquence  can  adequately  set  forth.  It  has,  moreover,  extended 
to  many  countries,  is  steadily  gaining  foothold  in  still  other  lands,  and  is  at. 
this  day  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  in  almost  every  mission  field 
among  the  heathen.  Considering  the  recent  history  of  this  institution,  the 
remarkable  hold  which  it  has  gained  upon  the  affections  of  the  Christian 
world,  and  the  blessed  results  already  realized,  we  are  profoundly  impressed 
.  with  the  greatness  of  the  cause,  and  are  led  to  exclaim:  “What  hath  God

With  almost  every  Christian  congregation  in  our  land  there  is  now  con¬ 
nected  a  Sabbatli-school.  In  our  large  cities,  and  in  sparsely-settled  places, 
a  great  mission  work  is  carried  forward  by  the  Sunday-school.  In  many  in¬ 
stances,  especially  in  the  newer  parts  of  the  country,  it  prepares  the  way 
for  the  preached  word  and  the  ordinances.  The  Sunday-school  has  created 
a  new  literature  for  the  young  ;  it  employs  the  talent  of  the  laity  of  the 
church  to  an  extent  never  before  known ;  and  affords  such  aid  and  encour¬ 
agement  to  the  ministry  that  the  pastor  who  is  surrounded  by  an  efficient 
Sunday-school  may  well  feel  that  the  Lord  is  surely  establishing  the  work  of 
his  hands. 

Our  own  Church,  which  is  known  in  the  world  by  the  name  of  the  im¬ 
mortal  Reformer,  has  been  among  the  first  in  this  land  to  adopt  the  Sunday- 
school.  Any  other  course  would  have  been  unworthy  of  her.  The  Lutheran 
Church,  from  her  very  beginning  as  such,  has  most  carefully  provided  for 
the  spiritual  nurture  of  the  lambs  of  Christ’s  flock. 

It  would  be  our  pleasure  to  discuss  at  length  the  true  position  which  the 
Sunday-school  should  be  held  as  occupying.  We  believe  the  time  will  soon 
come  when  the  proper  relation  of  the  Sunday-school  to  the  family  and  the 
Church  shall  be  more  clearly  understood. 

The  Sunday-school  should  never  be  regarded  as  taking  the  work  of  parents 
out  of  their  hands.  Nothing  can  ever  exonerate  fathers  and  mothers  from 
teaching  the  Lord’s  words  diligently  to  their  children,  and  of  writing  them 
upon  the  door-posts  of  their  houses.  It  is  encouraging,  however,  to  know 
that  those  parents  who  most  carefully  and  conscientiously  Inquire  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  their  domestic  duties  most  gratefully  look  upon  the  Sunday-school  as 
an  important  help  in  their  responsible  work. 

Nor  does  the  faithful  pastor  seek  an  excuse  in  the  Sunday-school  of  his 
church  for  neglecting  other  duties  towards  the  young  of  his  charge.  He  will 
not  voluntarily  on  its  account  suffer  catechisation  to  fall  into  disuse  ;  but  will 
rather  bless  God  that  through  the  Sunday-school  he  has  an  enlarged  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  access  to  the  minds  and  affections  of  the  dear  children  and  youth 
entrusted  to  his  pastoral  care. 

Nor  must  it  be  supposed  that  the  Sunday-school  stands  in  the  place  of  the 
Church.  Evidently  a  serious  error  has  been  fostered  in  this  regard.  We 
have  sometimes  heard  the  Sunday-school  spoken  of  as  “the  children’s 
church.”  While  we  can  well  appreciate  the  warm  and  grateful  feeling 
prompting  such  expression,  we  fear  that  it  carries  with  it  to  the  common 
mind  the  idea  that  the  school  is  a  substitute  for  the  church.  Perhaps  this 
error  may  largely  account  for  the  absence  of  so  many  of  the  children  of 
Christians  from  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary,  and  the  seeming  satis¬ 
faction  with  which  parents  neglect  to  train  their  households  to  appear  together 
in  the  tabernacles  of  the  Lord,  where  all  the  people  are  called  upon  to  wor¬ 
ship  him. 

We  desire  that  all  our  people  should  consider  that  whatever  official  ar¬ 
rangement  may  exist  in  the  schools  distinctly  belonging  to  congregations,  it 
should  never  be  so  construed  as  to  ignore  the  rights  of  the  pastor.  ’  lie  is  the 
pastor  of  the  school  by  virtue  of  such  relation  to  the  church. 
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We  would  urge  it  upon  the  attention  of  all  our  church  councils  to  make  the 
Sunday-school  a  subject  for  their  deliberations.  Suitable  apartments,  in 
which  to  hold  the  schools,  should  be  provided  with  as  much  faithfulness  as 
proper  accommodations  for  the  general  assemblies  of  worshippers.  These 
rooms  should  be  commodious,  clean,  airy,  comfortable,  and  healthy — inviting 
places,  and  well  adapted  to  the  purpose. 

We  would  urge  it  upon  the  attention  of  the  church  officers,  parents,  and 
other  Christians,  to  countenance  and  encourage  the  schools  by  their  frequent 
presence  and  assistance.  The  form  contained  in  our  Liturgy  for  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  church  officers,  provides  that  they  shall  see  well  to  the  interests  of 
the  congregational  schools. 

We  would  recommend  that  in  all  cases  all  possible  order  and  reverence  be 
enjoined  and  maintained  in  our  schools,  lest  a  disregard  for  the  sacredness 
of  the  Lord’s  house  be  unconsciously  fostered  in  the  minds  of  those  dear  ones 
whom  we  seek  to  train  for  the  spiritual  worship  of  God. 

We  would  request  the  pastors  and  teachers  who  purchase  Sunday-school 
libraries  to  exercise  the  utmost  care  that  all  improper  and  unworthy  books 
be  excluded.  This  becomes  the  more  necessary  with  the  advance  of  time, 
as  the  laud  is  now  flooded  with  books  seeking  for  friendly  recognition  by 
the  teachers  of  the  Church’s  children.  Many  books  which  now  unguardedly 
slip  into  our  libraries,  teach  not  only  doctrines  inconsistent  with  our  own, 
but  which  are  also  in  other  important  respects  unfit  for  use  in  our  schools. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  all  our  schools,  in  all  our  Synods  and 
churches,  to  the  propriety  of  procuring  books  and  Sunday-school  requisites 
from  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  in  Philadelphia,  where  they  are  now 
furnished  at  least  as  cheaply  as  anywhere  else  ;  and  would  urge  all  our  schools 
and  families  to  secure  for  their  children  our  own  beautiful  Lutheran  Sun¬ 
day  School  Herald,  the  publication  of  which  was  undertaken  by  the  Pub¬ 
lication  Society  in  compliance  with  a  request  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
which  paper  has  now,  for  more  than  eight  years,  seemed  indispensable  to 
those  who  have  taken  it,  as  an  aid  in  teaching  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  love 
to  our  Zion. 

We  would,  while  giving  all  praise  to  our  young  men  and  women  who  so 
zealously  and  efficiently  labor  in  our  Sunday-schools,  request  the  officers  of 
our  churches,  parents,  middle-aged  members,  and  even  those  in  far  advanced 
years,  also  to  devote  themselves  more  freely  to  the  important  and  blessed  work 
of  teaching  in  the  Sunday-schools  under  our  care,  so  as  to  give  to  the  schools 
all  the  weight  of  accumulated  years,  experience,  intelligence  and  Christian 
grace,  as  well  as  the  direct  advantage  of  their  services. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  all  our  pastors  and  people  to  the  great  ne¬ 
cessity  laid  upon  us  all  to  labor  in  season  and  out  of  season  for  the  prosper¬ 
ity  of  our  Sunday-schools.  Let  all  our  own  children,  and  the  neglected,  be 
gathered  in,  and  everything  needful  be  done  to  retain  them  as  long  as  possi¬ 
ble.  Let  the  teachers  be  judiciously  selected — persons  who  will  show  a  good 
example  in  their  lives,  attend  regularly  and  punctually  to  duty,  and  pre¬ 
pare  themselves  diligently  for  their  work. 

With  these  thoughts,  which  might  be  greatly  extended,  we  submit  this  re¬ 
port  to  you,  with  the  earnest  request  that  all  our  people  will  unite  with  us 
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in  more  self-denial  and  prayer  for  the  Sunday-school;  and  God  will  smile 
upon  Zion  and  cause  her  to  rejoice.  Respectfully  submitted,

ARTICLE  EXPLANATORY  OF  DOCTRINE. 

The  following  proposition  was  called  up  from  the  table,  where 
it  had  been  laid  during  the  discussion  of  the  revised  Constitu¬ 
tion,  and  was  offered  as  a  re-affirmation  by  the  General  Synod 
in  relation  to  its  doctrinal  position : 

To  prevent  all  misapprehension  and  misrepresentation  as  to 
the  doctrinal  position  of  the  Lutheran  Church  as  represented 
in  the  General  Synod,  we  deem  it  necessary  to  re-assert  the 
following  testimony  as  embodying  our  views  on  certain  points 
which  have  agitated  the  Church : 

“  That  this  General  Synod,  resting  on  the  Word  of  God  as 
the  sole  authority  in  matters  of  Faith,  on  its  infallible  warrant 
rejects  the  Romish  doctrine  of  the  Real  Presence  or  Transub- 
stantiation,  and  with  it  the  doctrine  of  Consubstantiation ;  re¬ 
jects  the  Romish  Mass,  and  all  ceremonies  distinctive  of  the 
Mass ;  denies  any  power  to  the  Sacraments  as  an  opus  opera- 
turn ,  or  that  the  blessings  connected  with  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s 
Supper  can  be  received  without  faith  ;  rejects  Auricular  Con¬ 
fession  and  priestly  Absolution  ;  holds  that  there  is  no  priest¬ 
hood  on  earth  but  that  of  all  believers,  and  that  God  only  can 
forgive  sins ;  and  maintains  the  Divine  obligation  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Sabbath.” 

Adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SEVENTH  JUBILEE  OF  REFORMATION. 

The  report  on  the  Jubilee  of  the  Reformation,  laid  over  from 
last  night,  was  called  up  and  discussed.  Three  resolutions 
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were  offered  as  an  amendment,  more  fully  setting  forth  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  the  Jubilee,  and  the  interest  which  the  Church  should 
feel  in  its  observance.  The  amendments  were  adopted,  and 
ordered  to  he  inserted  immediately  after  the  preamble.  The 
report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  of  the  Jubilee,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  : 

Whereas,  The  Reformation  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  inaugurated  by  the 
nailing  of  the  Ninety-five  Theses  on  the  door  of  the  Castle  Church,  by  Martin 
Luther,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  1517,  was  an  event  of  such  mag¬ 
nitude  and  of  such  importance  to  the  Christian  Church  as  to  deserve  per¬ 
petual  commemoration;  and, 

Wherea,s,  The  Lutheran  Church  has  heretofore  celebrated  both  Centen¬ 
nial  and  Semi-Centennial  Jubilees;  and, 

Whereas,  The  year  commencing  on  the  31st  of  October,  1867,  and  ending 
on  the  31  st  of  October,  1868,  is  the  Seventh  Semi-Centennial  year  since  the 
Reformation;  and, 

Whereas,  The  exigencies,  wants  and  interests  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  call  for  large  donations  of  money  to  meet  these  exigencies, 
supply  these  wants,  and  advance  these  interests;  therefore, 

[Re  wived,  That  the  history  of  our  beloved  Church,  from  the  time  of  her 
planting  by  the  Reformers  up  to  this  Jubilee  Year,  calls  loudly  upon  us  to 
acknowledge  with  devout  gratitude  the  Divine  goodness  which  has  been  so 
signally  displnyed  in  her  perpetuity  and  prosperity,  the  maintenance  of  her 
pure  faith,  the  development  of  her  distinctive  life  and  her  unexampled 
growth. 

Resolved,  That,  encouraged  by  the  past  and  present  of  her  history,  wc 
look  hopefully  to  her  future  triumphs,  and  especially  rejoice  in  the  indica¬ 
tions  that  this  Jubilee  year  is  to  make  a  new  era  in  her  spiritual  life  and 
benevolent  labors. 

Resolved,  That  we  call  earnestly  upon  all  the'pastors  and  churches  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  General  Synod  to  celebrate  this  our  Jubilee  with  thanks¬ 
giving  to  God  and  renewed  consecration  to  Christ  and  his  Church,  and,  as  a 
substantial  expression  of  their  gratitude,  to  contribute  largely  of  their 
means  to  the  Jubilee  offerings  for  the  treasury  of  the  Lord.] 

Resolved,  That  the  historic  Church  year  now  passing  be  celebrated  by  all 
the  churches  of  the  General  Synod  as  a  Jubilee  unto  the  Lord,  and  that  it  be 
characterized  by  religious  offerings,  commensurate  with  the  ability  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  and  the  demands  made  upon  them  as  the  stewards 
of  the  Lord. 

Resolved,  That  to  secure  the  important  ends  designed  to  be  attained,  we 
recommend  the  following  plan,  viz.: 

1st.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  be  authorized  to  have  pre¬ 
pared  and  printed -  cards  in  the  following  form,  and  that  these  cards 

be  sent  to  each  pastor  connected  with  us  in  such  numbers  as  may  be  ordered: 

I,  A.  lb,  agree  to  give,  as  a  Jubilee  Offering,  the  following  sums,  as  an- 
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nexed,  for  the  purpose  designated.  (Here  follows  a  list  of  all  our  Benevolent 
Societies  and  the  names  of  our  Institutions: 

Foreign  and  Home  Missions — General  Synod  Fund,  District  Synod  Fund, 
Particular  Missions. 

Education — Parent  Education  Society,  District  Synod  Fund,  Individual. 

Church  Extension. 

Publication  Society. 

Theological  Seminaries — Hartwick,  Gettysburg,  Wittenberg,  Selinsgrove. 

Colleges — Pennsylvania,  Wittenberg,  Missionary  Institute,  Mendota. 

Orphans’  Home. 

General  Benevolence.) 

2d.  That  this  Synod  recommend  that  the  pastor  of  each  charge  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  General  Synod,  sometime  during  the  present  Jubilee  year,  pre¬ 
sent  to  each  of  his  congregations  the  special  work  of  the  several  Benevolent 
Societies  connected  with  the  General  Synod  ;  and  that  after  such  presentation 
a  Jubilee  Offering  be  solicited  for  the  support  of  these  Societies,  and  for  the 
support  and  endowment  of  the  Theological  and  Literary  Institutions  of  the 
Church  ;  for  which  purpose  the  pastor,  or  one  of  the  church  council,  be  request¬ 
ed  to  hand  to  each  member  of  the  church,  and  to  such  other  persons  as  he 
may  think  willing  to  contribute  to  these  objects,  one  of  the  published  cards, 
with  a  request  to  till  the  blanks  with  such  sums  as  lie  or  she  may  be  willing 
to  contribute,  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible,  and  return  the  same  to  the 
pastor  with  his  or  her  signature;  and  that  the  pastors  be  requested  to  collect 
these  amounts  and  send  them  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  treasurers  of  the  se¬ 
veral  Societies  and  Boards  for  which  the  money  has  been  contributed. 

3d.  That  the  subscriptions  be  continued  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Synod,  and  that  at  that  meeting  each  Synod  be  requested  to  make  a  full 
report  of  all  its  Jubilee  offerings.

the  whole  Church. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  General  Synod  stood 
adjourned,  to  meet  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  at  9  o’clock, 
A.  M.,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1869.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


Tuesday,  May  12th,  1868. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  assembled  in  the  First  English 
Lutheran  Church,  at  HarrisbuTg,  on  the  afternoon  of  the  12th 
of  May,  1868. 

The  President  of  the  Society,  Rev.  Dr.  F.  W.  Conrad,  called 
the  meeting  to  order.  After  the  singing  of  a  missionary  hymn 
the  assembly  was  led  in  prayer  by  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Scholl. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Dr.  M.  L.  Stoever,  Rev.  Dr.  H. 
N.  Pohlman  and  Rev.  M.  Officer,  was  appointed  to  nominate 
officers.  Their  report,  presented  and  adopted  at  a  subsequent 
stage  of  the  proceedings,  is  as  follows  :

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE, 


The  Executive  Committee,  through  Rev.  Dr.  L.  E.  Albert, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  presented  their  report  as  follows  : 

Fourteenth  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  respectfully 
begs  leave  to  present  the  following  report : 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Society,  passed  at  Fort  Wayne,  Indi¬ 
ana,  the  Executive  Committee,  immediately  on  entering  upon  its  duties, 
sought  to  reinforce  our  mission  stations  in  India  and  Africa.  To  this  end 
an  appeal  was  addressed  to  the  Church  by  the  Rev.  E.  Green wald  D.  D., 
President  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  was  followed  by  others  drawn 
up  by  the  Coresponding  Secretary.  While  these  appeals  were  not  altogether 
useless,  still  they  effected  nothing  as  regards  the  obtainment  of  missionaries. 
But  few  applications  were  made  for  employment  by  the  Society,  and  such 
were  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  most  of  these  applications,  that 
the  Executive  Committee  felt  itself  unable  conscientiously  to  grant  them.  As 
no  applications,  especially,  were  received  from  any  in  this  country  to  re-in¬ 
force  our  solitary  missionary  in  India,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  in¬ 
structed  to  enter  into  a  correspondence  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gronning,  in  Ger¬ 
many,  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  his  aid,  for  the  obtainment  of  men  for  our 
mission  stations  in  India,  from  the  Mission  Institutes  in  his  own  country. 
As  Bro.  Gronning  felt  himself  unable  for  the  present,  on  account  of  ill 
health,  to  return  to  India,  though  urged  by  the  Committee  if  possible  to  do 
so,  he  gladly  offered  his  assistance  to  reinforce  our  mission  stations  in  the 
way  indicated  by  the  Committee.  After  considerable  effort  and  trouble,  Bro. 
Gronning  announced  to  the  Committee,  that  he  had  finally  secured  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  two  excellent  young  men  for  our  mission  work,  and  requested  the 
Committee  to  inform  him  what  disposition  should  be  made  of  them.  The 
Committee  would  have  had  no  difficulty  in  informing  him  about  their  disposi¬ 
tion,  had  affairs  remained  in  the  Church  in  this  country  as  they  were  when 
your  Committee  received  its  appointment.  Then  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania, 
especially,  co-operated  heartily  with  this  Society  in  the  Foreign  Mission 
work,  and  sustained  by  its  own  funds  a  missionary  in  India. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  “  General  Council,”  however,  this  Synod 
has  withdrawn  from  all  active  co-operation  with  the  Society.  In  fact  every 
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Synod,  in  which  the  Germanic  influence  largely  predominated,  that  had 
once  co-operated  with  the  Society  pursued  a  similar  course,  leaving  the 
Society  to  be  sustained  alone  by  the  friends  of  the  General  Synod.  These 
things  having  occurred  practically  about  the  time  when  Bro.  Grbnning’s 
efforts  to  obtain  missionaries  were  crowned  with  success,  the  Committee  was 
compelled  to  inform  Bro.  Gronning  of  its  unwillingness  for  the  present,  to 
employ  these  men,  and  the  uncertainty  that  hung  over  their  employment  in 
the  future. 

In  communicating  this  action  of  the  Committee  to  Bro.  Gronning  the  fol¬ 
lowing  language  was  employed.  “  The  Committee  sought  to  reinforce  our 
mission  stations  in  India,  on  the  supposition  that  the  promised  aid  from  the 
Synod  of  Pennsylvania  would  be  forthcoming  when  needed,  and  that  her  in¬ 
terest  in  German  missionaries  would  be  continued.  It  was  this  Synod  that 
urged  us,  through  one  of  her  executive  officers,  to  entreat  you  to  seek  out  for 
us  worthy  young  men  in  Germany,  giving  as  an  argument  for  speedy  action 
that  the  Germans  in  this  country  would  feel  a  deeper  interest  in  the  cause 
of  missions  in  India  if  such  men  were  obtained  and  recommended  by  you. 
But  now  this  Synod  is  in  the  dark  as  to  its  future  missionary  operations,  so 
that  we  know  not  what  to  do.  As  yet,  we  cannot  tell  whether  it  will  co¬ 
operate,  in  any  ivay,  with  us  or  not.  If  it  will,  then  our  path  will  be  made 
plain  before  us  :  if  it  will  not,  then  we  fear  that  your  anxiety  on  our  account 
will  all  have  been  in  vain.”  This  action  of  the  Committee  was  communicated 
to  Bro.  Gronning  in  the  month  of  October,  1867.  Since  then,  the  Committee 
has  heard  nothing  further,  either  from  Bro.  Gronning,  or  the  Synod  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  The  Committee  trust  that  its  course  in  regard  to  this  matter  will 
be  sanctioned  by  the  Society,  since  it  took  it  for  granted,  that  if  the  General 
Synod  alone  is  to  support  our  missions  in  India,  then  it  would  prefer  men 
representing  its  spirit  and  its  stand-point,  and  in  whom  the  Churches  of  the 
General  Synod  will  have  confidence. 

As  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  however,  still  desires  to  continue  its  Foreign 
Mission  work,  but  under  other  auspices,  your  Committee  would  suggest  the 
offering,  upon  the  part  of  this  Society,  of  the  Rajahmundry  or  Samulcotta 
Mission  to  that  Synod.  Thus  these  stations  would  be  saved,  and  our  foreign 
mission  work  carried  on  more  effectively. 

From  the  statements  which  have  been  made  the  Society  will  perceive  that 
our  efforts  to  reinforce  Bro.  Unangst,  in  India,  have  thus  far  been  fruitless. 
No  doubt,  the  recent  division  in  the  Church,  together  with  the  distraction 
necessarily  attending  it,  has  been  the  great  cause  of  our  failure.  Still,  it 
cannot  be  concealed,  that  independent  of  all  this,  the  interest  in  our  Foreign 
Mission  work  of  late  years,  has  been  greatly  on  the  wane.  This  is  seen  and 
felt  everywhere.  Surely,  we  have  left  our  first  love,  and  it  becomes  us  to 
humble  ourselves  before  God,  quickly  to  repent,  and  to  do  our  first  works 
over. — As  India  has  thus  far  mainly  engrossed  our  thoughts,  it  may  be  well 
to  continue  our  statements  in  regard  to  it,  and  lay  before  the  Society 

THE  PRESENT  STATE  OF  THE  INDIA  MISSION. 

The  Society  has  four  mission  stations  in  India,  viz.  :  Guntur ,  Palnaud, 
Rajahmundry  and  Samulcotta;  all  of  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  our 
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faithful  missionary  Rev.  E.  Unangst.  Bro.  Unangst  is  assisted  in  his  labors 
by  Mr.  R.  E.  Cully,  who  is  Head  Master  and  Overseer  at  the  Palnaud  Sta¬ 
tion,  and  by  native  teachers,  Catechists  and  Bible  Colporteurs.  The  station 
at  which  Bro.  Unangst  resides  is  Guntur,  which  is  about  115  miles  from  Ra- 
jahmundry,  and  155  from  Samulcotta.  The  statistics  of  the  Guntur  station 
are  as  follows :

While  these  figures  present  a  very  encouraging  view  of  our  mission-work 
in  India,  still  the  fact  cannot  and  ought  not  to  be  overlooked,  that  it  is  utterly 
impossible  for  one  missionary,  however  devoted  to  his  work,  properly  to  pro¬ 
tect  and  promote  the  interest  of  these  mission-stations.  It  is  indeed  a  cause 
for  praise  and  gratitude  to  God,  that  the  life  of  our  faithful  missionary  in 
India,  during  the  past  two  years,  has  been  so  graciously  spared,  that  his 
health  has  been  of  such  a  chai'acter  that  he  has  been  enabled  almost  unre- 
mittedly  to  pwosecute  his  labors,  and  that  amid  so  much  to  depress  him  he 
has  patiently  toiled  on,  and  has  not  toiled  in  vain.  Realizing  fully  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  resting  upon  us,  he  has  sought  diligently  to  meet  it,  praying  ar¬ 
dently  and  looking  anxiously  for  the  time  when  reinforcements  should  ar¬ 
rive,  to  cheer  him  by  their  presence  and  their  assistance,  and  gather  with 
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him  the  precious  sheaves,  already  ripe  for  the  harvest.  May  the  Church 
compassionate  both  for  him  and  our  mission-stations,  and  pray  and  seek  with 
all  earnestness,  an  increase  of  our  missionary  force  in  India  ! 

A  few  extracts  from  letters  recently  received  from  India  may  not  be  unin¬ 
teresting,  showing  as  they  do,  the  spirit  and  the  hopes  of  our  missionary 
and  his  principal  assistant.  Says  Bro.  Unangst  in  a  letter  to  us,  dated  Gun¬ 
tur,  February  22d,  1868,  “  I  have  much  pleasure  in  sending  you  the  en¬ 
closed  extracts  from  Mr.  Cully’s  reports.  The  number  of  new  inquirers 
(adults)  is  close  on  100,  representing  nearly  30  families  not  included  in  my 
last  statistical  report.  You  will  thus  perceive,  by  comparing  the  figures, 
that  we  have  considerably  over  200  adult  inquirers.  If  we  add  the  number 
of  children  belonging  to  these  persons,  we  have  upwards  of  375  candidates 
for  the  holy  ordinance  of  baptism.  This  we  consider  a  most  favorable  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  progress  the  good  work  is  making  here  ;  and  we  feel  truly 
thankful  that  the  Lord  is  thus  adding  His  blessing  to  our  humble  efforts  to 
turn  the  heathen  from  their  idols  to  serve  the  living  and  true  God.  We  are 
anxiously  expecting  a  letter  from  you,  to  announce  the  glad  news  that  new 
missionaries  are  preparing  to  join  us  soon.  You  can  hardly  imagine  the 
importance  and  urgent  necessity  of  an  adequate  reinforcement,  to  occupy 
the  vacant  stations  and  to  relieve  us.  The  new  inquirers  above  referred  to 
and  many  others  scattered  over  our  field  who  are  yet  hesitating  to  declare 
their  faith  openly  before  the  world,  appeal  to  you  for  the  bread  of  life,  which, 
broken  to  them  more  frequently,  would  doubtless  give  more  grace  and  conso¬ 
lation  to  the  steadfast,  and  more  courage  and  decision  to  the  wavering,  to 
take  a  firm  stand  on  the  Lord’s  side.” 

The  extracts  from  Mr.  Cully’s  report  are  as  follows  : — “You  will,  I  am  sure, 
rejoice  to  learn  that  the  people  at  Garlapadu  have  at  length  come  forward 
and  openly  declared  their  desire  to  embrace  Christianity.  Not  only  in  their 
own  village  did  they  make  this  declaration,  but  they  came  over  to  Pillutla, 
and  there,  in  the  presence  of  Christian  witnesses,  professed  their  determina¬ 
tion  to  join  us.  I  am  unable  to  express  the  great  pleasure  we  all  then  felt, 
to  find  so  many  renouncing  idolatry,  and  joining  themselves  to  the  Lord’s 
people.  We  humbly  and  earnestly  entreated  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  He 
would  look  down  mercifully  on  those  that  were  bowing  before  him  for  the 
first  time,  and  help  them  to  believe  in  their  hearts  that  Jesus  Christ  ‘  came 
into  the  world  to  save  sinners.’  ” — “  The  number  of  families  in  all  is  fifteen 
(15),  including  forty-nine  adults,  (49),  and  twenty-one  (21)  children.  The 
principal  one  among  them  is  an  old  man,  who  though  blind  is  still  able  to 
exercise  a  good  degree  of  influence  among  his  class.  His  well  known  integ¬ 
rity  and  his  wisdom  cause  the  others  to  look  to  him  for  counsel.”  Concern¬ 
ing  a  number  of  other  new  inquirers,  Mr.  Cully  says: 

“The  Madinapadu  inquirers  have  agreed,  much  more  readily  than  those  of 
Garlapadu,  to  build  their  own  school-house.  In  their  desire,  too,  to  follow 
the  truth,  they  may  be  said  to  be  equally  in  earnest;  and,  though  no  teacher 
has  been  hitherto  sent  them,  they  have  not  only  abandoned  idolatry,  but  also, 
so  far  as  they  have  learned,  they  endeavor  to  act  as  Christians  in  observing  the 
Sabbath  and  abstaining  from  eating  carrion;  and  attending  to  prayer  meet- 
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ings,  &c.  There  are  at  present  about  fourteen  (14)  families  that  have  em¬ 
braced  the  Christian  religion  at  this  village.  •  If  there  were  a  school  here, 
about  twenty  (20)  pupils  would  attend.” 

Surely  all  this  but  deepens  the  conviction  of  the  importance  of  redoubling 
our  efforts  to  sustain  our  mission-work  in  India,  and  especially  to  send  a  re¬ 
inforcement  of  missionaries  to  occupy  the  field  where  some  who  are  now 
among  the  sainted  dead  once  labored. 

We  come  now  to  the  consideration  of 

OUR  MISSION  FIELD  IN  AFRICA. 

Your  Committee  having  been  informed  at  its  first  business  meeting  at 
Easton  that  the  rapidly  failing  health  of  the  Rev.  J.  Kistler,  then  your  mis¬ 
sionary  in  Africa,  made  it  imperatively  necessary  to  obtain  as  speedily  as 
possible  an  assistant  missionary,  entered  at  once  into  a  correspondence  with 
the  Rev.  Henry  Ileigerd,  urging  him  to  return  to  the  Muhlenberg  Mission. 
After  a  long  correspondence  with  Rev.  Mr.  Ileigerd,  in  which  he  gave  the 
Committee  some  legitimate  expectation  of  becoming  again  your  missionary, 
he  suddenly  and  finally  declined  the  appointment  so  urgently  pressed  upon 
him.  Your  Committee  then  addressed  itself  anew  to  the  task  of  securing  a 
suitable  person  for  this  Mission  ;  and,  as  an  inducement  to  enter  upon  the 
work  there,  signified  its  willingness  to  accept  of  the  services  of  men  as  mis¬ 
sionaries  for  the  limited  space  of  three  or  four  years.  While  several  appli¬ 
cations  were  afterwards  received,  soliciting  the  appointment  of  missionary 
to  this  important  field,  your  Committee  is  nevertheless  constrained  to  report 
that  no  such  appointment  as  yet  has  been  successfully  made.  The  cause  of 
this  failure  may  be  thus  briefly  expressed :  unwillingness  upon  the  part  of 
the  Committee  to  send  those  who  were  tvilling  to  go,  and  unwillingness, 
finally,  upon  the  part  of  those  whom  the  Committee  was  willing  to  send. 
Our  failure  to  secure  a  missionary  is  deeply  to  be  regretted,  especially  in  view 
of  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  at  the  Mission  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Society.  Some  time  in  the  month  of  September,  1860,  the  Mission  sus¬ 
tained  a  great  loss,  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Kistler,  the  estimable  and  beloved 
wife  of  our  missionary,  the  Rev.  J.  Kistler.  This  was  followed  soon  after 
by  the  departure  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kistler  from  Africa,  and  his  return  to  this 
country  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  April,  1867.  The  return  of  Mr. 
Kistler  was  mainly  owing  to  the  poor  condition  of  his  health,  and  was  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  Committee. 

Since  then  the  Muhlenberg  Mission  has  been  practically  without  a  proper 
influential  head.  The  only  arrangement  which  it  was  possible  for  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Kistler  to  make  for  its  welfare,  until  the  arrival  of  another  missionary, 
was  the  obtainment  of  the  services  of  a  lay-brother  at  Monrovia,  who  pro¬ 
mised  to  watch  over  the  Mission  and  regulate  its  affairs  to  the  best  of  his 
ability. 

This  gentleman,  by  name  David  Kelly,  is  represented  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kistler  as  a  most  excellent  and  trustworthy  brother.  From  letters  recently 
received  from  him  we  believe  that  the  Mission  is  conducted  as  well  as  it  can 
be  under  the  circumstances.  It  must,  however,  eventually  suffer  unless  steps 
are  speedily  taken  to  have  it  at  once  supplied  with  an  active  resident  mis¬ 
sionary. 
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As  Mr.  Kelly  lias  given  much  of  his  time  and  labor  to  the  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Mission,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  since  the  return  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Kistler  to  this  country,  it  remains  for  the  Society  to  determine 
what  compensation  he  should  receive  and  also  whether  it  would  not  be  de¬ 
sirable  to  secure,  for  the  time  being ,  his  undivided  attention  to  the  interests 
of  the  Mission. 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  some  definite  plan  of  action  will  be  devised 
by  the  Society  in  regard  to  the  future  management  and  support  of  the  Muh- 
lenburg  Mission.  In  view  of  the  extreme  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable 
men  for  Africa,  the  inquiry  is  undoubtedly  forced  upon  us,  whether  it  can 
be  sustained  by  us  hereafter,  and  if  so,  whether  a  different  course  must  not 
be  followed  than  that  which  has  heretofore  been  pursued.  One  plan  has 
suggested  itself  to  the  Committee,  which  eventually  may  obviate  the  diffi¬ 
culty  to  which  we  have  alluded;  and  that  is,  the  bringing  over  to  this  country 
some  of  the  most  promising  young  men  at  our  Mission  in  Africa,  to  be  edu¬ 
cated  here  for  the  missionary  work  in  their  own  country.  Some  of  these 
young  men  are  extremely  anxious  to  be  qualified  to  become  missionaries,  and 
earnestly  entreat  the  Committee  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  educate 
themselves  as  such  in  this  country.  Gladly  will  the  Committee  send  for  these 
young  men  if  authorized  by  the  Society  to  do  so. 

The  Muhlenberg  Mission  has  certainly  great  claims  upon  us  for  its  con¬ 
tinuance.  Its  foundations  have  been  well  laid.  Its  praise  has  been  chanted 
by  other  churches.  It  has  been  doing  a  good  work  among  the  heathen.  It. 
has  frequently  been  visited  by  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit.  The  seed  that 
has  been  sown  in  tears  and  prayers  is  at  last  yielding  its  fruit.  Those  who 
were  once  children  in  years  have  now  become  men  and  women,  imbued  with 
the  Christian  faith,  and  willing  to  work  for  Jesus.  The  Lord  grant  us 
wisdom,  that  we  may  act  wisely  and  well  in  regard  to  this  Mission  ! 

EXPENDITURES. 

A  word  now  in  regard  to  our  expenditures.  These,  during  the  past  two 
years,  have  been  very  heavy.  This  has  not  been  owing  to  any  thoughtless¬ 
ness  or  extravagance  upon  the  part  of  the  Executive  Committee,  but  from 
the  force  of  circumstances.  The  circumstances  which  involved  expense  were 
mainly  these  :  the  return  to  this  country  of  Mrs.  Mary  J.  Long — the  widow 
of  our  deceased  and  lamented  missionary,  Rev.  Adam  Long, — the  liquidation 
of  our  entire  indebtedness  to  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Gronning  and  the  Rev.  J.  Kist¬ 
ler,  and  the  high  rates  of  exchange  between  this  country  and  India. 

Mrs.  Mary  J.  Long  and  her  two  children  arrived  in  this  country  on  the 
4th  of  May,  1867.  The  Committee  defrayed  their  travelling  expenses,  from 
the  time  of  departure  from  India  until  her  arrival  at  her  father’s  home  in 
Ohio.  The  Committee  also  settled  the  claims  which  her  deceased  husband 
had  against  the  Society,  and  likewise  allowed  her  some  compensation  over 
and  above  what  was  strictly  coming  to  her.  Had  our  ability  been  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  our  will  the  amount  of  this  compensation  would  have  been  largely 
increased. 

Two  items  of  business  in  connection  with  this  entire  matter  will  demand 
your  attention.  First,  whether  the  outfit  of  a  returning  missionary,  or  mis- 
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sionary’s  wife,  should  be  paid  by  the  Society;  and,  Secondly,  whether  the 
Society  is  morally  bound  to  make  provision  for  the  support  and  education  of 
a  deceased  missionary's  children. 

Mrs.  Mary  J.  Long  desired  the  Committee  to  act  affirmatively  upon  both 
of  these  questions;  but  the  Committee,  not  being  willing  to  assume  such 
weighty  responsibility,  postponed  the  decision  of  the  same  to  this  meeting  of 
the  Society.  The  Committee  trust  that  these  questions  will  be  thoroughly 
discussed,  and  that  such  conclusions  will  be  reached  as  shall  meet  with  God’s 
approval  and  blessing,  and  be  just  to  those  who  are  particularly  interested  in 
them. 

As  above  stated,  the  Committee  also  liquidated  the  entire  indebtedness  of 
the  Society  to  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Gronning  and  the  Rev.  J.  Kistler.  Although 
these  brethren  are  no  longer  in  your  employment,  yet  the  former  wishes  to 
know  whether  his  salary  will  not  be  continued  for  the  present  year;  while  the 
latter  has  intimated  that  in  his  present  feeble  condition  some  further  pro¬ 
vision  for  his  support  would  not  only  be  just  but  also  very  acceptable.  It 
remains  for  the  Society  to  determine  what  action  it  shall  take  in  regard  to 
these  brethren. 

When,  in  connection  with  the  above  facts,  we  take  into  consideration  also 
the  high  rates  of  exchange,  it  can  easily  be  seen  that  the  expenditures  in¬ 
curred  during  the  past  two  years  must  be  more  than  ordinarily  heavy.  What 
they  were  will  be  heard  when  the  Treasurer’s  Account  is  rendered. 

CONCLUSION. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  and  are  hereby  requested  to 
consult  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  with 
reference  to  the  publication  of  a  monthly  pamphlet,  devoted  to  missionary 
intelligence  and  the  cause  of  missions  in  our  Church. 

We  would  only  say  in  regard  to  this  resolution  that  it  was  not  deemed  ex¬ 
pedient  by  either  Committee  to  enter  upon  the  publication  of  such  a  journal. 
Having  thus  given,  in  as  brief  a  space  as  possible,  all  the  needful  information 
in  regard  to  our  action  as  a  Committee,  together  with  the  wants  and  the  pre¬ 
sent  condition  of  our  Mission  Stations,  we  close  this  report  with  the  hope 
that  our  management  of  your  affairs  will  meet  with  your  approbation,  and 
that  a  deeper  interest  will  be  awakened  in  the  great  work  which  we  have 
been  seeking  to  promote.  The  old  command  is  still  new:  “Go  ye  and  disci¬ 
ple  all  nations .”  The  field  is  still  the  world.  The  injunction  is  still  the 
same  :  “Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine  inheritance, 
and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession.”  The  prayer  is  still 
to  be  offered:  “  Thy  kingdom  come,  thy  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in 
heaven.”

In  reference  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee  to  transfer 
the  Rajahmundry  or  Samulcotta  Mission  to  the  Synod  of  Penn¬

Resolved ,  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  over  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  the  money  paid  into 
our  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  mission  in  China, 
as  soon  as  it  shall  be  needed  for  that  purpose. 

INDIA  MISSION  TO  BE  REINFORCED, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to 
reinforce  the  Mission  in  India,  at  the  earliest  moment  possi¬ 
ble. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  MUHLENBERG  MISSION, 

Resolved ,  That  the  question  as  to  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Kelly  as  temporary  Superintendent  of  the  Muhlenburg  Mission 
be  left  to  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 

CONCERNING  MRS.  LONG. 

Resolved ,  That  the  case  of  Mrs.  Long  be  placed  entirely  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Committee. 

AS  TO  EDUCATING  AFRICANS  AS  MISSIONARIES, 

Resolved ,  That  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to  bring  young  natives 
of  Africa  to  this  country  to  be  educated  for  the  missionary 
work. 

CONCERNING  REV,  MR.  GRONNING, 

Resolved ,  That  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gronning  be  not 
complied  with,  inasmuch  as  he  is  no  longer  connected  in  any 
manner  with  this  Society,  and  was  compensated  in  full  for  ser¬ 
vices  rendered. 

ON  EDUCATING  ALBERT  BRIDGES,

PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


Friday,  May  8th,  1868. 

The  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod  met  in 
the  First  Lutheran  Church  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  at  3  o’clock,  May 
8th,  1868.  Rev.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.D.,  the  president,  occu¬ 
pying  the  chair.  In  the  absence  of  Rev.  J.  H.  Heck,  Rev.  W. 
M.  Baum,  D.D.,  was  appointed  Recording  Secretary  pro  tern. 
The  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  IT.  Ziegler, 
D.  D. 

On  motion,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  convention  of  the  Society 
were  omitted.  The  Constitution  was  read.  The  roll  of  the 
Synods  co-operating  with  the  Society  was  also  read,  and,  on 
motion,  the  Synods  of  Iowa,  Northern,  Illinois,  and  of  Central 
Illinois,  were  admitted  to  membership. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE, 

The  Executive  Committee  presented  the  following  report: 

Tenth  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Home 
Missionary  Society. 

With  devout  thankfulness  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  his  con¬ 
tinued  presence  and  manifest  blessing  upon  their  labors  in  his  name,  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  submit  respectfully  the  following  report  of  their  work  for 
the  past  two  years  : 

I.  CHANGES  IN  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  following  changes  in  the  composition  of  the  Executive  Committee  were 
made  during  the  past  two  years. 

1.  Rev.  H.  Bishop  having  removed  from  Baltimore,  Rev.  C.  A.  Stork  was 
appointed  to  fill  his  post  in  the  committee,  and  on  the  17th  of  July,  1866,  elected 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

2.  Rev.  Dr.  Morris  having  resigned  his  post  as  member  of  the  committee, 
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Key.  Dr.  McCron  was  chosen  in  his  place,  and  on  the  1st  of  April,  1867, 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

3.  On  February  10th,  1868,  the  peculiar  work  for  which  Kev.  M.  Officer 
had  been  appointed,  viz.,  the  exploring  of  mission  fields,  securing  mission¬ 
aries,  and  obtaining  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Synods,  being,  in  his  own 
judgment  and  that  of  the  Committee,  for  the  time  completed,  his  resignation 
was  tendered  and  accepted,  and  his  appointment  made  out  as  missionary  to 
Van  Wert,  Ohio. 


II.  WORK  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

From  the  necessities  of  the  Church,  a  two-fold  work  has  been  imposed  upon 
the  Committee,  viz.  :  1.  The  founding  of  missions;  and,  2.  The  completing 

and  sustaining  of  the  organization  of  the  Society  itself  as  a  basis  from  which 
to  work.  Accordingly  the  Committee  and  their  agent,  the  General  Superin¬ 
tendent,  have  been  engaged  in  exploring  the  field,  securing  and  sustaining 
competent  missionaries,  and  at  the  same  time  persuading  the  several  Synods 
to  co-operate,  securing  their  pledges  and  actual  assumption  of  the  several 
fields  as  they  have  been  explored,  and  as  a  missionary  has  been  secured,  and 
the  nucleus  of  a  church  organization  been  gathered.  In  this  work  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Superintendent,  Rev.  M.  Officer,  has  been  eminently  diligent  and  suc¬ 
cessful.  He  has  explored  the  field  in  person,  selected  the  sites  of  the  various 
missions,  secured  the  missionaries,  in  many  cases  effected  in  person  the  first 
organizations,  and  visited  and  secured  the  pledges  of  the  various  District 
Synods  to  the  several  fields.  The  work  of  the  Committee,  in  conjunction 
with  their  faithful  Superintendent,  has  been  almost  entirely  merely  advisory. 

As  the  fruits  of  these  labors  and  plans,  the  Committee  would  report  the 
following  results : 

1.  Synods  in  co-operation  with  the  Society. 

The  following  Synods  have  been  in  active  co-operation  with  the  Society 
during  the  past  two  years,  viz.:  Synod  of  Maryland,  West  Pennsylvania, 
East  Pennsylvania,  Miami,  East  Ohio,  Wittenberg,  0.,  Olive  Branch,  Ind., 
Pittsburg,  Central  Pennsylvania,  Northern  Indiana,  New  Jersey,  New  York 
Synod,  Susquehanna.  The  Iowa  Synod,  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois,  and 
Central  Illinois,  propose  connection,  though  they  have  not  as  yet  been  in  active 
co-operation.  There  are,  then,  sixteen  of  the  twenty-one  Synods  which  are 
in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  now  connected  with  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  majority  of  these  the  General  Superintendent  visited,  and  induced  to 
become  responsible  for  the  support  of  particular  mission  fields,  thus  giving  a 
new  reliability  to  the  operation  of  the  Society,  and  not  leaving  our  Missions 
and  Missionaries  dependent  on  the  uncertain  contributions  of  a  tardy  church 
at  large. 

2.  Amount  of  Funds  received  for  the  past  two  years  to  date:

The  receipts  of  the  preceding  term  of  two  years  were  $5,700.93,  showing 
an  excess  during  the  past  term  of  two  years  of  $2,526.84.  We  see  from  this 
that  the  lamentable  schism  in  the  Church  which  took  place  at  Fort  Wayne, 
has  not  resulted  in  any  diminution,  but  rather  in  an  increase  of  activity  in 
the  missionary  operations  of  the  General  Synod.  It  was  not  the  strength, 
but  the  weakness  of  the  Church  that  separated  from  us. 

3.  Mission  Stations  and  Missionaries. 

The  number  of  missionaries  supported  during  the  past  two  years  has  been 
twenty-one.  Of  these,  ten  have  either  withdrawn  from  the  Society’s  funds, 
being  supported  entirely  by  their  own  people,  or  else  have  taken  other 
charges,  a  very  few  of  the  missions  having  been  discontinued  as  hopeless. 
The  missionaries  now  on  the  funds  are  eleven.  The  number  is  small,  but 
the  fields  they  occupy  are  of  greater  relative  importance  than  any  equal  num¬ 
ber  that  have  ever  been  filled  by  the  Society’s  exertions  before.  Such  mis¬ 
sions  as  those  at  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Topeka,  Wheeling,  Des  Moines, 
Tipton,  Mo.,  are  worth,  as  regards  prospective  usefulness,  and  as  centres  of 
future  influence,  a  score  of  the  petty  points  on  which  so  much  labor  and 
money  has  in  time  past  been  expended.

Immediately  after  the  last  session  of  the  Society,  and  the  reception  of  the 
last  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  nine  Missionaries  of  the  Minne¬ 
sota  Synod,  formerly  supported  by  the  General  Synod  Society,  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  funds  of  the  Old  Pennsylvania  Synod. 
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4.  Statistics  of  Churches  receiving  Missionary  aid. 

Number  received  by  Baptism  and  Confirmation,  207.  Number  received  by 
Certificate,  251.  Number  of  Communicants,  1,579.  Sunday-schools,  24. 
Sunday-school  scholars,  2,035.  Number  of  churches  built,  2.  The  church 
at  Des  Moines  is  building  now.  The  Church  at  Wheeling  has  purchased  a 
lot,  and  proposes  soon  to  build.  At  Lawrence,  Kansas,  a  church  lot  has  been 
bought  and  paid  for.  At  Van  Wert,  $4,000  have  been  raised  by  the  exertion 
of  Rev.  M.  Officer,  the  Missionary  there,  to  build  a  church.  The  Church  at 
Mt.  Vernon,  O.,  has  paid  $1,800  on  a  lot  and  church  building,  and  has  the 
rest  provided  for.  At  Bardstown,  Ky.,  the  Church  has  purchased  a  par¬ 
sonage. 

These  figures,  however,  do  by  no  means  express  the  progress  made  in  the 
Home  Mission  work,  and  in  the  furtherance  of  Lutheranism  by  the  labors  of 
the  past  two  years.  In  that  time  the  great  States  of  Missouri  and  Kansas, 
teeming  with  a  population  of  Lutheran  descent  and  attachments,  has  been 
opened  up  to  the  Society,  and  fine  points  of  central  and  growing  influence 
secured.  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Topeka,  Tipton,  and  Lawrence,  are  mis¬ 
sions  of  no  ordinary  interest.  The  work  at  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  and  To¬ 
peka,  already  is  fairly  progressing.  Nor  are  these  places  important  simply 
in  view  of  their  own  strength.  They  must  become  centres  from  which  influ¬ 
ences  will  radiate  to  all  the  rest  of  the  State.  They  promise  to  become  mo¬ 
ther  churches  to  a  large  and  wide-spread  Lutheranism  through  the  valley  of 
the  Mission. 


III.  NEEDS  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

In  addition  to  the  support  necessary  to  sustain  and  fully  establish  speedily 
these  important  posts,  the  Committee  would  present  the  following  urgent 
cases : 

Lawrence,  Kansas,  a  growing  and  flourishing  city  now  supplied  with  oc¬ 
casional  preaching  by  the  Missionary  at  Topeka,  demands  a  Missionary  to 
itself.  It  is  useless,  however,  to  send  a  man  there,  however  well  supported, 
unless  aid  is  also  furnished  for  the  erection  of  some  sort  of  church  edifice. 

Atchison,  Ks.,  also  needs  a  man.  At  Newton,  Jasper  Co.,  Iowa,  there  is 
urgent  necessity  that  a  Missionary  be  immediately  sent.  Support  for  a  trav¬ 
elling  Missionary,  for  at  least  six  months  in  the  year,  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Pittsburg  Synod,  is  earnestly  desired.  These  wants  are  immediate,  and 
growing  directly  out  of  the  limited  scale  on  which  the  Society  is  now  work¬ 
ing.  They  are  wants  within  the  small  field  that  the  Committee  have  felt  au¬ 
thorized  to  occupy.  If  we  look  beyond  the  scope  of  our  present  operations, 
and  propose  to  undertake  the  large  fields  in  Iowa,  Illinois,  and  among  the 
great  German  population  within  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod,  then  our 
needs  are  multiplied  tenfold.  It  is  useless,  however,  to  look  abroad  for  other 
fields,  unless  the  Church  is  aroused  to  a  much  deeper  sense  of  her  responsi¬ 
bility  in  this  matter  of  Home  Missions.  It  has  been  only  by  the  most  strenu¬ 
ous  toil  on  the  part  of  the  General  Superintendent,  as  he  has  journeyed  from 
Synod  to  Synod,  that  pledges  sutficient  have  been  secured  to  plant  on  a  fee¬ 
ble  basis,  and  meagerly  sustain,  the  above-mentioned  important  missions  in 
Missouri.  Even  now  they  are  but  feebly  equipped  for  efficient  service.  The

Church,  at  Tipton  should  have  a  church  building.  The  Church  at  St.  Louis 
should  be  aided  in  securing  a  church  edifice.  In  Lawrence,  Atchison,  To¬ 
peka,  and  Kansas  city,  our  scanty  means  have  crippled  us.  The  Committee 
might  enlarge  on  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  men  to  enter  the  missionary 
field,  the  narrowness  of  their  means,  the  sad  need  of  greater  efficiency  on  the 
part  of  the  Church  Extension  Society,  a  great  part  of  whose  work  has  fallen 
heavily  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  but  they 
forbear.  These  wants  are  all  known  to  the  Church.  They  only  urge  on  the 
District  Synods  and  the  individual  ministers  the  necessity  of  a  more  hearty, 
continuous,  and  systematic  effort  to  raise  the  means  necessary  to  plant  all  our 
missions  on  a  firm  basis,  and  to  supply  the  pressing  need  of  the  many  places 
that  call  to  us  for  help. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Committee  recommend: 

1.  That  some  plan  be  adopted  by  which,  when  a  missionary  is  sent  out  to 
these  new  and  important  fields,  he  can  be  immediately  aided  in  procuring  a 
lot,  and,  if  need  be,  in  erecting  a  place  of  worship.  The  Committee  has 
learned  by  sad  experience  that  nothing  of  worth  can  be  done  in  these  great 
centres  of  the  West  till  a  decent  church  house  has  been  secured.  A  great 
part  of  their  labor  and  perplexity  has  been  to  make  provision  for  such  wants. 
It  is  true  this  work  properly  belongs  to  the  Church  Extension  Society,  but 
the  Committee  has  been  compelled  to  enter  into  it.  They  ought  to  be  autho¬ 
rized  to  do  it  fully  and  systematically,  or  such  steps  taken  as  shall  make 
the  Church  Extension  Society  a  reliable  auxiliary  in  the  Home  Mission  work. 

2.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  removed  from  Baltimore  to  some 
point  west  of  the  Alleglianies.

Wednesday,  May  13th,  1868. 

The  Society  met  this  morning  upon  the  suspension  of  the 
business  of  the  General  Synod.  The  President  being  absent, 
on  motion  Rev.  Dr.  Pohlman,  President  of  the  General  Synod, 
was  called  to  the  chair. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  D.D., 
read  the  following  report : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report: 

That,  for  reasons  upon  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  enlarge,  comparative¬ 
ly  little  has  been  done  by  the  Executive  Committee  since  the  meeting  held 
two  years  ago  at  Fort  Wayne.  Having  no  Collecting  Agent  in  the  field,  and 
no  steps  having  been  taken  otherwise  to  increase  the  fund,  our  operations 
since  then  have  necessarily  been  restricted  to  the  funds  then  in  the  Treasu¬ 
ry.  There  have  been  received,  however,  $379.57  in  the  form  of  interest  due 
on  outstanding  obligations,  and  $170  in  payment  of  notes  that  have  come  to 
maturity.  Loans  have  been  made  during  the  interval,  amounting  in  the  ag¬ 
gregate  to  $2800.  The  expenses  during  the  two  years  have  amounted  to 
$18.50.  From  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  assets  of 
the  Society,  constituting  the  basis  of  its  operations,  amount  to  $12,361.27, 
viz. : 

Notes  due  and  unpaid,  .....  $6,162  00 

Notes  not  yet  due,  ......  4,270  00 

Cash  on  hand,  .......  1,929  27 

$12,361  27 

Notwithstanding  all  difficulties,  the  Church  Extension  Society  has  accom¬ 
plished  a  large  amount  of  good  in  our  Lutheran  Zion.  Forty-six  churches 
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have  received  pecuniary  aid,  a  number  of  which,  it  is  fair  to  presume,  would 
not  have  been  built  had  they  not  been  assisted  from  its  funds. 

As  four  of  the  seven  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  including  the 
Treasurer,  belong  to  churches  no  longer  in  connection  with  the  General  Syn¬ 
od,  the  Committee  will  require  to  be  reconstructed.  It  is  due,  indeed,  to 
these  last-named  brethren  to  state  that,  whilst  they  have  not  sent  in  any  form¬ 
al  declination,  they  do  not  expect  nor  desire  to  be  re-appointed. 

Your  Corresponding  Secretary  also  requests  to  be  relieved  of  a  further 
continuance  in  this  post.  Ever  since  the  Society’s  organization  he  has  served 
in  this  capacity.  Being  greatly  over-taxed  by  the  labors  and  duties  devolv¬ 
ed  on  him,  he  finds  it  impossible  to  bestow  on  the  interests  of  this  Society 
that  care,  supervision,  and  attention  which  their  importance  and  their  ar¬ 
duous  character  require.  To  continue  them  in  his  hands,  even  with  the  best 
intentions  on  his  part,  they  must  inevitably  suffer.  The  Society,  as  you  have 
heard,  has  a  basis  of  more  than  twelve  thousand  dollars.  With  a  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  less  encumbered  than  the  present  with  other  duties,  with¬ 
out  doubt  a  large  proportion  of  the  outstanding  dues  can  be  collected,  and 
the  fund  largely  increased  by  additional  collections.  As  the  labors  of  such  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  however,  will  prove  exceedingly  burdensome,  they 
should  not  be  asked  gratuitously.  If  he  be  a  poor  man,  especially  a  poor 
minister,  he  should  receive  some  compensation  for  his  work.  Other  denomi¬ 
nations  appoint  to  this  office,  at  adequate  salaries,  persons  who  devote  their 
entire  time  and  talents,  thus  making  Church  Extension  a  specialty  in  the 
church ;  and  to  this  fact,  no  doubt,  may  be  attributed  their  greater  success. 
If  the  Society  shall  conclude  to  make  Philadelphia  the  continued  centre  of 
operations,  the  undersigned  thinks  he  can  name  a  gentleman,  to  fill  the  office 
of  Corresponding  Secretary,  eminently  qualified  to  prosecute  its  affairs  vig¬ 
orously  and  successfully. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  however,  it  was  suggested 
that  the  removal  of  the  Society  to  some  one  of  our  Western  towns  or  cities 
might  be  advisable,  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  requested  to  offer 
this  as  a  proposition  to  the  Society,  which  he  accordingly  does.  The  Society 
will  judge  of  its  propriety  and  feasibility.  Under  the  blessed  stimulus  given 
to  all  the  operations  of  the  Church  by  this  most  spirited,  harmonious,  and 
delightful  session  of  our  General  Synod,  and  the  prospect  of  an  equally  grat¬ 
ifying  and  successful  meeting,  a  year  hence,  at  Cincinnati,  not  overlooking 
at  any  time,  of  course,  our  constant  reliance  on  the  Divine  favor,  the  Church 
Extension  Society  may  yet  realize  the  expectations  of  its  founders,  and  prove 
a  substantial  blessing  to  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 


FIRST  SESSION. 

Monday,  May  11th,  1868. 

According  to  previous  announcement,  this  Society  met  in 
the  First  Lutheran  Church  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  May  11,  1868, 
at  2  o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  President  of  the  Society,  Hon.  C.  Kugler,  called  the 
meeting  to  order. 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  Rev.  T.  Stork,  D.D. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  of  the  previous  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

REPOET  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
Rev.  E.  W.  flutter,  D.D.,  read  the  biennial  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

INITIATORY  ACTION  OF  A  MARYLAND  CONFERENCE. 

Although  a  Publication  Society  had  long  been  an  admitted  necessity  in  the 
Lutheran  Church  of  this  country,  the  first  formal  step  towards  its  organization 
was  reserved  for  the  Conference  of  Western  Maryland,  in  connection  with  the 
Maryland  Synod.  The  precise  date  of  this  action  we  have  not  been  able  to 
discover,  but  it  appears  that  a  Plan  was  submitted  to  that  Conference,  and 
that  some  progress  was  made  in  maturing  it.  This  must  have  been  during 

the  year  1852  or  1853.

SECONDED  BY  THE  SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE. 

The  next  step  in  this  direction  was  made  by  the  Susquehanna  Conference, 
then  in  connection  with  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  This  meeting  was 
held  at  Danville,  November  22,  1853,  when  a  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
adopted  to  the  effect,  that  the  gradual  Americanization  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  this  country,  and  the  consequent  rapid  spread  of  the  English  language, 
rendered  such  a  Society  an  absolute  necessity.  Among  the  reasons  offered 
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for  its  formation,  it  was  stated  that  other  denominations  were  appropriating 
and  mutilating  the  theological  literature  of  our  church.  It  was,  therefore, 
2’esolved  to  agitate  the  organization  of  a  “Church  Translation  and  Publica¬ 
tion  Society,”  with  a  view  of  having  the  best  Lutheran  works  furnished  to 
the  Church  in  English,  translated  by  its  own  members.  A  correspondence 
was  at  the  same  time  opened  with  members  of  the  Western  Maryland  Confer¬ 
ence. 

SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE  AGAIN  URGES  IT. 

The  next  movement  was  again  made  by  the  Susquehanna  Conference, 
which,  at  a  meeting,  held  January  10,  185*1,  at  Sunbury,  took  the  following 
action : 

“ Resolved ,  That  a  Society  be  organized,  to  be  called  4  The  Lutheran  Transla¬ 
tion  and  Publication  Society the  object  of  which  shall  be  to  have  translated 
and  published,  in  complete  editions,  in  the  English  language,  orthodox  Luth¬ 
eran  Theological  works,  such  as  Arndt’s  *  True  Christianity,'’  Luther’s 
works,  a  good  Lutheran  Commentary,  and  other  works  in  Practical  and  Dog¬ 
matical  Theology,  Church  History,”  & c. 

At  this  meeting  a  systematized  plan  was  agreed  on,  and  enbodied  in  a 
series  of  resolutions,  twelve  in  number. 

SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE  URGES  A  CONVENTION. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Susquehanna  Conference,  held  at  Lewisburg, 
February  27,  1854,  the  subject  was  again  brought  forward,  when  Rev. 
Messrs.  Ziegler,  Willard,  and  Born,  having  been  appointed  a  Committee  for 
that  purpose,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

“  A  Publication  Society,  such  as  is  contemplated  by  the  action  of  this 
Conference,  is  loudly  called  for  by  the  interests  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
the  United  States.  We  know,  however,  that  such  an  undertaking  will  re¬ 
quire  a  considerable  expenditure  of  funds,  and  that  it  would  be  desirable  and 
necessary  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  friendly  to  such  an  organization.  They,  therefore,  regard  the  calling 
of  a  Convention  as  the  only  plan  to  insure  success  to  the  enterprise.” 

SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE  MEMORIALIZES  THE  CHURCH. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Susquehanna  Conference  was  held  at  Milton, 
April  11,  1854,  when  the  necessity  of  a  Publication  Society  was  again  urged, 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Bittle,  Winecoff,  and  Ehrehart,  were  appointed  a  Commit¬ 
tee  to  memorialize  the  Church  in  regard  to  it,  with  the  view  of  bringing  the 
subject  before  Synods  and  congregations. 

SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE  URGES  IT  A  FIFTH  TIME. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Conference,  held  at  Selinsgrove,  June  G,  1854, 
the  above  Committee  reported  that  they  had  issued  and  circulated  such  a 
memorial  at  the  expense  of  the  Conference. 

SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE  URGES  IT  A  SIXTH  TIME. 

On  the  Gth  of  November,  1854,  the  Susquehanna  Conference,  notwith- 
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standing  the  disheartening  tardiness  of  the  Church,  in  responding  to  their 
action,  again  took  the  subject  in  hand,  and  once  more  urged  the  calling  of  a 
Convention,  to  digest  and  perfect  a  plan  of  organization. 

SUSQUEHANNA  CONFERENCE  BRINGS  IT  BEFORE  THE'  EAST  PENNSYLVANIA 

SYNOD. 

Thus  far,  we  perceive,  this  subject  has  been  confined  to  two  Conferences. 
On  the  23d  of  September,  1854,  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  met  in  Christ 
Church,  Lewisburg,  when  the  brethren  belonging  to  the  Susquehanna  Con¬ 
ference  formally  brought  the  same  before  Synod. 

THE  EAST  PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD  CALLS  A  CONVENTION. 

The  subject  was  referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  R,ev.  G.  Parson, 
Rev.  D.  H.  Bittle,  and  W.  W.  Heinen,  Esq.,  who  reported  as  follows: 

“  The  Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  plan  submitted  to  this  body, 
from  the  Susquehanna  Conference,  in  regard  to  a  Translation  and  Publication 
Society,  beg  leave  to  report : 

I.  Resolved ,  That  we  highly  approve  of  the  idea  of  circulating  our  German 
Evangelical  and  Practical  Theological  Literature  as  extensively  as  possible. 

II.  Resolved ,  That  we  consider  some  organization  necessary  and  feasible, 
by  which  the  mind  of  the  churches  can  be  more  especially  awakened  on  this 
subject. 

III.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  call  a  Convention  of  the  Church,  and  that 
a  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  be  appointed  to  select  a  place  and 
time  of  meeting,  and  make  all  other  necessary  arrangements.” 

Rev.  D.  II.  Bittle,  R,ev.  T.  Stork,  Rev.  C.  A.  Smith,  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  and 
Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  were  appointed  the  Committee,  provided  for  by  the  last 
resolution. 

A  CONVENTION  HELD  AT  GERMANTOWN— SOCIETY  ORGANIZED. 

In  pursuance  of  this  action  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  a  Convention 
was  called  and  held  in  the  Church  of  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  at  Germantown,  on 
Tuesday,  May  1,  1855.  We  have  before  us  the  official  Minutes  of  that  Con¬ 
vention,  in  which  it  is  explicitly  declared  that  it  was  convened  at  the  instance 
of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Susquehanna  Confer¬ 
ence.  It  is,  nevertheless,  due  to  history  to  state,  that  other  Synods  were  also 
represented.  A  majority  of  those  present  belonged  to  the  Pennsylvania  and 
East  Pennsylvania  Synods,  the  latter  predominating.  Rev.  Benjamin  Keller 
officiated  as  President,  and  the  writer  of  this  report  as  Secretary.  At  this 
Convention  the  present  Lutheran  Publication  Society  was  formally  organized, 
a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  adopted  and  the  necessary  machinery  set 
in  motion.  Then  and  there  it  was  likewise, 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  delegates  to  the  General  Synod,  present  in  this  Conven¬ 
tion,  be  authorized  and  requested  to  report  these  proceedings  to  that  body, 
and  request  its  concurrence  and  co-operation  in  the  same.” 

BROUGHT  BEFORE  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

This  request  was  complied  with  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  held 
at  Dayton,  Ohio,  June  14,  1855  ;  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  at  that 
meeting,  being  as  follows: 
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“ Resolved ,  That,  whilst  we  decidedly  approve  of  the  general  objects  of  the 
‘ Lutheran  Publication  and  Translation  Society ,’  recently  organized  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  this  Synod  feels  itself  unable  to  take  any  action  in  its  favor, 
which  may  be  construed  as  an  endorsement  of  its  intended  publications,  un¬ 
til  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  be  so  altered  as  to  allow  an  official  repre¬ 
sentation  in  its  Executive  Committee,  on  the  part  of  this  Synod.” 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  ELECTED. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society,  chosen  by  ballot,  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Germantown,  composed  of  Revs.  J.  C.  Baker,  J.  A.  Brown,  C.  A. 
Smith,  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  E.  W.  flutter,  C.  F.  Schaeffer,  W.  J.  Mann,  T.  Stork, 
and  J.  G.  Morris,  or  at  least  a  majority  of  them,  held  regular  meetings,  for 
some  time  afterwards,  in  the  study  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  but  subsequently 
their  place  of  meeting  was  changed  to  a  room  over  the  book  establishment  of 
Messrs.  Lindsay  &  Blakiston,  Sixth  Street,  above  Chestnut,  Philadelphia. 

LUTHERAN  HOME  JOURNAL  STARTED. 

Being  without  funds,  the  progress  of  the  Board  in  the  work  committed  to 
it  Avas  necessarily  sIoav.  Nevertheless,  at  an  early  period  of  its  organization, 
it  began  the  publication  of  the  “ Lutheran  Home  Journal ,”  which  proved  to  it 
a  losiny  business — from  no  fault  of  the  Board,  however,  but  OAving  to  the  in¬ 
sufficiency  of  the  patronage  bestoAved  on  it  by  the  Church  at  large. 

A  GENERAL  AGENT  SECURED. 

It  was  not  until  the  month  of  February,  1857,  nearly  two  years  after  the 
Convention  held  at  GermantoAvn,  that  the  Board  succeeded  in  securing  the 
service  of  a  General  and  Collecting  Agent,  and  thus  inaugurated  means  of 
supplying  itself  Avith  funds.  After  the  appointment  had  been  offered  to,  and 
declined  by,  several  brethren,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Keller,  after  much  hesita¬ 
tion  and  prayerful  deliberation,  acceded  to  the  earnest  entreaties  of  the 
Board,  resigned  the  pastorship  of  St.  James’  German  Church  in  Philadelphia, 
and  accepted  the  General  Agency.  The  zeal  and  assiduity  of  Rev.  Mr.  Kel¬ 
ler  in  prosecuting  his  work  are  too  AA’idely  known,  and  too  uni\Tersally  ac- 
knoAvledged,  to  require  commendation  here.  In  season  and  out  of  season,  in 
sunshine  and  in  storm,  did  this  venerated  father  devote  himself,  with  untiring 
self-abnegation,  to  the  difficult  task  assigned  him,  so  that  it  is  scarcely  exag¬ 
geration  to  affirm,  that  in  the  service  of  the  Board  he  literally  wore  out  the 
# 

strength  and  substance  of  the  last  years  of  his  life  on  earth.

DR.  MANN  PREPARES  A  DOCTRINAL  BASIS. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  after  the  acceptance  by  Father  Keller  of 
his  appointment  as  General  Agent,  viz. :  February  10,  1857,  Rev.W.  J.  Mann, 
D.D.,  moved  “That  the  Board  do  now  define  its  position  in  regard  to  its  doctrinal  \ 
Basis .”  After  full  discussion,  the  folloAving  preamble  and  resolutions,  pro¬ 
posed  by  that  gentleman,  A\Tere  adopted.  They  are  on  the  minutes  in  Dr. 
Mann’s  own  liand-Avriting,  and  are  in  the  folloAving  words: 

“Whereas  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication  has  secured  the  services  of 
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the  R.ev.  Benjamin  Keller  as  General  Agent,  and  desires  to  commend  him 
and  the  interests  of  our  Board  to  the  whole  Church:  And, 

Whereas,  We,  the  members  of  the  Board,  deem  it  right  to  make,  on  this  oc¬ 
casion,  our  position  known  to  the  Church.  Therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  that  the  substance  of  the  gospel  is  cor¬ 
rectly  SET  FORTH  IN  THE  AUGSBURG  CONFESSION. 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  all  the  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  to 
sustain  us  in  this  Our  Stand-Point,  and  to  co-operate  with  us,  more  effi¬ 
ciently  to  carry  out  our  plans  for  future  usefulness.” 

REV.  MR.  KELLER  URGES  UNION  WITH  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

At  this  same  meeting,  following  in  immediate  continuity,  Rev.  B.  Keller 
having  just  accepted  the  General  Agency,  himself  brought  before  the  Board 
the  subject  of  so  altering  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  as  was  required  by 
the  General  Synod  at  Dayton,  and  of  renewing  the  application  for  bringing 
the  same  into  connection  with  the  General  Synod.  A  promise  was  hereupon 
given  the  General  Agent,  that  both  these  requests  should  be  attended  to,  at 
the  then  forthcoming  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  be  held  at  Reading. 

It  is,  of  course,  needless  to  state,  that  the  object  sought  to  be  attained,  by 
these  several  acts  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  was,  to  secure  Mr.  Keller  free  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  Synods  and  Churches  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  with¬ 
out  whose  co-operation  it  was  seen  his  Agency  must  inevitably  prove  a  fail¬ 
ure.  This  object,  indeed,  is  explicitly  stated  in  the  resolutions  accompany¬ 
ing  the  Doctrinal  Basis,  prepared  by  Dr.  Mann. 

UNION  WITH  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  AGAIN  URGED. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1857,  less  than  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  at  Reading,  L.  L.  Houpt,  Esq.,  then  an  active  member  of  the 
Board,  renewed  the  subject  of  seeking  a  connection  with  the  General  Synod, 
and  offered  resolutions  to  that  effect. 

UNION  URGED  AT  READING. 

The  next  Convention  of  the  General  Synod,  viz.:  the  XVlIIth,  was  held  at 
Reading,  Pa.,  from  May  14th  to  May  20th,  1857.  The  Publication  Society 
held  its  annual  meeting  in  the  lecture-room  of  St.  Janies’  Church.  Then  and 
there  the  Board  submitted  a  new  Constitution,  the  lid  Article  of  which  adopts 
the  Doctrinal  Basis  of  the  General  Synod.  The  public  exercises  concluded, 
and  the  Society  resuming  business,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  adopted  : 

11  Whereas,  The  General  Synod,  at  its  last  session,  held  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  ex¬ 
pressed  its  approbation  of  the  general  objects  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  So¬ 
ciety,  then  recently  established  in  Philadelphia,  and  intimated  its  willingness 
to  give  its  official  sanction  to  said  Society,  so  soon  as  its  Constitution  was  so 
altered  as  to  allow  a  representation  on  the  part  of  the  General  Synod  in  its 
Executive  Committee.  Therefore, 

'■‘■Resolved,  That  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  is  desirous  of  receiving  the  en¬ 
dorsement  of  the  General  Synod,  in  order  that  its  efforts  may  be  rendered  more  ef¬ 
fective,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  whole  Church  secured. 
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“ Resolved ,  That  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.D.,  W.  M.  Reynolds,  D.D.,  and  Id.  Id. 
Muhlenberg,  M.D.,  be  appointed  to  communicate  the  above  resolution  to  the 
General  Synod.” 

GENERAL  SYNOD’S  ENDORSEMENT  OBTAINED. 

The  foregoing  propositions  to  the  General  Synod  were  adopted  by  the  So¬ 
ciety,  Wednesday  evening,  May  18,  1857.  On  the  following  Friday  after¬ 
noon,  they  were  presented  to  the  General  Synod,  and  the  history  is  best 
given  in  verbatim  extracts  from  the  Minutes  : 

“A  communication  was  presented  by  Rev.  Dr.  C.  W.  Schaeffer  from  the 
Lutheran  Publication  Society,  which  was  read,  and  the  following  resolution 
adopted : 

“Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  expresses  its  approbation  of  the  objects  con¬ 
templated  by  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,  and  that  a  Committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  report  in  what  manner  this  Synod  shall  be  officially  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  Board  of  Publication.  Committee,  W.  D.  Strobel,  D.  D.,  A.  Id. 
Lochman,  D.  D.,  and  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.  D.” 

On  the  following  Tuesday,  May  19,  the  above  Committee  reported  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“  The  Committee  appointed  to  recommend  the  proper  action  in  relation  to 
the  Publication  Society,  report,  that  after  the  action  of  our  last  Convention, 
the  subsequent  response  of  the  Society  in  its  last  report,  and  the  resolution 
passed  by  us  yesterday,  nothing  more  seems  to  be  necessary,  than  that  the 
Society  agree  to  an  arrangement,  by  which  this  Synod  shall,  at  each  of  its 
crated  meetings,  elect,  by  ballot,  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication, 
who  shall  be,  ex  officio,  members  of  the  Publication  Committee,  to  whom  all 
books  and  pamphlets  intended  for  publication  shall  be  submitted  for  exami¬ 
nation,  and  whose  consent  shall  be  necessary  to  their  publication.  To  facili¬ 
tate  your  action  we  recommend  on  the  present  occasion,  the  selection  of 
Rev.  C.  A.  Hay  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Ivrotel.”  (Signed  by  the  Committee.) 

Synod  then  proceeded  to  elect  by  ballot  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Pub¬ 
lication,  and  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel  were  elected. 

These  proceedings  in  Synod  took  place  in  the  afternoon.  On  the  evening  of 
the  same  day  the  Society  held  an  adjourned  meeting,  when  it  was  “ Resolved , 
That  the  Society  accede  to  the  terms  proposed,  and  that  Rev.  W.  M.  Baum  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  communicate  the  decision  to  the  General  Synod,” — which  was 
done  by  Mr.  Baum,  as  requested. 

REJOICING  IN  THE  BOARD  OVER  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD’S  OFFICIAL  ENDORSEMENT. 

The  new  Executive  Committee,  constituting  the  official  Board  of  Publication, 
held  its  first  meeting  on  Tuesday  morning,  May  26,  1857,  six  days  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  General  Synod  held  at  Reading.  Among  the  business 
transacted  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board  was  the  following: 

“A  Committee  having  been  appointed  to  present  the  Constitution  of  the 
Publication  Society  to  the  General  Synod,  convened  in  the  city  of  Reading, 
for  its  approval,  that  document  was  accordingly  read,  and  received  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  that  body.  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay  and  Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel  were  regularly 
elected  by  ballot  to  represent  the  General  Synod  in  the  Board  of  Publication. 
The  Board,  therefore,  now  consists  of  twenty-six  members.  Your  Committee 
take  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  Publication  Board  has  now  the  official 
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sanction  of  the  General  Synod.  Looking  forward  to  a  future,  not  only  widely 
extended  in  point  of  usefulness,  but  also  comparatively  free  from  tlie  diffi¬ 
culties  that  of  necessity  attend  a  new  enterprise,  we  congratulate  the  Board 
on  the  prospect  of  harmony  and  success  that  await  our  future  operations, 
and  would  urge  them  to  increased  action  in  behalf  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America.”  Signed,  B.  Keller,  E.  W.  Hutter,  Lewis  L.  IIoupt,  John 
C.  Baker. 

reasons  for  this  historical  sketch. 

We  have  been  thus  minute  in  our  details  of  the  history  of  the  Publication 
Society,  for  the  reason  that  efforts  have  been  made,  through  editorials  and 
communications,  printed  in  the  Lutheran  and  Missionary ,  to  make  it  appear 
that  this  Society  lias  had  no  Synodical  origin,  whereas  it  is  undeniable,  that 
the  first,  formal  organization  of  it  was  made  by  a  call  from  the  East  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod,  urged  thereto  by  the  Susquehanna  Conference,  in  connection 
with  that  Synod.  So,  indeed,  it  is  explicitly  declared  in  the  first  sentence  of 
the  official  minutes,  in  the  words  following:  “A  Convention,  called  by  the , 
East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  with  a  view  of  organizing  a  Lutheran  Translation, 
and  Publication  Society,  was  held,”  &c.  Had  this  record  contained  a  his¬ 
torical  inaccuracy,  it  would  have  been  corrected  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board,  whereas  it  was  confirmed. 

WHO  PROPOSED  UNION  WITH  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD  ? 

From  this  narrative  it  appears,  that  every  effort  made  in  the  Board  to  seek  a 
formal  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  emanated  from  those  who  are  now 
ojiposing  such  connection  as  fraudulent  and  unjust.  To  effect  such  a  union, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Mann  even  openly  planted  the  Board  on  a  Doctrinal  Basis  almost 
literally  identical  with  that,  of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Society  itself,  at 
Reading  formally  adopted  the  General  Synod’s  Doctrinal  Basis  as  its  own, 
and  incorporated  the  same  in  its  fundametal  law.  Where  we  now  stand, 
therefore,  as  a  Board,  doctrinally  and  in  our  relations  to  the  General  Synod, 
our  assailants  themselves  placed  us,  and  why  complain  of  their  own  work  ? 

DEPOSITORY  PURCHASED. 

The  premises  now  owned  and  occupied  as  a  Depository,  No.  42  North  Ninth 
Street,  were  purchased  in  the  month  of  April,  1859. 

REV.  B.  KELLER’S  SERVICES. 

Father  Keller  continued  to  serve  as  General  Agent  up  to  the  month  of 
April,  1862,  when,  by  reason  of  advanced  age  and  exhausted  strength,  he 
tendered  his  resignation.  It  was  not,  however,  accepted,  and  he  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  office  to  the  time  of  his  death,  but  relieved  from  the  burden  of  its 
active  duties,  retaining  the  affectionate  attachment  of  every  member  of  the 
Board,  together  with  a  lively  appreciation  of  his  arduous  and  self-denying 
labors.  He  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  P.  Willard,  who  served  the  Board  in  the 
capacity  of  General  Agent,  up  to  March  1,  1868,  likewise  with  laborious  and 
untiring  zeal. 

WHERE  THE  FUNDS  WERE  COLLECTED. 

Since  the  meeting  at  Fort  Wayne,  it  has  been  published  to  the  world,  with 
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reiterated  emphasis,  that  by  far  the  largest  proportion  of  the  moneys  col¬ 
lected  for  this  Society  had  been  obtained  from  the  Pennsylvania  Synod, 
thereby  implying,  that  to  this  Synod,  of  right,  belong  prerogatives  not  en¬ 
joyed  by  sister  Synods.  To  this  we  deem  it  a  sufficient  answer  to  state,  that 
no  collections  whatever  were  made  by  either  of  our  General  Agents  synodi- 
cally  ;  but  all  of  them,  so  far  as  we  are  advised,  were  received  from  individu¬ 
als  as  such,  and  not  as  belonging  to  any  particular  Synod.  Furthermore,  if 
such  a  discrimination  be  allowed,  it  is  an  admitted  fact,  that  all  the  Synods, 
in  whose  churches  and  from  whose  members  collections  were  made,  belonged 
to  the  General  Synod ,  and  that  without  the  General  Synod’s  churches  not  any 
collections  were  made  that  were  made. 

Nevertheless,  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  publications  referred  to,  we  have  re¬ 
quested  Rev.  Mr.  Willard, The  late  General  Agent,  to  compile  from  the  official 
Books  a  statement  of  all  the  subscriptions,  and  the  amounts  paid  in,  classified 
synodically,  which  he  has  done,  and  he  reports  the  following  result:

Intending  no  disrespect,  certainly,  to  the  venerable  mother  Synod,  but 
simply  in  vindication  of  the  truth  of  history,  these  figures  show,  that  less 
than  one-fifth  of  the  moneys  given  to  the  Publication  Society  were  collected 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  that,  both  as  to  subscriptions  and  amounts 
paid,  she  is  considerably  behind  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  Gladly  would 
we  have  avoided  this  comparison.  It  has  been  extorted  by  comparisons  not 
in  accordance  with  facts — comparisons,  we  have  the  charity  to  believe,  not 
made  with  any  intent  to  deceive,  but  rather  from  a  disinclination  to  investi¬ 
gate,  perhaps  from  not  having  access  to  proper  sources  of  information.  “He 
that  is  first  in  his  own  cause,  seemeth  just,  but  his  neighbor  cometh  and 
searchcth  him.”  (Proverbs  xviii.  17.) 

SYNODICAL  APPORTIONMENT  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  synodical  division  of  the  Board,  by  the  Society,  at  Fort  Wayne,  is  also 
made  the  subject  of  complaint.  It  is  alleged  that  an  unequal  representation 
was  given  to  the  Pennsylvania  Synod.  To  this  result  no  one  contributed  so 
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largely  as  the  complainants  themselves.  With  a  pre-determinecl  purpose  to 
destroy  the  General  Synod,  with  which,  nine  years  before,  they  had  placed 
the  Society  in  connection,  and  on  whose  Doctrinal  Basis  they  had  twice 
planted  it,  was  it  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  Society,  composed  largely  of 
the  friends  of  the  General  Synod,  would  complacently  relinquish  its  affairs 
into  the  hands  of  its  enemies?  Besides,  a  portion  of  the  Board  refused  to 
serve  any  longer  in  this  capacity,  although  entreated  to  continue  in  their 
places.  Nullus  commodiam  cap  ere  potest  de  pena  sua  propria,  (no  one  can  take 
advantage  of  his  own  wrong,)  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  approved  maxims 
of  the  common  law.  If  these  brethren,  ever  treated  in  and  by  the  Board 
with  courtesy  and  respect,  and  called  to  its  chief  honors,  had  remained  in 
and  with  it,  it  is  fair  to  believe  every  just  and  equitable  claim  would  have 
been  freely  accorded  to  them.  They  chose,  however,  to  withdraw  from  the 
Board,  for  no  belter  reason  than  that  circumstances  had  placed  them  in  a 
minority.  Arduous  and  difficult  as  the  duties  devolved  on  the  Board  had 
always  been,  made  painfully  more  so  to  those  that  remained  at  their  posts, 
by  the  voluntary  withdrawal  of  their  late  esteemed  colleagues,  with  whom 
they  had  long  taken  counsel  together,  and  walked  in  company,  these  respon¬ 
sibilities  had,  nevertheless,  to  be  met  and  discharged  as  best  they  could  be. 
Or  did  the  withdrawing  brethren  expect  that  the  rest  also  would  go  out,  and 
thus  leave  the  Society,  established  at  so  much  cost,  to  die  felo  de  se,  and  be 
buried,  “without  the  benefit  of  clergy”? 

But  why  complain  of  inequality  of  representation,  when  it  is  a  fact  that  no 
clause  of  the  Society’s  Constitution,  By-laws,  or  other  enactment,  had  ever 
contemplated  any  apportionment  of  the  membership  synodically .  The  Synod 
of  Central  Pennsylvania  contributed  $2,800  to  the  Society’s  treasury,  and 
has  not  a  single  representative  in  the  Board.  The  Synod  of  Maryland  gave 
$2,1G9  to  the  fund,  but  was  given  no  representative.  The  Alleghany  Synod 
gave  $1,498,  and  she  has  none.  The  Melanchtlion  Synod  gave  $1,194,  and 
yet  has  none.  Here  are  four  Synods,  all  noted  for  their  attachment  to  the 
General  Synod,  who,  unitedly,  have  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Publication 
Society  $7,185,  and  yet  to  neither  of  these  Synods  was  there  any  representa¬ 
tion  given  at  Fort  Wayne.  Whereas,  to  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  contribu¬ 
ting  much  more  than  a  thousand  dollars  less,  five  representatives  were  given. 
If  any  Synods,  as  such,  would  have  reason  to  complain,  it  would  be  the  four 
Synods  above  referred  to. 

TRAVELLING  EXPENSES  OF  MEMBERS. 

Another  complaint  is,  that  the  Board  defrays  the  travelling  expenses  of 
those  of  its  members  who  reside  at  a  distance  from  the  place  of  meeting. 
This  fault,  if  fault  it  be,  must  likewise  be  shared  by  the  complainants. 
Their  withdrawal  from  the  Board  created  a  necessity  for  filling  their  places 
with  neio  members.  The  Society,  deeming  it  right  and  proper  that  the 
Board  be  not  composed  exclusively  of  residents  of  Philadelphia,  selected  a 
larger  portion  than  formerly  from  the  country.  As  a  quorum  of  members 
could  no  longer  be  depended  on  from  the  city,  in  order  to  insure  a  fuller  at¬ 
tendance,  the  Board  deemed  it  reasonable  and  just  that  the  travelling  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  country  members,  to  and  fro,  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of 
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the  Society.  These  expenses,  all  told,  during  the  two  years’  service,  have 
amounted  to  between  fifty  and  sixty  dollars — about  thirty  dollars  per  annum. 
Other  Publication  Boards  employ  each  a  Secretary  at  a  high  salary  to  do  the 
work  which  the  officers  of  this  Board  render  gratuitously,  and  we  hold  that 
it  is  paying  a  poor  compliment  to  the  sense  of  equity  and  right  that  charac¬ 
terizes  the  membership  of  our  Church  to  suppose  that  this  just  line  of  treat¬ 
ment  by  the  Board  of  its  country  members — most  of  them  ministers  in  hum. 
ble  circumstances — can  be  successfully  employed  to  excite  against  it  opposi¬ 
tion  and  prejudice. 

EVIEW  OF  THE  TAST. 

We  have  thus  far  confined  ourselves  mainly  to  a  historical  narrative,  de¬ 
rived  from  the  official  records,  of  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  Publication 
Society,  and  to  a  refutation — in  the  estimation  of  most  of  the  Board,  too  long 
delayed — of  the  accusations  made  against  it.  A  careful  review  of  the  past 
leads  us,  in  no  pharisaical  spirit,  but  in  sheerest  self-defence,  to  affirm  that 
the  Board  has  “not  done  anything  worthy  of  stripes,”  but  that,  whilst  sub¬ 
ject  to  all  the  frailties  and  liable  to  all  the  mistakes  incident  to  our  common 
humanity,  our  record,  from  first  to  last,  may  safely  challenge  the  closest 
scrutiny  of  all  who  may  choose  to  make  it. 

PRESENT  EFFICIENCY  OF  TIIE  BOARD. 

Whilst  it  is  admitted  that,  owing  to  various  causes,  existing  from  the  be¬ 
ginning,  the  expectations  of  the  founders  of  the  Publication  Society  have  not 
been  fully  realized,  we  religiously  affirm  that  this  want  of  complete  success 
does  not  date,  as  some  would  fain  have  the  Church  believe,  from  the  time  of 
the  withdrawal  of  our  former  co-laborers  after  the  proceedings  at  Fort 
Wayne.  The  real  state  of  the  case  is,  that  the  Board,  by  reason  of  inadequacy 
of  means ,  never  has  been  in  a  position  to  make  extraordinary  achievements 
in  the  consummation  of  the  noble  purposes  contemplated.  Since  the  last 
meeting  at  Fort  Wayne,  notwithstanding  our  inheritance  of  financial  embar¬ 
rassment,  and  notwithstanding  the  painful  alienations  resulting  from  a  divi¬ 
ded  Church,  with  other  antagonisms,  against  which  we  have  been  compelled 
to  struggle,  we  have  issued  from  the  press,  and  circulated,  The  Mission  Work 
of  Pastor  Harms,  and  the  Ascent  of  Mount  Ararat,  two  edifying  works  by  Dr- 
Greenwald,  and  Conversion  of  Captain  Sees,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Hay ;  and  a  plan  has 
been  matured,  and  sundry  subscriptions  secured,  for  the  issue  of  a  series  of 
Sunday-school  books.  And,  within  the  last  week  or  two,  we  have  issued  from 
the  press,  and  are  now  offering  for  sale,  The  First  American  Edition  of 
Luther’s  Table-Talk,  reprinted  from  Bohn's  English  edition,  translated  and 
edited  by  William  Hazlitt,  in  every  sense  a  remarkable  book,  that  has  received 
the  unqualified  commendation  of  the  best  English  critics.  We  likewise  fur¬ 
nish  to  the  Church  “  The  Life  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  the  renowned  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  translated  from  the  French  of  L.  Abelous,  by  Prof.  L.  W.  Hey- 
denreicii,  a  beloved  minister  of  our  own  Church,  formerly  of  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  but  who  has  recently  taken  charge  of  a  Classical  School  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C.  Both  these  works  are  printed  on  a  superior  quality  of  paper,  with 
clear  and  readable  letter,  and  the  binding  and  entire  artistic  finish  are  not 
surpassed,  we  think,  by  any  American  publications.  These  works,  we  ex- 
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pect,  will  find  their  way  into  every  Lutheran  Sunday-school  and  Lutheran 
household  in  America.  In  addition  to  all  this,  The  Lutheran  Sunday-School 
Herald,  so  satisfactorily  edited  by  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigli,  is  still  published 
under  our  auspices,  and  commends  itself  to  the  patronage  of  all  o  ur  Sunday- 
schools. 

OUR  LOCAL  AGENT. 

In  this  connection,  we  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  Board’s  good  fortune  in 
having  secured,  as  its  Local  Agent,  so  trustworthy  and  confiding  a  gentleman, 
so  qualified  and  experienced  a  business  man,  as  J.  K.  Siiryock,  Esq.,  of 
Chambersburg.  Under  his  careful  and  judicious  management  of  its  affairs, 
we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  former  mistakes  will  be  corrected,  for¬ 
mer  pecuniary  losses  prevented,  former  complaints  in  keeping  the  accounts 
guai'ded  against,  and  the  entire  business  of  the  store  be  so  conducted  as  to 
render  full  satisfaction  to  the  patrons  of  the  Board,  and  insure  a  higher  de¬ 
gree  of  prosperity  to  itself.  Not  disguising  our  regrets  that  we  have  had  so 
many  trials  to  encounter,  so  many  difficulties  to  overcome,  in  humble  reliance 
on  the  kind  guardianship  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  the  generous 
patronage  and  good-will  of  the  Church  itself,  we  “ thank  God  and  take 
courage .”

REPOET  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  proposed  Consti¬ 
tutional  amendments,  presented  the  following  report: 

To  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society: 

The  undersigned  committee,  to  whom  have  been  submitted  for  inspection, 
and  to  report  back  to  the  Society,  in  a  systematized  form,  the  various  amend¬ 
ments  proposed  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Society, — one  series  otfered  at  its 
meeting  held  at  Fort  Wayne,  and  the  other  series  proposed  by  the  Lutheran 
Board  of  Publication,  both  of  which  have  been  published  in  the  Church  pa¬ 
pers,  in  compliance  with  the  Xlth  Article  of  the  Constitution, — beg  leave  to 
report,  that  they  have  examined  said  several  series  of  amendments,  and  pre¬ 
sent  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations : 

First,  we  hold  that  it  would  not  comport  with  a  just  interpretation  of  the 
Constitution,  to  make  any  amendments  to  the  same,  of  which  due  and  speci¬ 
fic  notice,  as  required  by  the  Xlth  Article,  has  not  been  given. 

We  suggest,  therefore,  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Publication,  which  are  as  follows: 

Art.  III.  (Amendment  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  May  19,  1859).  The  first  sen¬ 
tence  to  be  amended  so  as  to  read:  “The  Society  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings 
at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States,  when  there  shall  be  elected  a  President  and 
Secretary.  At  the  same  time,”  &c. 

Art.  IV.  The  last  cause  of  the  first  paragraph,  beginning  with  the  words, 
“  said  colporteurs  to  be  appointed,”  etc.,  to  be  changed  so  as  to  read:  “Said 
colporteurs  to  be  appointed  by  such  Synods,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of 
the  Board  of  Publication.” 

Art.  V.  Omit  the  first  paragraph,  and  insert  the  following:  “  The  Board 
of  Publication  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own  officers,  viz.  :  A  President,  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall 
at  the  same  time  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society.” 

“The  Corresponding  Secretary  may,  also,  be  appointed  by  the  Board  as 
Book  Editor,  and  have  such  other  stated  duties  assigned  him  in  the  By-Laws, 
'as  the  Board  may  deem  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Society.” 

In  the  second  paragraph  omit  the  words,  “occurring  during  the  year,”  so 
as  to  read:  “  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  By-Laws,  to  fill 
vacancies,  to  provide,”  &c. 

Art.  VII.  In  the  first  paragraph  strike  out  the  word  shall  and  insert  the 
word  may,  so  as  to  read:  “The  Society  may  hold  anniversary  meetings,”  &c. 
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To  this  article  the  Society  at  Fort  Wayne  proposed  the  following  amend¬ 
ment.  We  recommend  its  adoption. 

Add  as  a  closing  paragraph:  “ But  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at 
the  Anniversari /  meetings ,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  anniversaries  themselves ,  or 
resolutions  and  efforts  to  raise  funds,  or  to  recommend  any  measures  to  the  Board, 
or  to  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Society ." 

Art.  XI.  For  the  words  “  an  annual, "  substitute  uany  stated ,"  and  at  the 
close  add  “  connected  with  the  General  Synod,"  so  as  to  read:  “This  Consti¬ 
tution  may  be  amended,  in  any  of  its  provisions,  by  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  stated  meeting,  provided  one  month’s 
notice  be  given  in  the  Church  papers  connected  with  the  General  Synod.” 

Art.  X.  is  proposed  by  the  Society,  met  at  Fort  Wayne,  to  be  amended 
by  adding  to  the  end  of  it  the  words:  “ But  shall  have  no  vote."  We  recom¬ 
mend  its  adoption. 

The  above  report  contains  all  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Board  of 
Publication,  with  some  additions  proposed  by  the  Society  at  Fort  Wayne. 
The  other  amendments  proposed  by  the  latter,  we  present  as  a  whole  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Society.  We  give  it  as  our  opinion  that  the  additional 
amendments  proposed  at  Fort  Wayne  will  be  unnecessary  after  the  adoption 
of  the  above.

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CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Society  shall  be,  “  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society.” 

Article  II. — This  Society,  assuming  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General 
Synod,  shall  have  for  its  object  the  diifusion  of  religious  knowledge,  by  means 
of  translations  and  original  productions,  and  thus  to  furnish  and  circulate  a 
suitable  literature  for  the  Church. 

Article.  III. — The  Society  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States,  when  there  shall  be  elected  a  President  and  Secretary.  At 
the  same  time  the  Society  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Publication,  to  hold  its  meet¬ 
ings  in  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  composed  of  twenty-four  members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
and  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  be  within  such  a  distance  of  Philadelphia  as 
to  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Article  IV. — Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod  of  the  United  States,  is  recommended  to  establish  depositories 
W'ithin  its  boundaries,  and  to  circulate  the  publications  of  the  Board,  either 
by  colporteurs  or  otherwise  ;  said  colporteurs  to  be  appointed  by  such  Synods, 
subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  President  of  any  such  Synodical  organization  to  be  ex-officio  Vice- 
President  of  the  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  expected  to  pay  into  the 
Treasurer’s  hands,  at  each  annual  meeting,  whatever  money  may  have  been 
collected  during  the  year;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  receive  from  him  the 
amount  requisite  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  colporteurs  and  others  em¬ 
ployed. 
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Article  V. — Tlie  Board  of  Publication  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own 
officers,  viz. :  a  President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  at  the  same  time  be  Treasurer  of  the  So¬ 
ciety. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  may  also  be  appointed  by  the  Board  as  Book 
Editor,  and  have  such  other  stated  duties  assigned  him  in  the  By-Laws  as 
the  Board  may  deem  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  By-Laws,  to  fill  vacancies,  to 
provide  for  the  publication  of  books  and  tracts,  and  to  print  and  circulate 
appeals  to  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the  benevolent  objects  of  this  Society. 

Article  VI. — The  Board  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  funds  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  will  justify  it,  to  establish  a  publication  house  or  depository,  in  some 
suitable  location  in  Philadelphia,  where  our  books,  tracts,  pamphlets,  peri¬ 
odicals,  and  all  kinds  of  stationery  maybe  kept  for  sale;  the  profits  of  which 
sales  to  be  appropriated  towards  the  support  of  the  Education  and  Mission¬ 
ary  Societies  of  the  Church. 

Article  VII. — The  Society  may  hold  Anniversary  meetings,  the  time 
when,  and  place  where,  to  be  previously  designated  by  the  Board. 

At  these  meetings,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  make  a 
detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year,  show¬ 
ing  its  present  condition  and  future  prospects.  But  no  business  shall  be 
transacted  at  the  Anniversary  meetings,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  Anni¬ 
versaries  themselves,  or  resolutions  and  efforts  to  raise  funds,  or  to  recom¬ 
mend  any  measures  to  the  Board  or  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Article  VIII. — Any  Lutheran  minister  or  layman  shall  be  considered  a 
member  of  this  Society  by  paying  one  dollar  annually. 

Article  IX. — The  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  or  more,  in  one  year,  shall 
constitute  the  person  so  paying,  a  Life  Director,  and  the  payment  of  ten 
dollars,  a  Life  Member. 

Article  X. — Each  Life  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  Publications  to  the 
amount  of  two  dollars,  and  each  Life  Member  to  the  amount  of  one  dollar, 
annually,  if  called  for  within  the  year.  The  award  of  books  and  publica¬ 
tions  shall  not  be  extended  to  those  who  may  become  Life  Members  and  Direc¬ 
tors  after  the  1st  of  June,  1859.  Each  Life  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  each  Life  Director  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  a  seat  in  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  take  an  active  part  in 
its  proceedings,  but  not  to  have  a  vote. 

Article  XI. — This  Constitution  may  be  amended  in  any  of  its  provisions, 
by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  stated  meet¬ 
ing,  provided  one  month's  notice  be  given  in  the  church  papers  connected 
with  the  General  Synod. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  Nine  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  monthly,  and  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

3.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President  or  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary.

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and. ex¬ 
pended,  report  the  same  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  submit  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  at  each  annual  meeting, 
or  oftener  if  required. 

He  shall  be  expected  to  give  such  security  as  the  Board  may  require,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust. 

5.  The  General  Agent  shall  collect  funds  for  the  establishment  of  the  Pub¬ 
lishing  House  and  to  enable  the  Society  to  carry  on  its  operations;  he  shal 
have  the  appointment  of  the  sub-agents  and  colporteurs,  and  by  the  consent 
of  the  Board  shall  select  some  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  the  deposi¬ 
tory  over  which  he  shall  exercise  a  general  control  :  the  salaries  of  such 
persons  employed  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board. 

The  General  Agent  shall  pay  over,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Treasurer,  all 
moneys  he  has  collected  by  subscription,  or  from  colporteurs  or  others,  who 
shall  be  responsible  to  him  alone  :  and  he  shall  be  expected  to  make  a  general 
report  quarterly  to  the  Board,  of  his  collections,  and  matters  of  interest 
coming  under  his  notice. 

6.  There  shall  be  three  or  more  standing  committees  appointed  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  viz.  :  a  Publication  Committee  of  seven,  an 
Editing  Committee  of  three,  and  a  Financial  Committee  of  three,  who  shall 
meet  as  often  as  necessary,  and  report  monthly  to  the  Board  concerning  all 
matters  that  have  been  brought  before  them 

The  Publishing  Committee  shall  act  in  concurrence  with  the  Financial 
Committee  ;  shall  have  power  to  decide  upon  and  publish,  if  the  funds  of  the 
Society  warrant  it,  all  works,  original  or  translated,  or  selected,  presented 
to  it  for  publication ;  and  no  work  shall  be  published  by  this  association  to 
which  any  one  of  the  committee  shall  object;  and  also  to  make  arrangements 
and  contracts  for  their  publication  and  circulation.  And  in  case  they  may 
consider  any  book  unworthy  of  publication,  they  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Board,  with  their  reasons,  that  final  decision  in  regard  to  it  may  be  then 
made. 

The  Editing  Committee  shall  take  special  charge  of  the  periodicals  of  the 
Society,  and  see  that  they  are  published  and  circulated  in  proper  time  and 
shape,  and  also  that  the  publications  of  the  Board  be  properly  advertised. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Financial 
Committee,  who  shall  attend  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  to  such  other  duties  as  may  devolve  upon  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  CURATOR. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  Curator,  Rev.  Dr.  M.  Valentine, 
was  read  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Brown,  and  adopted. 

The  undersigned,  as  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society,  respectfully  reports  : 

That,  since  its  last  meeting,  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  contributions 
have  been  made  to  the  Society’s  Library  and  collection,  as  follows  : 

I.  Bound  Volumes.

II.  Pamphlets.  An  addition  of  151  has  been  made  to  our  catalogue  of 
pamphlets.  Of  these  97  are  Minutes  of  Various  Synods  and  Conventions  of 
our  Church;  16  are  sermons  and  addresses.  The  rest  are  documents  of  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds,  many  of  which,  as  well  as  the  Minutes  and  Addresses,  are  of 
considerable  historical  interest  and  value.  For  the  largest  part  of  these 
pamphlets,  the  Society  is  indebted  to  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  and  Prof.  M.  L. 
Stoever,  whose  steady  and  active  interest  in  the  increase  of  our  collection 
deserves  special  mention. 

III.  Manuscripts. — But  a  single  manuscript  has  been  placed  in  our  Library 
since  last  report.  A  sermon,  entitled  “  the  Memorial  of  the  Righteous,” 
preached  on  the  death  of  R,ev.  Daniel  Garver,  at  Greensburg,  Pa.,  Novem¬ 
ber,  1865,  by  Rev.  L.  M.  Kuhns.  Presented  by  the  author. 

IV.  Miscellaneous. — Twenty-two  additions  have  been  made  to  this  depart¬ 
ment,  among  which  is  a  number  of  papers  connected  with  the  present  Jubi¬ 
lee  celebration  of  the  Reformation,  a  large  engraved  portrait  of  Dr.  C.  Philip 
Krauth,  presented  by  Prof.  Stoever,  and  a  card  photograph  of  the  Tabernacle 
of  the  Lutheran  Mission,  Kansas  City,  from  the  missionary,  Rev.  A.  W.  Wa- 
genhals. 

These  contributions  to  the  Society’s  Library,  it  must  be  confessed,  are 
much  fewer  than  ought  to  have  been  received.  There  seems  to  be  great  in¬ 
difference,  on  the  part  of  most  of  our  ministers,  to  this  matter.  Few  of  them 
either  forward  their  own  publications,  or  collect  and  contribute  the  works 
of  others.  Some  time  in  the  winter  the  Curator  called  the  attention  of  the 
Church  to  this  subject,  through  the  Lutheran  Observer.  A  response  was  made 
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on  the  part  of  only  a  few.  Every  year  books  and  pamphlets  are  published 
in  our  Church,  that  ought  to  be  placed  in  our  Library;  and  the  designs  of 
the  Society  would  be  greatly  promoted  could  the  authors  or  publishers  be 
induced  to  present  a  copy  of  each.  To  those  who  have  contributed  the  books 
and  papers  now  acknowledged,  the  Curator  desires,  in  the  name  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  to  return  sincere  thanks. 

The  authority  given  at  the  last  meeting,  to  have  pamphlets  on  hand  bound, 
and  to  apply  any  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  the  improvement  of  the  Library, 
has  not  been  used.  The  Curator  did  not  find  convenient  time  for  a  proper 
examination  and  arrangement  of  the  papers  not  yet  bound,  and  felt,  further, 
that  as  various  Minutes  and  Pamphlets  were  still  being  received,  a  better 
arrangement  of  the  matter  into  volumes  could  be  made  at  a  little  later  pe¬ 
riod.  It  is  desirable,  however,  that  the  authority  given  at  the  last  meeting 
should  be  renewed  at  this.  Respectfully  submitted,

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Art.  I. — Of  the  Name  and  Object. 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  styled  “  The  Historical  Society  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  make  a  collection  of  the  pub¬ 
lished  writings  of  Lutheran  Ministers  and  Laymen  in  America,  whether 
original  or  translated ;  to  procure,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Minutes  of  all  the 
Synods  from  their  organization,  the  printed  proceedings  of  all  special  Con¬ 
ferences,  Church  Councils,  and  other  Ecclesiastical  Conventions,  together  with 
regular  files  of  the  periodicals,  published  under  the  patronage  of  our  Church  ; 
decisions  in  Chancery,  charters  of  corporate  institutions,  constitutions  of 
individual  Churches,  legal  reports  relating  to  Church  property,  and  in  gener¬ 
al,  to  collect  all  publications,  manuscripts  and  facts,  that  tend  to  throw  light 
on  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country. 

Art.  II. — Of  the  Officers  and  their  Duties. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Curator,  and  one  or  two  Receivers  in  every  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  such  as  are  usually  performed  by  such  officers. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  confer  with 
those  persons  who  have  Lutheran  books,  pamphlets,  &c.,  in  their  possession  ; 
and  keep  up  a  correspondence  with  the  Receivers  in  the  different  Synods,  for 
the  purpose  of  attaining  the  ends  of  this  Society.  He  shall  give  public  notice 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to  time,  and  make  an  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  all  donations  of  books  and  moneys  through  the  papers  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Curator  to  obtain,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Society,  a  book-case  with  lock  and  key,  and  carefully  deposit  therein  the  pub¬ 
lications  of  the  Society,  after  they  are  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  with  the  name  of  the  donor.  He  shall  also  report  at  every  meeting  of 
the  Society  the  condition  of  the  Library,  and  the  additions,  since  the  last 
report,  with  the  names  of  the  donors. 
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Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receivers  to  co-operate  with  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary  in  making  collections  of  books,  pamphlets,  manu¬ 
scripts,  &c..,  which  are  to  be  found  in  their  respective  Synods  or  which  may 
appear  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  6.  The  elections  for  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  regular  meetings  of 
this  Society,  at  the  time  and  place  hereafter  specified. 

Art.  III. — Relating  to  the  Library.

Sec.  1.  The  Library  of  this  Association  shall  be  kept  in  the  Library  room 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  shall  always  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  members,  without  permission  of  the  resident  Curator,  and  to 
all  other  respectable  persons,  on  application  to  the  Curator  or  any  resident 
member.

TWENTY-FOURTH  CONVENTION

FIRST  DAY. 

Washington,  D.  C., 

Thursday,  A.  M.,  May  13tli,  1869. 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  assembled  in  the  City  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  at  9  o’clock,  A.  M.,  on  Thursday,  May 
13th,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine.  The  officers  having  been  previously  notified 
that  circumstances  prevented  accommodating  the  Synod  at 
this  time  in  Cincinnati,  they  felt  themselves  authorized  to 
accept  an  invitation  from  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  D.D.,  and  the 
congregation  of  St.  Paul’s,  to  convene  in  Washington. 

SERMON. 

Divine  service  was  opened  by  the  pastor  loci ;  the  Secre¬ 
tary,  Rev.  M.  Sheeffiigh,  read  the  scripture  lesson ;  and  prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  D.D.  The  President, 
Rev.  Id.  N.  Pohlman,  D.D.,  then  preached  the  opening  or 
Synodical  Sermon,  founded  on  the  text,  1  Corinthians  xii. 
31:  “But  covet  earnestly  the  best  gifts;  and  yet  shew  I 
unto  you  a  more  excellent  way.” 
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*  FORMAL  OPENING, 

At  tlie  conclusion  of  tlie  previous  services,  the  President 
took  the  chair,  and  the  Convention  proceeded  to  organize. 
At  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  the  President  appointed 
Eev.  A.  A.  Trimper,  Assistant  Secretary.  The  Secretary 
called  the  roll  of  the  several  District  Synods,  whereupon 
the  delegations  presented  their  certificates  of  election  and 
took  their  seats  as  members  of  the  Synod.

As  its 
doctrinal  basis  and  constitution  are  in  entire  conformity  to  the  basis  of 
the  General  Synod,  we  recommend  its  reception  as  a  component  part  of 
this  body,  and  the  admission  of  Bros.  Hesson  and  Snyder  as  its  delegates.

HYMN  BOOK  PUBLISHING  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT, 

Mr.  Charles  Kugler,  on  behalf  of  this  committee,  respect¬ 
fully  reported : 

To  the  President  and  Officers  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 

Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  :  ^ 

Brethren:  The  undersigned,  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  of 
the  General  Synod,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  present  the  following  re¬ 
port  of  sales  of  Hymn  Books  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  showing 
the  amount  of  revenue  deriv  ed  from  their  contracts  for  publishing  the 
same,  under  direction  of  the  committee. 

The  committee  organized  permanently  with  the  appointment  of  Hon. 
Charles  Kugler,  Chairman,  and  Isaac  Sulger,  Secretary. 

The  Board  of  Publication  renewed  their  contract  with  the  committee 
for  two  years — from  May,  1868,  to  May,  1870 — as  directed  by  Synod  at  its 
session  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  1868. 

In  December,  1868,  they  reported  sales  of  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms 
from  1st  of  December,  1867,  to  November  1st,  1868,  as  per  statement  in 
possession  of  committee,  showing  premiums  amounting  to  $1,145,53, 
which  amount  was  directed  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  General 
Synod. 

In  May,  1869,  they  reported  sales  of  Hymn  Books,  &c.,  from  Novem¬ 
ber,  1868,  to  April  17th,  1869,  as  per  statement  in  possession  of  commit¬ 
tee,  showing  premiums  amounting  to  $484.32,  which  amount  was 
directed  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

At  the  same  time,  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz  reported  sales  of  Hymn  Books 
and  Carmina  Ecclesia,  showing  premiums  due  Synod  amounting  tc 
$207,  which  amount  has  been  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Publication  made  application  to  your  committee  for  an 
abatement  and  allowance  of  ten  per  cent,  upon  their  sales  reported,  to 
date  from  last  meeting  of  Synod,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  said  application 
as  urged  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter  and  J.  Iv.  Shryock,  who  appeared  before 
your  committee  on  behalf  of  the  Publication  Board.  The  committee 
did  not  consider  that  this  matter  was  within  their  discretion,  though 
fully  convinced  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  application,  and  have  referred 
the  question  of  abatement  and  allowance,  for  the  reasons  named,  to  the 
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action  of  General  Synod  upon  tlie  reception  of  their  report,  for  their  ap¬ 
proval.  Your  committee  therefore  report  that  since  the  last  meeting  of 
General  Synod,  premiums  have  been  received  from  the  sales  of  Hymn 
Books  and  Catechisms  to  the  amount  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six 
dollars  and  eiglity-five  cents,  ($1,836.85.)

Hutter,  D.D.,  read  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted,  and  order¬ 
ed  that  the  same  be  presented  to  the  Society  at  its  next  meeting,  to  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Washington. 
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TREASURER’S  REPORT. 

E.  W.  Flutter  begs  leave  to  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Pastors’  Fund  Society,  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  at  Fort 
Wayne,  in  the  month  of  May,  18G6,  owing  to  the  divisions  then  and 
there  happening,  Mr.  Lewis  L.  Houpt,  the  then  Treasurer,  declined 
serving  any  longer  in  that  capacity,  or  on  the  Committee.  Mr.  Houpt 
at  the  same  time  handed  to  Mr.  Hutter  the  assets  of  the  Society,  con¬ 
sisting  of  $700  inU.  S.  Government  bonds,  (six per  cent.)  $99.17  in  cash, 
and  a  mortgage  of  $1200  given  by  Dr.  David  Gilbert,  a  former  Trea¬ 
surer,  on  certain  real  estate,  owned  by  him,  in  part,  located  in  Philadel¬ 
phia.  A  new  Executive  Committee  was  subsequently  appointed  at  Fort 
Wayne,  about  equally  divided  between  members  of  the  Pennsylvania  and 
the  East  Pennsylvania  Synods.  After  the  withdrawal  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod  from  the  General  Synod,  several  of  the  members  of  the  former  body, 
appointed  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pastors’  Fund,  declined 
any  longer  to  serve — the  President,  Rev.  Dr.  Krotel,  leading  the  way — 
and  those  not  declining,  it  was  deemed  doubtful  whether  they  ought  to 
serve,  or  had  any  legal  right  so  to  do.  From  prudential  considerations, 
not  necessary  to  enlarge  upon,  the  Executive  Committee  was  not  called 
together  at  any  time  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Harris¬ 
burg,  two  years  later,  (May,  18G8,)  Mr.  Hutter  in  the  meantime  holding 
fast  to  the  assets,  and  making  some  disbursements  to  needy  applicants, 
not  on  his  personal  responsibility  solely,  but  after  consultation  with  and 
the  approval  of  several  of  the  remaining  members  of  the  Committee  be¬ 
longing  to  the  General  Synod,  which  action,  caused  by  the  anomalous 
composition  of  the  Executive  Committee,  was  explained  to  the  Society  at 
Harrisburg,  and  approved.  And  then  and  there,  also,  a  new  Executive 
Committee  was  appointed,  the  one  now  in  office.

FIFTH  DAY. 

Tuesday,  A.  M.,  May  18,  1869,  9  o'clock. 

The  President  called  the  Synod  to  order.  After  the  sing¬ 
ing  of  the  533d  hymn,  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  A.  C. 
Wedekind,  D.D. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  the  previous  ses¬ 
sion  were  read  and  approved. 

This  morning  being  set  apart  to  hear  the  delegates  from 
corresponding  bodies,  the  President  read  a  letter  from  the 
commissioner  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  regretting 
his  inability  to  be  present  during  the  sessions  of  the  Synod. 
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On  motion,  the  letter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ec¬ 
clesiastical  Correspondence. 

DELEGATE  FROM  THE  REFORMED  (DUTCH)  CHURCH. 

Dr.  Gordon,  the  delegate  from  the  Reformed  (Dutch) 
Church,  then  addressed  the  Synod.  The  address  was  charac¬ 
terized  by  a  truly  earnest  and  Christian  spirit,  and  by  assur¬ 
ances  of  a  hearty  purpose  to  co-operate  with  us  in  every 
noble  effort  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  men. 
His  allusions  to  Romanism  were  especially  timely  and 
truthful.  The  President  responded  in  an  address,  happily 
conceived  and  forcibly  expressed.  On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  the  overtures  of  the  corresponding  delegate  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  concerning  the  proposed  convention  for  the  formation  of 
church  union  and  co-operative  agency  against  a  common  foe,  he  submit¬ 
ted  to  a  committee  to  report  during  the  present  sessions  of  Synod. 

The  President  appointed  as  this  committee,  Dr.  S.  S. 
Schmucker,  Dr.  H.  Ziegler  and  Rev.  H.  L.  Dox. 

On  motion,  the  order  of  the  day  was  temporarily  set  aside 
to  allow  Mr.  J.  J.  Cochran,  of  the  Mileage  Committee,  to 
report. 

MILEAGE  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Cochran,  from  the  Mileage  Committee,  reported 
that  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  delegates 
was  about  $2,400.00  ;  and  the  amount  in  the  Treasury  about 
$2,200.00.  The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

TREASURER  AUTHORIZED  TO  BORROW  MONET. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  borrow  the 
amount  needed,  in  addition  to  the  balance  in  the  Treasury,  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  Synod. 

COLLECTIONS  FOR  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD’S  TREASURY. 

Resolved ,  That  the  congregations  in  connection  with  the  General  Sy¬ 
nod  be  urged  to  take  up  annual  collections  for  the  treasury  of  Synod,  and 
that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  give  notice  of  the  time,  according  to 
the  standing  resolution  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  liquidate  our  indebtedness,  the  congrega¬ 
tions  that  have  not  yet  taken  up  collections  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
General  Synod  at  this  session,  be  requested  to  do  so  without  delay  after 
our  adjournment,  and  forward  the  proceeds  to  the  Treasurer,  and  that 
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the  attention  of  such  delinquent  churches  and  ministers  be  called  to  the 
matter  through  the  church  papers  by  the  Secretary  of  Synod.

Rev.  Rollin  A.  Sawyer,  delegate  from  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  of  the  Presbyterian  Chnrch  of  the  United  States,  (New 
School)  was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Synod  in  a  very 
pleasant  and  appropriate  address. 

His  kind  expressions  of  good  will  and  sympathy  and 
Christian  love  were  warmly  responded  to  by  the  President. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  NINE  ON  THE  PAPER  PRESENTED  BY  REV, 

DR.  S.  S.  SCHUMCKER. 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  manifesto  or  declaration  of 
sentiment  on  the  relations  and  reciprocal  duties  of  the  different  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  respectfully  report  that 
they  have  attentively  read  the  document  presented  by  Dr.  Schmucker ; 
and  while  cordially  assenting  to  the  propositions  therein  set  forth,  the 
committee,  after  an  interchange  of  sentiments,  unanimously  agreed,  that 
in  view  of  the  frequent  and  especially  the  recent  declarations  made  by 
the  General  Synod  on  related  topics,  any  further  declaration  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  is  unnecessary,  and  that  Dr.  Schmucker  coincided  with  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  and  expressed  a  desire  to  withdraw  the 
document.  The  committee  recommend  that  he  have  permission  to  do  so .

Resolved ,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Society,  the  time  has  come 
when  it  is  expedient  for  the  General  Synod  to  take  charge  of  home  mis¬ 
sionary  operations,  as  provided  in  Constitution,  Art.  II,  Sec.  4,  by  the 
creation  of  a  board  of  managers,  and  that  so  soon  as  the  General  Synod 
shall  do  so  and  be  prepared  to  take  charge  of  the  work,  this  Society  shall 
be  dissolved,  and  all  assets,  documents,  Ac.,  be  transferred  to  said  board. 
In  the  meantime,  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  continue 
the  work  as  heretofore  of  Home  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this  Society  lay  this  action  before  the 
General  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  DELEGATE  TO  THE  EVANGELICAL  CHURCH  UNION  OF  THE 

WEST. 

Rev.  C.  Kuhl  reported  as  follows  : 

As  alternate  to  Dr.  S.  W.  Harkey,  to  represent  this  venerable  General 
Synod  in  the  convention  of  the  German  Evangelical  Synod  of  the  West, 
I  would  respectfully  report  that  my  worthy  colleague  attended  the  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  middle  district  Synod,  convened  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  under  the 
impression  that  it  was  their  general  convention.  He  was  very  cordially 
received,  and  presented  the  fraternal  greetings  of  your  reverend  body, 
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expressing  the  hope  that  mutual  love  and  co-operation  might  ever  char¬ 
acterize  our  relations.  Apprehending  that  he  might  not  be  able  to 
attend,  personally,  on  the  sessions  of  their  general  body  in  October  fol¬ 
lowing,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  he  requested  that  these  sentiments  be 
kindly  conveyed  to  said  reverend  body.  This  request  was  complied  with, 
and  the  Rev.  Ernst  Roos,  of  Cincinnati,  was  appointed  to  represent  these 
brethren  in  our  General  Synod,  in  the  belief  that  we  would  meet  in  that 
city.  Being,  however,  disappointed  in  that  respect,  and  unable  to  leave 
his  church  on  so  important  a  church  festival,  he  has  written  a  fraternal 
letter  to  us,  which  I  hereby  present. 

These  brethren  are  earnestly  at  work  in  the  Master’s  cause,  and  in  full 
sympathy  with  our  General  Synod.  Hoping  that  our  fraternal  relations 
may  grow  stronger  with  each  revolving  year,  and  praying  that  God  may 
bless  it  for  the  glory  of  his  name  and  the  good  of  our  churches,  I  remain

Having  been  appointed  the  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
New  School  Presbyterian  Church,  I  met  that  body  at  Harrisburg,  imme¬ 
diately  upon  the  adjournment  of  our  own  Synod  in  the  same  city.  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  expressing  to  them  your  friendly  greetings,  and  was  suit¬ 
ably  responded  to  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Assembly.  Though  engaged 
in  business  usually  pertaining  to  such  bodies,  the  absorbing  subject  be¬ 
fore  them  was  that  of  union  with  the  Old  School  General  Assembly. 
Difficulties  were  in  the  way  to  prevent  a  unanimous  movement  in  that 
direction  at  the  time,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  these  will  by  and 
by  be  removed,  and  the  union  finally  consummated.  I  expressed  the 
desire  that  our  correspondence  might  be  continued,  and  hoped  to  meet 
a  representative  of  their  appointment  at  the  present  convention  of  the 
General  Synod.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY.

transfer  all  the  assets  and  interests  of  the  Society  to  such  newly-appointed 
board. 

ACTION  OF  SYNOD. 

Resolved ,  That  we  accede  to  the  proposal  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  and  take  charge  of  the  foreign  mission  work  and  interests. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  NOMINATE  A  BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Rev.  T.  T.  Titus,  on  behalf  of  this  committee,  reported  as 
follows : 

The  committee  appointed  to  nominate  a  board  of  home  missions,  &c. , 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  shall  consist  of  seven  per¬ 
sons,  five  of  whom  shall  reside  in  the  same  or  contiguous  localities,  and 
who  shall  be  elected  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  by  ballot,  and 
shall  hold  their  office  till  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  this  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  their  own  offi¬ 
cers  and  make  their  own  by-laws,  and  all  needful  regulations  for  carrying 
on  the  work  of  home  missions  in  the  Church. 

Resolved ,  That  the  chairman  of  this  committee  be  authorized  to  cast 
the  ballot  of  the  Synod  for  the  following  named  persons  as  a  board  of 
missions,  viz  :

REPOBT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GERMAN  CHURCH  PAPERS. 

Rev.  J.  IP.  W.  Stuckenberg,  on  behalf  of  this  committee, 
reported.  The  report  of  the  standing  committee  was  then 
adopted  as  follows : 

Immediately  after  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  your  commit¬ 
tee  made  an  effort  to  start  a  German  paper  on  the  basis  of  this  Synod. 
As  no  provision  whatever  was  made  by  the  Synod  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  enterprise,  the  greatest  difficulty  in  our  way  was  the  securing  of 
funds  to  start  the  paper.  Great  difficulties  were  also  found  in  the  efforts 
to  secure  an  editor  and  select  a  place  for  publication.  The  resolution  of 
the  Synod  requesting  the  Lutheran  Observer  association  to  co-operate 
with  the  committee,  was  not  acted  on  by  that  Association  until  their  an¬ 
nual  meeting  in  November,  1868.  At  that  time  the  association  agreed 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  first  number  of  the  paper,  and  then  pay  at  a  rate 
of  $100  per  month  toward  the  expense  of  publishing  the  paper  until  $500 
are  paid.  This  proposition  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the  committee, 
and  temporary  arrangements  were  at  once  made  with  Rev.  J.  D.  Sever- 
iughaus,  of  Richmond,  Indiana,  to  edit  the  paper.  The  name  chosen 
for  the  paper  is  l)er  Luther ische  Kirchenfreund .  The  subscription  price 
was  fixed  at  $1.50.  The  first  number  was  issued  from  Indianapolis,  on 
the  24th  day  of  December,  1868;  the  second  number  January  7th,  1869; 
since  which  time  the  paper  has  appeared  regularly  every  week. 

The  friends  of  the  enterprise,  who  had  long  felt  the  need  of  a  German 
paper  advocating  the  principles  of  the  General  Synod,  hailed  with  joy 
the  appearance  of  the  Kirchenfreund,  and  vigorous^efforts  were  made  to 
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secure  subscribers.  At  present  there  are  about  1100  subscribers,  which, 
taking  all  the  difficulties  into  the  account,  is  a  large  number.  New  sub¬ 
scribers  are  constantly  being  added,  but  there  are  still  a  number  of  pas¬ 
tors  in  the  General  Synod  who  have  done  nothing  for  the  paper  ;  some 
of  these  are  German  pastors,  who,  though  they  have  large  congregations, 
have  not  secured  a  single  subscriber.  At  present  1250  copies  are  pub¬ 
lished  weekly,  at  a  cost  of  $41.50  for  paper,  composition,  press  work, 
and  mailing.  The  amount  of  money  received  from  the  Observer  Asso¬ 
ciation  is  $359,  with  $141  due,  according  to  the  promise  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  Donations  have  been  received  from  Rev.  F.  W.  Conrad,  D.D., 
and  M.  M.  Roedel,  M.  D.,  each  $10.  The  advertisements  have  brought 
only  $7.  The  amount  received  from  subscribers,  and  still  due,  cannot 
now  be  stated,  as  the  amounts  have  not  been  furnished  the  committee. 
Thus  far  no  debt  has  been  incurred  in  publishing  the  paper,  and  the 
editor  thinks  that  at  the  present  rate  of  expense,  the  expenses  of  the  year 
can  be  met  by  the  money  still  to  be  received  from  the  Observer  Associa¬ 
tion  and  from  subscribers.  But  thus  far  the  editor  has  received  no  re¬ 
muneration  whatever.  His  task  has  been  a  very  laborious  one,  attend¬ 
ing  from  the  beginning  to  the  business  as  well  as  to  the  editing  of  the 
paper,  and  it  is  unjust  to  ask  him  to  continue  those  labors  without  re¬ 
muneration. 

The  enemies  of  our  cause  greeted  the  paper  with  severe  attacks,  some 
of  which  were  entirely  too  malignant  for  justice  or  candor.  But  to  the 
friends  of  our  cause  the  paper  has,  as  a  general  thing,  given  satisfaction* 
It  is  far  from  being  perfect,  and  falls  far  short  of  the  aim  of  the  publishing 
committee  and  the  editor.  But  the  imperfections  are  mostly  such  as 
grew  out  of  the  difficulties  connected  with  the  enterprise.  Our  pecuniary 
means  are  limited  ;  the  editor  lives  60  miles  from  the  place  of  publica¬ 
tion  ;  was  entirely  inexperienced  ;  and  besides  his  editorial  work,  has 
charge  of  a  congregation.  But  the  paper  has  gradually  improved  ;  and 
if  those  who  have  great  skill  in  criticising  faults  would  use  their  skill  in 
removing  the  faults  criticised,  the  paper  would  be  still  better.  But  it  is 
already  a  power  in  our  church,  and  will  do  much  to  spread  our  principles 
among  Germans  who  have  heretofore  been  unjustly  prejudiced  against 
them.  In  view  of  the  facts  stated  above,  your  committee  recommend  the 
following  action  : 

Resolved ,  That  a  vot.e  of  thanks  be  tendered  the  Observer  Association 
for  their  liberal  pecuniary  aid  in  starting  the  paper  ;  also,  to  Rev.  J.  D. 
Severinghaus,  for  so  faithfully  performing  the  laborious  task  of  editing 
the  paper  and  attending  to  the  business  connected  with  its  publication. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  are  due  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  for  their  efficient  labors  in  establishing  the  Lutherischen 
Kir chien- Freund,  and  cordially  approve  its  editorial  conduct. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  an  imperative  obligation  on  the  part  of 
the  General  Synod  to  see  to  it  that  the  German  paper  is  properly  sus- 
‘  tained. 
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Resolved ,  That  we  earnestly  commend  the  enterprise  to  the  active  and 
prompt  support  of  the  members  of  the  church  and  the  district  Synods 
connected  with  this  body,  as  one  of  the  most  important  objects  claiming 
the  attention  of  the  church. 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  five  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  appoint  a  permanent  editor ;  to  give  him  a  fair  remuneration 
for  his  services  ;  to  remove  the  paper  to  a  more  central  place,  if  they 
deem  it  advisable  ;  and  to  have  a  general  supervision  over  the  paper 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  MORAVIAN  SYNOD. 

Rev.  A.  C.  Wedekind,  D.D.,  delegate  to  the  Moravian 
Synod,  reported  as  follows : 

The  undersigned  attended  the  meeting  of  the  “  Unitas  Fratrum” 
held  at  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  and  was  most  cordially  received  by  the  breth¬ 
ren.  There  is  something  of  the  simplicity  and  love  of  primitive  Chris¬ 
tianity  about  them  that  renders  their  assemblages  charmingly  attractive. 
The  spirit  of  the  Master  was  evinced  in  all  their  doings.  Their  discus¬ 
sions  of  some  points  of  church  practices,  diverging  from  their  accustomed 
order,  were  spirited  and  thorough,  but  conducted  in  the  scope  of  the 
Pauline  sentiment;  uBe  kindly  affectionate  one  toward  another,  in 
honor  preferring  one  another.” 

Their  progress  in  this  country  is  not  very  rapid,  but  encouraging. 
Their  Foreign  Mission  work  is  too  well  known  to  require  any  special 
notice  here.  Indeed,  their  strength  is  mainly  developed  in  this  direction. 
No  one  can  be  present  at  their  Foreign  Missionary  discussions,  and  not 
be  kindled  with  something  of  the  enthusiasm  that  animates  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  body. 

Being  obliged  to  leave  before  their  final  adjournment,  the  undersigned 
is  not  aware  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  next  meeting,  but  was  as¬ 
sured  that  a  delegate  would  be  appointed  to  this  body  ;  and  the  hearty 
wish  was  also  expressed  that  the  correspondence  so  auspiciously  begun 
and  hitherto  carried  on,  would  continue  in  future  to  the  glory  of  our 
common  Christianity,  and  the  greater  development  of  brotherly  love  and 
sympathy  between  the  two  churches.

Let  us,  therefore,  confess 
our  sins  unto  our  Heavenly  Father,  with  sincere,  humble  and  obedient 
hearts,  that  we  may  obtain  forgiveness  of  the  same,  by  His  infinite 
goodness  and  mercy. 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  Father,  unto  whom  all  hearts  are  open, 
and  all  desires  are  known,  all  whose  commandments  are  just,  necessary, 
and  good  ;  we  confess  unto  thee,  that  we  have  erred  and  strayed  from 
thy  ways  like  lost  sheep.

Rev.  Dr.  Swartz,  on  behalf  of  this  committee,  reported  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved ,  That  we  regard  the  early  completion  of  the  proposed  Memo- 
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rial  church  of  this  city,  as  vital  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Lutheran 
church  in  this  District,  and  demanded  by  both  the  position  and  interests 
of  the  Lutheran  church  in  this  country. 

Resolved ,  That  we  deem  as  worthy  the  highest  commendation  the  zeal 
and  liberality  displayed  by  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  church  in  this  city,  in  the 
prosecution  of  this  noble  work  thus  far,  and  we  commend  this  enterprise 
to  the  sympathy  and  bespeak  for  it  the  aid  of  all  who  love  the  Lutheran 
church. 

Resolved ,  That  we  urge  that  subscriptions  and  collections  be  taken  up 
in  all  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod,  in  behalf  of  this  object,  on  Sun¬ 
day,  the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  deeming  it  eminently  fitting  that  on  the 
memorable  anniversary  of  our  nation’s  birth  day,  we  should  provide  the 
means  for  the  erection  of  this  Memorial  church  to  the  God  of  Nations, 
whose  goodness  has  preserved  the  life  of  the  nation  through  rebellion 
and  war.

FORMULA  OF  CHURCH  DISCIPLINE  AND  GOVERNMENT. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  the  Formula  of  church 
discipline  and  government  was  resumed.  The  report  was 
finally  adopted,  as  follows;  , 

CHAPTER  I. 

PRELIMINARY  PRINCIPLES. 

Section  1.  We  believe  that  from  an  examination  of  the  works  of  na¬ 
ture  and  the  course  of  events,  we  may  derive  evidence  of  the  existence  of 
God  and  the  prominent  truths  of  natural  religion. 1 

Sec.  2.  But  that  the  evidence  of  natural  religion  is  not  such  as  to  af¬ 
ford  us  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  God  and  our  relation 
to  him  ;  nor  its  influence  sufficient  to  urge  us  to  duty  ;2  and  that,  there¬ 
fore,  a  farther  revelation  from  God  is  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  We  believe  that  such  a  revelation  God  has  given,  at  sundry 
times  and  in  divers  manners,  unto  the  fathers,  and  in  later  days  by  his 
Divine  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  his  inspired  servants  ;3  that  this  revelation

mom.  i.  20. 
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is  contained  in  the  books  known  in  Protestant  Christendom  as  the  Old1 
and  New  Testaments,  and  that  every  individual  is  bound  to  receive  this 
as  his  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  and  to  he  governed  by  it.2 

Sec.  4.  We  hold  that  liberty  of  conscience  and  the  free  exercise  of 
private  judgment  in  matters  of  religion,  are  natural  and  inalienable 
rights  of  men,  of  which  no  government,  civil  or  ecclesiastical,  can  de¬ 
prive  us.3 

Sec.  5.  As  order  is  necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  every  associate  body, 
and  as  Jesus  Christ  has  left  no  entire,  specific  form  of  Government  and 
Discipline  for  His  Church,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  invividual  Church  to 
adopt  such  regulations  as  appear  to  them  most  consistent  with  the  spirit 
and  precepts  of  the  New  Testament,  and  best  calculated  to  subserve  the 
interests  of  the  church  of  Christ. 

r 

Sec.  C.  And  as  men  exercising  the  right  of  private  judgment  agree  in 
the  opinion  that  Christianity  requires  a  social  connection  among  its  pro¬ 
fessors  ;  and  as  experience  proves  that  men  will  differ  in  some  of  their 
views  of  doctrine  and  discipline;  and,  as  too  much  difference  of  opinion 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  objects  of  such  an  association,  therefore  rea¬ 
son  dictates  that  those  holding  similar  views  of  faith  and  practice  should 
associate  together ;  that  it  is  their  duty  to  require  for  admission  to 
cliurcli-membership  among  them,  or  for  induction  into  the  sacred  office, 
and  for  continuance  in  either,  such  terms  as  they  deem  most  accordant 
with  the  precepts  and  spirit  of  the  Bible. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  broad  basis  of  these  principles  was  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  founded,  immediately  after  the  Reformation.  Adher¬ 
ing  to  the  same  principles,  the  Church  in  America  is  governed  by  three 
Judicatories  :  the  Council  of  each  individual  Church  ;  the  District  Synods, 
consisting  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  from  a  particular  district  of  coun¬ 
try,  and  one  General  Synod,  formed  by  representatives  from  all  the 
different  Synods  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  receiving  the  Augsburg  confes¬ 
sion  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  word  of 

i 

God.  The  ratio  of  clerical  and  lay  representatives  is  determined  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  ;  and  the  -powers  of  this  body  are 
chiefly  those  of  an  Advisory  Council. 


CHAPTER  II. 

OF  THE  CHURCH. 

PART  I. — OF  THE  INVISIBLE  CHURCH. 

Section  1.  The  true  or  invisible  Church  of  Christ  is  the  collective 
body  of  all4  those  of  every  religious  denomination  in  the  world,  who  are 
in  a  state  of  grace.5 

Sec.  2.  The  true  Church  of  Christ  is  a  spiritual6  society,  consisting  of 
members  whose  qualifications7  are  spiritual,  and  who  are  associated  for 
spiritual  purposes.8

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Sec.  3.  It  is  a  catholic  or  universal1  society;  its  members  not  being 
confined  to  any  particular  nation  or  religious  denomination. 

PART  II. — OF  THE  EXTERNAL  OR  VISIBLE  CHURCH. 

Sec.  1.  The  visible  church  is  the  collective  body  of  those  who  profess 
the  Christian  religion  ;  consisting  of  all  those  who  have  been  admitted  to 
membership  by  baptism,2  and  have  not  been  deprived  of  it  by  excom¬ 
munication. 

Sec.  2.  Of  this  Church  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  is  the  true 
and  only  head;3  having  neither  abandoned  his  church  nor  appointed  any 
vjcar  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  3.  As  the  spirit  of  Christianity  leads  its  possessors  to  social  in¬ 
tercourse1  with  each  other,  and  as  such  a  fellowship  is  essential  to  the 
accomplishment  of  the  object  of  the  Christian  church  ;  therefore,  be¬ 
lievers,  living  near  together,  have  from  the  time  of  the  Apostles,5  formed 
themselves  into  Christian  congregations. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  such  Church  to  have  the  word  and 
sacraments  administered  in  their  purity  ;6  to  give  an  adequate  and  just 
support  to  the  pastor  or  pastors  who  minister  unto  them  ;  to  provide  for 
the  perpetuation  of  a  faithful  ministry  able  to  teach,7  and  to  endeavor 
to  propagate  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.8 

Sec.  5.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  church  to  watch  over  the  purity  and  faith¬ 
fulness  of  her  members. 9 

Sec.  6.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  church  is  purely  spiritual;  it  ought  to 
have  no  connection  with  the  civil  government,10  neither  ought  its  de¬ 
cisions  be  enforced  by  the  arm  of  civil  power. 

Sec.  7.  The  power  of  the  church  is  purely  declarative,  whether  exer¬ 
cised  by  an  individual  church  council,  or  by  any  other  ecclesiastical  ju¬ 
dicatory;  i.  e.  the  Bible  is  their  juridical  code,  and  their  decisions  are  valid, 
only  because  founded  on  scripture. 

Sec.  8.  The  visible  church  is  not  an  association  to  which  we  may  belong 
or  not  at  our  option,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  every  one  who  has  an  opportu¬ 
nity,  to  be  a  faithful  member  of  it. fl 


CHAPTER  III. 


OF  THE  OFFICERS  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

OF  PASTORS. 

Section  1.  Our  Lord  and  Saviour  himself  instituted  the  clerical  office 
in  the  New  Testament  church,  and  made  it  of  perpetual  standing.12  The 
persons  filling  this  office,  are  in  Scripture  designated  by  different  names,

14.  Gal.  i.  22.  61  Tim.  iv.  6.  vi.  3,  5.  Gal.  i.  8,9.  'Tit.  i.  5.  2  Tim.  ii.  2. 

8Matt.  xxviii.  19,  20.  °1  Cor.  v.  7, 13.  10John  xviii.  26.  UMatt.  xxviii.  19.  xi.  28,  29. 
J2Matt.  xxviii.  19,  20  ;  2  Tim.  ii.  2  ;  Tit.  L  5. 
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as  bishop,  presbyter  or  elder,  Ac.,1  indicative  of  the  duties  of  the  office. 
All  these  are  by  divine  right  of  equal  rank,2  and  their  duties  are  princi¬ 
pally  these  :  to  expound  the  word  of  God ,  to  conduct  the  public  worship 
of  God,3  to  administer  the  sacraments,  to  participate  in  the  government  of 
the  church ,4  and  to  admonish  men  of  their  duties ,5  as  well  as  by  all  proper 
means,  public  and  private,  to  edify  the  church  of  Christ. 

Sec.  2.  Those  other  officers  who  were  endowed  with  miraculous  gifts, 
and  whose  instrumentality  Christ  used  in  first  forming  the  church,  were 
extraordinary  and  of  temporary  standing. 

Sec.  3.  Pastors  are  amenable  for  their  conduct  to  the  Synod  to  which 
they  belong  ;  and  that  Synod  is  the  tribunal  which  has  the  entire  juris¬ 
diction  over  them:  excepting  in  those  cases  where  a  regular  appeal  is 
obtained  to  the  General  Synod,  agreeably  to  Article  IY,  Section  8,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  shall  knowingly  grant  to  a  member  of  another 
congregation  any  privileges  of  the  church,  which  would  be  denied  to 
said  member  by  his  own  pastor. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  the  sacred  duty  of  every  minister  so  to  conduct  himself,  that 
his  life  shall  present  to  his  congregation  an  example  of  true  Christian 
propriety  of  deportment:  And  should  any  minister  of  our  church  be  guilty 
of  an  open  vice,  (which  may  God  in  mercy  prevent!)  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Church  Council  earnestly  to  exhort  him  several  times  to  reformation  ; 
and  if  this  should  prove  ineffectual,  or  if  the  case  be  such  as  to  bring 
disgrace  upon  the  church,  to  report  him  to  the  President  of  the  Synod. 

OF  ELDERS  AND  DEACONS. 

Sec.  G.  The  other  officers  of  the  church  are  Elders  and  Deacons,  who 
are  elected  by  the  members  of  the  church  as  their  agents  to  perform  some 
of  the  duties  originally  devolving  on  themselves.  The  principal  duties 
of  Elders,  are  to  aid  the  pastor  or  pastors  in  administering  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  discipline  of  the  church;  to  endeavor  to  preserve  peace  and 
harmony  among  its  members;  to  visit  the  Sabbath  and  other  congrega¬ 
tional  schools,  and  promote  the  religious  education  of  the  children  of 
the  church;  to  visit  the  sick  and  afflicted,  and  aid  in  the  performance 
of  such  other  duties  as  are  incumbent  on  the  Church  Council. 

The  duties  of  the  Deacons’  office  are  principally  these :  To  lead  an 
exemplary  life,  as  commanded  in  the  Scriptures;6  to  minister  unto  the 
poor,7  extending  to  their  wants  and  distributing  faithfully  amongst  them 
the  collections  which  may  be  made  for  their  use  ;  to  assist  the  pastor  in 
the  administration  of  the  Eucharist;  to  attend  and  render  all  necessary 
service  at  stated  worship;  to  see  that  their  minister  receives  a  just  and 
adequate  support,  according  to  the  commands  of  our  Lord;  to  adminis¬ 
ter  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  church,  and  to  aid  in  the  performance 
of  such  other  duties  as  are  incumbent  on  the  Church  Council.  Both 
these  officers  are  elected  by  the  members  of  the  church,  and  it  is  their

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duty  to  feel  the  deepest  interest  in  the  advancement  of  piety  among  them, 
and  to  exert  their  utmost  influence  to  promote  it. 

Sec.  7.  The  Elders  and  Deacons  are  the  representatives  of  the  whole 
church,  and  each  church  shall  determine  the  number  of  their  officers 
and  the  term  of  their  duration  in  office  ;  yet  in  no  case  shall  they  serve 
less  than  two  years  nor  more  than  eight,  unless  re-elected.  And  when 
elected  they  shall  be  inducted  into  their  respective  offices,  according  to 
the  form  prescribed  by  the  church.1 

Sec.  8.  When  the  corporate  powers  of  the  church  are  vested  in  the 
Church  Council,  trustees  are  unnecessary.  Those  congregations,  how¬ 
ever,  which  have  been  in  the  habit  of  having  Trustees,  may,  if  they  deem 
it  expedient,  still  retain  them,  and  continue  to  them  such  privileges  a  s 
they  may  deem  expedient. 


CHAPTER  IY. 

OF  THE  CHURCH  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  Church  Council  is  the  lowest  judicatory  of  the  church, 
consisting  of  the  pastor,  or  pastors,  and  all  the  elders  and  deacons  of  a 
particular  church. 

Sec.  2.  The  pastor,  together  with  half  the  other  existing  members  of 
the  Council,  and,  in  the  necessary  absence  of  the  pastor,  two-thirds  of 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Council,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  But  no  business  connected  with  the  government  or  discipline 
of  the  church  shall  be  transacted  without  the  presence  of  the  minister, 
unless  his  absence  is  unavoidable  or  voluntary,  or  the  church  be  vacant. 
And  when  present,  the  pastor  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman. 

Sec.  4.  The  Church  Council2  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all  the 
temporal  concerns  of  the  church,  and  shall  see  that  they  are  administered 
with  wisdom,  faithfulness  and  justice.  They  shall  also  elect  one  of  their 
number  a  deputy  to  represent  them  at  the  annual  synodical  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  admit  to  membership 
adults,  who  shall  make  application;  and  whom,  on  mature  examination, 
they  shall  judge  to  be  possessed  of  the  qualifications  ^hereafter  specified.5 
They  shall  be  obedient  subjects  of  divine  grace — that  is,  they  must  satisfy 
the  church  council  that  they  have  sincerely  repented  of  their  sins,  and 
truly  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Also,  to  admit  to  the  comipunion 
of  the  church  all  those  who  were  admitted  to  church  membership  in 
their  infancy,  and  whom  on  like  examination,  they  shall  judge  possessed 
of  the  above  mentioned  qualifications.  No  one  shall  be  considered  a  fit 
subject  for  confirmation  who  has  not  previously  attended  a  course  of 
religious  lectures  delivered  by  the  pastor,  on  the  most  important  doctrines 
and  principles  of  religion,  unless  the  pastor  should  be  satisfied  that  the  ap-

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plicant’s  attainments  are  adequate  without  this  attendance.  And  when 
ndults  are  admitted  to  membership,  their  baptism  shall,  if  possible,  be 
performed  publicly  before  the  church;  and  when  members  who  were 
baptized  in  their  infancy  are  admitted  to  full  communion,  they  shall  in 
the  same  public  manner  confirm  their  baptismal  vows,  according  to  the 
form  of  confirmation  customary  in  the  church. 

Sec.  6.*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pastor,  or  the  Church  Council,  to 
keep  a  complete  list  of  all  the  communing  members,  the  record  of  which 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  church. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  member  of  the  Church  Council  shall  conduct  himself 
in  a  manner  unworthy  of  his  office,  he  may  be  accused  before  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  if  found  guilty,  his  case  shall  be  referred  to  the  whole  church 
for  decision. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  administer  the  discipline 
of  the  church  on  all  those  whose  conduct  is  inconsistent  with  their 
Christian  profession,  or  who  entertain  fundamental  errors.1  To  this  end 
they  shall  have  power  to  cite  any  of  their  church  members  to  appear 
before  them,  and  to  endeavor  to  obtain  other  witnesses,  when  the  case 
may  require  it.  It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Council,  when  any 
member  offends,  first  privately  to  admonish  him,  or,  if  necessary,  to  call 
him  to  an  account;  and  if  these  measures  prove  ineffectual,  to  suspend  or 
excommunicate  him,  that  is,  to  debar  him  from  the  privileges  peculiar 
to  church  membership,  according  to  the  precepts  of  the  New  Testament 
laid  down  in  this  formula.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  restore2  those 
.subjects  of  suspension  or  excommunication,  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
church,  who  shall  manifest  sincere  repentance.  Every  act  of  excommu 
nication  or  of  restoration  may  be  published  to  the  church,  if  deemed 
necessary  by  the  majority  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  9.  The  Church  Council  may  at  any  time  be  convened  by  the 
minister;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  a  meeting  when  requested  by 
two  members  of  the  Council,  or  by  one-fourth  of  the  electors  of  the 
•church,  or  when  directed  by  the  Synod. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  Council  to  watch  over  the 
religious  education  of  the  children  of  the  church,  and  to  see  that  they 
be  occasionally  collected,  for  the  purpose  of  being  taught  the  Catechism 
of  the  church,  and  instructed  in  the  duties  and  principles  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion. 

Sec.  11.  The  Church  Council  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
of  all  the  baptisms,  and  of  persons  admitted  to  sacramental  communion; 

an  abstract  of  which  shall  be  annually  sent  to  the  Synod  for  inspec¬ 
tion. 

Sec.  12.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  from  the  decisions  of  the  Church 
Council,  the  Council  shall  take  no  further  measures  grounded  on  their 
decision  until  the  sentence  has  been  reviewed  by  the  Synod.  But  if  the 
decision  appealed  from  be  a  sentence  of  suspension  or  excommunication, 
it  shall  immediately  take  effect  and  continue  in  force  until  reversed  by 
the  Synod.  And  in  every  case  of  appeal,  the  Chnrch  Council  shall  send

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a  detailed  and  correct  account  of  tlieir  proceedings  in  the  case,  and  of 
the  charges  and  evidence  on  both  sides. 

Sec.  13.  Any  vacant  pastoral  district  may  also  send  a  delegate  to  the 
Synod  as  their  representative. 


CHAPTER  V. 

OF  CHURCH  MEMBERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  members  of  any  particular  church  are  all  those  members 
of  the  visible  (see  Chap.  2,  Sec.  1.)  church,  who  are  associated  together 
under  some  form  of  Christian  government  and  discipline,  for  divine  wor¬ 
ship,  and  the  better  attainment  of  the  objects  for  which  the  Church  of 
Christ  was  instituted. 

Sec.  2.  Every  church  member  is  amenable  to  the  Council,  and  must 
appear  before  them  when  cited,  and  submit  to  the  discipline  of  the 
church  regularly  administered.1 

Sec.  3.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  church  member  to  lead  a  Christian  life; 
that  is,  to  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  or  her  in  Scripture. 
Thus  it  is  the  duty  of  adults  to  perform  all  the  Christian  duties;  to  at¬ 
tend  the  public  worship  of  God,2  and  to  partake  of  the  Lord’s  supper5 
whenever  an  opportunity  is  afforded.  It  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  edu¬ 
cate  their  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,4  to  teach 
them  the  doctrines  of  the  church,  and  to  subject  them  to  the  ordinances 
of  the  same.5 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  being  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the  Church 
Council  relative  to  himself,  may  appeal  to  the  Synod.  But,  in  every 
case,  the  applicant  shall  give  notice  to  the  Church  Council  of  his  inten¬ 
tion,  either  immediately  or  within  two  weeks  of  the  time  when  the  sen¬ 
tence  was  made  known  to  him,  and  shall  specify  to  them  the  reasons  of 
his  dissatisfaction  and  the  ground  of  his  appeal. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  recommended  that  when  a  member  of  one  of  our  churches 
moves  into  the  bounds  of  another,  and  wishes  to  be  admitted  to  the  priv¬ 
ileges  of  the  church,  he  shall  bring  with  him  a  certificate  of  good  stand¬ 
ing  from  his  former  pastor;  and,  until  he  hand  in  his  certificate,  he  re¬ 
mains  responsible  to  the  church  from  which  he  came. 

Sec.  6.  It  is  recommended,  as  accordant  with  the  principles  of  the  New 
Testament,  that  the  members  of  the  church  ought  not  to  prosecute  each 
other  before  a  civil  tribunal,  until  they  have  first  made  an  attempt  to  settle 
their  point  of  difference  through  the  mediation  of  their  Christian 
brethren.

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CHAPTER  YI. 

OF  ELECTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  All  congregational  elections  must  be  published  by  the  Church 
Council  to  the  congregation,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  election. 

Sec.  2.  The  Council  may  publish  a  congregational  meeting  for  any 
lawful  purpose  when  they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  and  they  shall  be  com¬ 
pelled  so  to  do,  when  requested  by  one-tliird  of  the  lawful  electors  of 
the  church. 

Sec.  3.  The  electors  of  any  particular  church  in  our  connection,  are 
all  those  who  are  in  full  communion  with  the  same  ;  who  submit  to  its 
government  and  discipline  regularly  administered  ;  who  contribute  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  ability  and  engagements  to  all  its  necessary  expendi¬ 
tures,  and  who  have  communed,  unless  providentially  prevented,  within 
one  year  preceding  an  election. 

Sec.  4.  At  all  elections  for  elders  or  deacons ,  no  person  may  be  elected 
to  either  of  said  offices,  who  is  not  a  member  in  full  communion  with 
said  church. 

Sec.  5.  When  an  election  is  held  in  a  vacant  congregation  for  a  pas¬ 
tor,  two-tliirds  of  all  the  electors  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an  elec¬ 
tion;  and  if  the  votes  were  not  unanimous,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
presiding  officer  shall  invite  the  minority  -to  concur  in  the  decision.  He 
shall  give  the  minister  a  certificate,  signed  by  himself,  of  his  election. 
This  certificate,  with  a  statement  of  the  support1  which  they  promise 
him,  shall  be  a  legal  call  to  the  pastor  therein  specified. 

Sec.  6.  At  elections  for  members  of  the  Church  Council,  the  existing- 
Council  shall  nominate  twice  as  many  persons  as  are  to  be  elected, 
and  the  church  may  nominate  half  as  many  more,  if  they  deem  it 
necessary,  from  whom  the  officers  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  7.  If,  from  any  cause,  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Council  in  the  in¬ 
terval  between  the  stated  elections,  it  shall  be  filled  without  delay  by  a 
special  election,  and  the  person  thus  elected  shall  serve  until  the  regu¬ 
lar  expiration  of  the  time  of  the  member  in  whose  place  he  was  elected. 


CHAPTER  YII. 

OF  PRAYER  MEETINGS,  ETC. 

Section  1.  As  prayer  is  one  of  the  most  necessary  duties  of  a  Chris¬ 
tian,2  and  as  prayer  meetings  have  been  of  the  utmost  importance  and 
usefulness,  it  is,  therefore,  most- earnestly  recommended  to  the  different 
churches  in  our  connection,  to  establish  and  promote  them  among  our 
members.  These  meetings  may  be  held  in  the  church,  school  house,  or 
in  private  houses,  and  their  object  is  the  spiritual  edification  of  the  per¬ 
sons  present;  but  the  utmost  precaution  must  ever  be  observed  that 
God,  who  is  a  spirit,  be  worshipped  in  spirit  and  in  truth  ;  that  they  be

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characterized  by  that  solemnity  and  decorum  which  ought  ever  to  attend 
divine  worship,  and  that  no  disorder  be  tolerated,  or  anything  that  is 
calculated  to  interrupt  the  devotions  of  those  who  are  convened,  or  pre¬ 
vent  their  giving  the  fullest  attention  to  him  who  is  engaged  in  leading 
the  meeting  ;  in  short,  that,  according  to  the  injunction  of  the  apostle, 
all  things  be  done  ‘‘decently  and  in  order.” 

Sec.  2.  It  is  solemnly  recommended  to  all  church  members,  and  more 
especially  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  to  make  daily  worship  in  their 
families  a  sacred  duty. 1 

Sec.  3.  It  is  expedient  that  no  person  be  permitted  to  preach  in  any  of 
the  churches  in  our  connection,  except  by  consent  of  the  pastor  and  Coun¬ 
cil  of  said  church,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  pastor,  by  permission  of  the 
Council.

REPORT  FROM  COMMITTEE  TO  EXAMINE  REVISION  OF  HYMN  BOOK. 

Bev.  T.  Stork,  D.D.,  on  behalf  of  this  committee,  report¬ 
ed.  The  report  was  amended  and  adopted  as  follows :

The  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Hymn  Book 
revising  committee,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  : 

That  they  have  spent  some  time  and  care  in  the  revision  of  this  work, 
and  find  it,  with  a  few  exceptional  cases,  complete,  and  in  all  respects 
satisfactory.  The  revising  committee  have  done  their  work  well,  and  it 
exhibits  great  hymnological  accuracy,  poetical  taste,  and  industry. 
Your  committee  have  suggested  the  omission  of  a  few  of  the  selected 
hymns,  and  recommend  the  restoration  of  some  old  hymns,  which  we  have 
sung  from  our  childhood,  and  are  endeared  to  us  by  many  tender  mem¬ 
ories  and  associations. 

Your  committee,  with  the  suggested  omissions  and  restorations  of 
hymns,  recommend  the  publication  of  this  selection,  in  connection  with 
the  morning  and  evening  service,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Formula 
of  Government  and  Discipline,  Luther’s  Small  Catechism  and  a  series 
of  Family  Prayers,  to  constitute  a  Church  Book  for  our  people.

REPORT  ON  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  GETTYSBURG. 

Rev.  W.  M.  Baum,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  reported 
as  follows : 

In  pursuance  of  Constitutional  requisition,  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
this  Institution  would  respectfully  report,  that  during  the  past  year  we 
have  lost  the  valuable  services  of  Rev.  M.  Valentine,  D.D.,  by  his  transfer 
to  the  Presidency  of  Pennsylvania  College. 

An  immediate  effort  was  made  to  supply  the  vacancy  thus  created. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was  called,  and  an  election  ordered. 
Rev.  C.  A.  Stork,  A.M.,  of  Baltimore,  was  nominated,  and  chosen  with 
unusual  unanimity.  We  regret,  however,  the  necessity  of  announcing 
the  absolute  refusal  of  Mr.  Stork  to  accept  the  position  tendered  him. 
Provision  has  been  made,  temporarily,  to  supply  instruction  in  this  de¬ 
partment,  so  that  the  present  classes  might  suffer  as  little  loss  as  possible. 
At  our  approaching  animal  meeting  further  steps  will  be  taken  to  supply 
this  important  vacancy.  The  prayers  of  the  church  are  earnestly  asked 
for  divine  guidance  in  this  difficult  and  responsible  work. 

We  report  with  pleasure  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  and 
the  gratifying  prospect  that  the  incoming  classes  for  several  years  will  be 
unusually  large.  Twenty-one  young  men  have  been  in  attendance  upon 
the  exercises  of  the  Seminary  during  the  past  year. 

No  little  difficulty  is  encountered  in  retaining  the  members  of  the  several 
classes  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  through  the  entire  three  years’ 
course,*  by  the  very  questionable,  yea,  reprehensible,  custom  of  many 
congregations  and  pastors  of  urging  our  students  to  abridge  their  course 
of  study  and  enter  at  once  upon  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  Even 
Synods,  whose  representatives  in  the  Board  have  insisted  upon  a  thor¬ 
oughly  educated  ministry  and  a  three  years’  course  in  our  Seminary,  have 
been  guilty  of  the  inconsistency  of  licensing  young  brethren  before  the 
completion  of  their  studies.  The  interests  of  the  Institution,  of  the 
Church,  and  of  those  who  are  thus  prematurely  urged  into  the  mini  stry, 
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are  alike  compromised.  The  magnitude  of  the  evil  calls  for  its  immedi¬ 
ate  removal. 

Under  the  careful  and  judicious  management  of  our  efficient  Treasu¬ 
rer,  Daniel  Kraber,  Esq.,  of  York,  Pa.,  and  through  the  continued  and 
successful  efforts  of  the  indefatigable  Chairman  of  our  Faculty,  Rev.  Dr. 
Brown,  our  finances  are  being  enlarged  and  our  endowment  increased. 
The  Institution  is,  however,  far  from  being  upon  an  independent  finan¬ 
cial  basis.  No  reliable  provision  exists  for  defraying  contingent  ex¬ 
penses,  involving  repairs  and  improvements,  and  the -enlargement  of  the 
library  is  very  slow  and  uncertain.  It  becomes  the  churches  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  to  make  this  Institution  a  power  in  our  Zion,  by  perfecting, 
as  far  as  possible,  all  its  arrangements  and  supplying  all  its  defects.  An 
increased  interest  and  greater  concentration  of  effort  in  its  behalf  are 
greatly  needed  and  earnestly  invoked. 

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  quite  recently  one  of  the  students  of 
our  Seminary  has  been  sent  by  the  Church  to  the  foreign  field,  and  is 
now  preaching  the  gospel  to  the  benighted  heathen.  May  his  life  and 
health  be  spared  for  efficient  usefulness.  We  hear  with  great  satisfac¬ 
tion  that  others  are  looking  forward  to  the  same  self-denying  work. 
May  they  be  guided  and  sustained  from  on  high. 

An  increased  liberality  on  the  part  of  several  congregations  has  added 
very  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  students,  by  the  newly  furnished  apart¬ 
ments  thus  secured.  As  there  are,  however,  other  rooms  greatly  in  want 
of  the  necessary  equipments  for  pleasant  occupancy,  and  as  we  believe 
the  capacity  of  the  Seminary  will  be  more  and  more  taxed  in  the  future, 
we  call  upon  the  churches  looking  to  us  for  their  future  pastors  to  fol¬ 
low  the  example  of  their  sister  congregations,  and  complete  the  entire 
re -furnishing  of  the  institution. 

W itli  these  statements,  we  commit  our  cherished  Theological  Seminary 
to  the  care  of  the  great  head  of  the  Church,  and  the  continued  supervis¬ 
ion  of  the  General  Synod.  W.  M.  BAUM, 

President  of  Board  of  Directors. 

Report  adopted. 

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERARY  AND  THEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  churches  of  the  General  Synod  have  reason  to  congratulate  them¬ 
selves  upon  the  number  and  efficiency  of  the  Literary  Institutions  within 
their  bounds,  which  at  the  same  time  indicate  the  advancing  intelligence  of 
our  people,  and  furnish  the  means  for  still  further  promoting  it.  We  can 
hardly  congratulate  the  church  upon  the  number  of  her  Theological  In¬ 
stitutions,  for  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many  of  these  is  rather  an  index 
of  internal  weakness,  and  want  of  denominational  concentration  and 
practical  efficiency.  A  few  institutions  of  this  kind,  well  furnished  in 
every  respect,  would  probably  accomplish  more  for  the  advancement  of 
sound  theological  learning,  than  a  larger  number,  but  partially  equipped. 
It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  some  of  those  already  existing  should  be 
united;  but,  if  this  be  found  impracticable,  that,  at  least,  no  moreinsti- 
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tutions  of  this  character  will  be  established  among  us  for  many  years  to 
-come. 

The  committee  have  been  kindly  furnished  with  the  following  brief 
■statements  concerning  our  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions,  by 
brethren  here  present  who  are  best  acquainted  with  them.  The  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  is  not  included  in  this  number,  in  view 
■of  the  fact  of  its  intimate  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  inasmuch 
•as  the  President  of  its  Board  of  Directors  is  required  by  its  constitution 
to  present,  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  a  special  report  of  its 
condition  and  prospects. 

HARTWICK  SEMINARY. 

“Respecting  this  institution,  but  two  occurrences,  since  the  last  report 
to  this  body,  require  notice.  The  first  is  that  the  regular  instructions, 
partially  interrupted  for  a  season,  while  the  buildings  were  being  im¬ 
proved,  have  under  favorable  circumstances  been  resumed.  The  other 
is  the  lamented  death  of  the  late  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Miller,  D.D.,  so  well 
known,  so  much  loved,  so  long  and  so  honorably  connected  with  this 
venerable  school  of  the  prophets,  and  whose  loss  at  this  juncture  must  be 
deeply  felt.  ’  ’ 

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE. 

Pennsylvania  College,  the  oldest  of  the  collegiate  institutions  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  General  Synod,  having  been  established  in  1832,  con¬ 
tinues  to  command  the  confidence  of  the  friends  of  a  liberal  education, 
and  its  general  prosperity  has  been  steadily  increasing.  The  number  in 
attendance  during  the  current  year  was  178 — 103  in  the  college  proper, 
and  75  in  the  preparatory  department.  On  the  day  of  Prayer  for  col¬ 
leges,  in  February  last,  the  religious  status  of  the  students  was  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Professors  of  religion  103;  non-professors  of  religion  65;  preparing 
for  the  ministry  67. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Rev.  Milton  Valentine, 
D.D.,  was  called  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Institution,  to  supply  the  vacan¬ 
cy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Rev.  Dr.  Bauglier.  The  chair  of  Greek 
Language  and  Literature  was  created,  and  Rev.  II.  Louis  Baugher,  of  In¬ 
dianapolis,  unanimously  elected  as  Professor.  Both  gentlemen  have 
entered  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties,,  and  are  laboring  with  marked 
success  and  acceptance.  The  office  of  Vice  President  has  been  created, 
and  sundry  changes  made  in  the  internal  administration  of  the  institution, 
which  promise  salutary  influences.  There  are  now  seven  Professors  in 
the  Faculty,  besides  three  tutors  in  the  Preparatory  Department,  with 
one  Professorship  (the  Franklin)  vacant. 

The  demand  of  the  Church  in  the  East  for  fuller  and  more  enlarged 
accommodations  for  preparatory  training  in  academic  education,  has  led 
to  the  erection  of  a  large  three-story  building,  separate  from  the  College, 
for  the  special  accommodation  of  the  Preparatory  Department.  This 
building,  known  as  “Stevens  Hall,”  was  completed  during  the  past 
year,  and  is  now  occupied  by  that  Department,  under  the  immediate 
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•care  of  Prof.  C.  J.  Ehrhart  and  liis  efficient  assistants,  thus  furnishing 
an  academic  institution,  in  connection  with  and  under  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  the  College,  where  parents  and  guardians  can  place  their  sons 
and  wards  in  the  assurance  that  their  religious,  moral  and  physical  wel¬ 
fare  will  be  cared  for. 

While  we  thus  gladly  and  gratefully  state  the  prosperous  condition  of 
Pennsylvania  College,  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  the  heavy  expendi¬ 
tures  involved  in  these  efforts  to  increase  the  efficiency  and  educational 
advantages  of  the  Institution — the  necessity  for  additional  philosophical 
apparatus,  and  other  buildings,  the  establishment  and  liberal  endowment 
of  other  competing  colleges  on  the  same  territory,  and  the  important 
relations  of  the  Institution  to  the  Church  in  the  East,  all  appeal  strongly 
for  the  prayers  and  sympathy  of  the  Church,  with  corresponding  efforts 
on  the  part  of  its  friends  for  increased  endowment,  and  such  provision 
as  shall  put  the  Institution,  in  all  respects,  on  equal  footing  with  the 
best  in  the  land. 

WITTENBERG  COLLEGE. 

“  This  institution  has  about  its  usual  number  of  students.  The  new 
catalogue  will  report  one  hundred  and  sixty -five.  The  senior  class, 
which  has  just  passed  its  final  examination,  consists  of  twelve  members. 
Six  young  men  have  gone  from  the  Theological  Department  into  the 
ministry  of  the  Church  this  spring.  The  endowment  fund,  though  in¬ 
creased  during  the  year,  has  not  been  completed.  The  Institution 

mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  valuable  members,  in  the  death  of  one

of  its  first  and  most  valuable  teachers.  The  spiritual  condition  of  the 
Institution  is  very  good.” 

MISSIONARY  INSTITUTE,  SELINSGROYE,  SNYDER  CO.,  PA. 

“During  thp  past  year  there  have  been  connected  with  the  Theologi¬ 
cal  Department  of  this  school  ten  students.  The  statement  made  one 
year  ago  that,  “hereafter,  no  worthy  applicant  shall  be  rejected:  we 
will  trust  in  God  for  the  means  of  support,  ’  ’  has  been  adhered  to,  and 
we  have  encouragement  to  go  forward.  One  such  applicant  has  been 
received — others  will  be  at  the  opening  of  our  next  school  year,  in 
August. 

“  The  number  of  pupils  in  the  Classical  Department  during  the  year, 
has  been  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  ;  of  these,  thirty-five  are  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  ministry.” 

LUTHERVILLE  FEMALE  SEMINARY. 

From  the  Catalogue  of  this  Institution,  and  from  private  informa¬ 
tion,  we  learn  that  it  has  enjoyed  continued  prosperity  during  the  past 
year.  It  is  still  under  the  control  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sadtler,  assisted  by 
eight  other  teachers  in  its  various  departments.  We  hail  it  as  an  omen 
for  good  that  so  many  of  the  names  of  the  pupils  given  in  the  Catalogue 
are  those  of  the  well-known  Lutheran  families,  clerical  and  lay,  in  Mary¬ 
land,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  elsewhere. 
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It  would  indicate  that  our  members  are  awakening  to  the  importance 
not  only  of  liberally  educating  their  daughters,  but  of  doing  so  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  spirit  and  usages  of  our.  own  Church.  For  years  there 
have  been  numbers  of  young  ladies  received  into  the  fold  of  Christ  dur¬ 
ing  their  connection  with  the  school,  and  have  departed  to  their  homes 
bearing  their  certificates  with  them. 

We  would  renew  our  commendation  of  this  Institution,  for  its  liberal 
range  of  study,  its  careful  management,  and  its  faithful  labor  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  a  sanctified  education  and  prosperity  of  our  Church. 

HAGERSTOWN  FEMALE  SEMINARY. 

This  Institution,  under  its  present  management,  has  attained  a  degree 
of  prosperity  not  surpassed  in  any  previous  period  of  its  history.  It  is 
well  furnished  with  the  means  of  accomplishing  its  object,  and,  during 
the  current  year,  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  has  been  encourag¬ 
ingly  large.  The  graduating  class  will  number  fourteen. 

Dr.  Martin,  the  present  efficient  Principal,  under  whose  auspices  the 
Institution  has  been  resuscitated  and  advanced  to  its  present  flourishing 
condition,  will  withdraw  from  its  management  at  the  end  of  the  scholastic 
year.  His  place  will  be  supplied  by  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Eyster,  of  Green- 
castle,  whose  qualifications  and  experience  eminently  fit  him  for  the  po¬ 
sition  which  he  is  about  to  assume.  Under  his  care,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  Seminary  will  continue  to  make  substantial  progress.  The 
owners  of  the  Institution  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Church  for  rescuing 
it  from  its  perils  and  continuing  it  as  a  Lutheran  Female  Seminary. 

SUSQUEHANNA  FEMALE  COLLEGE,  SELINSGROYE,  PA. 

This  institution  has  just  passed  into  the  hands  of  Prof.  Wm.  Noetting, 
formerly  Professor  of  Mathematics  in  the  Missionary  Institute.  His 
qualifications  and  experience  give  assurance  that  the  Institution  will 
continue  to  be  faithfully  and  successfully  managed,  and  may  properly 
claim  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  community,  and  the  Church 
at  large.  The  attendance  during  the  closing  year  of  the  recent  manage¬ 
ment  was  about  eighty  pupils.  The  next  scholastic  year  will  begin  in 
August  next. 

MENDOTA  COLLEGE. 

u  This  Institution  has  enjoyed  unprecedented  success  during  the  past 
year.  It  has  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  students  enrolled  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  scholastic  year,  and  is,  as  heretofore,  open  for  both  sexes.  The 
citizens  of  Mendota  are  erecting  an  addition  to  the  present  main  build¬ 
ing,  sixty  by  forty  feet,  and  four  stories  high,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be 
ready  for  use  the  coming  year.  With  this  increase  of  accommodations, 
the  number  of  students  can  easily  be  doubled.” 

HILLSBORO  ACADEMY, 

Located  at  Hillsboro,  Montgomery  county,  Illinois,  is  in  a  very  flour¬ 
ishing  condition,  embracing  about  one  hundred’pupils  of  both  sexes,  and 
under  very  competent  management.  Prof.  A.  F.  M.  Easterday,  for- 
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merly  a  very  successful  teaclier  in  our  college  at  Springfield,  Illinois, 
is  Principal  of  Hillsboro  Academy.  This  Academy  does  not  ask  the 
General  Synod  to  endorse  it,  or  to  assume  any  pecuniary  responsibilities 
on  its  behalf.  ’  ’ 

It  is  due  to  the  general  interests  which  this  report  is  designed  to  pre¬ 
sent,  to  state,  that  the  recognition  here  made  of  the  several  institutions 
of  learning,  does  not  carry  with  it  any  pecuniary  obligations  to  aid  in  the 
maintenance  of  them,  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  they  are  all  cordially 
commended  to  the  patronage  of  the  Church.

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REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH, 

To  ascertain  tlie  state  of  religion  within  the  churches  is  a  matter  of 
much  importance.  As  an  individual  Christian  should  often  calculate  his 
position  in  the  divine  life,  and  measure  the  attainments  he  has  made 
therein,  so  the  Church  in  general  should  he  subjected  to  occasional  scru¬ 
tiny,  in  order  to  discover  where  she  is  in  spiritual  latitude  and  longitude. 
We  know  that  religion  is  subject  to  degrees  ;  and,  since  the  aim  of  the 
Christian  workman  is  always  to  promote  advanced  degrees,  the  ques¬ 
tion  whether  such  advance  is  being  made  or  not  is  one  of  the  deepest  in¬ 
terest.  A  report  of  this  kind  should,  therefore,  not  be  flattering,  but 
truthful.  It  should  present  the  religious  condition  of  the  churches  with 
the  greatest  possible  correctness.  Self-deception  is  everywhere  deplora¬ 
ble,  but  particularly  so  where  spiritual  and  eternal  interests  are  involved. 
We  should  endeavor  to  see  ourselves  in  the  true  light,  and  then,  whether 
our  condition  be  encouraging  or  otherwise,  the  influence,  in  either  case, 
will  be  salutary  and  good. 

It  is  with  the  view  of  reaching  a  more  detailed  and  correct  statement 
of  religion  that  the  Committee  have  concluded  to  permit  each  District 
Synod  to  represent  itself  in  the  report.  By  this  means,  we  have  thought 
a  more  satisfactory  account  of  the  general  condition  of  our  Churches  of 
the  General  Synod  could  be  secured. 

I. — SYNOD  OF  MARYLAND. 

The  state  of  religion,  in  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  is  encouraging. 
There  have  been  but  few  extensive  awakenings  among  us,  yet  there  has 
been  steady  and  solid  progress  in  spiritual  attainments.  There  is  a  felt 
desire  for  deeper  spirituality,  and  for  more  of  the  living,  efficient  power 
of  religion  among  our  ministry  and  membership.  This  desire  is  looking 
to  earnest  effort  to  secure  a  permanent  indwelling  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

We  are  making  progress  in  church  improvement — building  and  re¬ 
modeling  church  edifices,  parsonages,  &c.,  and  for  which  purposes  large 
sums  are  contributed.  There  is,  also,  some  increase  in  the  benevolent 
contributions  of  the  Synod.  We  have  taken  the  St.  Louis  Mission  un¬ 
der  our  care,  and  our  churches  have  given  about  four  thousand  dollars 
to  the  erection  of  a  church  edifice  in  that  city,  and  pledged  one  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  to  the  support  of  its  pastor.  One  of  our  churches,  in 
Baltimore,  is  a  model  of  benevolence,  and  contributes  more,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  its  membership,  than  any  church  in  our  connection. 

Our  Sabbath  Schools  are  reported  flourishing,  and  some  of  them  are 
the  best  organized  and  managed  schools  in  the  State.  Catecliization  is 
faithfully  attended  to,  and  marked  with  happy  results.  Large  confirma¬ 
tions  are  reported  of  those  trained  in  the  Church.  Great  harmony  pre¬ 
vails  among  us,  and  there  is  little  division  of  feeling  in  regard  to  church 
questions.  Our  people  are  loyal  to  the  General  Synod.  An  important 
movement  has  taken  place  looking  to  a  union  of  the  two  Synods  in  Mary¬ 
land,  and,  it  is  highly  probable,  that  before  another  meeting  of  the  General

Synod,  there  will  be  but  one  Synod  in  our  State,  and  the  old  Maryland 
Synod  take  its  former  prominent  position  among  her  sister  Synods. 

II. — SYNOD  OF  AVEST  PENNSYLVANIA. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  we  gather  the  en¬ 
couraging  reports  of  a  gradual  advancement  of  the  interests  of  Christ’s 
Kingdom  within  our  bounds.  The  cause  of  missions,  of  education,  and 
of  general  benevolence,  has  received  commendable  attention  and  liberal 
support.  Interesting  revivals  of  religion  are  recorded,  and  a  general 
growth  in  grace  and  the  knowledge  of  Christ  among  the  congregations 
is  manifest.  The  Sunday  Schools  are  reported  as  large  and  flourishing, 
and  the  religious  education  of  the  youth  has  received  proper  attention. 
In  all  important  interests  and  enterprises  of  the  Church,  this  Synod  has 
made  commendable  progress. 

III. — HART  WICK  SYNOD. 

The  cause  of  religion  in  Hartwick,  during  the  past  year,  has  made  en¬ 
couraging  advancement.  Many  precious  souls  have  been  brought  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  truth,  new  churches  have  been  built,  and  several  old 
ones  improved.  Upon  the  whole,  there  is  a  healthy  state  of  religious  in¬ 
terest  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

IV. — SYNOD  OF  NEW  YORK. 

This  young  Synod,  just  getting  fairly  under  way,  has  in  it  manifest 
life  and  vigor.  The  Parochial  Report  shows  that  it  means  work.  Some 
of  the  congregations  have  been  visited  with  special  showers  of  divine  grace, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  large  additions  have  been  made  to  its  membership. 
The  financial  tables  indicate  a  good  degree  of  Christian  liberality,  and  the 
Jubilee  offerings  were  commendably  large.  There  is  progress  in  the 
New  York  Synod. 


V. — SYNOD  OF  ALLEGHENY. 

Attendance  on  public  worship  is  usually  good.  Prayer  meetings  are 
not  forgotten,  though  many  have  not  yet  learned  to  love  them  as  they 
ought.  Sabbath  Schools  are  increasing  in  their  excellent  work.  We 
rejoice  in  their  present  fruits,  and  anticipate  still  greater  results  in  the 
future.  Some  of  the  charges  have  made  large  additions,  as  results  of  re¬ 
ligious  awakenings,  during  the  past  winter.  Impulse  has  been  given  to 
the  activity  and  liberality  of  our  churches,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  local 
improvements  made,  and  the  increase  of  the  contributions  to  objects  of 
general  benevolence.  We  hope,  and  pray,  and  work  for  the  day  when 
we  shall  thrill  at  the  sight  of  the  Church  of  Christ  arising  and  shining, 
looking  forth  like  the  morning,  fair  as  the  moon,  bright  as  the  sun,  and 
terrible  as  an  army  with  banners. 

VI. — SYNOD  OF  EAST  PENNSYLVANIA. 

This  Synod,  large  and  able  as  it  is,  is  neither  slumbering  nor  sleeping. 
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It  has  a  great  work  to  perform,  both  within  ancl  without  its  own  bounds, 
and  its  ministers  and  people  are  generally  awake  to  its  dimensions  and 
urgency.  A  large  number  of  beneficiaries  are  supported  by  its  funds, 
and  the  only  regret  in  this  direction  is,  that  it  cannot  support  all  the  can¬ 
didates  for  the  ministry  making  application.  Revivals  of  religion  have 
been  quite  general  during  the  year,  and  many  have  been  born  into  the 
Kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Home  Missions,  Sabbath  Schools, 
catechization,  and  the  other  departments  of  Christian  work,  are  receiving 
attention  ;  and,  whilst  all  is  not  being  done  that  might  be  done,  we  have 
yet  reason  to  be  thankful  for  what  has  been  accomplished.  Many  of  the 
churphes  have  made  for  themselves  a  Jubilee  record  that  is  praiseworthy, 
having  contributed  more  liberally  than  ever  before  to  the  local  and  gen¬ 
eral  operations  of  the  Church.  This  Synod  is  striving  to  fulfill  its  obli¬ 
gations,  though  in  many  respects  it  may  come  short  of  it. 

YII.  —  MIAMI  SYNOD. 

We  have  nothing  unusual  to  report.  Our  churches  have  held  their 
own,  and  no  more.  The  Sabbath  School  interest  has  made  some  pro¬ 
gress.  We  have  raised  more  money,  during  the  last  year,  for  general 
church  purposes  than,  perhaps,  ever  before,  but  we  do  not  know  that  it 
can  be  looked  upon  as  a  permanent  increase  of  benevolence  in  our 
churches.  Further  than  this,  we  have  nothing  to  report. 

VIII. — WITTENBERG  SYNOD. 

The  state  of  religion  within  our  bounds  is  progressive.  During  the 
last  year  there  has  not  only  been  a  large  increase  of  members,  but,  also, 
higher  attainments  in  all  the  Christian  graces.  The  flourishing  Sabbath 
Schools,  the  new  church  buildings  and  parsonages,  the  general  attend¬ 
ance  upon  the  ordinary  means  of  grace,  and  the  special  manifestations  of 
God’s  gracious  presence,  are  evidences  of  prosperity.  In  looking  over 
the  past,  and  comparing  the  present  state  of  our  Church,  in  the  bounds 
of  this  Synod,  with  what  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  we  have  abundant 
reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage 

IX. — EAST  OniO  SYNOD. 

The  state  of  religion  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  in  the  main, 
is  truly  encouraging.  We  have  had  many  precious  seasons  of  revival 
during  the  past  year,  and  large  accessions  to  the  number  of  those  who 
shall  be  saved.  Our  Sabbath  Schools,  too,  are  increasing  in  interest  and 
influence,  and  are  becoming  very  efficient  as  a  nursery  to  the  Church. 
We  have  reason  to  rejoice,  and  to  labor  with  renewed  zeal  in  the  service 
of  the  Master. 


X. — SYNOD  OF  CENTRAL  ILLINOIS. 

We  are  laboring  under  great  disadvantages;  partly  arising  from  the 
late  divisions  of  the  church  ;  partly  from  the  fact  that  more  numerous, 
wealthy  and  efficient  denominations  greatly  overshadow  us,  and  partly 
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from  the  embarrassment  of  our  educational  enterprises.  Nevertheless 
we  are  not  laboring  in  vain.  We  have  made  some  progress  in  both  our 
material  and  spiritual  interests. 

XI. — OLIVE  BRANCH  SYNOD. 

This  Synod  is  subject  to  frequent  pastoral  changes.  Its  congregations 
are  generally  small,  and  its  charges  scattered.  Notwithstanding  these 
difficulties,  we  have  made  material  progress  within  the  last  few  years. 
By  a  systematic  effort  to  raise  funds  within  our  bounds,  we  have  formed 
new  charges  which  bid  fair  to  become  self-sustaining.  Some  of  our 
churches  have  enjoyed  signal  prosperity  during  the  last  year  ;  yet  we 
regret  the  exceptions.  Several  new  houses  of  worship  have  been  built. 
We  want  more  men  to  fill  vacancies — men  well  educated  and  full  of 
Christ. 

XII. — SYNOD  OF  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS. 

Our  churches  are  spiritually  alive.  As  a  whole,  we  are  encouraged 
with  the  unmistakable  signs  of  spiritual  growth.  We  are  of  one  mind 
and  spirit  regarding  all  the  fundamental  principles  of  religion  ;  and  as  to 
jarring,  nothing  is  heard  of  it :  we  present  a  united  front  to  the  enemy. 
We  are  gradually  gaining  in  strength.  The  laborious  efforts  of  our 
faithful  ministers  are  blessed  of  God.  During  the  past  year  special 
meetings  have  been  held  in  most  of  our  charges,  and  as  a  result  sinners 
have  been  converted  and  brought  into  the  fold  of  Christ. 

XIII. — PITTSBURG  SYNOD. 

The  cause  of  Christ  has  suffered  very  much  through  the  lamentable 
divisions  in  our  church.  Many  congregations  have  been  separated  into 
factions,  and  ministers  compelled  to  resign.  In  other  cases,  there  have 
been  litigations,  the  issue  of  which  has  not  yet  been  decided.  Many  of 
the  congregations  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod  have  been  very 
much  prospered  during  the  past  year.  In  the  sphere  of  Home  Missions, 
Sabbath  Schools,  and  other  enterprises  of  the  church,  we  are  working 
assiduously,  and  hope  that  our  labors  shall  not  be  in  vain. 

XIV. — SYNOD  OF  CENTRAL  PENNSYLVANIA. 

This  Synod  was  organized  fifteen  years  ago.  From  its  organization 
to  the  present  time  it  has  been  constantly  growing,  both  in  numbers  and 
efficiency.  The  members  of  the  churches  evince  a  deeper  interest  in  all 
the  benevolent  operations  in  our  beloved  Lutheran  Zion.  There  is  a 
good  attendance  upon  the  public,  social  and  other  services  of  the  sanc¬ 
tuary.  The  Sabbath  Schools  receive  more  encouragement  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  from  the  older  members  than  formerly,  regarding  them  of  vital 
importance  and  deserving  the  help  of  all,  whether  old  or  young.  The 
spirit  of  benevolence  is  more  generally  cultivated  and  cherished  among 
us,  and  large  amounts  have  been  contributed  for  education  and  other 
objects.  This  is  true  of  our  congregations  generally  ;  yet  it  is  to  be  re- 
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gretted  that  some  ministers  and  their  churches  do  nothing  for  the  support 
of  these  enterprises. 

XV.  —  SYNOD  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA. 

This  body  is  actively  engaged  in  all  the  operations  of  a  living  and 
growing  church.  Its  prosperity  has  been  rapid  and  solid.  The  enter¬ 
prise,  influence,  numerical  strength  and  power  of  our  beloved  church 
have  been  largely  developed  within  our  bounds.  The  encouragements 
for  the  future  are  cheering  and  inspiring.  Surely  as  a  Synod  we  can  say, 
“  Hitherto  the  Lord  hath  helped  us.” 

XVI. — SYNOD  OF  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS. 

W e  are  glad  to  announce  the  fact  that  the  work  of  our  Master  has 
been  advancing  among  us  during  the  past  year.  Although  much  greater 
advancement  might  have  been  made,  yet  we  thank  God  that  many  souls 
have  inquired  the  way  of  life,  and  many  members  have  been  added  to 
the  church.  Several  new  congregations  have  been  organized  and  are 
working  prosperously.  Although  new  elements  of  wickedness,  such  as 
rationalism,  pantheism,  &c. ,  are  making  their  way  into  our  midst,  yet 
Christians  are  awake  to  their  baneful  influences  and  are  setting  themselves 
against  them.  May  the  good  Lord  preserve  the  Church  from  infidelity. 

XVII. — SYNOD  OF  IOWA. 

We  have  comparatively  few  churches  in  Iowa,  but  these  are  mostly  in 
a  growing  and  flourishing  condition.  The  imprudent  course  pursued  by 
some  of  our  first  ministers  in  the  State,  has  greatly  crippled  our  influence 
and  lowered  our  standing.  But  we  are  beginning  to  outgrow  this  injury, 
and,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  and  with  a  few  more  able  and  self-denying 
ministers  to  occupy  the  vacant  places,  we  may  soon  gain  a  prominent 
position  among  other  churches.  We  have  great  need  of  more  home 
missionary  effort.  Hundreds,  originally  Lutheran  in  the  East,  are 
among  us  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd,  and  the  prayer  of  that  little  band 
of  ministers  now  on  the  ground  continually  is,  that  the  Master  of  the 
vineyard  may  send  more  laborers  into  his  vineyard. 

XVIII. — MELANCTnON  SYNOD. 

The  word  is  faithfully  preached  in  our  midst.  During  the  past  year 
quite  a  number  of  revivals  of  religion  have  occurred.  There  has  been 
increased  attention  to  catechization,  the  good  results  of  which  are  ap¬ 
parent.  The  contributions  of  the  churches  to  benevolent  objects  were 
larger  than  ever  before.  Prayer  meetings  are  established  in  perhaps  all 
our  congregations,  whilst  the  Sunday  School  cause  is  receiving  universal 
attention. 


XIX. — SYNOD  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

Our  churches  are  all  in  a  flourishing  state.  Several  houses  of  worship 
have  lately  been  remodeled,  and  at  least  three  new  ones  are  now  in  course 
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of  erection.  A  number  of  revivals  of  religion  have  been  reported.  In 
point  of  liberality  our  people  are  improving.  Benevolent  objects  are 
receiving  better  support  annually.  Large  accession  of  members  have 
been  made  to  some  of  our  churches.  We  represent  our  condition  as 
hopeful. 

XX. — FRANKEAN  SYNOD. 

Practical  religion  has  been  well  sustained.  Several  precious  revivals 
have  been  enjoyed.  One  new  church  and  one  new  parsonage  have  been 
erected,  and  a  number  of  old  ones  have  been  repaired.  Though  Jubilee 
movements  were  commenced  at  a  late  date,  and  carried  on  under  many 
disadvantages,  yet  as  the  result  of  those  movements  about  $30,000  for 
home  expenditures  have  been  raised. 

XXI. — SUSQUEHANNA  SYNOD. 

This  Synod,  we  may  say,  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  During  the 
past  year,  and,  more  particularly,  during  the  past  winter,  extensive  re¬ 
vivals  of  religion  were  enjoyed  and  large  numbers  of  souls  hopefully 
converted  to  God  and  added  to  the  church.  This  Synod,  though  young, 
is  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Master,  and  may  be  regarded  as 
progressive  in  principle  and  operation.  There  are  undei  the  control  of 
this  body  five  missionary  stations,  served  by  devoted  and  efficient  work¬ 
men,  promising  soon  to  be  self-sustaining.  The  cause  of  benevolence 
received  due  attention.  At  least  two  thousand  dollars  have  been  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  various  objects  in  connection  with  our  beloved  Zion.  We 
have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  us,  and 
most  devoutly  hope  and  pray  for  a  continuance  of  His  favor. 

XXII. — KANSAS  SYNOD. 

This  is  the  youngest  of  the  sisters  in  connection  with  the  General  Sy¬ 
nod.  Recently  sprung  into  being,  she  gives  great  promise  of  large  growth 
and  extended  influence  for  good  in  the  far  west.  The  congregations 
within  its  bounds  are  all  new  and  necessarily  small.  They  have  an  ex¬ 
tended  field,  and  need  the  support  and  prayers  of  all  the  church.  Its 
spiritual  and  material  record  is  yet  to  be  made,  and  the  determination  is 
to  make  it,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  worthy  of  itself,  of  the  General  Sy¬ 
nod,  and  particularly  of  the  cause  of  the  dear  Redeemer.  The  Lord 
smile  upon  the  youngest  of  our  sisterhood! 

It  is  unnecessary  that  the  committee  add  any  thing  further.  From 
these  particular  statements  we  may  judge  of  our  religious  state  as  a  whole. 
We  have  much  to  encourage  us.  The  labors  of  the  ministry  and  of  the 
lay  membership  have  been  blessed.  W e  have  been  making  advancements 
in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  our  Lutheran  Zion  and  to  the 
cause  of  Jesus  Christ.  For  this  we  should  be  thankful,  and  in  these 
successes  of  the  past  find  a  new  stimulus  to  labor  in  the  future. 

But  we  have  wants.  And  we  are  only  sorry  that  these,  which  are  so 
numerous  and  pressing,  cannot  be  dwelt  upon  as  their  importance  de¬ 
serves.  They  extend  to  every  department  of  Christian  labor.  In  not  a

single  one  of  them  have  we  attained  to  completeness.  Home  and  foreign 
missions,  beneficiary  education,  general  benevolence,  and  the  various 
other  causes  which  we  might  mention,  call  upon  us  more  loudly  than 
ever  to  devote  to  them  all  the  talent,  the  means  and  the  activity  we  can 
command.  The  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  in  a  manner  we  cannot  fail 
to  perceive,  is  laying  out  our  work,  and  we  must  not  only  recognize  and 
enter  upon  it,  but  faithfully  perform  it,  else  the  Master  will  bring  us  to 
account.  Nothing — absolutely  nothing,  prevents  our  moving  rapidly 
forward,  but  our  own  want  of  pious  devotion.  Our  hearts  bleed  when 
we  think  of  what  we  might  be  as  a  church  in  this  country,  into  which  so 
many  of  our  people  have  pressed,  and  to  whose  institutions  the  doctrines 
and  usages  of  our  church  are  so  well  adapted.  Let  us  pray  for  a  greater 
oneness,  for  a  greater  devotedness,  for  a  greater  liberality,  for  a  greater 
witness  of  the  Divine  blessing,  and  then  our  sorrows  will  be  turned  into 
rejoicing,  and  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  triumphs  of  our  labors.

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  such  connection  should  be  consumma¬ 
ted  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  brethren  composing  said  Synods,  generally  sympathize 
with  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General  Synod  ;  therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  correspond  with 
the  officers  of  said  Synods,  on  the  propriety  of  returning  to  their  con¬ 
nection  with  this  body.

THANKS  TO  ST.  PAUL’S  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  CHURCH. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  we  desire  to  express  to  the  members  of  St.  Paul’s 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  this  city,  our  cordial  acknowledgments 
for  the  Christian  courtesies  and  large-hearted  hospitalities  which  have 
made  our  sojourn  among  them  so  pleasant,  and  especially  for  the  excur¬ 
sion  to  Mount  Vernon,  the  tomb  and  mansion  of  Washington,  and  the 
privilege  of  renewing,  amid  the  inspiring  associations  of  these  shrines  of 
patriotism,  the  pledges  of  devotion  to  the  principles  of  civil  and  religious 
freedom.

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Rev.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.D.,  from  the  committee  appoint- 
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ed  for  that  purpose,  reported  the  following  minute  on  the 
death  of  Rev.  George  B.  Miller,  D.D.,  Rev.  Professor  Michael 
Diehl,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  A.  Reck,  which  was  adopted,  standing 
and  in  silence : 

Whereas,  It  lias  pleased  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  since  the  last 
convention  of  this  body,  to  remove  several  of  our  most  useful,  zealous 
and  beloved  brethren  from  the  scene  of  their  earthly  labors  to  a  higher 
sphere  of  usefulness  and  enjoyment ;  Therefore 

Resolved ,  That  by  the  death  of  Rev.  Prof.  George  B.  Miller,  D.D.,  the 
family  of  the  deceased  have  lost  a  most  affectionate  head,  who  was  an 
example  of  every  domestic  and  social  virtue  ;  the  Institution  over  which 
he  so  long  presided  a  faithful,  learned  and  distinguished  professor,  and 
the  church  on  earth  an  humble,  devout  and  active  member. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Prof.  M.  Diehl,  D.D.,  a 
member  elect  of  this  convention,  Wittenberg  College  deplores  the  loss  of 
a  most  faithful  teacher,  who  labored  with  special  fidelity  and  success  for 
the  spiritual  interests  and  improvement  of  the  students;  whilst  the  church 
has  been  bereft  of  one  of  her  most  spiritual,  zealous  and  beloved  laborers. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  departure  of  the  Rev.  A.  Reck,  we  recognize  the 
elevation  to  his  eternal  rest  of  a  beloved  brother,  who  was  characterized 
by  unusual  simplicity  and  self-denial ;  who  was  the  means,  under  God, 
of  the  earliest  revivals  of  religion  in  our  church  in  this  country  during 
the  last  half  century,  and  whose  ministry  was,  for  a  long  series  of  years, 
attended  by  unusual  success  in  the  conversion  of  sinners. 

Resolved ,  That  whilst  we  humbly  submit  to  these  dispensations,  as 
coming  from  Him  “  that  doetli  all  things  well;”  we  recognize  the  good¬ 
ness  of  God  in  granting  to  his  church  these  faithful  laborers,  and  feel 
summoned  to  greater  effort  in  imitating  the  virtues  for  which  they  were 
distinguished  ;  whilst  we  take  courage  from  the  fact,  that  though  minis¬ 
ters  must  die,  the  Great  Head  of  the  church  lives  forever,  and  has  prom¬ 
ised  to  “be  with  his  disciples  always  until  the  end  of  the  world.” 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  the  bereaved  families  of 
these  sainted  brethren,  and  that  the  Secretary  transmit  to  them  a  copy 
of  these  resolutions.

in  other  institutions  of  learning,  preparing  for  the  ministry;  the  amount 
of  money  contributed  for  the  various  objects  of  benevolence,  and  all 
other  statistics,  important  to  give  the  members  of  the  church  a  clear 
idea  of  the  wants  of  our  church,  and  the  efforts  made  to  meet  them.

EVANGELICAL  COUNCIL. 

Resolved ,  That  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker  be  authorized  to  prepare  a  report 
on  the  overture  of  Rev.  W.  R.  Gordon,  D.D.,  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
respecting  an  Evangelical  Council,  and  that  the  Synod  now  elect  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  represent  this  body  in  that  Council.

REPORT  ON  THE  COMMUNICATION  OF  THE  DELEGATE  OF  THE  REFORMED 

(DUTCH)  CHURCH. 

The  undersigned  having  been  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  to  pre- 
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pare  a  Report  on  the  overture  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  for  the  formation  of  an  Inter-denominational  Advisory  Council, 
for  the  promotion  of  Christian  Union  and  the  advancement  of  the  com¬ 
mon  interests  of  Christianity  in  our  land,  respectfully  presents  the  fol¬ 
lowing  minute  for  the  adoption  of  the  Synod : 

“  Whereas  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church,  at 
its  session  in  Hudson,  New  York,  June,  1868,  adopted  certain  resolu¬ 
tions  proposing  the  formation  of  a  General  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Evangelical  Denominations  in  these  United  States,  for  the  promotion  of 
unity  of  spirit  (not  organic,  but  moral  union)  and  co-operation  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  common  interests  of  Christianity,  which  plan  was  presented 
to  this  Synod  through  the  delegate  of  said  body,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gordon: 

And,  Whereas,  one  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  establishment  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  (in  1820),  was  not  only  the 
promotion  of  Christian  Union  amongst  the  different  portions  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  but  also  general  concord  and  unity  in  the  Church  of 
Christ  at  large : 

And,  Whereas,  the  General  Synod  has,  at  different  periods  of  her 
history,  adopted  resolutions  in  promotion  of  these  designs,  and  in  1845 
.adopted  a  plan,  embodying  the  same  general  features,  and  avowing  the 
same  general  ends  presented  in  the  overture  of  our  Reformed  brethren  ; 
Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  feel  fully  prepared  to  co-operate  with  the 
other  Evangelical  Denominations  of  our  land,  on  the  principles  specified 
in  the  plan  now  proposed  to  our  consideration. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  now  elect  a  Committee  to  represent  them  in 
the  proposed  Advisory  Council,  to  meet  in  New  York,  on  the  third  Tues¬ 
day  in  October,  1869,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting,  not  organic,  but 
moral  union;  not  the  amalgamation  of  the  different  Evangelical  Denom¬ 
inations,  but  unity  of  spirit,  mutual  ministerial  recognition,  and  free 
sacramental  communion,  as  well  as  co-operation  in  the  advancement  of 
the  grand  objects  of  our  common  Christianity. 

Respectfully  presented, 

S.  S.  SCHMUCKER. 

The  Preamble  and  Resolutions  adopted  by  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  (Dutch)  Church,  and  presented  to 
this  body  by  their  delegate,  Rev.  Dr.  Gordon,  are  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

‘  ‘  W hereas,  The  Constitution  of  the  Church  confides  to  the  General 
Synod  the  duty  of  “  regulating  and  maintaining  a  friendly  correspondence 
with  the  highest  judicatories  or  assemblies  of  other  religious  denomina¬ 
tions,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  union  and  concert  in  general  measures 
which  may  be  calculated  to  maintain  sound  doctrince,  prevent  conflicting 
regulations  relative  to  persons  under  censure  of  the  judicatories  of  either 
denominations,  and  to  produce  concert  and  harmony  in  their  respective 
proceedings  to  promote  the  cause  of  piety  and  religion:” 
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“And  Whereas,  It  is  the  conviction  of  this  Synod  that  wholesome 
fraternal  measures  maybe  adopted  for  combining  and  unifying  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  denominations  in  support  of  the  common  doctrines  of  Christiani¬ 
ty,  without  involving  any  surrender  of  the  distinctive  features  and  indi¬ 
vidual  characteristics  of  these  denominations: 

‘‘And  Whereas,  The  doctrinal  and  governmental  system  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  is  broad  and  Catholic,  presenting  a  basis  on  which  general 
measures  for  the  promotion  of  piety  and  religion  may  be  prosecuted  ; 
therefore, 

“ Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  hereby  appoints  a  committee  of  three  minis¬ 
ters  and  three  elders,  to  present,  in  its  behalf,  to  the  highest  judicatories 
and  assemblies  of  other  Evangelical  Denominations,  at  their  next  annual 
meetings,  for  their  consideration  and  adoption,  the  following  plan  of  a 
National  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Denominations  in  these  United 
States: 

1st.  Such  Council  shall  have  for  its  great  object  the  concerting  of 
proper  measures  for  promoting,  not  organic,  but  fraternal  union,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  common  doctrines  and  ethics  of  the  Christian  Church, 
whose  one  head  is  the  Lord  Jesus. 

2d.  That  its  powers  shall  be  simply  advisory,  and  be  exercised,  not  for 
the  purpose  of  assailing  what  any  denomination  represented  therein  may 
regard  as  necessary  to  its  welfare,  but  to  secure  concert  of  action  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  by  diminishing  sectarian  rivalries  and  opposi¬ 
tions. 

3d.  Such  Council,  when  convened,  may  consider  and  recommend  such 
general  measures  as  may  tend  to  give  expression  to  the  proper  and  essen¬ 
tial  unity  of  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whether  in  this  or  other 
lands,  and  draw  them  closer  together  in  aggressive  labors  to  bring  the 
whole  world  into  subjection  to  Christ. 

4tli.  The  Council  shall  be  a  delegated  body,  and  may  consist  of  five 
representatives,  three  ministers  and  two  laymen,  from  each  Evangelical 
denomination  acceding  to  this  recommendation;  but  no  denomination, 
as  such,  shall  be  held  responsible  in  any  legislative  sense  for  what  the 
Council  may  choose  to  recommend. 

-  5th.  The  Council  shall  meet,  provided  the  higher  judicatories  and  as¬ 
semblies  of  sister  Churches  accede  to  this  suggestion,  on  the  third  Tues¬ 
day  of  October,  18G9,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  at  10  o’clock,  a.  m.,  in 
the  Reformed  Church  on  Washington  Square.” 


CHURCH  UNION. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Our  principles  not  merely  allow,  but  actually  demand, 
fraternal  relations  with  all  Evangelical  Christians,  and  especially  with 
other  Lutheran  bodies  in  this  country :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  cherish  the  spirit  of  Christian  fellowship,  especially 
towards  the  brethren  of  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connection  with 
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us,  and  will  cheerfully  enter  into  an  interchange  of  delegates  with  them, 
as  soon  as  we  have  evidence  that  this  can  be  done,  in  accordance  with 
the  wishes  of  these  Synods.

SCANDINAVIANS. 

It  was,  on  motion 

Resolved ,  That  we  recommend  to  the  favorable  regard  of  our  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  Bev.  C.  Anderson,  as  a  suitable  person  to  visit  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Scandinavian  settlements,  and  to  perform  such  missionary  labor 
among  them  as  the  Board  may  prescribe. 

TEMPERANCE  RESOLUTIONS. 

The  following  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  Temperance 
were  proposed,  and  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  we  regard  Temperance,  in  the  broadest  and  most  ele¬ 
vated  sense  of  the  word,  as  against  all  indulgences  injurious  to  health, 
prejudicial  to  refinement  of  manners,  or  corruptive  of  morals,  as  a  car¬ 
dinal  Christian  virtue,  and  that  as  such,  it  can  neither  be  neglected  in 
public  ministrations,  nor  ignored  in  personal  habits. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  sorrowfully  acknowledge  the  depressing  and 
discouraging  re-actions  to  which  the  Temperance  Reform  has  been  sub¬ 
jected,  we  rejoice  to  declare  as  our  settled  convictions  that  in  its  progress, 
aside  from  indiscretions  and  extravagances  incident  to  all  such  move¬ 
ments,  it  has  adopted  no  principles  which  are  untruthful  and  taken  no 
positions  which  we  feel  at  liberty  to  abandon. 

Resolved ,  That  while  we  are  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  necessity 
of  thoroughly  educating  the  public  mind  upon  the  elementary  truths  of 
Temperance,  by  making  free  and  proper  use  of  the  platform,  the  press 
and  the  pulpit,  and  of  depending  largely  upon  the  intelligence  and  con¬ 
victions  of  the  people  as  a  means  of  carrying  forward  this  great  reform  ; 
we  are  at  the  same  time  fully  satisfied  that  judicious  legislation  is  indis¬ 
pensable  to  complete  success,  and  that  we  hold  ourselves  in  readiness,  as 
far  as  our  .ecclesiastical  and  professional  obligations  will  permit,  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  friends  of  the  cause  in  securing  and  enforcing  such  laws 
as  will  effectually  suppress  the  evils  of  intemperance  among  us. 

RESOLUTIONS  OE  THANKS. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  tendered  to  members  of 
sister  denominations  of  this  city  and  other  Christian  friends,  for  the 
generous  and  unsparing  hospitalities  extended  to  the  members  of  this 
body  and  visiting  brethren  during  our  stay  in  their  midst.  We  will  ever 
cherish  a  grateful  remembrance  of  their  kindness,  and  devoutly  pray  that 
God’s  choicest  blessing  be  vouchsafed  unto  them. 
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Resolved,  That  the  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s  Church  be  instructed  to  present 
the  thanks  of  this  Synod,  to  the  officers  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail¬ 
road,  Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  and  Pennsylvania  Central 
Railroad,  who  have  favored  us  by  granting  our  delegates  free  return 
tickets. 

Resolved ,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  presented  to  its  officers  for 
the  faithfulness  and  impartiality  with  which  they  have  discharged  their 
several  duties  during  this  convention. 

MINUTES  ORDERED  TO  BE  PUBLISHED. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Con¬ 
vention  be  published  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary,  and  that  two 
copies  be  sent  to  each  ministerial,  and  one  to  each  lay  delegate  compos¬ 
ing  this  body;  also,  that  one  copy  be  sent  to  every  Lutheran  minister  in 
the  United  States. 

Furthermore, 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Synod  give  notice,  through  the 
Lutheran  Observer,  that  extra  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  this  General 
Synod  may  be  purchased,  and  that  pastors  or  congregations  may  secure 
the  same  by  sending  in  their  orders  at  an  early  date,  so  that  the  number 
of  copies  to  be  published  may  be  ascertained. 

It  being  apparent  that  the  business  of  the  Synod  was  con¬ 
cluded,  the  proceedings  of  the  current  session  were  read  and 
adopted. 

A  motion  being  made  to  adjourn,  the  Synod  united  in 
singing  the  759th  hymn, — - 

“  Thy  presence,  everlasting  God,”  &c., 

and  then  joined  with  the  Secretary  in  prayer  to  the  Lord  for 
his  abiding  blessing  upon  all  the  members  and  the  whole 
Church. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  General  Synod 
stood  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  City  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  at  9 
o’clock,  A.  M.,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  1871.

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE, 

The  Executive  Committee,  through  Rev.  A.  C.  Wedekind, 
D.D.,  Corresponding  Secretary,  presented  their  Report  as 
follows : 

Fifteenth  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Executive  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  follow¬ 
ing  report : 

A  merciful  Providence  has  spared  the  life  and  health  of  our  faithful 
missionary,  the  Rev.  E.  Unangst,  to  prosecute  his  work  in  India.  Amidst 
many  discouragements  he  has  held  up  the  banner  of  Christ,  our  Saviour, 
inviting  sinners  to  take  shelter  beneath  its  ample  folds.  Like  a  friendly 
lighthouse  in  the  midst  of  deep  volumed  darkness,  he  has  sent  the  rays 
of  the  gospel  over  the  benighted  pagans  around  him.  And  the  Lord  has 
mercifully  owned  his  services.  That  grace  which,  though  working  mys¬ 
teriously,  never  yet  worked  magically,  has  seconded  our  brother’s  efforts 
and  rendered  them  efficacious  in  bringing  glory  to  God  and  good  to  men. 

The  Annual  Report  of  Bro.  Unangst  is  in  every  way  encouraging.  It 
shows  that  “  that  the  leaven  of  the  Kingdom  ”  is  at  work ;  that  Chris¬ 
tian  truth  is  asserting  its  power  over  the  hearts  and  lives  of  these  caste- 
ridden  and  idolatry-besotted  natives.  It  shows  conclusively  that  that  re¬ 
ligion,  which  is  neither  a  theory  nor  a  principle,  but  a  life,  and  which 
begins,  wherever  it  begins  in  any  man,  in  the  solemn  and  central  purpose 
of  his  soul  to  become  like  God,  to  honor  and  to  serve  him,  to  personally 
commit  himself  to  the  Father,  through  the  mediation  of  the  Son  and 
under  the  quickening  influences  of  the  Spirit;  that  religion  is  achieving 
its  victories  and  securing  its  trophies  under  the  earnest  and  continued 
labors  of  our  dear  brother.  In  the  Guntur  and  Palnana  districts  especi¬ 
ally,  many  are  casting  their  idols  to  the  moles  and  the  bats,  and  are  in¬ 
quiring  what  they  “must  do  to  be  saved?”  Mr.  Cully,  the  native 
Evangelist,  reports:  “  Several  villages,  in  which  hitherto  it  was  thought 
no  inquirers  after  the  truth  could  be  found,  are  anxiously  looking  for 
missionaries  to  break  unto  them  the  bread  of  life.  Many  persons  have 
publicly  made  known  their  desire  to  be  Christians  by  destroying  their 
idols  and  attending  the  worship  of  the  true  God.” 

Nor  is  their  religion  that  ease-loving  and  convenience-hugging  thing 
that  so  often  discourages  the  pastors  and  mars  the  beauty  of  our  home 
congregations.  To  enjoy  the  preached  word  and  the  ordinances  of  God’s 
house  subjects  many  of  them  to  sore  trials  and  great  self-denials.  Says 
Bro.  Unangst :  “  Many  of  our  communicants  at  the  Guntur  station,  live 
in  villages  that  range  from  ten  to  twenty  miles  from  Guntur.  Unable  to 
travel  as  rich  people  do,  they  are  obliged  to  walk  this  distance  to  be  pre- 
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sent  at  our  communions!”  What  a  sharp  rebuke  these  converted  heathen 
administer  to  the  fashionable  Christianity  of  our  day. 

The  statistical  report  of  our  missionay  in  India,  for  the  past  year,  ag¬ 
gregates  the  following  results : 

Central  Stations,  4  ;  Out  Stations,  29  ;  Catechists,  3  ;  Evangelists,  1 ; 
Bible  Colporteur,  1;  Baptisms  for  the  year — adults,  45,  children,  51, 
total,  96  ;  Membership  in  the  whole  field,  680 ;  Inquirer^,  192  ;  Marriages, 
10;  Deaths,  17;  Telugu  Schools,  20;  Scholars,  311;  Prayer  Meetings, 
32  ;  Increase  of  membership  over  last  year,  154. 

In  consequence  of  the  non-re-enforcement  of  our  mission  field,  it  has 
necessarily  suffered  detriment.  In  the  nature  of  things  we  could  look 
for  no  other  results.  The  Divine  order  is:  “He  that  soweth  sparingly 
shall  reap  sparingly.”  It  is  simply  impossible  for  one  man  to  guard  a 
field  over  60  miles  in  extent  and  dotted  over  with  33  different  stations. 
Accordingly,  Rajalimundry  and  Samulcotta  have  not  progressed  like 
Guntur  and  the  Palnaud.  Indeed  Samulcotta,  from  various  causes,  has 
lost  and  lost  heavily.  The  royal  garrison  of  the  place  having  been  with¬ 
drawn,  the  membership  of  our  church  was  thereby  considerably  reduced ; 
and  the  sectarian  bigotry  of  a  certain  denomination  has  likewise  exerted 
its  baneful  influence  upon  this  little  slieplierdless  flock,  and  assisted  ma¬ 
terially  in  scattering  the  sheep.  Under  these  untoward  circumstances 
our  missionary  strongly  urged  the  speedy  transfer  of  the  mission  and  the 
sale  of  our  property  there,  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society  of  England. 
Your  committee  was  forced  reluctantly  to  acquiesce.  In  communica¬ 
ting  this  action  of  the  committee  to  Bro.  Unangst,  the  Secretary  took 
the  responsibility  of  suggesting  to  him  to  delay  the  consummation  of  the 
transfer,  &c.,  until  after  the  present  meeting  of  the  Society ;  perhaps 
God  might  in  the  meantime  send  us  men  to  occupy  the  field.  It  will  be 
for  the  Society  here  assembled  to  determine  this  question  finally  and  fully. 

The  Committee  renewedly  calls  the  attention  of  the  Society  to  the  sev¬ 
eral  points  brought  to  your  notice  in  last  year’s  report,  and  earnestly 
requests  definite  action  upon  them,  viz  : 

1.  A  return  outfit  for  returning  missionaries. 

2.  The  support  and  education  of  deceased  missionaries’  children. 

3.  The  release  of  Bro.  Unangst,  or  the  permission  of  allowing  his 
family  to  return  to  the  United  States. 

AFRICA. 

The  gloomy  cloud  that  has  for  nearly  two  years  overshadowed  our 
Muhlenberg  Mission,,  has  at  length  been  dissipated.  By  the  help  of  God, 
it  has  been  lifted  out  of  the  condition  of  weeping  orphanage,  and  rejoices 
to-day  in  the  presence,  and  we  trust  by  this  time  restored,  services  of  the 
Rev.  S.  P.  Carnell,  an  ordained  minister  of  the  West  Pa.  Synod,  who 
sailed  from  New  York  on  the  25tli  of  January  last.  The  Committee 
rejoices  greatly  in  securing  the  services  of  one  every  way  so  well  fitted 
for  the  field,  and  cherishes  the  hope  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church, 
the  ever  blessed  Saviour,  will  long  spare  his  life  and  health  for  the  work 
in  Africa. 
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The  usual  outfit  accorded  to  our  missionaries,  was  also  furnished  to 
Bro.  Carnell.  At  the  suggestion  of  our  former  missionary,  Rev.  Kist- 
ler,  the  committee  sent  one  of  Mason  &  Hamlin’s  Cabinet  Organs  with 
Bro.  C.,  which,  together  with  a  microscope  and  magic  lantern  provided 
by  the  missionary  himself,  will,  it  is  believed,  greatly  assist  him  in  teach¬ 
ing  the  natives. 

The  last  mail  has  brought  the  information  of  the  safe  arrival  of  Bro.  C. 
at  the  Mission,  on  the  14th  of  March  last.  The  letter  conveying  this  in¬ 
telligence,  dated  April  7tli,  contains  also  the  sad  statement  of  a  severe 
attack  of  the  “African  fever”  by  our  beloved  brother.  On  the  26tli  of 
March,  after  having  left  the  ship  but  twelve  days  previously,  he  was  taken 
down  by  this  scourge  of  the  Western  Coast  of  Africa,  and  so  virulent 
did  the  disease  become  that  on  the  7th  of  April  he  had  to  be  removed 
to  Monrovia,  and  placed  under  the  care  and  medical  advice  of  Dr.  Mc¬ 
Gill.  With  unfeigned  gratitude  to  God  we  add  from  Dr.  McGill’s 
letter  under  date  of  April  11th:  “Mr.  Carnell  is  to-day  free  from  fever, 
but  is  quite  weak,  too  weak  indeed  to  tax  himself  with  letter  writing.” 
In  a  postscript,  just  before  the  mail  closed,  the  Dr.  adds  :  “I  think  it 
highly  probable  that  Mr.  Carnell  in  a  couple  of  days  will  have  recovered 
health  and  strength  sufficient  to  warrant  his  return  to  the  Mission.” 
May  the  good  Lord  in  Heaven  hear  and  answer  the  united  prayers  of  the 
Church  for  the  complete  restoration  of  the  health  and  the  preservation 
of  the  life  of  this  man  of  God,  that  he  may  labor  long  and  efficiently  for 
the  redemption  of  Africa. 

As  might  easily  be  supposed,  the  Mission,  being  without  a  head  for 
nearly  two  years,  has  not  been  able  to  make  any  progress.  The  interests 
of  the  field  have  been  barely  kept  alive  under  the  quasi  superintendency 
of  Mr.  Kelly.  Goods  have  been  regularly  shipped,  as  will  appear  from 
the  Treasurer’s  Report,  to  which  the  committee  refers  the  Society  for  all 
financial  operations  and  information,  mentioning  in  this  connection  sim¬ 
ply  that  as  per  Mr.  Kelly’s  last  letter,  the  liabilities  of  the  Mission  up  to 
date  are  nearly  $600.  A  new  supply  of  goods  is  also  urgently  called  for, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  several  hundred  dollars,  which  should  be 
sent  by  the  first  opportunity. 

Albert  Bridges,  the  young  man  from  the  Muhlenberg  Mission,  who  has 
pursued  his  studies  for  preaching  the  Gospel  in  the  land  of  his  fathers,  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  the  committee,  until  the  first  of  January  last,  lias  been 
taken  in  charge  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stork  and  his  estimable  wife,  who  have 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  educating  him  for  his  future  life-work. 
This  act  of  generosity  and  Christian  nobleness  deserves  honorable  men¬ 
tion  here,  and  is  in  full  accord  with  the  genuine  benevolence  and  unos¬ 
tentatious  philanthropy  of  these  friends.  May  God  spare  their  lives  to 
see  the  fruition  of  so  noble  a  generosity,  which  strangely  and  strongly  con¬ 
trasts  with  that  bombastic  prating  about  the  love  for  the  colored  people,  but 
which  is  only  ‘  ‘  vox  et  preterici  nihil.  ’  ’  The  reports  concerning  this  young 
brother,  both  as  to  his  mental  and  moral  character,  are  very  favorable. 

The  Committee  takes  great  pleasure  in  communicating  the  gratifying 
intelligence  of  several  bequests  during  the  past  year  :  first,  that  of  $500, 
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for  the  African  Mission,  by  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cline,  of  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  and  secondly,  that  of  $1000,  by  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Plank,  of 
Johnstown,  N.  Y.  Much  more  could  be  done  in  this  way  were  the 
attention  of  our  members  more  frequently  directed  to  this  mode  of  per¬ 
petuating  their  usefulness  in  the  church  militant,  long  after  they  have 
gone  to  the  church  triumphant. 

The  American  Tract  Society  has  likewise  continued  its  annual  contri¬ 
bution  for  the  distribution  of  tracts  among  the  Leloogoos,  by  forwarding 
a  check  of  $100  to  our  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  respectfully  suggests  the  propriety  of  employing  the 
services  of  Bro.  Officer  as  General  Agent,  to  devote  his  entire  time  to 
this  momentous  work.  Something  more  efficient  must  be  done  by  the 
church  in  contributing  her  share  to  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  or 
“ Ichabod”  will  be  written  upon  her  forehead.  Everywhere  the  harvest 
is  perishing  for  want  of  reapers.  From  all  quarters  the  Macedonian  cry 
is  heard,  “  Come  over  and  help  us.”  God’s  providence  is  opening  wide 
and  effectual  doors  for  us  to  enter.  Jesus  is  pleading  his  last  great 
commission.  The  Holy  Ghost  says  at  this  very  meeting:  “Separate 
me  some  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  I  have  appointed  them  to.” 
The  spirits  of  Schwartz  and  Guetzlaff;  of  Martyn  and  Brainerd;  of 
Pohlman  and  Gun;|of  Snyder  and  Long,  are  beckoning  us  to  go  up  and 
possess  the  land.  What  response  will  the  Society  give  ?  Angels  and  the 
God  of  angels  are  listening.  Millions  of  our  Heavenly  Father’s  children, 
weltering  in  their  blood,  are  listening.  Our  isolated  brethren  on  Judea’s 
and  Afric’s  shore  are  listening.  The  throbbing,  wooing,  melting  heart 
of  Jesus  is  listening.  Three  continents  of  this  great  globe  with  their 
countless  multitudes  are  listening.  What  shall  be  our  response  ?

The  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod  con¬ 
vened  in  St.  Paul’s  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  at  2  o’clock,  P.  M.,  May  14,  1869.  Rev. 
S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.D.,  the  president,  occupied  the  chair. 
Rev.  J.  G.  Goettman  was  nominated  Recording  Secretary 
pro  tem.  The  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  F. 
W.  Conrad,  D.D. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  conven¬ 
tion  were  omitted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  the  locality  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  removed  from  Baltimore,  Md.,  to  York,  Penna. ,  and  the 
following  persons  appointed  to  constitute  said  committee: 

Rev.  A.  H.  LOCHMAN,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  H.  MENGES, 
Rev.  W.  M.  BAUM,  D.D.,  E.  G.  SMYSER, 

Rev.  A.  W.  LILLY,  D.  KRABER. 

Soon  after  their  appointment,  your  committee  met  for  consultation, 
and  organized  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Lochman,  D.D.,  as 
chairman ;  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  ac  ting,  necessa¬ 
rily,  in  that  capacity  in  the  committee. 

The  work  assigned  us,  was  to  your  committee  one  altogether  new  ; 
with  the  field  and  its  requirements  and  labors  we  were  but  little  acquaint¬ 
ed,  and  the  interests  involved  of  such  vast  importance,  that  we  entered 
upon  the  work  with  much  fear  and  self-distrust,  yet  would  not  shrink 
from  the  duty  imposed  upon  us,  relying  upon  wisdom  and  guidance  from 
on  high. 

At  one  of  our  first  meetings,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Officer  was  present,  and  gave 
us  a  general  view  of  the  field  occupied,  and  indicated  other  prominent 
points,  which  we  might  with  fair  prospects  of  success  occupy. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Officer,  as  General  Missionary  Superinten- 
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dent,  occasioned  your  newly  appointed  committee  great  difficulties — 
they  had  to  rely  solely  upon  the  representations  of  others,  Jboth  as  to  the 
places  to  be  occupied,  and  the  missionaries  who  were  to  be  sent. 

Your  committee  have  met  regularly  the  first  Monday  of  each  month, 
and  have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

The  former  Executive  Committee  transferred  to  our  care  Eleven  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  We  have  commissioned

From  this  account  it  will  appear  that  the  receipts  during  the  past 
year  exceeded  those  of  former  years.  During  the  two  previous  years  they 
amounted  to  $8,255.77,  whilst  during  the  past  year  the  receipts  were 
$4,848.36.  If  the  amounts  pledged  by  Synods  had  been  realized,  it 
would  have  exhibited  a  still  greater  increase. 

Your  Committee  found  themselves  much  embarrassed  by  not  having 
a  General  Superintendent,  both  as  it  regarded  the  points  where  they 
could  most  advantageously  employ  their  missionary  efforts,  and  the  men 
suitable  for  those  points.  They  therefore  endeavored  to  procure  a  man 
suitable  for  that  work,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  well-informed  brethren, 
appointed  Rev.  Thomas  Hill,  of  Tarlton,  Ohio,  who,  after  laboring  for  a 
short  time,  under  the  conscientious  conviction  that  the  success  he  met 
.  with  did  not  warrant  the  expense  incurred,  resigned.  Your  Committee, 
however,  rejoice  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  have  recently  secured  the 
services  of  our  former  efficient  Superintendent,  Rev.  Morris  Officer. 

In  consequence  of  individual  Synodical  missionary  operations,  the 
committee  at  times  found  themselves  in  great  difficulty ;  some  appoint¬ 
ing  the  spheres  of  labor  and  the  missionaries  employed,  and  raising  part¬ 
ly,  the  means,  and  yet  by  exchanging  receipts  acting  through  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Now  whilst  this  mode  of  operation  occasions  difficulties,  it  at 
the  same  time  does  not  present  to  the  church  a  correct  exhibit  of  the 
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amount  raised  and  expended.  For  example :  In  the  Synod  of  West 
Pennsylvania,  $1000  has  been  expended  within  her  own  territory,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  amount  contributed  to  the  General  Fund.  And  the  Central 
Synod  of  Pennsylvania  has  expended  about  $700,  in  addition  to  their 
appropriation  to  the  General  Fund. 

Y our  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  swell  their  report  with 
the  statistical  reports  of  your  Missionaries,  as  these  afford  no  true  index 
of  the  work.  The  good  done,  calls  upon  us  to  thank  the  Lord  for  the 
past,  and  to  take  courage  for  the  future. 

For  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  in  detail,  we  refer 
to  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.

The  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Recording  Secretary  being  absent,  Mr.  Bender  was 
called  to  the  Chair,  and  Rev.  William  Hull  was  chosen  as 
Secretary. 


EEPOET  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE, 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  B.  Helwig,  sent  the 
following  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  was 
read  by  the  Secretary : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the 
(General  Synod)  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States, 
beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  the  following  : 

When  the  duties  of  this  appointment  were  assumed  one  year  ago,  it 
was  found  to  be  necessary,  first  of  all,  to  endeavor  to  awaken  a  deeper 
interest  in  behalf  of  the  Society  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  and  thus,  if 
possible,  to  revive  the  custom  of  making  regular  contributions  for  its 
Treasury. 

For  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  circulars  were  issued  to  all  the 
ministers  known  to  be  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  setting 
forth  the  extent  of  the  field  for  the  Society’s  operations,  and  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  occupying  that  field  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  therefore  the 
necessity  of,  at  once,  making  contributions,  that  such  operations  might 
be  sustained  commensurate  with  the  wants  the  Society  was  expected  to 
supply. 

In  addition  to  that  method  to  procure  funds,  the  effort  was  also  made 
to  procure  the  promise  from  all  the  Synods  in  connection  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  that  when  they  made  their  annual  contributions  for  the 
other  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  that  they  would  then  also 
make  a.  contribution  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  ; 
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and  that  they  would  place  into  the  Parochial  report  of  their  Synods 
a  regular  column  in  which  such  a  fund  might  be  reported,  and  also  from 
year  to  year  to  remind  them  of  the  existence  of  such  a  Society,  of  its 
wants,  and  also  from  its  value  to  the  Church,  their  obligation  to  sustain 
it  well. 

In  the  way  of  collections,  from  individual  congregations,  but  a  small 
amount  has  been  realized,  as  will  appear  in  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 
In  this,  however,  we  have  felt  no  special  disappointment  thus  far,  for  it 
was  very  readily  to  be  supposed  that  it  would  require  at  least  one  year 
to  re-inaugurate  a  system  of  collections;  but  with  the  Resolution  of  the 
last  General  Synod,  and  we  trust  with/  the  favorable  consideration  of 
this  subject  by  this  meeting  of  Synod,  and  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Executive  Committee  in  this  direction, 
it  will  be  a  source  of  very  great  disappointment  and  an  injury  to  the 
cause  of  God,  as  represented  by  this  branch  of  the  Christian  Church,  if 
in  the  year  now  before  us  our  congregations  do  not  respond  to  the  claims 
of  this  Society. 

In  the  second  department  of  effort  put  forth  during  the  year,  in  or¬ 
der  to  replenish  the  treasury,  to  wit :  by  the  collection  of  outstanding 
notes,  we  have  been  measurably  successful ;  but  it  has  also  been  by  a 
very  generous  construction,  and  a  charitable  enforcement  of  the  Society’s 
claims. 

The  obstacles  which  were  encountered  in  the  commencement,  when 
the  effort  was  made  to  collect  the  claims  of  long  standing,  were  found 
in  the  fact  that  the  interest  which  had  accrued  was  almost  equal  to  the 
principal  of  the  notes,  and  which  rendered  the  indebtedness  so  large 
that  some  of  the  congregations  said,  “we  will  make  an  effort  to  pay  the 
principal  of  the  notes  if  you  will  release  us  from  the  payment  of  the  in¬ 
terest  upon  them.” 

Others  said,  ‘  ‘  that  it  was  their  understanding  that  the  Church  Exten¬ 
sion  Society  charged  no  interest  on  their  loans;”  and  others  still,  in  a 
few  cases,  claimed  that  they  were  not  to  pay  interest,  and  that  such  was 
their  arrangement  with  the  former  Executive  Committee. 

And  while  from  all  these  various  reports  we  were  obliged  to  say  to 
them,  that  they  certainly  misunderstood  the  former  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  that  they  were  also  in  error  as  to  the  custom  of  the  Society 
in  making  its  loans;  yet  in  order  to  collect  the  claims  of  already  too 
long  standing,  and  to  avoid  dissatisfaction,  and  also  to  impress  them 
with  the  truth  that  this  Institution  is  benevolent  and  charitable  in  its 
motives  and  action,  it  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  to  release  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  notes  long  since  due, 
in  case  the  principal  was  paid  within  a  brief  and  specified  period  of 
time. 

For  such  action,  if  required,  the  Executive  Committee  can  also  find  a 
precedent  in  former  emergencies,  as  set  forth  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
meeting  held  at  York,  Pa.,  in  the  year  1864. 

But  such  leniency  concerning  the  Society’s  obligations,  is,  we  may 
say,  at  no  time  regarded  as  good  business  management;  and  in  no  way  is 
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it  intended  as  a  precedent,  neither  applying  to  any  notes  now  coming 
due,  nor  to  those  which  may  mature  in  the  future.

The  Church  organization  there  having  failed  from  removals  and  other 
causes,  the  few  remaining  members  have  thought  it  advisable  to  dispose 
of  the  Church  property  and  pay  their  indebtedness  to  this  Society,  and 
to  other  parties  also  holding  claims  upon  them.

In  addition  to  those  places  to  which  the  Executive  Committee  have 
extended  aid,  in  the  past  year,  there  are  still  quite  a  number  of  equally 
important  places  which  have  also  made  informal  application  in  advance, 
and  are  now  perfecting  their  portion  of  the  work  in  order  to  make  for¬ 
mal  application  to  the  Society,  for  aid  in  the  erection  of  their  houses  for 
the  worship  of  God.  And  it  is  to  be  sincerely  regretted  that  this  be¬ 
nevolent  institution  of  our  Church  has  not  long  since  been  endowed,  as 
was  so  wisely  contemplated  by  its  founders.  The  interest  alone  on  the 
$50,000,  the  intended  endowment  fund,  would  have  aided  in  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  twice  the  number  of  Churches  that  have  since  been  built  from 
year  to  year,  and  for  which  purpose  the  Society  has  been  obliged  to 
draw  on  its  principal  fund  almost  entirely,  thus  continually  incurring 
the  risk  of  a  decrease  and  loss  on  the  part  of  its  working  capital.  While 
the  effort  should  have  been  for  an  enlargement  of  means  and  an  increase 
of  power,  in  harmony  with  the  great  want  of  the  destitute  portions  of 
the  Church,  the  tendency  has  been  to  contraction  and  diminution  for  the 
want  of  means.  In  conclusion  of  this  already  lengthy  report,  we  wish 
still  to  say,  that  any  one  giving  this  subject  that  candid  reflection  which 
its  value  to  the  Church  requires,  it  can  most  readily  be  determined  that 
the  place  it  occupies  in  our  work  is  by  no  means  of  a  second  or  third  rate 
importance,  as  some  are  very  apt  to  conclude,  when  a  matter  is  not  con¬ 
tinually  kept  before  their  eyes  and  sounded  in  their  ears.  From  almost 
every  mission  which  the  General  Synod  has  established,  the  cry  comes, 
“We  must  have  a  House  of  Worship  of  our  own  if  this  Mission  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  succeed.  And  we  cannot  possibly  build  up  a  congregation 
here  while  we  are  obliged  to  worship  in  rented,  and  inconveniently  ar¬ 
ranged,  and  most  generally  in  very  unaccessible  halls.”  And  further 
they  also  say  to  us,  “We  will  build,  if  you  can  promise  us  a  certain 
amount  of  aid  from  the  Church  Extension  Society.”  And  thus  the 
amounts  actually  required,  and  hence  asked  for  from  prominent  places, 
must  usually  be  cut  down  more  than  one-lialf  for  the  want  of  means, 
and  in  some  cases  other  important  places  must  be  denied  any  aid  at  all. 
The  success  of  all  our  mission  enterprises  largely  depends  upon  the 
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hearty  and  liberal  co-operation  of  the  whole  Church  with  this  Society. 
And  finally :  as  God  is  pleased  to  employ  material  agencies  for  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  a  spiritual  work  upon  the  earth,  so  has  He  also  been 
pleased  to  use  the  material  edifice  in  which  His  people  worship,  as  an  in¬ 
strument  for  the  promotion  of  His  cause;  and  the  value  of  such  an 
instrument  is  only  known  and  felt  by  those  who  are  deprived  of  it.  The 
Church  edifice,  in  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred,  stands  as  an  evi¬ 
dence  and  a  monument  of  the  permanency  of  a  Christian  Society,  and 
affords  comfort  and  encouragement  to  those  who  are  within  the  Gospel 
influence,  and  inspires  confidence  in  the  cause  of  God  in  the  hearts  of 
those  who  are  yet  without  the  circle  of  such  influence.  There  are  three 
things  that  now  stand  in  relations  of  importance  to  our  branch  of  the 
Church,  like  Faith  and  Hope  and  Love  in  the  system  of  Christianity; 
and  they  are  these  :  First — Sustain  the  College  in  the  Education  of  a 
Missionary  Gospel  Ministry.  Second — sustain  the  Missionary  Society 
in  her  support  of  the  preaching  of  that  Gospel.  And  lastly,  but  by  no 
means  least — Sustain  that  Society  also  which  builds  the  House  in  which 
that  Missionary  can  preach  that  Gospel. 

These  things  well  done,  and  the  Church  will  prosper,  the  people  will 
be  blessed,  souls  will  be  saved,  and  God  and  Christ  will  be  honored.

Rev.  T.  T.  Titus  opened  the  proceedings  with  prayer. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  regular  meet¬ 
ing  was  dispensed  with. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  D.L).,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Publication,  read  his  annual  report,  which,  on 
motion,  was  laid  on  the  table,  in  order,  before  its  adoption, 
to  hear  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Publication 
House,  Mr.  J.  K.  Shryock.

Resolved ,  That  J.  K.  Shryock  be  requested  to  present  to  the  Board  of 
Publication,  at  its  next  meeting,  an  abstract  of  the  report  made  here  to¬ 
day,  with  a  view  to  its  incorporation  in  the  minutes  of  this  body. 
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On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
was  then  adopted : 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Publica¬ 
tion,  Rev.  E.  W.  flutter,  D.D.,  read  the  following  Annual 
Report,  which  was  received  and  adopted : 

At  tlie  meeting  of  the  Publication  Society  held  one  year  ago,  at  Har¬ 
risburg,  Pa.,  we  presented  a  report  on  the  affairs  of  the  Board  of  Publi¬ 
cation,  from  its  inauguration  up  to  that  period,  so  full  and  minute  that 
it  has  superseded  the  necessity  of  further  elaboration  at  this  time,  and 
we  trust  at  any  time  hereafter.  We  then  and  there  proved,  by  official 
quotations,  that  the  Publication  Society  originated  with  one  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  as  early  as  the  years  1852  and  1853  ; 
that  it  was  subsequently  taken  hold  of  by  the  Susquehanna  Conference 
of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  which  Conference,  by  reiterated  ap¬ 
peals,  eventually  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  Synod  itself,  to  such  an  ex¬ 
tent,  that  a  convention  was  -called  in  the  year  1855,  in  the  church  of  Rev. 
Dr.  Albert,  at  Germantown,  where  the  present  Society  was  formally 
organized.  From  that  report  it  was  further  made  clear,  that  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Society  was  formally  brought  into  official  connection  with  the 
general  Synod,  through  the  reiterated  efforts  of  the  most  prominent 
members  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  ;  and  by  them,  also,  planted  without 
qualification  or  reserve,  on  the  Augsburg  Confession  alone ,  as  the  true 
and  adequate  stand-point  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  In  that  report  we 
also  substantiated,  that  all  the  funds  that  had  been  contributed  to  the 
Publication  Society,  were  received  from  churches  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod  ;  and  that  outside  of  the  General  Synod  no  collections  had 
ever  been  made.  This  historic  review  was  deemed  necessary  to  vindicate 
the  Board  from  attacks  that  had  been  made  upon  it,  printed  and  spoken  ; 
and  which,  if  true ,  could  not  have  failed  to  operate  greatly  to  its 
detriment.  ‘  ‘  Truth  is  mighty  and  must  prevail ’  and  it  affords  us  no 
small  degree  of  gratification,  in  this  connection,  to  bear  witness  to  her 
potency.  Since  last  year’s  meeting  at  Harrisburg,  we  hear  no  more 
such  railing  accusations  as  we  were  pained  to  hear  before.  The 
Board  is  now  permitted  to  do  its  work  in  peace  and  quiet ;  and 
scarcely  any  one,  even  among  those  who  once  assailed  it,  now  seeks 
to  molest  it  or  make  it  afraid.  The  threatened  irruption  of  Life 
Members  and  Life  Directors,  to  out-vote  the  regularly  constituted 
Executive  Committee,  and  by  a  well  executed  coup  d'etat ,  gain  the 
control  of  the  store  and  the  funds,  has  not  taken  place  ;  and  the  Consti¬ 
tutional  Amendments,  so  vehemently  denounced,  have  been  approved  by 
the  proper  Court,  in  Philadelphia,  no  one  appearing  against  them,  al¬ 
though  advertised  of  the  time,  the  place,  and  the  tribunal  before  whom 
they  would  be  urged.  And  now  that  these  amendments,  by  common 
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consent,  have  become  part  and  parcel  of  the  organic  law  of  tlie  Society, 
in  regard  to  them  every  month  is  stopped. 

In  last  year’s  Report,  we  announced  that  the  Board  had  secured  the 
services  of  J.  K.  Sliryock,  Esq.,  of  Chambersburg,  and  we  felicitated 
ourselves  that,  under  his  judicious  management,  former  mistakes  would 
be  corrected,  former  pecuniary  losses  prevented,  former  complaints  in 
keeping  the  accounts  guarded  against,  and  the  entire  business  of  the 
store  be  so  conducted  as  to  afford  satisfaction  to  the  patrons  of  the 
Board,  and  insure  to  itself  a  higher  degree  of  prosperity.  These  expec¬ 
tations,  we  are  happy  to  have  it  in  our  power  to  state,  have  been  real¬ 
ized.  After  the  further  trial  of  a  year,  we  feel  warranted  in  affirming, 
that  Mr.  Sliryock  has  brought  to  his  field  of  duty  a  degree  of  patient 
and  persevering  industry,  self-denying  energy  and  judicious  business 
tact  and  talent,  that  even  exceed  the  estimate  we  had  formed.  Not  to 
be  disguised  is  it,  that  his  was  a  most  painful  and  laborious  task,  to 
evolve  order  out  of  chaos,  establish  confidence  on  the  ruins  of  doubt 
and  distrust,  establish  credit  on  the  verge  of  threatened  bankruptcy,  and 
face  the  torrent  of  bitter  obloquy  and  general  disintegration.  And  yet, 
by  God’s  blessing,  very  much  has  been  accomplished  to  secure  these  de¬ 
sirable  results  ;  and  we  think  we.  are  not  casting  a  too  sanguine  lioro- 
scoper  when  we  pronounce  the  affairs  of  the  Board,  at  this  time,  in  a 
more  prosperous  condition  than  they  were  at  any  former  period  of  its 
existence. 

In  our  last  year’s  report  we  announced  the  issue  of  several  very  valu¬ 
able  works,  chief  among  which  were  Luther’s  Table  Talk,  a  reprint 
from  Bolin's  English  edition ,  translated  and  edited  by  William  Hazlitt , 
and  the  Life  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  translated  from  the  French,  by 
Prof.  L.  W.  Heydenreich.  Since  then  the  Board  has  issued  “The  His¬ 
tory  of  the  xIugsburg  Confession,  f  rom  its  origin  till  the  adoption  of  the 
Book  of  Concord ,”  by  Rev.  J.  H.  W.  Stuckenberg — regarded  by  com¬ 
petent  judges  as  the  most  thorough,  complete  and  reliable  history  of  the 
Augsburg  Confession,  yet  published — a  book  of  rare  interest  to  our 
Church,  and  that  has  elicited  the  warmest  commendation  from  many, 
not  of  the  Lutheran  household.  The  Board  has  also  issued  :  “  Illus¬ 
trations  of  the  Life  of  Martin  Luther,”  by  P.  H.  Labouchere, 
with  [descriptions  by  Merle  D’Aubigne,  a  beautiful  volume,  printed 
on  the  best  paper,  elegantly  bound,  and  containing  twelve  superb  cabi¬ 
net  photographs,  illustrative  of  scenes  in  the  life  of  Luther — a  book  that 
is  not  only  highly  interesting  in  itself,  but  serves  as  a  delightful  gift- 
book  in  families  and  among  friends.  The  Board  has,  likewise,  issued : 
“Outlines  of  Old  Testament  History  for  Youth;”  a  Sunday 
School  book,  serving  as  an  invaluable  help  to  the  memory  of  the  young, 
in  treasuring  up  in  their  minds  the  most  important  Old  Testament 
scenes  and  narratives.  Also,  a  kindred  work,  on  the  historic  scenes  of 
the  New  Testament.  Also,  “The  Cottage  by  the  Lake,”  translated 
from  the  German  of  Martin  Claudius,  by  MissR.  H.  Schively,  which, 
like  the  two  foregoing,  is  an  admirable  Sunday  School  book.  Also, 
“  Years  Ago,  or  the  Martyr  of  Brentwood” — a  tale  of  the  times  of 
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Mary  of  England — that  commends  itself  to  all  ages  and  conditions,  and 
is  likewise  specially  adapted  to  the  Sunday-School.  The  Board  has, 
also,  secured  the  plates  of  The  Life  of  Luther,  with  illustrations, 
after  Gustav  Koenig,  and  an  introduction  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stork  ;  Home 
Scenes  of  the  New  Testament,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stork ;  Children  of 
the  New  Testament,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Stork ;  The  Spirit  and  Beauty 
of  the  Christian  Religion,  selections  from  Chateaubriand’s 
Genius  of  Christianity,  translated  from  the  French,  with  an  intro¬ 
duction  by  Mrs.  E.  B.  Stork;  thus  enabling  the  Board  at  greatly  reduced 
cost,  to  print  new  editions  of  these  works,  whenever  the  state  of  its  funds, 
and  the  demand  for  them  shall  warrant.  And  not  counting  itself  by 
any  means  to  have  already  apprehended,  but  conscious  that  it  has  only 
entered  on  its  great  field  of  duty,  the  Board  has  in  contemplation,  ere 
long,  to  reprint  from  an  English  edition,  Little  Meg’s  Children,  by 
the  author  of  Jessica's  First  Prayer ,  a  highly  approved  Sunday-School 
book.  Tales  from  Alsace,  Scenes  and  Portraits  from  life  in  the  days 
of  the  Reformation ,  as  drawn  from  old  Chronicles ,  translated  from  the 
German,  with  introduction  appended  by  the  French  translator;  a  strict¬ 
ly  Lutheran  book  of  454  pages.  Also,  Child’s  Life  of  Luther,  a 
small  book,  as  its  title  indicates  for  children.  Also,  The  Story  of 
Martin  Luther,  edited  by  Miss  Whately;  a  book  of  354  pages.  Also, 
Songs  of  Gladness,  by  J.  E.  Gould;  a  selection  of  Sacred  Hymns  for 
Sunday-Schools,  Prayer  Meetings  and  Choirs,  comprising  176  pages.  All 
these  works,  with  others,  the  Board  confidently  expects  ere  long  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  the  public. 

During  the  last  month  the  Board  has  turned  its  special  attention  to  ar¬ 
riving  at  a  reliable  view  of  its  financial  condition.  The  mariner,  after 
he  has  long  been  tossed  by  wind  and  tempest,  ascertains  his  latitude  and 
longitude— whence  the  ship  has  come,  and  whither  it  is  tending  !  So, 
every  prudent  business  establishment,  at  stated  intervals,  especially  if 
violent  antagonisms  have  assailed  it,  adjusts  its  business  relations,  and 
between  its  profits  and  losses  strikes  a  balance,  that  it  may  know 
whether  it  be  advancing  or  retrograding.  This  the  Board  has  recently 
done,  and  with  a  far  more  satisfactory  result  than  most  of  its  members  had 
been  led  to  anticipate.  The  stock  on  hand,  store  fixtures,  outstanding 
accounts,  and  other  assets,  leave  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Store,  over 
and  above  its  own  indebtedness,  of  about  $18,000;  whilst  the  House,  on 
Ninth  Street,  owned  by  the  Society,  at  a  fair  valuation,  is  worth  at  least 
$6,000,  over  and  above  the  mortgage  that  remains  on  it. 

Irrespective  of  these  gratifying  results,  notwithstanding  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  patronage  of  those  who  have  left  the  General  Synod,  the 
business  of  the  Store  has  very  largely  increased — confidence,  said  to  be 
a  plant  of  slow  growth,  especially  among  old  people,  has  in  a  very  great 
degree  been  restored — and,  we  verily  believe,  that  our  Society  is  now 
launched  on  the  full  tide  of  successful  experiment.  We  thank  God,  and 
take  courage.

The  Society  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Rev. 
Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker.  The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hutter  was  invited  to  act  as  Secretary  pro 
tem.,  who  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  which  were 
approved. 

The  following  committee  was  then  appointed  to  nominate 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year :  Revs.  Drs.  Diehl  and  Morris,  and 
Prof.  M.  L.  Stoever. 

The  following  report  was  then  read,  approved  and  ordered 
to  be  transcribed  in  the  minutes  : 

The  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society  respectfully  reports,  that  since 
its  meeting,  a  year  ago,  one  hundred  and  two  contributions  have  been 
made  to  the  Library,  as  follows: 

I.  Five  bound  volumes.

522.  Presented  by  the  author. 

5.  Lutheran  Manuel,  by  Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  1855.  From  the 
author. 

II.  Eighty-nine  pamphlets. — Many  of  these  are  minutes  of  Synods  ; 
but  there  is  also  a  large  number  of  interesting  and  valuable  discourses 
and  dissertations  mostly  by  persons  connected  with  our  Church.  A  con¬ 
tribution  by  George  M.  Wagner,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  includes  some 
valuable  discussions  of  Theological  and  Ecclesiastical  subjects,  published 
during  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries.  Most  of  the  pamphlets 
have  been  contributed  by  Rev.  M.  Slieeleigh,  Prof.  M.  L.  Stoever  and 
Dr.  S.  S.  Schmucker. 
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III.  One  manuscript  sermon  on  Eph.  4,  15 ;  by  Dr.  J.  G.  Schmucker. 
Presented  by  Rev.  Dr.  S.  S.  Sclimucker. 

IV.  /Seven  contributions,  denominated  miscellaneous  ;  among  these  is  a 
photographic  group  of  the  members  and  visitors  of  the  last  General 
Synod,  May,  1868,  presented  by  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigli.  This  has  been 
framed  and  hung  in  the  Missionary  Hall. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  those  who  have  contributed  the 
books  and  papers  now  acknowledged.  Its  friends  are  again  requested 
to  aid  in  the  increase  of  its  Library,  by  the  gift  of  their  own  publications, 
and  of  other  books  that  would  add  value  to  the  collection.  Quite  a 
number  of  books  by  Lutheran  authors,  or  from  the  Lutheran  press  in 
our  country  during  the  past  year,  have  not  been  presented  to  the  So¬ 
ciety.  As  it  is,  at  present,  at  least,  without  means  to  purchase,  it  must 
depend  upon  the  generosity  of  authors,  publishers  or  other  liberal  friends, 
whose  interest  in  the  church  may  prompt  them  to  make  donations. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  Society  to  state  that  its  Library  has  lately 
been  found  to  contain  among  its  other  treasures  of  historical  value,  an 
old  copy  of  Luther’s  Smaller  Catechism,  translated  into  the  tongue  of  one 
of  our  Indian  tribes,  now  so  rare,  that  one  was  lately  purchased  by  the 
Congressional  Library  at  a  cost  of  eighty  dollars. 

Though  authority  was  given  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society,  at  Fort 
Wayne,  to  have  the  pamphlets  on  hand  bound  into  volumes,  the  Curator 
has  not  had  time  to  make  the  necessary  examination  and  arrangement 
of  this  work.  The  Society  is  asked  to  continue  this  authority.  As 
your  Curator’s  active  connection  with  the  Theological  Seminary  has, 
however,  ceased,  by  his  transfer  to  the  College,  he  respectfully  requests 
the  Society  to  appoint  some  one  else  in  his  place.

The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America  assembled,  according  to  adjourn¬ 
ment,  in  its  twenty-fifth  convention,  in  the  First  English  Luth¬ 
eran  Church  of  the  City  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  June  8th,  1871,  being 
the  first  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday. 

SERMON. 

After  appropriate  services,  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Baum, 
D  D.,  the  President,  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman,  D.  D.,  preached 
the  Synodical  Sermon,  founded  on  the  Gospel  of  Mark  ix : 
30-48  :  “And  John  answered  him,  saying,  Master,  we  saw  one 
casting  out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  he  followed  not  us  ;  and  we 
forbade  him  because  he  followeth  not  us.  But  Jesus  said,  For¬ 
bid  him  not :  for  there  is  no  man  which  shall  do  a  miracle  in 
my  name,  that  can  lightly  speak  evil  of  me.  For  he  that  is 
not  against  us  is  on  our  part,” 
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FORMAL  OPENING. 

At  11  o’clock  the  President  took  the  chair,  and  the  Conven¬ 
tion  was  opened  for  business  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
“Come,  gracious  Spirit,  heavenly  Dove,”  and  a  prayer  by  the 
Secretary.  The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  several  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods,  when  the  delegates  presented  their  credentials 
and  took  their  seats  as  members  of  the  Synod.

Church,  reported  that  he  had  been  very  fraternally  received  and  much  grati¬ 
fied  with  the  evidences  of  Christian  activity  manifested  during  his  visit. 

TO  MORAVIANS. 

The  undersigned,  delegate  to  the  Moravian  Church,  would  respectfully  re¬ 
port  that  he  attended  the  last  session  of  this  Christian  Church,  and  was  most 
cordially  received. 

In  answer  to  the  request  to  send  a  delegate  to  this  session  of  our  General 
Synod,  they  instructed  their  Provincial  Elders’  Conference  to  name  a  brother 
to  represent  them  in  our  body,  whose  appearance  in  our  midst  we  may  confi¬ 
dently  anticipate. 

With  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  this  Christian  brotherhood,  we  may 
report  that,  without  abating  in  the  least  their  well-known  zeal  in  the  cause 
of  Foreign  Missions,  they  have  of  late  years  developed  a  new  interest  in  the 
cause  of  Home  Missions,  and  with  God’s  blessing  will  no  doubt  meet  with 
similar  success. 

It  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  interchange  of  delegates  with  the  Mo¬ 
ravian  Church  be  continued.  Respectfully  submitted.

which  they  now  presented. 

The  Act  of  Incorporation,  after  being  read,  was  adopted, 
and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes. 

In  regard  to  the  other  item  it  was 

Re;olved,  That  the  Seal  procured  by  the  officers  of  the  last  Convention  of 
the  Synod,  and  presented  in  connection  with  the  Act  of  Incorporation  from 
the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  be  and  is  hereby  adopted,  and  declared  to

changed  from  1821  to  1820,  and  that  the  letters  “U.  S.  A.”  be  added  to  the 
name  “  General  Synod  of  Ev-  Lutheran  Church

until  to-morrow  morning  — the  President  yet  announcing  the 
exercises  of  the  Semi-Centennial  Jubilee  of  the  Synod  to  he 
held  this  evening.

FIRST  SESSION.

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Drs.  Schmucker  and  Sprecher  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
Church,  through  the  medium  of  the  press,  with  the  addresses  delivered  last 
night  at  the  Semi-Centennial  Celebration  of  the  General  Synod ;  that  Drg. 
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Brown  and  Conrad  be  requested  in  like  manner  to  furnish  their  discussions 
of  the  subjects  assigned  them  for  the  same  festival,  but  which  were  not  deliv¬ 
ered  for  want  of  time;  and  that  a  similar  request  be  extended  to  Rev-  Mr. 
Sheeleigli  and  Rev.  Dr.  Swartz,  to  give  publicity,  respectively,  to  the  Poem 
and  Hymn  given  on  that  occasion.

REPORT  OF  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  GETTYSBURG. 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  M.  Baum  read  the  Report  for  the  Directors  of 
the  General  Synod’s  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  Pa., 
as  follows : 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  Pa., 
take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  continued  prosperity  of  this  important  and 
influential  Institution. 

Very  few  changes  have  occurred  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General 
Synod. 

The  following  well-known,  faithful  and  laborious  brethren  constitute  the 
Faculty  : 

1.  Rev.  J.  A.  Brown ,  D.  D.,  Prof,  of  Didactic  Theology,  etc. 

2.  Rev.  C.  A.  Hay ,  D.  D  ,  Prof,  of  Old  Testament  Philology,  etc. 

3.  Rev.  M.  Valentine,  D.  D.,  Prof,  of  Church  History. 

4.  Rev.  H.  L.  Baugher,  Prof,  of  New  Testament  Greek. 

5.  Rev.  J.  G .  Morris,  D,  D.,  Prof,  of  Sacred  Rhetoric. 

An  additional  Lectureship  has  been  endowed  through  the  Christian  liber¬ 
ality  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Rice,  of  Baltimore. 

The  relation  of  Professors  Valentine,  Baugher  and  Morris  is  only  tem¬ 
porary,  designed  to  continue  until  the  Board  shall  succeed  in  finding  perma¬ 
nent  occupants  for  the  vacant  chairs.  It  has,  however,  secured  full  instruc¬ 
tion  in  all  the  branches  of  the  Seminary  course,  and  as  far  as  known  has 
given  entire  satisfaction,  both  to  the  students  and  the  Board.  We  invite  the 
prayers  of  the  Church  and  the  guidance  of  the  Almighty  in  the  responsible 
duty  of  selecting  the  instructors  of  the  future  ministers  of  our  Zion. 

The  number  of  students  connected  with  the  Theological  Seminary,  since 
our  last  report,  is  about  forty. 

Were  Synods  more  careful  in  the  matter  of  granting  license,  and  more 
liberal  in  the  matter  of  beneficiary  support,  the  number  of  students  annually 
would  be  much  larger.  An  abridged  course  of  study  and  premature  intro¬ 
duction  into  the  ministry,  rendered  almost  imperative  at  times  by  the  pecu¬ 
niary  wants  of  students,  and  encouraged,  or  at  least  not  prevented,  by  so 
many  of  our  Synods,  have  wrought  untold  injury  to  the  Church,  and  irre¬ 
mediable  loss  to  those  admitted. 

The  future  of  our  beloved  Zion,  which  can  only  become  strong  and  pros¬ 
perous  by  a  large  and  regular  addition  of  well-disciplined  and  fully-educated 
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Workmen,  calls  loudly  for  amendment  in  this  particular.  Lay  hands  sud¬ 
denly  on  no  man. 

The  funds  of  our  Seminary  are  admirably  managed  by  a  most  competent 
and  conscientious  Treasurer,  but  are  far  short  of  the  needs  of  the  Institution. 

There  is  no  permanent  revenue  from  which  the  library  may  be  annually 
increased.  At  least  ten  thousand  dollars  should  be  placed  upon  interest  for 
this  special  object,  and  a  similar  sum  from  which  a  contingent  fund  might 
be  derived  for  unavoidable  outlays  upon  the  grounds,  repairs  upon  the 
buildings,  insurances,  etc ,  etc. 

Our  time-honored,  battle-scarred  buildings  are  to-day  suffering  very  sadly 
for  repairs,  which  we  have  no  ability  to  undertake.  Without  the  necessary 
appliances  and  conveniences  of  a  first-class  Theological  School,  neither  Pro¬ 
fessors  nor  students  can  hope  to  meet  the  sanguine  expectations  of  the  Church 
and  the  world. 

We  ask  the  continued  care  and  supervision  of  the  General  Synod  for  our 
School  of  the  Prophets.

Interest  on  City  Sixes  will  come  due  July  1. 
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The  Treasurer  states  as  his  reason  for  selling  the  $500  U.  S.  Bond,  that  it 
was  worn  through  at  the  creases,  and  in  consequence  was  fast  falling  apart, 
and  would  soon  have  become  unsaleable.  It  was  hence  necessary  to  dispose 
of  it.  Besides,  the  Government  Bond  was  not  registered,  and  the  risk  of 
losing  it  was  a  constant  source  of  anxiety  to  the  Treasurer,  whereas  the  City 
Sixes  he  has  procured  are  all  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Society,  and  are  not 
susceptible  of  loss. 

The  Gilbert  mortgage  has  happily  been  realized,  with  interest,  but  only 
after  much  wearisome  labor,  and  the  employment  of  an  attorney. 

I  respectfully  request  the  appointment  of  two  competent  gentlemen,  resi¬ 
dents  of  Philadelphia,  to  audit  the  foregoing  account.  Their  report  can  be 
sent  to  your  Secretary,  and  printed  in  the  minutes. 

A  single  glance  at  the  report  will  suggest  the  necessity  of  securing  an  in¬ 
creased  interest  and  liberality  among  our  churches  in  behalf  of  the  Pastors’ 
Fund.  Unless  this  be  done,  there  is  danger  that  the  fund  will  soon  be  ex¬ 
hausted,  whereas  it  ought  yearly  to  be  increased.

“DER  LUTHERISCHE  KIRCHENFREUND,” 

The  order  of  the  day,  the  interests  of  the  German  paper, 
was  now  called  up,  The  report  was  again  read,  which  is  as 
follows  ; 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GERMAN  PAPER. 

The  German  paper  of  the  General  Synod,  Der  Lutherische  Kircher) freund, 
was  established  in  January,  1869,  since  which  time  123  numbers  have  been 
published.  Contrary  to  the  expectations  of  many  of  its  friends,  and  to  the 
wishes  of  its  enemies,  the  paper  is  not  only  alive,  but  has  a  fair  prospect  of 
continuing  its  existence  and  increasing  its  circulation.  The  difficulties  con¬ 
nected  with  the  enterprise  have  been  great,  and  are  by  no  means  all  over¬ 
come.  The  labors,  sacrifices  and  liberality  of  a  few  warm  friends  of  the 
paper  have  thus  far  made  its  continuance  possible.  To  secure  donations  and 
subscriptions,  appeals  have  been  made  through  private  letters,  tlie  Church 
papers,  and  circulars  ;  but  to  these  the  favorable  responses  were  not  as 
numerous  as  expected.  Had  the  hearty  cooperation  of  our  whole  Church 
been  secured,  the  paper  would  not  only  be  self-sustaining  now,  but  would  an¬ 
nually  yield  an  income  into  the  treasury  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  paper  has  given  a  new  impulse  to  the  German  work  of  our  General 
Synod,  and  has  clearly  shown  that  we  have  a  great  and  important  field 
among  the  Germans.  The  Kir chev freund  has  also  proved  that  our  principles  are 
favorably  received  by  a  large  portion  of  our  brethren.  Outside  of  our  church 
the  paper  is  doing  a  good  work  in  removing  prejudices  against  the  General 
Synod  and  in  defending  our  principles. 

While  with  our  limited  resources  it  is  impossible  to  make  the  Kirclien- 
freund  what  we  want  it  to  be,  it  has  nevertheless  given  general  satisfaction  to 
the  Church ;  and  taking  all  the  difficulties  in  our  way  into  account,  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  paper  and  its  success  are  as  good  as  could  reasonably  be  expected. 
Without  experience,  without  funds  to  start  with,  and  with  but  few  German 
churches  in  the  General  Synod,  it  could  not  be  expected  that  a  paper  in  all 
respects  complete  should  at  once  be  produced. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  editor,  Rev.  J.  D.  Severinghaus,  for  his  labors 
and  sacrifices  in  behalf  of  the  paper.  The  number  of  subscribers  is  at  pre¬ 
sent  1,700.  The  cost  of  each  edition  is  about  $40.  There  is  a  fair  prospect 
that  with  the  promised  donations  the  paper  will  nearly  or  quite  meet  its  ex¬ 


penses  this  year.

Of  the  debt,  amounting  in  all  to  $808.00,  $465.19  are  due  to  Rev.  J. 
D.  Severinghaus,  and  $431.82  to  Rev.  J.  H.  W.  Stuckenberg.  This  debt 
ought  to  be  paid  at  once.  It  certainly  cannot  be  expected  that  those 
who  do  all  the  work  and  make  personal  sacrifices  for  this  General  Synod 
enterprise  should  also  give  the  money  to  carry  it  on.  They  are  the  agents 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  by  its  action  at  the  last  convention  this  body 
recognized  its  imperative  obligation  to  see  to  it  that  the  German  paper  is 
properly  supported.  See  Minutes,  p.  33. 

As  to  the  duty  of  continuing  the  paper,  there  is  no  question  ;  abandon  it, 
and  you  abandon  the  work  among  the  Germans.  Taking  into  account  all 
the  facts  in  the  case,  your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  following  : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  at  once  make  provisions  to  pay  the  debt  con¬ 
tracted  in  publishing  its  German  paper  for  1869  and  1870. 

2.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  have  the  general  supervision 
and  management  of  the  Kirchevfreund.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be  instructed  to  borrow 
the  money  to  repay  the  Rev.  J.  H.  W.  Stuckenberg  and  Rev.  J.  D.  Sever- 
inghaus  the  funds  advanced  to  conduct  the  Kirchenfreund,  and  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Synod  at  once  provide,  by  pledges  or  money,  to  reimburse  the  Treas¬ 
ury  at  an  early  date. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  ministers  of  the  General  Synod  present  do  sincerely 
pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  efforts  to  secure  all  subscribers  in  our  power  for 
the  German  paper  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  its  interests  be  laid  before  our  several  District  Synods  for 
their  action  at  their  first  annual  meetings. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  persons  constitute  the  committee  to  conduct 
the  Kirchenfreund :  Rev.  J.  H.  W*  Stuckenberg,  of  Pittsburg ;  Rev.  F.  P. 
Hennighausen,  of  Baltimore,  and  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner,  of  New  York.

REPORT  OF  HYMN  BOOK  (PUBLISHING)  COMMITTEE- 

The  Report  of  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  was 
then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 

America — 

Brethren :  The  undersigned  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  that  tliey  reorganized  permanently 
on  the  1st  of  March,  1870,  by  the  appointment  of  Charles  Kugler,  Esq.,  as

Chairman,  and  Isaac  Sulger,  Esq.,  as  Secretary.  Since  then  they  have  met  for  the 
transaction  of  business  as  frequently  as  they  found  that  circumstances  re- 
qired,  acting  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  -J.  Iv.  Shryock  and  Rev.  E.  W.  flutter, 
Hymn  Book  Committee  of  the  Publication  Board.  The  result  of  these 
several  joint  meetings  is  herewith  submitted. 

THE  NEW  HYMN  BOOK;  OK,  “BOOK  OF  WORSHIP.” 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  held  in  the  month  of  May,  1S60,  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  work 
of  the  Hymn  Book  Revising  Committee  presented  a  report  on  the  new  Hymn 
Book,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  be  published,  in  connection  with 
a  morning  and  evening  service,  the  Augsburg  confession,  the  Formula  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  Discipline,  Luther’s  Small  Catechism,  and  a  series  of  Family 
Prayers  to  constitute  a  church  book  for  our  people.”  This  recommendation 
of  the  committee  was  acceded  to  by  the  General  Synod,  which  resolved 
“That  the  publishing  of  the  Hymn  Book,  cis  thus  ordered,  be  printed  by  the 
standing  Hymn  Book  Committee  of  the  Synod,  under  the  final  supervision 
of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Hymn  Book.” 

Since  the  last  meeting,  an  edition  of  3,220  copies  of  the  Book  of  Worship, 
in  the  form,  and  containing  the  subject  matter,  above  specified,  has  been 
Printed  under  a  contract  duly  entered  into  with  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Pub¬ 
lication.  Only  a  very  small  portion  of  our  General  Synod  churches,  in  com¬ 
parison  with  the  whole,  have,  however,  introduced  the  new  Book,  and  from 
all  parts  of  the  Church,  owing  to  the  predilections  of  pastors  and  members, 
a  demand  has  been  made  for  an  edition  of  the  Hymn  Book,  pure  and  sim¬ 
ple,  without  any  of  the  other  matter  above  enumerated.  With  every  dispo¬ 
sition  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  to  accede  to  these  calls,  neither 
the  Board  of  Publication,  nor  your  Hymn  Book  Committee  have  felt  them¬ 
selves  warranted  in  authorizing  the  publication  of  the  Book  in  that  form  or 
in  any  other,  except  the  one  specified  by  the  General  Synod,  at  its  session  held 
at  Washington,  D.  C.  The  book  is  the  property  the  General  Synod,  and  not 
ours.  They  alone  have  the  power  to  prescribe  changes,  or  the  issue  of  an 
edition  in  a  modified  form.  The  action  had  at  Washington  is  very  specific  in 
its  character,  and,  as  law-abiding  servants  of  the  General  Synod,  neither  the 
Board  of  Publication,  nor  your  Committee,  could  consistently  run  counter  to 
that  action.  In  deference,  however,  to  the  earnest  wishes  of  many  pastors 
and  congregations,  your  Committee  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  that  an 
adequate  number  of  the  Hymn  Books  be  printed  with  the  other  parts  omit¬ 
ted. 

THE  OLD  HYMN  BOOK. 

Under  a  previous  contract,  Mr.  T.  N.  Kurtz,  of  Baltimore,  is  still  printing 
and  selling  the  12mo.  edition  of  the  old  Hymn  Book.  His  statement  of  the 
amount  of  sales  since  May  1st,  1869,  is  herewith  appended.  It  is  quite  evi¬ 
dent,  however,  that  if  the  new  book,  either  with  or  without  the  form,  is 
ever  to  come  into  general  use,  in  our  Church,  the  printing  of  new  editions 
of  the  book  now  in  use  will  have  to  cease.  As  the  General  Synod  is  fully 
competent  to  draw  its  own  conclusions  in  this  particular,  we  simply  submit 
the  question  to  it,  for  the  adoption  of  such  action  in  the  premises  as  to  it  shall 
seem  good. 
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SALES  AND  FINANCES. 

The  Board  of  Publication,  through  Mr.  J.  Iv.  Shrypck,  superintendent,  re¬ 
ported  sales  of  old  Hymn  Book  from  April  17tli,  1809,  to  March  1st,  1871,

This  amount  has  been  remitted  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  General  Synod,  as  per  statement  of  Mr.  Shryock  accompanying  this 
report.  Mr.  T.  Newton  Kurtz  Teports  sales  of  “Hymn  Books”  and  “Carmina 
Ecclesiie,”  showing  premiums  due  Synod  from  May  1st,  1869,  to  May  13th, 
1771,  amounting  to  $174.10,  which  amount  has  been  remitted  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Synod,  as  shown  by  the  statement  of  Mr.  Kurtz,  accompanying 
this  report.

CORRESPONDENCE  WITH  CONGREGATIONALISTS- 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical 
Bodies  rendered  the  following  report,  with  special  reference  to 
fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Congregational  Church  : 

To  this  Committee  were  referred  the  several  papers  submitted  by  the  Rev. 
A.  H.  Ross,  delegate  from  the  Congregational  Conference  of  Ohio,  together 
with  the  resolutions  offered  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Helwig,  of  Cincinnati. 

The  subject  presented  for  our  consideration  in  these  several  documents  is 
one  of  more  than  ordinary  interest  and  importance,  and  demands  our  most 
prayerful  and  respectful  consideration. 

Your  committee  is  much  pleased  to  report  the  existence  of  the  most  cordial 
and  fraternal  relations  between  the  Congregational  Chuches  of  Ohio  and 
those  of  this  body  on  the  same  territory,  out  of  which  have  come  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  delegate  whose  presence  with  us  and  communication  to  our 
body  have  given  us  so  much  satisfaction,  and  the  request  to  inaugurate  meas¬ 
ures  for  a  closer  union  between  us. 
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We  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

1.  Resolved ,  That  we  hereby  most  cordially  reciprocate  the  Christian  greet¬ 
ings  of  the  Congregational  Conference  of  Ohio  so  earnestly  presented  by 
their  delegate,  Rev.  A.  H.  Ross,  with  the  assurance  that  we  hail  with  pleasure 
every  hope  and  manifestation  of  increasing  sympathy  and  closer  union 
among  the  followers  of  our  one  Lord  and  Master,  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  hereby  provide  for  an  interchange  of  delegates  be¬ 
tween  the  General  Council  of  the  Congregational  Church  about  to  organize 
at  Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  this  General  Synod,  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Dr.  S. 
Sprecher  as  principal,  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Helwig  as  alternate,  to  represent  us  at 
that  Convention. 

3.  Resolved,  That  as  we  already  have  a  Standing  Committee  on  Corres¬ 
pondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies,  we  deem  the  appointment  of  a 
special  committee  in  this  case  as  unnecessary,  since  any  communication  from 
the  National  Association  of  the  Congregational  churches  touching  a  closer 
connection  between  our  churches  will  be  most  respectfully  received  and  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  committee . 

4.  Resolved,  That  official  copies  of  this  action  be  transmitted  to  Rev.  A.  H. 
Ross,  delegate,  and  Rev.  Dr.  H.  Cowles,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Conference.

BOARD  OF  COLLEGIATE  AND  THEOLOGICAL  SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Synod  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  of 
more  comprehensive  and  better  organized  efforts  to  educate  devout  members 
of  the  Church  for  the  duties  of  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

2.  That  the  necessity  for  such  better  organization  in  the  interest  of  min¬ 
isterial  education  is  becoming  greater  from  year  to  year,  by  reason  of  the 
rapidly  increasing  population  of  our  country,  the  scientific  progress  and  ma¬ 
terial  advancement  so  strikingly  characteristic  of  the  present  age. 

3.  That  for  the  more  perfect  management  and  increase  of  the  facilities  for 
clerical  education  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  there  is  hereby  created  a  Board  of 
Collegiate  and  Theological  schools,  to  be  at  all  times  under  the  direction  of 
the  General  Synod  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Synod  shall  indicate  by 
resolution  or  otherwise,  at  any  of  its  conventions. 

4.  The  members  of  this  Board  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Synod  at 
each  of  its  regular  conventions  ;  and  in  case  of  failure  to  elect  the  existing 
Board  shall  continue. 

5.  The  Board  of  Collegiate  and  Theological  Schools  shall  give  advice  and 
exercise  judicious  supervision  in  regard  to  the  founding  of  new  seats  of  learn¬ 
ing  for  our  church  ;  and  may  decide  upon  localities  for  educational  institutions 
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or  refer  the  same  for  decision  to  the  General  Synod  ;  shall  commission  agents 
who  may  he  selected  by  any  of  our  Synods  or  Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  new 
institutions  of  learning,  and  without  the  sanction  of  the  General  Synod  directly 
given,  or  through  the  said  Board,  no  general  agency  for  the  collection  of  funds 
in  aid  of  any  institution  shall  be  entertained  by  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  LITERARY  AND  THEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Rev.  Dr.  M.  Valentine  made  report  for  the  Committe  on 
Literary  and  Theological  Institutions. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  report,  that  though  the  documents  submitted 
to  them  do  not  furnish  all  the  data  desirable  in  exhibiting  the  condition  of 
our  Literary  and  Theological  institutions,  they  furnish  evidence  of  a  gratify¬ 
ing  prosperity  and  progress.  The  importance  of  these  institutions,  whose 
work  is  so  much  in  the  very  heart  of  the  life  and  activity  of  the  Church,  and 
needful  to  the  success  of  all  her  enterprises,  must  make  their  condition  and 
efficiency  a  matter  of  the  greatest  and  most  abiding  interest.  While  the 
particular  statements  we  are  enabled  to  present  in  reference  to  a  number  of 
them  show  a  cheering  degree  of  prosperity,  it  is  also  apparent  that  our  col¬ 
leges  and  theological  seminaries  greatly  need  an  enlargement  of  their  endow¬ 
ments,  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  present  time  and  to  accomplish  their 
proper  work.  This  need,  in  all  its  far-reaching  relations  to  the  welfare  of 
the  church,  presents  a  strong  and  urgent  appeal  to  its  wealth  and  liberality. 
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Of  the  condition  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  your  committee 
offer  no  statement,  because,  according  to  requirement  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
General  Synod,  a  report  is  presented  directly  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

HARTWICK  SEMINARY,  NEW  YORK. 

Your  committee  have  to  report  that  this  Institution,  the  oldest  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  our  Church,  has  been  closed  during  the  last  year.  There  are, 
however,  encouraging  prospects  of  an  early  resumption  of  its  much  needed 
work. 

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE,  GETTYSBURG,  PA. 

This  well-known  Institution  of  our  Church  has  enjoyed  a  fair  degree  of 
prosperity  during  the  last  two  years.  The  classes  of  the  College  proper,  for 
the  last  year,  number  115,  the  largest  number  ever  reported.  The  Prepara¬ 
tory  Department  numbers  63.  The  religious  condition  of  the  institutior, 
though  not  all  that  is  desirable,  has  been  marked  by  a  general  earnestness 
and  consistency  of  Christian  life.  Of  the  178  students  in  the  two  departments, 
69  are  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  two  of  these  are  looking  forward  to 
the  special  work  of  foreign  missions.  By  far  the  largest  proportion  of  these 
candidates  for  the  ministry  are  in  the  classes  of  the  college  proper. 

Since  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  the  college  has  suffered  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  most  widely  known  professors,  by  the  sudden  death  of  Prof. 
M.  L.  Stoever,  LL.  D.  The  duties  of  the  department  of  Latin  have  been 
transferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  occupant  of  the  Franklin  Profes¬ 
sorship.  The  preparatory  department,  since  the  resignation  of  Prof.  C.  J. 
Ehrehart,  has  been  under  the  efficient  superintendence  of  Rev.  S.  Sentman. 
An  increased  endowment  of  the  institution  is  greatly  needed. 

WITTENBERG  COLLEGE,  SPRINGFIELD,  OHIO- 

The  number  of  students  in  this  institution  is  183.  Of  this  number  50  are 
looking  to  the  sacred  ministry.  The  present  graduating  class  of  17  will  give 
13  to  the  ministry,  and  one  of  these  will  prepare  himself  for  the  foreign 
field.  The  alumni  of  this  institution  are  making  encouraging  progress  in 
the  work  of  funding  a  professorship.  The  Board  of  Directors  are  making 
arrangements  to  increase  the  library,  to  procure  a  cabinet,  &c.  The  endow¬ 
ment  of  the  institution  is,  however,  by  no  means  complete. 

THE  MISSIONARY  INSTITUTE,  SELINSGROVE,  PA. 

During  the  past  scholastic  year  there  were  in  connection  with  the  Classi¬ 
cal  Department  of  the  Missionary  Institute,  130  students.  In  the  Theologi¬ 
cal  Department  the  number  was  18.  Four  of  these  have  completed  their 
course  of  study,  and  were  ordained  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Susquehanna 
Synod. 

The  number  of  those  in  the  Classical  Department  who  have  the  ministry 
in  view  is  29.  Three  of  these  are  preparing  for  the  foreign  field — two  of 
them  for  the  mission  work  in  Africa.  One  of  those  preparing  for  the  Afri¬ 
can  mission  will  enter  the  Theological  Department  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  scholastic  year.  Sixteen  men  with  families — twelve  in  the  Theological 
and  four  in  the  Classical  Departmentr-were  in  connection  with  the  Institute 
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during  the  past  year.  Eight  of  these  occupied  the  four  double  houses 
erected  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Institute  for  the  accommodation  of  married 
students.  With  few  exceptions  all  the  adult  students  are  members  of  some 
branch  of  the  Christian  Church. 

CARTHAGE  COLLEGE,  CARTHAGE,  ILL. 

This  Institution  is  only  in  its  incipiency.  The  building  is  in  course  of 
erection  ;  it  is  of  stone  and  brick,  80  feet  long  and  70  feet  wide ;  and  including 
basement,  is  four  stories  high.  The  estimated  cost  is  thirty  thousand  dollars. 
The  expense  of  the  structure,  as  also  that  of  the  lot  (8  acres),  is  borne  by  the 
citizens  of  Carthage.  To  the  Lutheran  church  belongs  the  right  to  supply  the 
Professors,  and  to  have  the  entire  property,  on  condition  of  furnishing  the 
endowment.  The  location  of  the  College  is  in  the  pleasant  prairie  city  of 
Carthage,  in  Illinois,  and  12  miles  east  of  Keokuk,  Iowa.  This  vigorous 
young  enterprise  is  held  in  sympathy  by  the  cooperating  Lutheran  Synods  of 
Iowa,  Northern  Illinois,  Central  Illinois  and  Southern  Illinois.  There  is 
now,  in  successful  operation,  a  classical  school  under  the  Principalship  of 
Prof-  L.  F.  M.  Easterday. 

LUTHERVILLE  FEMALE  SEMINARY,  LUTHERVILLE,  MARYLAND. 

The  annnal  catalogue  of  this  Seminary,  under  the  efficient  Principalship 
of  Dr.  B.  Sadtler,  and  a  corps  of  seven  other  teachers,  exhibits  a  list  of  72  stu¬ 
dents  for  the  last  scholastic  year.  A  most  cheering  fact  in  this  institution  has 
been  a  most  happy  religious  awaking  during  each  of  the  last  two  years, 
resulting  in  the  conversion  and  union  with  the  Church  of  a  very  large  num¬ 
ber  of  the  young  ladies  in  attendance. 

HAGERSTOWN  FEMALE  SEMINARY,  HAGERSTOWN,  MARYLAND. 

No  catalogue,  or  any  report  of  any  kind,  has  been  placed  in  the  hand  of 
your  Committee  from  this  Seminary.  They  are  informed,  however,  that  it 
has  enjoyed  a  gratifying  degree  of  prosperity  and  success  under  the  active 
Principalship  of  Rev.  W.  F.  Eyster.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SYSTEMATIC  BENEFICENCE. 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  present  a  plan  of  Systematic  Beneficence 
to  be  recommended  to  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod,  beg  leave  respect¬ 
fully  to  report  that  having  carefully  thought  upon  the  subject,  and  examined 
and  compared  several  systems  now  in  use,  they  express  the  judgment  that 
the  plan  devised  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Lutheran  Church, 
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called  the  Box,  or  Lord’s  Treasury  System,  possesses  as  many  advantages 
and  as  few  objections  as  any  system  can  be  expected  to  have.  This  system 
has  been  used  with  the  most  satisfactory  results  in  a  number  of  the  churches 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  in  those  of  other  denominations. 

It  possesses  the  following  essential  advantages  : 

1.  It  is  simple  and  convenient.  The  plan  may  be  easily  understood  and 
used  by  all. 

2.  It  provides  for  frequent  contributions.  Fully  complied  with  only  when, 
according  to  the  apostolic  injunction,  the  contributions  are  made  upon  the 
first  day  of  every  week. 

3.  It  is  adapted  to  reach  all.  It  is  intended  that  every  one  shall  be  called 
upon  to  give  according  as  the  Lord  hath  prospered  him. 

4.  It  excludes  publicity  and  ostentation.  The  boxes  contain  the  gifts 
made  in  private,  and  may  be  applied  to  their  several  objects  without  the 
name  of  the  giver  being  known. 

5.  It  is  adapted  to  educate  the  Church  in  the  grace  of  giving,  as  it  affords 
frequent  opportunity  for  the  presentation  of  the  various  objects  of  beneficence 
to  the  attention  of  the  people . 

6.  It  is  inexpensive.  The  boxes  thus  far  have  been  furnished  gratuitously, 
and  if  in  the  future  they  should  be  charged  for,  the  cost  can  be  but  little. 

7-  Finally,  as  the  boxes  are  intended  to  be  opened  quarterly,  the  remittan¬ 
ces  may  be  made  frequently  and  promptly. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  system  be  tried  in  all 
our  churches,  and  that  due  notice  of  this  recommendation  be  published  in 
our  church  papers  with  explanations  of  its  advantages.

The  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave 
to  offer  the  following  summary  touching  the  condition  of  the  churches  in  the 
respective  Synods  within  our  bounds : 
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I. — SYNOD  OF  MARYLAND. 

Since  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  our  Church  in  Maryland 
has  witnessed  the  cordial  reunion  of  the  Melanchthon  Synod  with  the  Synod 
of  Maryland.  Other  changes  greatly  increasing  the  Church’s  strength  and 
efficiency  have  been  made  by  the  division  of  large  pastorates  and  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  new  congregations.  From  39  ministers  and  51  congregations  in 
the  year  1868,  the  parochial  roll  has  increased  to  60  ministers  and  88  congre¬ 
gations.  Among  other  cheering  signs  on  that  territory  may  be  mentioned 
the  following :  The  rapid  growth  of  the  German  element ;  the  general  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  Lutheran  Church ;  the  state  of  peace 
and  cordial  harmony  throughout  the  Synod,  and  in  all  its  parishes  ,'  the  sup¬ 
ply  of  every  pulpit  but  one  with  a  regular  pastor ;  the  great  number  of  large 
and  efficient  Sunday-schools — a  sphere  in  which  our  denomination  surpasses 
every  other  in  the  State ;  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  on  the  erection  of 
elegant  new  churches,  and  the  remodeling  of  old  ones;  the  doubling  of  can¬ 
didates  for  the  ministry ;  a  decided  increase  in  benevolent  contributions, 
three  or  four  of  the  churches,  their  numbers  and  means  considered,  serving 
as  models  of  liberality  to  the  whole  General  Synod ;  and  finally,  the  progress 
making  in  the  erection  of  the  Memorial  Church  at  Washington,  which  we  re¬ 
joice  to  see  again  commended  to  the  liberality  of  all  our  churches.  For 
such  encouraging  features  the  Church  owes  her  warmest  gratitude  to  oui  ex¬ 
alted  and  gracious  Head,  to  whom  alone  we  look  for  that  quickening  by  the 
Spirit  which  we  need  in  order  fully  to  appreciate  our  golden  opportunities  as 
a  denomination,  and  to  come  up  to  the  measure  of  our  responsibility. 

II. — WEST  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  state  of  religion,  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  is  encouraging.  Many 
of  the  churches  have  been  blessed  with  precious  seasons  of  refreshing  grace. 
The  membership  has  increased,  and  a  perceptible  growth  in  the  knowledge  of 
God,  exemplified  by  holy  living,  is  manifest.  The  education  of  the  children 
has  received  suitable  attention,  Sabbath- schools  are  numerous,  and  catechetical 
instruction  is  maintained.  Home  Missions,  Beneficiary  Education,  and  the 
other  enterprises  of  the  Church,  are  sustained  with  increased  liberality.  Many 
houses  of  worship  have  been  renovated  and  improved,  whilst  several  new 
ones  have  been  erected. 

III.  — HABTWICK  SYNOD. 

The  state  of  the  congregations  in  our  Synod  is  hopeful  and  encouraging. 
A  steady  and  uniform  growth  of  love  and  purity  marks  the  progress  of  the 
Church.  Systematic  benificence  is  receiving  special  attention  with  the  view 
of  developing  the  resources  of  the  Church,  for  the  extension  of  the  kingdom 
of  Christ.  The  Sabbath-scliool  interest  is  cheering,  and  the  labors  are  blessed 
with  the  early  conversion  of  the  children.  Many  of  our  congregrations  have 
enjoyed  special  seasons  of  grace,  and  large  accessions  to  the  Church  have  been 
the  result.  We  have  reason  to  rejoice,  and  labor  zealously  in  the  service  of 
our  Master,  with  whom  are  the  rewards. 

IV.  — NEW  YORK  SYNOD. 

Ou  rs  is  but  a  small  body.  We  number  only  fifteen  congregations,  and  several 
of  these  are  mission  stations.  5Tet  the  Lord  has  been  with  us  and  has  done

great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad.  A  deep  religious  feeling  pervades 
our  pastorates,  as  the  large  additions  to  our  membership  sufficiently  evince. 
The  Word  and  Ordinances  are  duly  valued  and  regularly  and  reverently 
attended  by  devout  worshipers.  The  excellent  practice  of  catechisation  is 
religiously  fostered  by  our  pastors,  and  its  happy  results  are  appreciated  by 
our  people.  Several  new  and  elegant  churches  have  been  erected  within  our 
bounds,  reflecting  great  honor  upon  the  piety  and  the  liberality  of  the  congrega¬ 
tions  that  have  built  them.  Proper  care  is  shown,  also,  for  the  “  lambs  ”  of 
our  flocks,  by  means  of  fostering  vigorous  Sunday-schools.  These  are 
furnished  with  all  necessary  appliances  to  carry  forward  this  department  of 
Christian  enterprise.  Here,  too,  the  “  grace  of  giviug  ”  is  sought  to  be 
developed,  and  not  without  commendable  success.  The  benevolent  contribu¬ 
tions  of  our  Synod,  though  by  no  means  yet  what  they  ought  to  be,  are 
largely  in  advance  of  what  they  have  been.  A  quickened  conscience  and  a 
sympathetic  plan  do  much  in  this  direction.  In  reviewing  the  labors  of  the 
past  two  years,  their  lights  and  shadows,  their  hinderances  and  advances,  we 
feel  constrained,  with  Samuel  of  old,  to  say  :  “  Ebenezer !” — “  Hitherto  hath 
the  Lord  helped  us !” 

V. — EAST  OH  TO  SYNOD. 

The  cause  of  religion  in  this  Synod,  during  the  last  two  years,  has  been  en¬ 
couraging.  Many  precious  revivals  of  religion  have  been  recorded,  and  large 
accessions  have  been  made  to  the  churches.  Our  Sabbath-schools  are  large 
and  flourishing,  and  are  increasing  in  interest.  Public  worship  is  generally 
well  attended.  The  parochial  reports  are  full  and  encouraging.  Upon  the 
whole,  we  have  great  reason  to  take  courage  and  labor  on. 

VI. — ALLEGHENY"  SYNOD. 

From  the  minutes  of  this  Synod  we  learn  that  the  progress  of  our  Church 
within  its  bounds,  though  gradual,  is  nevertheless  steady.  The  spiritual  con¬ 
dition  of  the  churches  is  represented  as  good.  The  Sabbath-school  work 
receives  general  attention,  whilst  the  catechisation  of  the  young  is  not  ne¬ 
glected.  There  has  been  during  the  last  two  years  a  marked  improvement  in 
nearly  all  the  elements  essential  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  Church  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Allegheny  Synod.  The  main  matter  of  regret  is  the  evi¬ 
dent  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of  laborers  to  properly  cultivate  the  field  on 
this  territory  which  is  so  inviting  and  so  promising. 

VII. — EAST  PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD. 

The  state  of  religion  in  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  is  encouraging.  Oc¬ 
cupying  the  same  territory  with  the  old  Pennsylvania  Synod,  we  occasionally 
feel  the  effects  of  antagonistic  influences ;  but  we  are  laboring  to  promote 
peace  and  harmony.  Our  Synod  numbers  55  ministers,  88  churches,  10,184 
communicants.  Last  year  the  amount  of  contributions  was  $78,036.60. 
Nearly  all  the  congregations  then  reported  vacant  have  since  been  supplied 
with  pastors.  Harmony  and  brotherly  love  prevail  among  us,  and  our 
greatest  ambition  is  to  promote  the  interests  of  Christ’s  kingdom . 

VIII. — MIAMI  SYNOD. 

We  have  nothing  special  to  report.  Our  churches  have  made  some  pro¬ 
gress.  Several  of  them  have  enjoyed  special  seasons  of  grace.  The  Sabbath- 
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school  cause  has  been  prosecuted  with  commendable  zeal.  Several  new 
houses  of  worship  have  been  erected  and  others  remodeled.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  of  the  churches  have  not  been,  as  large  as  desired.  Upon  the  whole, 
however,  there  is  a  healthy  state  of  religious  interest,  and  cause  for  congratu¬ 
lation  and  encouragement. 

IX.— SYNOD  OF  CENTRAL  ILLINOIS. 

Our  congregations  are  small  and  still  laboring  under  great  difficulties,  aris¬ 
ing  from  unhappy  divisions  that  occurred  about  four  years  ago,  and  also  the 
small  number  and  poverty  of  most  of  our  members.  But  we  are  making 
commendable  progress  under  the  circumstances.  A  few  years  ago  it  was 
thought  that  we  would  be  restricted  to  the  English  portion  of  our  Church ; 
but  now  the  prospects  are  that  the  German  will  soon  be  in  the  advance.  We 
feel  that  the  General  Synod  should,  by  earnest  and  decided  action,  remove  the 
impression  of  indifference  to  our  mother  tongue  and  a  want  of  interest  in  the 
German  field.  We  have  made  a  good  beginning  at  Carthage  toward  building 
up  an  institution  to  educate  young  men  for  the  ministry.  The  buildings  are 
being  furnished  by  the  citizens,  but  we  are  very  much  in  need  of  funds  to 
endow  the  institution,  so  as  to  increase  the  teaching  force,  for  lack  of  which 
advanced  students  are  compelled  to  complete  their  studies  at  other  institu¬ 
tions. 


X. — WITTENBERG  SYNOD. 

From  the  minutes  of  this  Synod  we  gather  that  the  state  of  religion  within 
its  bounds  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  We  are  safe  in  saying  that  during 
the  last  two  years  commendable  progress  has  been  made  in  at  least  several 
directions.  In  this  time  thirteen  new  houses  of  worship  have  been  erected 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  and  some  of  them  are  large  and  beautiful ; 
also,  in  this  time,  over  fifteen  hundred  members  have  been  added  to  the 
church.  The  Sabbath-school  work  is  vigorously  prosecuted  throughout  the 
bounds  of  the  Synod,  and  some  of  the  best  schools  in  the  State  are  to  be  found  in 
the  churches  connected  with  it.  New  vigor  has  been  given  to  the 
membership  in  this  body.  And  whilst  there  is  still  a  deficiency  in  benevo¬ 
lence  among  our  people,  yet  there  is  an  encouraging  increase  even  in  that  di¬ 
rection,  for  we  find  that  the  contributions  to  Home  Missions  have  doubled 
during  the  last  year.  These  brethren  have  reason  “  to  thank  God  and  take 
courage.” 

XI. — OLIVE  BRANCH  SYNOD. 

The  congregations  of  this  Synod  are  generally  small,  and  many  of  the 
charges  have  not  been  self-sustaining.  But,  by  earnest  effort,  funds  have 
been  raised  throughout  the  Synod  and  such  help  afforded  as  was  needed  to 
save  them  from  desolation,  and  some  of  them  will  now  be  self-sustaining.  A 
number  of  charges  have  had  precious  seasons  of  revival  in  the  past  year, 
resulting  in  large  additions  to  their  membership.  The  state  of  religion  in  our 
churches  is  more  favorable  than  it  had  been  in  the  few  years  previous.  The 
vacant  charges  have  been  supplied  with  pastors,  with  a  few  exceptions,  for 
which  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  provide.  A  few  more  faithful  pastors 
are  much  needed  and  would  be  warmly  welcomed.  The  Sabbath-school 
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Work  in  our  charges  is  generally  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  have  awakened 
increased  attention  in  our  congregations.  All  things  considered,  therefore, 
the  prospects  before  us  are  favorable  and  improving. 

XII. — SYNOD  OF  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS. 

The  state  of  piety  in  this  Synod  is  decidedly  encouraging.  A  number  of 
refreshing  seasons  of  divine  grace  has  been  enjoyed  during  the  past  two 
years.  Great  harmo  ny  prevails  in  their  midst,  both  in  reference  to  doctrine 
and  measures,  in  the  great  work  of  promoting  the  best  interests  of  our  be¬ 
loved  Zion.  Its  ministers  are  faithful  in  their  great  work  of  preaching  Christ 
and  him  crucified.  The  accessions  daring  the  past  year  have  been  quite  re¬ 
spectable.  Catecliisation  is  receiving  more  attention  at  this  time,  by  this 
Synod,  than  at  any  former  period  of  its  history.  The  Sunday-school  work 
is  being  sedulously  cultivated.  The  cause  of  benevolence  is  receiving  special 
attention.  It  was  resolved  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Synod  to  increase  very 
largely  their  contributions  for  both  Foreign  and  Home  Missions ;  and  in  es¬ 
tablishing  Carthage  College,  the  endowment  fund  thus  far  secured  has  been 
contributed  almost  entirley  by  this  Synod. 

XIII. — PITTSBURG  SYNOD. 

The  great  difficulty  in  the  way  of  our  progress  is  the  want  of  self-denying 
men  to  occupy  our  vacant  territory  in  North-western  Pennsylvania.  The  sad 
divisions  in  the  Church  have  also  retarded  the  Master's  work.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  these  drawbacks,  however,  we  are  making  commendable  progress,  and  our 
Synod  has  grown  from  ten  to  twenty-four  ministers,  with  a  still  larger  in¬ 
crease  in  benevolent  contributions  and  missionary  zeal.  We  thank  God  and 
take  courage. 

XIV. — SYNOD  OF  CENTRAL  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  state  of  religion  in  the  bounds  of  our  Synod  is  encouraging.  There 
has  been  extensive  awakenings  in  several  of  our  pastorates,  and  there  is  a 
steady  and  commendable  progress  in  spiritual  attainments  generally.  Our 
Sabbath-schools  are  increasing  in  interest  and  efficiency,  and  are  becoming  a 
power  for  good  in  the  Church.  We  have  cause  for  rejoicing  in  the  tokens  of 
divine  favor,  and  are  encouraged  to  go  forward  with  renewed  zeal  and  energy 
in  the  service  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

XV.  — SYNOD  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA. 

This  Synod  is  actively  engaged  in  the  great  work  of  the  Master.  Here 
Sabbath-schools  are  flourishing,  and  the  Word  has  been  faithfully  preached. 
Although  greater  advancement  ought  to  have  been  made,  yet  we  are  glad 
that  a  goodly  number  of  our  churches  have  been  visited  with  revivals  of 
religion,  and  many  have  been  added  to  the  kingdom  of  Jesus  Christ.  Several 
houses  of  worship  have  been  built,  and  a  handsome  sum  collected  for  benevo¬ 
lent  purposes.  We  recognize  the  hand  of  God  with  us.  Yet  we  need  more 
laborers  to  cultivate  the  field  and  develop  the  Church  within  our  bounds. 
Our  immigration  is  largely  Lutherans,  and,  with  faithful  pastoral  labor,  there 
is  a  fair  prospect  of  future  success. 

XVI.  — SYNOD  OF  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS. 

The  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Synod  is  in  the  main  encouraging.  The 
pastors  are  earnest  and  laborious,  but  too  few  in  numbers  to  accomplish  the 
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immense  work  required  to  be  done.  In  order  to  give  the  Southern  Church 
permanency,  and  that  we  may  reap  the  great  harvest  that  is  ripening,  there 
ought  to  be  a  number  of  educated  men  sent  in  that  field,  and  support¬ 
ed  by  the  Home  Mission  Board.  If  this  is  done  now,  the  belief  is  entertained 
that  soon  this  struggling  Synod  will  be  equal  to  many  older  and  stronger 
ones. 

XVII.— IOWA  SYNOD. 

Our  Church  in  this  State  is  making  some  progress.  Old  congregations  are 
gradually  growing  in  numbers,  piety  and  efficiency,  whilst  new  ones  are 
added  to  those  already  established.  Our  great  want  is  ministers  to  break  the 
bread  of  life  to  our  scattered  people.  Recently,  several  earnest,  faithful  men 
have  taken  congregations  within  our  bounds,  and  they  will,  no  doubt,  add 
very  much  to  the  strength  of  our  cause  here.  There  never  was  a  time  in  the 
history  of  our  Church  in  this  State  when  the  spirit  of  Christian  charity  and 
harmony  existed  among  our  ministers  and  people  so  generally  as  at  present. 
In  view  of  all  this,  we  feel  that  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  and  take  courage. 

XVIII. — SYNOD  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

Our  congregations  are  all  supplied  with  pastors.  The  Word  is  faithfully 
preached.  Several  of  our  churches  have  enjoyed  seasons  of  special  religious 
interest  and  revival.  Three  churches  have  been  dedicated  and  two  others 
are  in  process  of  erection.  Our  Sunday-schools  are  flourishing.  Prayer 
meetings  are  very  well  sustained.  Several  young  men  within  our  bounds  are 
preparing  for  the  ministry.  Our  reports  show  an  encouraging  increase  in 
benevolent  contributions.  Systematic  benevolence  is  at  present  receiving 
special  attention,  and  the  Lord’s  Treasury,  or  Missionary  Box,  is  being  intro¬ 
duced  into  our  congregations. 

XIX. — FRANCKEAN  SYNOD. 

This  Synod  is  still  actively  engaged  in  her  Lord’s  work,  not  merely  holding 
the  theory  of  sound  doctrine,  but  reducing  Christian  principles  to  practical 
life,  thus  developing  a  symmetrical  Christian  character.  It  is  engaged  with 
more  or  less  success  in  establishing  and  unfolding  a  true  religious  life  in  the 
membership  of  the  Church  of  God  as  the  grand  object  of  being;  endeavoring 
to  promote  revivals  of  religion ;  devising  ways  of  benevolence  to  bring  the 
gospel,  with  its  renovating  power,  over  the  waste  places  of  Zion  ;  educating 
pious  men  for  the  gospel  ministry ;  building  and  renovating  churches  and 
parsonages,  and  thus  preparing  religious  conveniences  for  greater  success. 
Although  God  has  gathered  a  number  of  the  brethren  into  his  fold  on  high, 
yet  others  are  being  educated  and  duly  introduced  into  the  ministry  of  re¬ 
conciliation. 

XX. — THE  SUSQUEHANNA  SYNOD. 

This  Synod,  although  but  young,  has  undertaken  and  is  struggling  to  ac¬ 
complish  a  large  work.  Its  field  has  been  largely  a  missionary  territory,  but 
it  is  rapidly  attaining  to  self-supporting  efficiency  in  its  mission  stations. 
There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  membership,  mostly  through  judiciously 
conducted  protracted  meetings  and  catechisation.  Several  new  churches 
have  been  built  and  others  enlarged  and  beautified.  Seven  beneficiaries 
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have  been  sustained.  The  Sabbath-school  is  claiming  increasing  interest  and 
attention,  and  is  looked  to  as  a  great  power  for  the  future  development  of 
the  Church. 

NXI.— KANSAS  SYNOD. 

This  Synod  is  located  in  the  Far  West,  and  is  the  youngest  in  connection 
with  the  General  Synod.  It  now  numbers  twenty-five  members.  The  pas¬ 
toral  charges  within  its  bounds  are  generally  in  a  prosperous  condition.  No 
Synod  in  our  Church  has  a  more  important  field  to  occupy.  A  vast  territory 
is  spread  out  before  it,  which  is  rapidly  filling  up,  not  only  from  all  parts  of 
the  Union,  but  from  all  parts  of  the  world ;  and  of  this  entire  population 
about  one-tenth  is  Lutheran  and  of  Lutheran  persuasion.  In  every  town  and 
community  there  is  sufficient  material  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Lutheran 
church.  The  great  want  is  self  denying  ministers  and  money.

The  minutes  of  the  former  session  were  approved. 

CHRISTIAN  UNION. 

The  author  of  the  resolutions  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
on  Christian  Union  asked  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  them 
from  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  and  offer  a  substitute.  The 
request  was  granted,  whereupon  the  following  was  presented : 

Whereas,  The  word  of  God — the  Divine  Kule  for  the  faith,  government 
and  practice  of  the  Christian  church — clearly  teaches  a  moral  and  a  fraternal 
union  of  all  believers  in  Christ ;  and 

Whereas,  The  tendencies  to  such  a  union,  now  so  prevalent  on  the  part 
of  nearly  all  Evangelical  denominations,  forces  the  conviction  upon  the 
mind  that  it  is  the  work  and  witness  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  not  from  the  im¬ 
pulse  of  man  alone  ;  therefore 

Resolved ,  1st.  That  we  hail  with  pleasure  all  Christian  effort  and  scrip¬ 
tural  progress  to  a  more  complete  harmony  of  Faith  and  Church  order,  and 
that  we  reaffirm  our  previous  action  on  this  subject,  as  set  forth  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  Harrisburg  and  Washington,  as  found  on  pages  58  and  68,  re¬ 
spectively,  of  those  Proceedings. 

Adopted. 

FORM  OF  LICENSURE  IN  BOOK  OF  WORSHIP. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  be  instructed,  in 
future  editions  of  the  Book  of  Worship,  to  substitute,  in  the  Constitution  of 
District  Synods,  the  words  of  the  present  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General 
Synod  for  the  second  question  in  the  formula  of  licensure. 
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ENDOWMENT  OF  LITERARY  AND  THEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  following  was,  on  motion,  offered  and  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  report  on  Literary  and  Theological  Institutions  has 
brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Synod  the  inadequacy  of  the  endowment  of 
these  institutions. 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  call  the  attention  of  the  Synods 
and  Churches  in  its  connection  to  the  importance  of  the  better  endowment 
of  these  institutions,  whose  work  is  so  vital  to  the  prosperity  and  efficiency 
of  all  our  church  enterprises,  and  urgently  requests  their  cordial  and  earnest 
cooperation  in  all  the  efforts  made  for  this  object. 

HYMN  BOOK  REVISING  COMMITTEE  CONTINUED. 

It  was,  on  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  the  new  Hymn  Book 
be  continued,  and  be  instructed  to  receive  all  criticisms  on  the  same,  and 
make  all  necessary  corrections. 

COMMITTEE  OF  APPEAL  ON  SYSTEMATIC  BENEFICENCE. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  the 
designated  committee  appointed  : 

Whereas,  This  General  Synod  has  fully  experienced  the  insufficiency  of 
all  merely  desultory  efforts  in  the  great  cause  of  Christian  benevolence,  and 
has  reason  to  believe  in  the  practicability  of  the  plan  of  systematic  operations 
recommended  by  the  committee  appointed  to  report  on  this  subject ;  there¬ 
fore 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  consisting  of  one  minister  from  each  Synod 
shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  such  facts  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  inform  the  Synods  of  the  amount  of  money  expected  from  each 
Synod  for  all  purposes,  to  explain  the  system  of  benevolence  adopted  by  the 
General  Synod,  and  urge  its  adoption  by  every  church. 

Resolved ,  That  such  committee  be  required  to  report  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod.

RESOLUTIONS  ON  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 

The  resolutions  offered  yesterday,  in  relation  to  the  Publica¬ 
tion  Society,  were  called  up  and  then  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Aside  from  the  pulpit  there  exists  no  agency  so  potent  for  the 
illustration  of  divine  truth,  the  increase  of  religious  intelligence,  for  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  true  piety,  or  for  the  creation  of  permanency,  character  and  pres¬ 
tige  in  a  religious  denomination,  such  as  an  attractive,  extensive  and  sancti¬ 
fied  literature ;  therefore 

Resolved ,  1st.  That  whilst  possessed  of  an  inexhaustible  supply  in  the 
German  language,  the  creation  and  constant  expansion  of  an  English  religious 
literature  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  growth  and  extension  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  2d.  That  this  General  Synod  has  full  confidence  in  the  efficiency 
of  the  Lutheran  Board  of  Publication,  with  J.  R.  Shryock  as  superintendent  of 
the  Publication  House,  to  produce  such  a  literature  as  the  Lutheran  Church 
demands,  provided  the  necessary  means  be  furnished. 

Resolved,  3 d.  That  we  heartily  endorse  the  appointment  of  Rev.  J.  R. 
Dimm  as  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  approve  his  plan  for 
raising  $100,000,  by  obtaining,  if  possible,  one  dollar  from  each  communing 
member  in  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  4 th.  That  we  recommend  all  the  Synods  in  our  connection  to 
open  columns  in  their  respective  Parochial  Reports  for  the  reception  of  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  Board  of  Publication,  to  receive  the  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary,  to  open  their  churches  to  him  that  he  may  present  his  cause,  and  to  as¬ 
sist  him  to  the  extent  of  their  influence  in  the  early  establishment  of  our 
Publishing  House  upon  a  permanent  and  independent  basis,  in  order  to  ren¬ 
der  it  adequate  to  the  performance  of  its  great  and  important  wmrk  of  furnish¬ 
ing  the  Lutheran  Church  with  a  literature  commensurate  with  its  wants. 

LOYSVILLE  ORPHANS’  HOME. 

A  report  was  rendered  on  the  condition  o'f  the  Loysville 
Orphans’  Home,  from  Rev.  P.  Willard,  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Institution. 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Synod,  convened  at  Dayton,  Ohio: 

According  to  the  By-Laws  of  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  of  the  General  Syn¬ 
od,  located  at  Loysville,  Perry  county,  Pennsylvania,  the  Superintendent  is 
required  to  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  the  state  and  prospects  of  the 
Home,  an  abstract  of  which  is  to  be  sent  to  each  meeting  of  your  body  for 
inspection.

In  doing  so  I  would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Author  of  all  good  for  the 
tokens  of  his  favor,  vouchsafed  in  making  it  a  success  since  it  has  been  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  the  Church. 

It  is  now  two  years  since  we  took  charge  of  the  Home.  We  entered  upon 
our  labors  on  the  first  of  June,  1869,  with  trembling,  on  account  of  the  many 
surmises  as  to  the  prosperity  of  the  undertaking,  without  any  cash  in  hand, 
yet  believing  that  the  cause  was  of  God  and  must  succeed.  We  succeeded 
in  securing  the  beds  and  bedding  by  donation  from  various  congregations  in 
the  Church,  but  all  the  remaining  furniture  we  were  compelled  to  purchase 
on  credit. 

We  began  with  nineteen  church  orphans  and  eighty-four  soldiers’  orphans. 
But  on  account  of  this  having  been  a  primary  soldiers’  orphan  school,  at  the 
end  of  the  first  three  months  the  number  was  diminished  by  transfers  to 
schools  of  higher  grade,  until  we  had  only  fifty-six  State  orphans,  whilst  the 
number  of  charity  or  church  orphans  increased  to  twenty-seven. 

The  number  of  soldiers’  orphans  was  also  increased  again  by  new  admis¬ 
sions  until  it  reached  sixty-six,  when  the  State  appropriation  became  ex¬ 
hausted,  and  no  more  admissions  were  made  for  the  year. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  averaged  seventy-eight  soldiers’  orphans,  and 
.thirty-three  charity  or  Church  orphans.  We  have  purchased  twenty-seven 
and  a  half  acres  of  land  in  connection  with  the  Home.  This  land  was  to  be 
paid  for  by  various  Sunday-schools  and  congregations  in  the  Church,  which 
had  promised  us  the  price  of  one  acre  each.  Though  some  of  the  schools 
came  up  punctually  and  redeemed  their  promise,  not  less  than  twenty-five 
have  disappointed  our  expectations,  and  thus  far  have  made  it  nothing  more 
than  a  promise.  The  consequence  is,  that  with  interest  accumulating  for 
four  years,  there  is  yet  a  balance  of  twelve  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  due  on 
the  land.  This  amount,  had  the  Church  sustained  her  orphans,  would  have 
been  paid  by  the  profits  of  the  school. 

The  land  is  becoming  very  profitable  to  the  Home.  We  have  put  on  it 
twenty-four  hundred  bushels  of  lime  at  a  cost  of  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  dollars.  We  have  also  put  up  new  post  and  rail  fence,  reset  old  fence, 
paled  in  two  large  gardens,  ditched  and  cultivated  the  wet  meadow-land,  put 
up  several  out-buildings,  and  made  improvements  amounting  to  between 
eleven  and  twelve  hundred  dollars.  The  outside  fencing  is  now  good  and 
will  need  no  repairs  for  twenty  years  to  come.  The  land  is  now  all  limed, 
except  a  few  acres  of  meadow,  and  hence  will  need  no  more  for  several  years. 
The  produce  of  the  land  during  the  first  year  was  worth  about  six  hundred 
dollars,  and  during  the  last  year,  counting  grain  of  all  kinds,  hay,  pasture 
and  vegetables  at  market  prices,  it  amounts  to  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dol¬ 
lars,  which,  with  the  products  of  the  previous  year,  pays  for  all  the  improve¬ 
ments  made  during  that  period,  and  yields  a  surplus  of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  the 
money  invested  in  the  purchase  of  it.  The  produce  of  the  land,  under  pro¬ 
per  culture,  will  increase  in  value  from  year  to  year,  whilst  the  outlay  for 
improvements  will  be  buttrifling,  except  the  building  of  a  suitable  barn  in 
which  to  secure  our  produce. 

We  have  an  orchard  of  choice  fruit,  which  was  planted  two  years  ago,  con¬ 
sisting  of  130  apple  trees,  80  peach  trees  and  50  pear  trees,  beside  cherry, 
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quince,  plum,  grapes  and  berries,  which  are  thrifty,  and  will  in  a  few  years 
become  very  profitable  to  the  Home. 

The  members  of  your  body  will  perceive  from  the  Constitution  and  Char¬ 
ter  of  the  Home,  that  the  property  is  secured  in  such  a  manner  that  if  even 
one-half  or  all  the  Synods  who  united  in  purchasing  it  were  to  leave  and 
unite  with  another  body,  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home  would  still  be  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  the  General  Synod,  and  remain  under  its  control. 

We  received,  during  the  first  year,  about  $750  from  the  Church,  and  sup¬ 
ported  twenty-seven  orphans.  For  the  last  year  we  received  from  all  the 
churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  in  clothing  and  cash,  about 
$1 ,500,  and  supported  thirty-three  church  orphans.  Allowing  the  Home  $100 
per  annum  for  each  child,  for  board,  clothing,  schooling,  books  and  stationery, 
you  will  perceive  that  we  have  been  necessitated  to  furnish,  from  the  profits  of 
the  school,  in  two  years,  about  $3,300  for  the  support  of  the  orphans  of  the 
Church.  This  is  not  as  it  should  be ;  the  Church  should  be  taught  to  sustain 
its  own  orphans.  In  a  few  years  from  this  time  the  soldiers’  orphans  will  be 
educated,  and  then  there  will  be  no  source  from  which  to  draw  funds  for  the 
support  of  our  orphans,  outside  of  our  twenty-seven  acres  of  land,  but  the 
Church ;  and  if  we  are  compelled  to  use  our  profits  from  the  school  for  the 
support  of  the  church  orphans,  our  liabilities  on  the  property  will  remain  un¬ 
paid,  and  interest  will  accumulate  oh  us,  and  then  we  will  be  driven  to  the 
only  alternative  of  asking  the  church,  not  only  to  support  her  orphans,  which 
she  has  not  been  educated  to  do,  but  also  to  pay  the  liabilities  on  the  land 
and  property,  upon  which  interest  has  accumulated,  until  it  has  become  a  bur¬ 
den. 

AVe  are  sorry  to  inform  your  body  that  even  the  four  Synods  which  had 
pledged  $250  each,  annually,  for  five  successive  years,  to  meet  ihe  yearly  in¬ 
stalment  of  one  thousand  dollars,  though  it  would  amount  to  but  about  $800 
per  annum  from  each  charge  within  the  bounds  of  these  Synods,  have  failed 
to  such  an  extent  that,  with  the  instalment  due  on  the  first  of  the  present 
month,  the  principal  and  interest  of  their  indebtedness  amounts  to  a 
fraction  over  $2,000. 

We  have,  in  addition  to  furnishing  a  heavy  share  of  the  support  for  the 
orphans  of  the  church,  during  the  past  two  years,  built  a  dining-room  48x20 
feet,  two  stories  high,  affording  a  very  fine  dormitory  and  cellar,  at  a  cost  of 
$1,107,  and  paid  a  debt  of  $250  for  keeping  the  orphans  before  we  had 
charge  of  the  Home,  beside  paying  for  all  the  furniture  except  the  beds,  and 
making  other  necessary  repairs,  amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars,  given 
for  the  support  of  church  expenses,  all  from  the  profits  of  the  school,  without 
any  tax  on  the  church. 

If  the  church  will  only  learn  to  support  its  orphans,  we  will  be  able,  in  a 
short  time,  to  pay  the  remaining  liabilities  on  the  land,  put  up  a  suitable 
barn,  and  such  other  buildings  as  are  necessary  for  the  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience  of  the  Home,  from  the  profits  of  the  school,  without  any  additional 
tax  on  the  church.  And  when  the  soldiers’  orphans  are  once  educated,  and 
the  church  trained  to  sustain  her  orphans,  having  no  debt  to  burden,  it  will 
go  on  as  though  no  source  of  revenue  had  been  withheld.  And  we  need  a 
barn,  a  kitchen,  separate  from  the  wash  and  bake  house,  a  house  in  which  to 
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preserve  our  meat  during  the  hot  summer  months,  a  bath-house,  which  we 
can  erect  at  a  trifling  expense,  a  clothing  room,  and,  as  soon  as  our  means 
will  justify  it,  we  ought  to  put  up  an  additional  wing  to  the  building. 

The  health  of  the  Home,  upon  the  whole,  has  been  remarkably  good  ;  we 
have  been  as  much  as  six  months  at  a  time  without  a  single  case  of  fever 
amongst  the  children.  In  September  last  two  little  girls  returned  from 
spending  their  vacation  with  their  mothers,  with  the  typhoid  fever,  which, 
with  all  the  caution  that  we  could  possibly  exercise,  spread  amongst  the  chil¬ 
dren  until  we  had  thirty-six  cases.  Of  this  number,  only  one  died.  This 
disease  disappeared  about  the  end  of  the  year,  and  since  then  we  have  had  no 
disease  worth  naming,  except  whoopingcough,  among  the  smaller  children. 
We  have  had  to  lament  the  death  of  four  church  orphans  in  the  space  of 
two  years  ;  one  died  of  dropsy  of  the  chest  and  lungs,  the  second  of  consump¬ 
tion  (inherited),  the  third  of  typhoid  fever,  and  the  fourth,  also  a  consump¬ 
tive,  died  of  whoopingcough,  attended  with  paralysis  of  the  left  side.  It  is 
somewhat  remarkable  that,  though  we  have  had  more  than  double  as  many 
soldiers’  orphans  under  our  care,  the  deaths  have  all  been  confined  to  the 
church  orphans ;  and  it  is  only  to  be  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  the  poor 
little  charity  orphans  have  inherited  weakness  and  disease  from  the  dissolute 
habits  of  parents  who  have  reduced  them  to  want. 

There  are  at  present  applications  for  the  Board  to  receive  three  additional 
orphans  on  the  charities  of  the  Church,  and  they  have  been  compelled  to 
refuse  not  less  than  thirty  of  the  same  kind  during  the  year ;  not  because  we 
had  no  room  for  them,  but  simply  because  the  Church  has  not  thus  far  felt 
sufficient  interest  in  the  cause  of  the  orphans  to  induce  her  to  furnish  the 
necessary  means  for  their  support. 

It  is  painful  to  turn  away  these  poor,  little,  fatherless,  homeless  ones  whom 
the  God  of  the  orphan  sends  to  knock  at  our  door,  and  yet  it  is  the  only  al¬ 
ternative  as  long  as  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod  do  not  take  a  more 
active  part  in  furnishing  the  means  for  sustaining  them. 

We  have  preaching  in  the  village  of  Loysville,  three  hundred  yards  distant, 
every  Sabbath  morning.  Whenever  the  weather  is  suitable  the  children  in 
connection  with  the  Home,  the  Superintendent  and  teachers,  attend  church 
there ;  when  not  suitable,  there  is  preaching  in  the  school-room,  by  the  Su¬ 
perintendent.  In  the  afternoon,  at  2  o’clock,  Sunday-school;  at  4  o’clock, 
catechetical  instruction ;  and  in  the  evening,  prayer-meeting,  accompanied 
with  reading  and  expounding  the  Word  of  God.  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  truths  presented  in  all  these  various  ways  have  not  been  altogether 
in  vain. 

We  trust,  that  as  this  is  the  only  Orphans’  Home  belonging  to  the  General 
vSynod,  it  will  elicit  the  sympathy,  the  prayers  and  liberal  contributions  of 
all  connected  with  that  honorable  body,  to  such  an  extent  that  we  can  soon 
extend  our  arms  for  the  embrace  of  every  poor  little  homeless,  parentless  one 
whonl  God  in  his  wisdom  may  send  to  knock  at  our  door,  and  that  under  his 
divine  guidance  we  may  be  instrumental  in  training  them  up  for  a  useful  and 
happy  life  here  and  a  blissful  immortality  in  the  life  to  come.

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direct  and  bless  you  in  all  your  deliberations  for  the  interests  of  Zion,  I  am

and 

3.  That,  approving  of  its  object  and  aim,  we  pray  for  the  blessing  of  God  to 
rest  richly  upon  the  labors  of  this  Society  in  the  future  as  it  has  done  in  the 
past;  that  soon,  by  the  untiring  and  zealous  efforts  of  its  benevolent  and 
devoted  patrons,  it  may  carry  the  Holy  Word  of  truth  into  every  family  in 
the  land ;  and  that,  with  the  aid  of  its  benign  influences,  all  men  shall  be 
brought  into  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed  Emmanuel.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  PRESBYTERIAN  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Dr.  II.  N.  Pohlman,  D.D.,  rendered  a  report  of  his  performance  of  the 
duty  assigned  him.  He  found  much  gratification  in  bearing  the  salutations  of 
our  body  to  the  Assembly,  and  was  received  with  Christian  cordiality.  The 
time  of  his  visit  was  that  which  witnessed  the  consummation  of  the  re-union 
project  between  the  two  branches  of  the  Presbyterians.  It  was  an  occasion 
long  to  be  remembered,  as  promising  many  blessed  results. 

MENDOTA  COLLEGE  PROPERTY. 

Rev.  D.  Harbaugh,  now  of  Waterville,  Kansas,  having  written  to  a  member 
of  the  Synod  concerning  the  edifice  and  grounds  of  the  former  College  at 
Mendota,  Illinois,  a  proposition  contained  in  the  letter  was  laid  before  the 
Synod.  Rev.  Mr.  H.  proposes,  on  certain  specified  conditions,  the  securing 
of  the  property  for  the  use  of  an  Orphans’  Home,  to  be  under  the  care  of  the 
General  Synod. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  Rev.  Mr.  Har¬ 
baugh  upon  the  subject.

MEMORIAL  CHURCH,  WASHINGTON,  D.  C. 

In  view  of  the  importance  and  magnitude  of  the  Memorial 
Church  enterprise  at  Washington,  the  Synod  gave  forth  the 
following  expression,  in  addition  to  that  uttered  at  an  earlier 
day  of  the  sessions  : 

Resolved,  That  we  bid  our  brethren  in  Washington  to  be  of  good  courage 
in  the  prosecution  of  their  great  work  in  the  erection  of  the  Memorial  Church, 
and  that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  cooperate  with  them  in  raising  funds,  by  urg¬ 
ing  the  claims  of  this  national  enterprise  upon  our  congregations  at  an  early 
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day,  and  that  we  will  endeavor  to  secure  the  cooperation  of  our  several  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods,  when  next  we  meet  in  Synodical  session. 

REPORT  ON  DEVELOPMENT  OF  LUTHER’S  SMALLER  CATECHISM. 

Rev.  Dr.  F.  W.  Conrad  reported  the  following  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee  appointed  to  Develop  Luther’s  Smallar  Cate¬ 
chism  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Development  of  Luther’s  Smaller  Catechism  beg 
leave  to  state  that  they  have  discharged  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that 
they  are  prepared  to  present  the  result  of  their  labors  to  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  manuscript  was  to  be  referred  lived  so  far 
apart  that  it  was  found  impossible  to  bring  them  together  for  the  joint  con¬ 
sideration  of  it  after  the  work  was  completed. 

In  case  the  Synod  have  not  the  time  to  examine  the  Catechism,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  respectfully  request  that  the  manuscript  be  referred  to  the  Reference 
Committee  appointed  at  Washington.

PROLONGING  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD’S  SESSIONS. 

Whereas,  The  time  allotted  to  the  Conventions  of  the  General  Synod, 
being  by  custom  limited  to  one  week,  confines  the  members  so  closely  to 
business  that  but  little  time  is  allowed  for  devotional  exercises  and  fraternal 
intercourse ;  therefore 

Besolved ,  That  all  the  delegates  to  the  next  Convention  of  this  body,  to  he 
held  in  Canton,  Ohio,  be  earnestly  requested  to  make  their  arrangements  to 
spend  two  Sundays  away  from  their  people,  and  come  to  the  Convention  de¬ 
termined  to  remain  until  the  close  of  the  session. 

Besolved,  That  the  Secretary,  in  his  notice  of  the  meeting,  publish  this 
Resolution  for  the  information  of  the  delegates. 

Besolved,  That  the  District  Synods  be  requested  to  appoint  only  such  dele¬ 
gates  as  can  and  will  remain  till  the  close  of  the  Convention. 

TEMPERANCE  RESOLUTIONS. 

On  motion,  the  Synod  reaffirmed  its  testimony  given  at 
Washington  on  the  subject  of  Temperance  : 

Besolved,  That  we  regard  Temperance,  in  the  broadest  and  most  elevated 
sense  of  the  word,  as  against  all  indulgences  injurious  to  health,  prejudicial 
to  refinement  of  manners,  or  corruptive  of  morals,  as  a  cardinal  Christian 
virtue,  and  that  as  such  it  can  neither  be  neglected  in  public  ministrations 
nor  ignored  in  personal  habits. 

Besolved,  That  while  we  sorrowfully  acknowledge  the  depressing  and  dis¬ 
couraging  reactions  to  which  the  Temperance  Reform  has  been  subjected,  we 
rejoice  to  declare  as  our  settled  convictions  that  in  its  progress,  aside  from  in¬ 
discretions  and  extravagances  incident  to  all  such  movements,  it  has  adopted 
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no  principles  which  are  untruthful  and  taken  no  positions  which  we  feel  at 
liberty  to  abandon. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  are  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  necessity  of 
thoroughly  educating  the  public  mind  upon  the  elementary  truths  of  Tem¬ 
perance,  by  making  free  and  proper  use  of  the  platform,  the  press  and  the 
pulpit,  and  of  depending  largely  upon  the  intelligence  and  convictions  of  the 
people  as  a  means  of  carrying  forward  this  great  reform ;  we  are  at  the  same 
time  fully  satisfied  that  judicious  legislation  is  indispensable  to  complete 
success,  and  that  w  e  hold  ourselves  in  readiness,  as  far  as  our  ecclesiastical  and 
professional  obligations  will  permit,  to  co-operate  with  the  friends  of  the 
cause  in  securing  and  enforcing  such  laws  as  will  effectually  suppress  the 
evils  of  intemperance  among  us. 

SUNDAY-SOHOOLS. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  importance  and  blessed  results  of  Sunday, 
schools,  and  the  success  that  has  attended  our  churches  in  this  department  of 
Christian  effort,  this  General  Synod  recognizes  with  gratitude  the  agency  of 
the  Sunday-school  in  carrying  forward  the  work  intrusted  to  it ;  and  that 
hereafter  a  Standing  Commitee  on  Sunday-schools  be  appointed  to  report  on 
the  subject  at  each  meeting  of  the  Synod.

ON  DAYTON  CHURCH  SOCIETIES. 

The  Societies  connected  with  the  Lutheran  church  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  Rev. 
Irving  Magee,  pastor. 

According  to  a  request  of  the  General  Synod,  the  following  brief  statement 
is  furnished  of  the  working  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  and  the 
Women’s  Christian  Association  of  our  church. 

The  first  of  these  was  organized  very  soon  after  the  present  pastor  entered 
upon  his  labors.  There  was  found  to  be  a  great  deal  of  working  material  in 
the  church  that  only  needed  to  be  organized  and  directed  to  make  it  a  very 
efficient  help  to  the  pastor  and  a  great  blessing  to  the  congregation.  We  acted 
upon  the  conviction  that  the  members  of  a  church  ought  to  be  constantly  at 
work ;  that  good  came  not  only  to  the  congregation  as  the  result  of  the  work, 
but  also  to  the  workers  themselves  in  developing  their  own  Christian  character. 
One  great  aim  was  to  keep  every  one  occupied  and  interested.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  many  blessed  works  must  result.  There  was  vastly  more  work  in  the 
congregation  than  anyone  man  could  do;  it  was  our  desire  therefor  to  stimu¬ 
late  every  one  to  the  peformanca  of  a  part  of  it.  It  has  been  successful  and 
blessed  beyond  our  best  expectations. 

Much  more  might  be  said  about  the  general  facts  that  underlie  and  seem  to 
render  such  an  association  very  desirable  ;  but  as  the  resolution  seems  to  caL 
only  for  the  general  working  of  the  association,  I  will  proceed  to  that. 

The  organization  of  the  association  will  be  understood  by  glancing  at  a  few 
quotations  from  the  Constitution ; 
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“TITLE  AND  OBJECT. 

“Sec.  1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa¬ 
tion  of  the  First  English  Lutheran  Church  of  Dayton,  Ohio. 

“  Sec.  2.  Its  objects  shall  be  the  religious,  intellectual,  and  social  improve¬ 
ment  of  young  men;  to  bring  them  under  the  sound  of  the  gospel  aud  the  in¬ 
struction  of  the  Sabbath-school ;  to  diffuse  a  spirit  of  Christian  love,  fellow¬ 
ship,  and  watchful  care  among  its  members,  and  to  stimulate  them  to  Chris¬ 
tian  effort. 

“  Sec.  3.  The'means  by  which  we  hope  to  gain  these  objects  shall  be  regular 
devotional  meetings,  and  any  other  means  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the 
gospel.” 

Beside  the  usual  officers,  such  as  President,  etc.,  there  are  two  committees, 
knowrn  as  Visiting  Committees,  Nos.  1  and  2,  consisting  of  six  members  each : 

It  is  “the  duty  of  Visiting  Committee,  No.  1,  to  be  present  at  all  the  devo¬ 
tional  meetings  of  the  association  and  the  church,  and  when  members  are 
successively  absent,  to  ascertain  the  cause  and  labor  for  its  removal.  They 
shall  also  visit  the  members  at  their  homes  in  case  of  sickness.” 

It  is  “the  duty  of  Visiting  Committee,  No.  2,  to  call  upon  strangers  and 
others  coming  among  us,  to  introduce  them  to  the  meetings  of  this  associa¬ 
tion,  to  the  Sabbath-school,  and  to  the  personal  acquaintance  of  the  members 
of  the  association  and  the  church.” 

The  above  quotations  indicate  not  only  the  objects  of  the  association  and  the 
duties  assigned  the  committees,  but  the  work  actually  done .  It  is  the  faith¬ 
fulness  of  the  discharge  of  all  duties  that  has  rendered  the  society  so  efficient. 
The  young  men  are  constantly  on  the  alert  for  some  sphere  of  labor,  and  are 
not  long  without  it. 

There  is  also  a  Board  of  Directors,  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  a  general  watch 
over  the  whole  field,  indicate  what  work  is  needed,  and  to  see  that  it  is  well 
and  wisely  performed. 

This  association  holds  a  meeting  wTeekly  for  prayer,  and  quarterly  for 
business. 

After  the  great  revival  of  18G9-70,  by  which  nearly  300  souls  were  added  to 
the  church,  the  pastor  felt  greatly  the  need  of  an  organization  of  women 
helpers  to  labor  when  the  wrork  could  not  so  well  be  done  by  the  young  men, 
and  it  was  soon  formed. 

The  Women’s  Association  is  constituted  on  the  same  general  plan  with  the 
young  men’s,  but  with  less  machinery.  The  congregation  is  divided  into  six  sec¬ 
tions  with  a  committee  of  two  for  each.  These  are  to  visit  every  family  in  the 
church  once  a  quarter,  to  foster  a  Christian  spirit,  a  love  for  the  church,  a 
kindly  social  interest  one  with  another,  and  ih  all  ways  possible  promote  the 
welfare  of  the  congregation.  They  also  seek  out  the  poor,  and  minister  to 
their  wants  ;  they  ascertain  who  are  sick  and  bring  them  to  the  notice  of  the 
pastor ;  if  they  need  watchers,  they  see  that  they  are  furnished,  either  from 
their  own  number,  or  if  men  be  needed,  report  the  case  at  once  to  the  Young 
Men’s  Committee. 

All  the  committees  of  both  associations  make  a  full  report  of  all  their  doings 
quarterly,  and  these  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pastor  for  suggestion  and 
guidance  in  his  part  of  the  work.  And  the  pastor  looks  to  these  committees 
at  all  times  for  information  in  regard  to  the  wants  of  the  congregation.  All 
cases  that  need  his  personal  attention,  and  no  others,  are  reported  to  him  at 
once,  ahd  receive  immediate  attention.  Thus  the  pastor  is  enabled  to  have 
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tlio  wliole  congregation  under  his  eyej  at  all  times,  and  leam  whatever  he 
needs  to  know,  and  just  where  he  can  best  expend  his  personal  effort. 

In  case  of  death  in  the  church,  the  committees  from  both  associations  at  once 
present  themselves  to  assist  the  family.  The  ladies  take  charge  of  the  affairs 
of  the  household  as  far  as  they  are  permitted  to  do  so,  and  the  young  men,  of 
the  arrangements  of  the  funeral,  leaving  no  care  or  burden  to  fall  upon  the 
alllicted  that  can  be  borne  for  them.  We  have  been  charmed  with  the  effici¬ 
ency  in  this  respect. 

We  have  indicated  a  few  aspects  of  the  benefits  resulting  f  om  thus  organiz¬ 
ing  our  church.  But  there  is  not  a  single  department  of  the  entire  church 
work  that  has  not  received  a  most  blessed  stimulus  from  it.  The  Sabbath, 
school  has  nearly  doubled  ;  and  all  members  of  it,  officers,  teachers  and  pupils, 
are  most  faithful  in  attendance.  It  seems  to  have  instilled  a  desire  to  wrork, 
and  a  most  wonderful  earnestness  in  the  performance  of  duty.  The  member¬ 
ship  of  the  church  has  nearly  doubled  ;  the  ingathering  and  preservation  being 
largely  due,  under  God,  to  these  means.  The  attendance  upon  church  and 
prayer  meeting  has  been  very  largely  increased.  The  benevolences  of  the 
church  are  more  active  and  intelligent.  Mission  enterprise  in  our  own  midst 
has  advanced  at  a  single  stride  almost  to  the  proportions  of  a  church,  con¬ 
ceived,  built  and  sustained.  This  is  the  result  of  desiring  and  enabling  each 
one  to  do  his  part.  By  this  means  the  work  done  in  the  congregation  is  at 
least  four-fold  what  the  pastor  unaided  coidd  accomplish.  There  is  not  the 
remotest  part  of  the  congregation  that  does  not  feel  the  beneficial  workings  o  f 
this  organized  force  of  the  church. 

Very  much  more  might  be  said;  but  judging  that  the  Synod  desires  only 
the  briefest  possible  statement  of  the  organization,  the  practical  workings  and 
a  hint  at  the  benefits  resulting  from  these  associations,  the  above  is  respect¬ 
fully  submitted.  M.

Eesolved,  That  fifteen  hundred  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  this  Conven¬ 
tion  be  published  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary,  and  that  two  copies 
be  sent  to  each  ministerial  delegate,  aud  one  to  each  lay  delegate  composing 
this  body,  and  one  to  every  minister  in  the  Synods  connected  with  the 
General  Synod.

Eesolved,  That  we  acknowledge,  with  devout  gratitude,  the  goodness  of 
God  to  us  during  the  present  convention  of  th;s  General  Synod,  especially  in 
the  answers  which  we  have  realized  to  the  prayers  for  unity  of  spirit  and  har¬ 
mony  of  action,  which  preceded  and  attended  the  opening  of  this  convention.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  hereby  extended  to  the  enter¬ 
prising  publishers  of  the  Lutheran  Observer,  the  Layton  Daily  Journal,  and 
the  Cincinnati  Gazette ,  for  their  full  and  correct  reports  of  our  proceedings  ; 
and  also  to  the  gentlemen  who  so  ably  reported,  among  whom  we  prominently 
recognize  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Titus. 

THANKS  TO  RAILROAD  COMPANIES. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Synod  are  due  to  the  various 
Railroad  Companies  which  have  reduced  the  rate  of  fare  to  delegates  and 
visitors  in  attendance.

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Synod,  in  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  kindness  received  while  sojourning  in  Dayton  : 

Wheeeas,  We  are  now  concluding  one  of  the  most  delightful  Conven¬ 
tions  ever  enjoyed  by  the  General  Synod  ;  and  this  being  laigely  due  to  the 
people  with  whom  we  are  assembled,  therefore

an  Congregation  of  Dayton,  and  those  of  other  churches  united  with  them  in 
the  entertainment  of  this  body,  for  the  generous  Christian  hospitality  shown 
us  whilst  in  the  midst  of  them.  Especially  is  this  body  indebted  to  the  pastor 
of  this  church  for  his  studious  and  unwearied  exertions  for  the  comfort  and 
accommodation  of  members  and  visitors  to  this  body,  affording  us,  besides  the 
comforts  of  home  among  them,  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Soldiers’  Home 
and  spending  part  of  a  day  in  that  delightful  place.

The  President  declared  that  the  General  Synod  stood  ad¬ 
journed,  to  assemble  in  its  Twenty-sixth  Convention  in  the  city 
of  Canton,  Ohio,  at  9  o’clock,  A.M.,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
after  Trinity  Sunday  (June  11th),  in  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

All  united  with  heart  and  voice  in  singing  the  doxology — 

“  Praise  God,  from  whom  allblessings  flow.” 
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Rev.  Dr.  H.  N.  Pohlman  pronounced  the  Christian  Benedic¬ 
tion. 

Thus  closed  the  Jubilee  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Lutheran  Church — one  of  the  most  delightful  and  promis¬ 
ing  meetings  that  this  body  has  ever  held.  To  God  be  all 
the  praise  !

PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  en¬ 
tire  specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of 
His  Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations  additional  to  those 
found  in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  word  of  God,  and  best 
adapted  to  its  situation  and  circumstances  ;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our 
Father,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice 
of  brotherly  love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  estab¬ 
lishment  and  continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ 
was  established  on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected 
with  the  General  Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  fol¬ 
lowing 


CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be  :  “  The  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.” 


article  II. 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
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in  tlie  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join 
themselves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members 
thereof  in  the  following  ratio,  namely : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one ;  if  it  contain  sixteen,  two ;  if  twenty-four,  three ;  if  thirty-two,  four ; 
if  forty,  five;  if  fifty-five,  six;  if  seventy,  seven;  if  eighty-five,  eight;  and  if  it 
contain  one  hundred  and  upwards,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  Synod  at  present 
connected  with  this  body  shall  he  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod,  according  to 
this  ratio,  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  busi¬ 
ness.  Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  manner  as  to  it  may 
seem  proper,  and  shall  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the 
General  Synod,  unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers  the  word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canon¬ 
ical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of 
faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession,  as  a  correct  exhibition  of 
the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Divine  word  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church 
founded  upon  that  word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  by  adopting  this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  con¬ 
vention  according  to  the  ratio  specified  in  section  first  this  of  article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod  ;  or  should 
any  Sjnod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  sending 
delegates;  such  Synod  shah  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those 
of  a  newly-applying  Synod. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  own  number,  a  President  and  Secretary  ; 
and,  f'’om  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others 
are  chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Sec¬ 
retary  or  Treasurer ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained 
minister,  nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may 
take  part  in  the  discussions,  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not 
originate  motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions, 
and  proceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the 
ministers  or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the 
delegates  of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of  the 
Secretary  becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with 
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the  concurrence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  make 
known  to  him  what  portion  of  the  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least  two 
months  beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods,  immediately 
upon  the  issue  of  the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also 
be  required  to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
trust.  lie  shall  pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod, 
or  upon  an  order  of  the  President  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of 
the  assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  in¬ 
capable  of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some 
capable  and  faithful  man  in  his  place,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod. 

article  iv. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall 
have  the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general 
character.  The  powers  more  specifically  intrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are 
chiefly  the  following : 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the 
existing  state  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church, 
and  reports  on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations 
for  the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  sha" 
deem  proper.  The  District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it  regularly 
several  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  provide  g 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Ilymn  Books  and 
Catechisms  ;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind  other  than  those  furnished 
by  the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  the  ^ods 
connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary  and 
benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  M:ssions, 
Church  Extension,  providing  a  Church  Literature,  founding  and  maintaining 
institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows 
and  orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It 
shall  use  all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster,  and  make  efficient  these 
operations  of  the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shr1',  whenever 
deemed  practicable  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man- 
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agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Church,  and  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the 
time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  and  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate 
work  and  duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the 
control  of  the  General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shah  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  entrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one 
or  all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incor¬ 
poration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury 
for  the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes,  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us — it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and 
unity,  and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  ne¬ 
glected  and  unavailing. 

Section  S.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them,  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Con¬ 
gregations,  or  individual  Ministers  or  Laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  dis¬ 
cipline.  They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of 
ministers  of  the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws  or  de¬ 
vices,  and  that  no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  differences  of  opinion  on 
non-fundamental  doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

article  v. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  A  majority  of  Delegates  appearing  with  proper  credentials,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  convention ;  observing,  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting, 
at  least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

✓ 

article  yi. 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  pot  contradict  the  spirit  qf  this  Consti¬ 
tution, 
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Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An 
exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  re¬ 
quest  that  they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if, 
at  the  subsequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their 
minutes  that  two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations, 
they  shall  be  declared  adopted.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

Rev.  Dr.  M.  Valentine  read  the  following  report  of  the  Cor¬ 
responding  Secretary: 

Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Education  Society  of 

the  General  Synod : 

The  Parent  Education  Society  of  the  Church,  while  retaining  its  name  and 
organization,  has  ceased  its  active  labors  and  looks  to  the  separate  Synodical 
Societies  for  developing  the  educational  activities  of  the  General  Synod. 

Y"our  Corresponding  Secretary  has  but  one  item  of  business  to  communi¬ 
cate,  which  is  the  receipt  of  $20.00  from  the  Executrix  of  the  late  Treasurer, 
Prof.  M.  L.  Stoever,  received  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 
This  sum  was  received  in  answer  to  a  communication  written  at  the  instance 
of  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  a  statement  of  the  Auditor  in¬ 
closed,  taken  from  the  books  of  the  Treasurer,  and  is  now  held  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  Society  or  its  Executive  Committee. 

In  reply  to  a  question  whether  the  blank  certificates  of  the  Parent  Educa¬ 
tion  Society  could  be  used  by  the  Synodical  Societies,  the  Secretary  has  an¬ 
swered  in  the  negative,  as  the  titles  and  names  of  officers  would  not  apply.

RELATING  TO  THE 

BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 


Friday,  P.  M.,  June  9,  1871. 

Rev.  Dr.  A.  C.  Wedekind  proceeded  to  read  the  sixteenth 
report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT. 

Sixteenth  Report  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Board  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America, 

AFRICA. 

Since  our  last  report,  two  years  ago,  sad  and  trying  events  have  occurred 
in  our  Foreign  Mission  work.  Muhlenberg  Station  is  again  in  missionary 
orphanage.  The  Rev.  S.  P.  Carnell,  who  left  New  York  for  that  field  on  the 
25th  of  January,  18G9,  and  who  arrived  at  Monrovia  on  the  14th  of  March,  of 
the  same  year,  was  smitten  down  by  the  angel  of  death  on  the  4tli  of  May, 
1870,  after  a  three  days’  illness  with  yellow  fever. 

This  sad  and  sudden  event  came  upon  the  Board  and  Church  like  a  stun¬ 
ning  thunderclap  from  a  clear  sky.  Only  five  days  previous  to  this  sad  an¬ 
nouncement  we  had  received  the  most  cheerful  tidings  from  him  about  the 
progress  of  his  work.  Having  just  then  received  fifteen  additional  children  into 
the  mission,  his  heart  was  full  of  hope,  and  this  hope  was  sustained  by  the 
most  gratifying  evidences  of  success.  He  looked  upon  his  work,  and  its  in¬ 
fluence  in  the  redemption  of  Africa,  with  that  laudable  satisfaction  which 
springs  from  a  godly  sincerity,  and  from  a  living  realization  of  God’s  pre¬ 
sence  and  blessing. 

He  had  successfully  braved  the  acclimating  lever  of  the  country.  With  a 
constitution  naturally  strong,  though  fearfully  shattered  by  the  terrible  attacks 
of  the  fever,  he  believed  himself  now  out  of  danger.  All  seemed  fair  and 
promising.  His  plans  had  assumed  definiteness,  and  his  enterprise  embraced 
whole  nations  and  tribes.  The  redemption  of  Africa  was  the  one  overpowering 
thought  that  filled  his  living  bosom;  and,  as  little  things  are  the  cradles  of  great 
things,  he  regarded  Muhlenberg  as  one  of  the  divinely  chosen  instrumentali¬ 
ties  through  which  this  grand  consummation  should  be  effected.  In  his  short 
but  successful  career,  he  contributed  his  quota  toward  this  end  ;  but  the  Lord 
took  him.  With  the  setting  sun  of  the  4th  of  May,  1870,  amid  the  frantic 
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cries  of  his  inconsolable  flock,  and  fifty  worse  than  orphan  children,  one  of  the 
noblest  of  men  and  humblest  of  Christians,  was  laid  away  in  the  little  mis¬ 
sion  grave-yard,  among  the  sleeping  dead. 

“  Go  to  the  grave  in  all  thy  glorious  prime, 

In  full  activity  of  zeal  and  power ; 

A  Christian  cannot  die  before  his  time ; 

The  Lord’s  appointment  is  the  servant’s  h«ur. 

“  Go  to  thy  grave ;  at  noon  from  labor  cease ; 

Rest  on  thy  sheaves ;  thy  harvest  task  is  done  ; 

Come  from  the  heat  of  battle,  and  in  peace, 

Soldior,  go  home ;  with  thee  the  fight  is  won.” 

But  though  the  workman  dies,  the  work  goes  bravely  on.  Our  tried  and 
fast  friend  in  Africa,  the  Rev.  D.  Kelly,  has  again  been  appointed,  tempora¬ 
rily,  superintendent  at  the  mission.  Mrs.  Preston  is  continued  as  matron, 
and  Samuel  Sprecher  as  teacher.  All  the  departments  of  the  work  are,  there¬ 
fore,  regularly  pursued,  and  are  attended  with  encouraging  success.  There 
are  between  forty  and  fifty  children  at  the  mission,  and  Mr.  Kelly  informs  us 
that  he  will  shortly  have  the  house  full.  The  congregation  is  steadily  in¬ 
creasing,  numbering,  at  present,  sixty-seven  members.  Several  families  have 
moved  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  and  form  thus  new  centres  of  light 
which  shed  their  benign  influence  upon  those  dark  regions. 

The  financial  aspect  of  our  entire  work  will  be  presented  in  the  treasurer’s 
report,  and  need  not,  therefore,  be  detailed  here.  It  may,  however,  be  men¬ 
tioned,  in  passing,  that  at  least  $1,200  will  be  required  to  pay  off  our  indebt¬ 
edness  to  our  late  missionary  and  the  present  superintendent. 

The  bequest  of  $500  by  the  late  Elizabeth  Cline,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  has 
not  realized  to  our  treasurer  more  than  about  $350. 

The  reports  concerning  Albert  Bridges,  the  young  man  from  the  Muhlen¬ 
berg  mission,  who  is  preparing  himself  as  missionary  for  Africa,  continue  to 
be  very  favorable,  both  as  to  his  mental  and  moral  character.  May  Godspeed 
the  time  when  we  shall  have  a  dozen,  yea,  scores,  preparing  for  the  foreign 
field ! 

INDIA. 

The  good  work  of  evangelizing  this  far  distant  land  has  been  most  encour¬ 
agingly  prosecuted  by  our  dear  Bro.  Unangst,  during  the  past  two  years.  In¬ 
deed  it  may  be  said  that  the  present  is  emphatically  a  harvest  season  for  our 
Mission  at  Guntur  and  the  Palnaud.  Whole  communities  are  simultaneously 
moved  by  the  power  of  the  Gospel ;  and  from  all  quarters  comes  the  Mace¬ 
donian  cry :  “  Come  over  and  help  us.”  During  the  past  year  over  400  mem¬ 
bers  have  been  added  to  the  church,  and  more  than  a  thousand  candidates  for 
Christian  baptism  are  now  receiving  instructions  for  admission  into  the  fold  of 
the  blessed  Redeemer.  These  are  most  gratifying  results,  indeed,  and  contrast 
very  favorably  with  whole  Synods  in  this  gospel  land,  that  number  over  a 
score  of  ordained  ministers,  whose  aggregate  additions  to  the  church  look  piti¬ 
fully  small  by  the  side  of  the  work  of  this  one  man  laboring  in  the  darkness 
of  heathenism. 

Four  new  stations  have  been  added  to  the  thirty-three  reported  last  year ; 
and  had  we  an  adequate  force  of  men  in  the  field,  it  might  be  as  easily  forty, 
or  four  hundred,  as  four.

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The  schools  are  all  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Several  candidates  are  bein  g 
prepared  for  becoming,  ultimately,  pastors  of  some  of  these  promising  fields. 
May  the  day  soon  dawn  when  a  Lutheran  Synod  of  India  shall  be  repre¬ 
sented  on  the  floor  of  the  General'Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America! 

But,  in  the  midst  of  these  favorable  statements,  which  call  so  loudly  for 
gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  it  must  be  mentioned  that,  at  this  moment,  we 
have  not  a  man  there  at  the  head  of  our  work.  Bro.  Unangst  is  on  his  way  home 
with  his  family.  This  step  wras  rendered  necessary  by  the  enfeebled  health 
of  his  wife.  They  left  Guntur  at  the  end  of  March,  and  expect  to  be  in  this 
country  about  this  time.  May  the  God  of  providence  and  grace  prosper  them 
on  their  homeward  journey ! 

This  announcement  would  cast  a  deep  gloom  over  this  otherwise  bright 
picture,  were  it  not  in  the  power  of  the  Board  to  report,  to  the  great  comfort 
and  satisfaction  of  the  whole  Church,  that  Bro.  Unangst  will  return  to  India 
after  he  has  settled  his  family  in  this  country.  In  his  own  beautiful  and  em¬ 
phatic  language,  he  has  “  made  the  mission  work  in  India  his  life-work.”  This 
evinces  a  moral  heroism  and  grandeur  of  character  as  sublime  as  it  is  rare, 
and  as  inspiring  as  it  is  noble. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  now  is  the  time  for  the  Church  at  home  to  be¬ 
stir  herself.  Bro.  Unangst  wishes  to  take  with  him  at  least  three  missiona¬ 
ries  to  India.  Nor  should  he  be  suffered  to  go  with  less  than  this  number. 
Who,  of  the  young  men  in  our  theological  schools,  or  elsewhere,  are  ready  to 
say  :  “  Lord ,  here  are  we  ;  send  us !”  Who  will  take  up  the  cross  and  follow 
Jesus  in  his  last  great  commission  to  “go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.”  Who  will  thrust  the  sickle  into  a  field  so  ripe  for 
the  harvest  ?  Who  will  station  himself  by  the  side  of  Barnabas  and  Saul,  of 
Martyn  and  Schwartz,  of  Gunn,  Snyder  and  Long  ?  Who  will  heed  the  agon¬ 
izing  cry  of  these  millions,  saying  : 

“  Tell  us,  O,  Christian, 

Tell  us  of  thy  God.” 

It  is  equally  evident  that  largely  increased  contributions  must  flow  into  our 
treasury.  The  expansion  of  our  work  demands  an  expansion  of  means  to 
carry  it  forward.  Forty  stations,  with  the  necessary  buildings  and  other  ap¬ 
pliances,  cannot  be  sustained  with  an  amount  sufficient  for  four.  Yet,  bar¬ 
ring  the  traveling  expenses  of  our  missionary,  with  his  family,  homeward, 
the  receipts  have  been  equal  to  the  expenditures.  This  one  item,  however, 
will  leave  a  deficit  of  about  $2,000,  which  amount,  it  is  fondly  hoped,  will  be 
raised  at  this  meeting  of  Synod.  Provision  must  likewise  be  made  for  re¬ 
turning  the  missionary,  with  his  expected  assistants,  to  India. 

The  transfer  of  the  Rajahmundry  and  Samulcotta  stations  to  the  Synod 
of  Pennsylvania  was  effected  shortly  after  our  meeting  at  Washington,  and 
the  venerable  Father  Heyer,witli  one  or  two  assistants,  is  now  occupying  that 
field. 

The  legacy  of  the  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Plank,  of  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  for  our 
mission  in  India,  is  in  litigation,  and  nothing  definite  can,  as  yet,  be  reported 
in  regard  to  it. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BUSINESS. 

As  it  seems  doubtful  whether  the  incorporation  act  of  the  General  Synod

covers  any  bequest  made  to  the  Board,  it  is  suggested  that  steps  be  taken  to 
have  the  Foreign  Missionary  Board  incorporated. 

In  view  of  the  fatal  effects  of  the  African  climate  upon  the  white  missiona¬ 
ries,  the  question  may  with  propriety  ,be  raised,  whether  the  time  has  not 
come  for  us  to  educate  more  colored  laborers  for  the  field?  This  was  the 
original  plan  in  founding  the  African  Mission ;  and  our  sad  experience  strongly 
suggests  that  this  original  design  be  comprehensively  carried  out.  The  Board 
asks  for  instruction  upon  this  matter. 

The  agency  of  female  missionaries  has  proven  very  successful,  especially 
in  India.  Avenues  of  usefulness  have  been  opened  to  them  that  could  not 
be  reached  by  men.  Hitherto  we  have  not  availed  ourselves  of  this  potent 
influence.  Our  work,  meanwhile,  is  rapidly  extending.  Fields  of  usefulness 
are  multiplying.  We  need  not  only  devoted  men,  but  also  godly  women,  to 
carry  forward  our  various  enterprises.  The  Board  desires  instruction  as  to 
what  course  we  shall  pursue  in  reference  to  this  point. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  too  great  a  degree  of  apathy  exists  in  the  Church 
upon  the  important  work  of  Foreign  Missions.  Many  Synods  contribute  to 
this  cause  no  more  than  a  single  congregation,  if  not  a  single  family,  should 
give.  Our  many  appeals  for  men  and  means  have  apparently  fallen  on  leaden 
ears.

Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  the  Board  would  respectfully  inquire  whether  Brother  Unangst  should 
not  be  invited  to  visit  as  many  Synods  and  congregations  as  his  stay  in  this  coun¬ 
try  will  allow,  with  a  view  to  awaken  a  greater  interest  among  our  people  in 
the  evangelization  of  our  race.  And  may  God  help  him  and  us !

Resolved ,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  instructed  to  sustain 
talented  and  pious  young  colored  men,  whether  of  American  or  African  birth, 
in  such  of  our  institutions  of  learning  as  may  be  ready  to  receive  and  educate 
them  for  the  missionary  work  at  Muhlenberg,  in  Liberia,  Africa. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Board  be  instructed  to  send  forth  females  as  missiona¬ 
ries  when  proper  persons  shall  offer  themselves. 

Resolved ,  That  the  support  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  missionaries  be  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

Resolved ,  That  Bro.  Unangst,  on  his  return  to  this  country,  be  employed 
by  the  Board  to  promote  the  interests  of  Foreign  Missions,  by  visiting  the 
Churches,  and  advocating  the  Foreign  Mission  work.

Resolvtd,  That,  having  heard  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
whilst  we  have  cause  for  humiliation  at  the  little  we  have  done  in  the  foreign 
field,  yet  we  cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  hand  of  God  beckoning  us  to  greatly 
increased  efforts  for  the  conversion  of  the  heathen. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  an  appeal  be  issued  to  our  Church  in  behalf  of  For- 
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eigu  Missions,  and  that  the  Anniversary  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  be 
mainly  directed  to  awaking  and  cultivating  a  missionary  spirit. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  it  he  made  the  solemn  duty  of  every  pastor  within  the 
hounds  of  the  General  Synod  to  bring  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  at  least 
once  a  year,  before  his  people. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  the  devotional  meetings  of  our  churches,  Foreign 
Missions  be  made,  once  a  month,  the  subject  of  special  prayer. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  demand,  through  the  papers  of  the  Church,  fre¬ 
quent  reports  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  of  such  facts  as  are  calcu¬ 
lated  to  arouse  the  spirit  of  our  people  on  this  momentous  cause.

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PROCEEDINGS 


RELATING  TO  THE 

BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 


Monday,  A.  M.,  June  12,  1871. 

The  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was 
read,  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  M.  Officer,  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Baum,  the  chairman. 

FIRST  BIENNIAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  U.  S.,  June 
1st,  18G9,  to  June  1st,  1871. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  PRIMARY  ACTION. 

In  pursuance  of  their  appointment  by  the  General  Synod,  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  viz. :  Rev.  Dr.  A.  H.  Lochman,  Rev.  Dr.  W. 
M.  Baum,  Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly,  Rev.  J.  H.  Menges,  E.  G.  Smyser,  Esq.,  D. 
Kraber,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  M.  Officer,  met  at  York,  Pa.,  June  3d,  18G9,  and  or¬ 
ganized  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Lochman,  President,  Rev.  M.  Officer,  Secretary, 
and  E.  G.  Smyser,  Esq.,  Treasurer. 

They  then  received  from  Dr.  Baum,  Secretary  of  the  former  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  the  records,  and  register  and  letters  of  that  Society,  and  Bro. 
Smyser,  Treasurer  thereof,  also  produced  the  Treasurer’s  book,  the  papers, 
and  the  balance  of  funds  belonging  to  the  Society,  amounting  to  $1,29G.G7. 

At  the  same  meeting  they  determined  : 

1.  To  recognize  the  Life  members  of  the  former  Society  as  Honorary  mem¬ 
bers  for  life,  of  the  Board,  and  to  continue  the  practice  of  constituting  Hon¬ 
orary  Life  members  on  the  receipt  of  $25  for  each  of  them. 

2.  To  assume,  under  the  authority  and  control  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
care  and  management  of  the  Home  Missioi  s  of  the  chprch,  and  to  request  the 
district  Synods,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  transfer  to  the  Board  their  missions. 

3.  To  request  each  District  Synod  to  appoint  an  Advisory  Board,  or  Com¬ 
mittee,  with  whom  the  Board  could  confer  relative  to  the  missions  within 
their  respective  bounds. 

At  the  next  and  subsequent  meetings  the  Board  adopted  for  their  govern¬ 
ment  the  following 
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RULES. 

1.  The  Board  shall  meet  in  regular  session  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month  at  2  o’clock  P.  M.,  and  shall  also  meet  in  special  session  at  the  call 
of  the  President. 

2.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
any  regular  or  called  meeting. 

3.  Honorary  Life  members  of  the  Board  may  be  admitted  as  advisory 
members  at  any  of  its  meetings. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treas¬ 
urer,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  or  otherwise,  to  serve  from  one 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  another. 

5.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  shall  call 
special  meetings  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  or  any  two  members,  and 
shall  sign  the  certificates  of  Honorary  Life  membership. 

6.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  shall 
conduct  the  correspondence,  shall  issue  commissions  to  the  Missionaries  ap¬ 
pointed,  shall  keep  a  registry  of  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Missionaries, 
shall  sign  and  issue  certificates  to  those  constituted  Life  members,  and  shall 
keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  same.  He  shall  also,  so  far  as  he  can,  pros¬ 
pect  for  new  missions  when  necessary,  shall  superintend  those  undertaken, 
shall  visit  the  sessions  of  the  District  Synods  in  behalf  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  solicit  funds  from  the  churches.  He  shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  pre¬ 
pare  brief  reports  of  the  operations,  prospects  and  wants  of  the  missions  for 
publication  in  the  church  papers,  and  shall  prepare  a  report  for  each  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  General  Synod. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Board,  shall  give 

satisfactory  security  therefor,  and  shall  disburse  them  as  directed  by  the 
Board.  He  shall  make  a  monthly  acknowledgment,  in  the  church  papers, 
of  the  contributions  received,  shall,  when  requested,  report  to  the  Board  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  and  shall  prepare  a  report  to  be  presented  at  each 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  , 

8.  The  Board  itself  shall  appoint  its  Missionaries,  except  in  such  cases  as 
it  may  submit  to  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary. 

9.  Before  making  an  appointment  or  appropriation  to  a  mission,  the  Board 
must  know  the  State,  county  and  town,  or  city,  in  which  it  is  located,  the 
number  and  names  of  the  churches  comprising  it,  their  distance  from  each 
other,  and  the  number  of  members  in  each ;  or,  if  there  is  no  organization, 
the  Board  must  know  about  the  number  of  Lutheran  members  on  the  field, 
and  also  how  much  the  mission  can  raise  toward  the  support  of  the  Mission¬ 
ary  for  the  first  year. 

10.  The  Board  shall  make  no  appointment  or  appropriation  for  more  than 
one  year  at  a  time,  and  shall  reappoint  only  upon  having  an  official  state¬ 
ment  from  the  mission  that  the  services  are  acceptable,  and  also  a  statement 
of  the  amount  which  the  mission  will  raise  during  the  year  toward  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Missionary. 

11.  Each  Missionary  shall  be  required  to  render  a  quarterly  report  of  his 
labors  according  to  a  form  furnished  him,  and  upon  the  approval  of  this 
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report  by  the  Secretary,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  President,  the  Treasurer 
shall  remit  to  the  Missionary  his  quarter’s  salary. 

12.  If  any  contributor  or  contributors  shall,  at  the  time  of  remitting  a 
sum,  specify  that  it  shall  be  applied  to  a  particular  mission  belonging,  or  to 
belong,  to  the  General  Synod,  or  to  any  special  thing  for  the  use  of  such 
mission,  the  sum  shall  be  so  applied. 

13.  The  Secretary  shall  present  his  bill  for  quarterly  expenses  to  the 
Board  before  receiving  payment  from  the  Treasurer. 

FORMS  OF  COMMISSIONS  AND  REPORTS. 

The  Board  has  prepared  a  form  of  commission  to  be  issued  to  Missionaries, 
a  form  of  quarterly  report  for  their  use,  and  a  circular  for  the  information 
of  churches  and  communities  desiring  aid,  and  herewith  submit  copies 
thereof  for  examination  by  the  Synod. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolutions  and  rules  the  Board  has  con¬ 
ducted  its  operations  for  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report.  We  have 
held  during  this  time  41  meetings,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  same  are  at 
hand  for  the  inspection  of  Synod  if  desired. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

Of  these  the  Treasurer  will  render  a  detailed  report .  The  aggregate  re¬ 
ceipts  are  $23,063.79,  and  the  aggregate  expenditures  are  $23,018.85.  The 
portion  of  the  above  receipts  furnished  by  each  Synod,  and  the  churches  and

Expenses  of  Secretaryship. 

The  salary  and  traveling  expenses  of  the  Secretary,  together  with  his 
postage  and  stationery,  amount  to  101  per  cent,  of  the  entire  disbursements. 
But  not  more  than  one-third  of  his  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  Secretary¬ 
ship  proper;  the  other  two-thirds  having  been  spent  in  visiting  vacant  mis¬ 
sions,  and  others  that  needed  special  attention  ;  in  visiting  Synods  to  effect 
the  transfer  of  missions  and  arrange  mission  business,  and  in  soliciting  funds 
from  the  churches.  Moreover,  the  heavy  expenses  of  travel,  which  consti¬ 
tute  a  large  item  in  the  expenses  of  the  Secretary,  have  been  incurred  almost 
entirely  in  visiting  the  missions  and  the  Synods.  Only  about  live  per  cent, 
therefore,  of  the  disbursements  has  been  spent  in  the  secretaryship  proper. 
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SYNODS  THAT  HAVE  NOT  TRANSFERRED  THEIR  MISSIONS. 

Several  Synods  have  not  yet  transferred  their  missions  nor  remitted  their 
funds  to  the  Board.  We  have  had  correspondence  with  them  on  the  subject, 
and  some  of  them  have  passed  resolutions  to  conform  to  the  arrangement  of 
the  General  Synod  in  regard  to  Home  Missions ;  but  they  seem  to  be  of 
opinion  that  they  still  have  the  right  to  conduct  the  missions  within  their 
respective  bounds,  and  to  apply  the  Home  Mission  funds  contributed  by  the 
churches  connected  with  them  severally. 

SPECIAL  CONTRIBUTIONS  AND  APPROPRIATIONS. 

Besides  a  number  of  small  special  contributions  received  and  applied  by 
the  Board  as  the  contributors  specified,  the  entire  support  of  Christ’s  mis¬ 
sion,  New  York,  including  the  rent  on  the  building  occupied,  has  been  con¬ 
tributed  for  that  special  purpose  by  the  Young  Men’s  Missionary  Society  of 
St.  James’  Church,  New  York.  Otherwise  the  appropriations  for  rent,  which 
will  be  presented  in  the  Treasurer’s  report,  would  not  have  been  made. 
Special  contributions,  amounting  to  $600  per  annum,  have  also  been  received 
from  St.  James’  Church,  New  York,  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Brooklyn,  and 
some  other  churches  of  the  same  Synod,  for  the  support  of  the  Swedish  Mis¬ 
sion,  Brooklyn,  and  have  been  so  applied,  making  the  entire  salary  of  the 
Missionary.  This  is  the  only  mission  the  Board  has  had  under  its  care 
which  did  not  pay  part  of  the  salary  of  the  Missionary.  These  special  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  two  missions  just  named  constitute  more  than  three-fourths 
of  the  entire  receipts  from  the  New  York  Synod.

These  31  missions,  now  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  embrace  58  organiza¬ 
tions  ;  40  houses  of  worship;  3,374  members,  and  58  Sunday-schools,  with 
4,839  scholars.  The  aggregate  amount  of  appropriations  to  these  missions  is 
$9,450 — an  average  of  $304.  But  in  a  number  of  cases  the  year  will  expire 
in  a  few  months,  and  some  of  the  missions  will  either  attain  self-support,  or 
will  require  smaller  appropriations  for  the  next  year.  It  will  not,  therefore, 
actually  require  the  above  amount  to  sustain  the  31  missions  during  the  year 
commencing  June  1st,  1871. 

APPLICATIONS  DECLINED. 

Besides  the  large  number  of  requests  of  a  somewhat  indefinite  and  doubtful 
character,  there  have  been  presented  more  than  twice  as  many  worthy  appli¬ 
cations  as  the  funds  of  the  Board  would  admit  of  their  granting.  In  view  of 
this  great  disproportion  between  the  number  of  applications  and  the  amount 
of  means  at  our  command  the  best  we  could  do  was  to  select  out  of  the  large 
number  of  fields  presented,  those  which  seemed  most  needy,  and  at  the  same 
time  most  important  and  most  promising.  This  we  have  endeavored  to  do, 
without  regard  to  geographical  situation  or  Synodical  connection. 

EXPLANATIONS  AND  REMARKS. 

1.  As  the  appropriation  is  made  to  the  mission,  rather  than  to  the  mis¬ 
sionary,  as  the  mission  and  the  Board  agree  to  co-operate  in  the  support  of  the 
missionary,  and  as  they  co-operate  in  procuring  a  success,  or,  when  a  mission¬ 
ary  removes,  the  connection  between  the  Board  and  the  mission  is  more 
abiding  than  that  between  the  Board  and  the  missionary.  On  this  account 
we  have  endeavored  to  maintain  communication  with  the  missions,  direct,  as 
well  as  through  the  missionaries.  For  the  same  reason,  too,  the  lists  or  en¬ 
rollments  contained  in  this  report  are  made  up  of  the  missions,  rather  than 
of  the  missionaries— the  missions  being  first  named. 

2.  The  aggregate  receipts  presented  in  this  report  do  not  show  the  entire 
amount  of  the  contributions  of  the  Synods  which  have  transferred  their  mis¬ 
sions,  and  are  now  in  co-operation  with  the  Board;  for  the  Home  Mission 
accounts  of  several  of  the  Synods  were  greatly  in  arrears,  at  the  time  of  the 
transfer,  and  the  larger  part,  and  in  some  instances  the  entire  amount ,  of  their 
Home  Mission  funds  had  to  be  retained  to  liquidate  this  indebtedness.  In¬ 
deed,  in  one  case  the  entire  contributions  of  the  two  years  have  been  required 
to  pay  the  debts  made  in  former  years  ;  thus,  much  of  the  funds  contributed, 
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by  the  churches  of  these  Synods,  and  brought  up  to  their  conventions  during 
the  last  two  years,  instead  of  passing  on  to  our  Treasurer,  were  turned  back 
to  satisfy  these  claims.  This  has  greatly  embarrassed  the  Board ;  but  as  the 
debts  are  all,  or  nearly  all,  paid,  the  receipts  of  the  Board  will  hereafter  be 
greater,  even  if  the  contributions  of  the  churches  are  the  same. 

3.  Besides  this,  the  aggregate  of  appropriations  for  the  current  year  is  less 
by  two  thousand  dollars  than  the  amount  of  annual  receipts  for  the  past ;  so 
that  there  is  a  fair  prospect  that  the  Board — or  any  other  agency  which  the 
church  may  employ — will  be  able,  within  a  year  from  this  date,  to  undertake 
a  number  of  new  missions,  unless  the  Synods  should  fail  to  co-operate. 

4.  It  has  been  one  of  the  first  objects  of  the  Board  to  have  the  missions  under 
their  care  worthy  of  the  support  of  the  church.  They  have,  therefore,  aban¬ 
doned  some  missions  transferred  to  them,  as  not  deserving  of  further  aid ;  and 
the  others,  they  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  render  as  orderly  and  effective 
as  possible ;  and  though  in  a  very  few  there  are  chronic  troubles  not  yet  over¬ 
come,  yet  it  is  only  truth  to  say  that  the  church  has  never  before  sustained  so 
large  a  number  of  important  and  promising  missions,  nor  so  many  worthy 
and  efficient  missionaries. 

5.  It  is  cause  of  devout  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  not  one  of 
our  missionaries  has  been  removed  by  death  during  the  two  years. 

G.  In  the  year  1852  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Plank,  of  Johnstown,  N.  Y.,  and  a  member 
of  the  Lutheran  church  of  that  place,  bequeathed  $500  to  the  “  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  United  States/’  evidently  intend¬ 
ing  the  bequest  for  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod,  which 
was  then  in  operation.  In  February,  1869,  Mrs.  Plank  died.  The  will  was 
proven  the  following  month,  and  being  informed  of  the  bequest,  the  Board , 
as  the  successors  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  former  Society,  took  steps 
to  obtain  the  money. 

D.  McMartin,  Esq.,  executor  of  the  will  of  Mrs.  Plank,  kindly  offered  to 
have  our  petition  to  the  Surrogate  presented  to  Court,  and  on  receipt  of  an 
order  from  Court,  at  once  to  remit  the  money.  A  petition,  in  duplicate,  was 
duly  prepared  and  sent,  but  the  residuary  heirs  objected  to  the  claim,  and  Mr. 
McMartin  informed  us  that  we  would  have  to  employ  an  attorney  to  present 
our  claim  before  the  Court.  On  the  recommendation  of  Rev.  J.  Z.  Sender- 
ling,  we  employed  Horace  E.  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Johnstown,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Smith 
induced  the  residuary  heirs  to  agree  to  submit  the  case  to  a  statement  of  facts, 
and  requested  us  to  furnish  him  a  history  of  the  former  Society  and  of  the 
Board,  together  with  all  the  facts  and  statements  at  our  command,  which 
would  go  to  show  that  Mrs.  Plank  intended  the  bequest  for  the  former  Society, 
and  no  other — (though  not  called  by  its  proper  title  in  the  will),  which  would 
go  to  show  that  we  are  successors  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  that  Society, 
and  to  show  that  the  change,  or  merging  of  the  Society  into  the  General 
Synod,  was  for  the  greater  efficiency  of  the  work,  &c.  Such  history  and 
statements  were  prepared  and  sent,  but  the  heirs  then  refused  to  submit  the 
case  to  a  statement  of  facts,  and  their  attorney  notified  Mr.  Smith  that  we 
must  either  abandon  the  claim  or  sustain  a  hostile  suit.  But,  a  few  days 
later,  the  attorney  for  the  heirs  proposed  to  compromise  by  paying  two-thirds 
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of  the  amount.  Mr.  Smith  wrote,  stating  this  proposition,  and  also  stating 
that  while  with  the  papers  furnished  he  could  establish  the  points  that  Mrs. 
Plank  intended  the  legacy  for  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  that  we  are  successors  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  that  Society, 
he  feared  that  the  fact  that  the  former  Society  was  never  incorporated,  and 
that  the  General  Synod  had  no  charter  till  nearly  twenty  years  after  the 
bequest  was  made,  would  defeat  our  claim  in  a  New  York  court.  He  was 
willing  to  prosecute  the  claim  if  we  desired,  but  he  rather  advised  us  to 
accept  the  proposition  of  the  attorney  for  the  heirs,  as  a  suit  would  be  attend¬ 
ed  with  heavy  expenses  and  great  trouble.  After  some  deliberation,  the 
Board  decided  to  accept  the  two-thirds  and  release  the  claim,  and  on  the  4th 
of  last  April  we  duly  authorized  Mr.  Smith  to  effect  the  compromise,  and  on 
the  receipt  of  the  money  to  remit  it  to  our  Treasurer.  But  we  have  heard 
nothing  from  him  since  the  papers  were  sent. 

7.  The  apology  for  the  length  and  minuteness  of  this  report  is  :  1st.  That 
being  the  first  one,  it  is  necessary  to  present  the  organization  of  the  Board, 
and  also  its  rules  and  method  of  operation,  for  the  examination  of  Synod; 
and  2d.  That  being  an  exhibit  of  the  workings  of  a  new  plan,  it  seemed  to 
the  Board  both  right  and  proper,  not  only  to  give  the  results  in  such  detail 
as  would  afford  information  of  practical  value,  but  also  to  show,  somewhat 
in  particular,  the  circumstances  under  which  the  plan  has  been  tried. 

RECOMMENDATIONS- 

1.  In  view  of  the  fact  above  stated,  that  some  of  the  Synods  have  refused 
to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  Board,  to  transfer  their  missions,  and 
seem  to  be  of  opinion  that  they  have  a  right  to  control  them,  and  to  retain 
their  funds,  the  Board  respectfully  recommends  that  the  General  Synod 
render  a  decision  as  to  whether,  under  the  present  regulations,  a  District 
Syn0d  has  the  right  to  control  and  conduct  the  missions  within  its  bounds, 
independently  of  the  Board,  and  to  dispense  the  funds  contributed  by  the 
churches  in  its  connection. 

2.  As  bequests  to  Home  Missions  are  more  likely  to  be  made  to  the 
Boaid  than  to  the  General  Synod,  and  as  in  some  of  the  States  it  is  very 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  the  Board  to  collect  such  bequests,  unless  it  is 
incorporated,  we  recommend  that  the  General  Synod  authorize  the  Board  to 
procure  a  charter. 

The  Secretary  feels  that  it  would  be  wrong  to  conclude  this  report  without 
testifying  to  the  unusual  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the  Board.  Those  who 
have  had  no  experience  in  such  a  work,  can  know  but  little  of  the  perplexi¬ 
ties  and  heart  troubles  these  brethren  have  borne,  in  this  cause,  for  the 
last  two  years,  without  any  compensation,  except  the  consciousness  of  having 
done  their  duty.  The  case  of  the  Secretary  is  quite  different,  as  he  receives 
a  salary.  Of  the  multiplied  details  of  labor  performed  by  the  Treasurer,  it 
would  be  proper  to  speak  in  particular,  but  to  those  who  hear  or  peruse  tliis 
report,  it  would  be  unnecessary. 

I  feel  constrained  yet  to  add,  that  throughout  the  two  years  the  Board 
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have  not  only  cheerfully  aided  me  in  my  work  whenever  I  requested  it,  but 
have  also  shown  me  great  kindness  personally.

Questions  relating  to  the  Home  Missionary  business  were 
discussed.

The  subject  of  Home  Missions,  which  was  left  unfinished 
yesterday  morning,  was  now  resumed. 

RELATION  OF  SYNODS  TO  BOARD. 

The  following  resolutions  were  discussed  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  the  Sy¬ 
nods  connected  therewith,  having,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  made  provision  for  the  General  Home  Missionary  operations  of  the 
Church,  by  creating  a  Board  of  Home  Missions,  acting  under  the  immediate 
direction  of  this  body,  we  hold  that  independent  synodical  action  in  the 
Home  Mission  fieid  is  inconsistent  with  the  design  of  the  General  Synod  in 
establishing  a  Central  Board,  and  if  persisted  in  must  largely  impair  the  effi¬ 
ciency  of  the  General  Synod’s  operations,  and  defeat  the  purposes  of  this  body 
in  organizing  such  Central  Board. 

Resolved,  That  we  urgently  request  the  District  Synods  in  future  to  con¬ 
duct  all  their  Home  Missionary  operations  through  theMIome  Mission  Board 
of  the  General  Synod. 

INCORPORATING  THE  BOARD. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  be  authorized  to  procure  for 
itself  an  act  of  incorporation. 
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On  motion 

Resolved,  That  the  names  of  those  Synods  referred  to  in  the  report  as  not 
having  yet  fully  cooperated  with  the  Board  be  omitted. 

The  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Having  heard  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  containing  a  state¬ 
ment  of  its  plans  and  operations  since  our  last  meeting, 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  General  Synod  is  highly  gratified  with  the  success  of 
our  Home  Missionary  work  as  at  present  conducted,  and  anticipates  a  brighter 
future  for  our  Church  in  occupying  our  vast  home  fields. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  feels  and  hereby  expresses  its  sense  of  the  dis¬ 
interested  and  devoted  services  of  the  Board  in  this  work. 

3.  That  our  Home  Missionaries  are  entitled  to  and  have  our  cordial  sym¬ 
pathy,  and  that,  appreciating  their  self-denying  labor,  we  pledge  them  our 
hearty  support  and  earnest  prayers. 

4.  That  the  General  Synod  deems  the  services  of  a  Secretary  or  General 
Ag  *nt  necessary  to  the  efficiency  and  success  of  our  Home  Missionary  work? 
and  that  our  confidence  in  the  preeminent  qualifications  of  Rev.  M.  Officer  for 
the  labor  is  hereby  expressed;  and  while  we  regret  his  inability  to  meet  with 
us,  and  sympathize  with  him  in  his  affiiction,  we  sincerely  and  earnestly  de¬ 
sire  that  he  may  be  able  and  willing  to  continue  to  serve  the  Church  in  this 
most  important  and  promising  department  of  our  Christian  activity.

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 


Dayton,  Wednesday  A.  M.,  June  14,  1871. 
Mr.  E.  G.  Smyser  rendered  the  Report  for  the  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  Board  : 

First  Biennial  Report  f  otiie  Secretary  of  the  Luthe¬ 
ran  Extension  Board  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
United  States.  June  1,  1869  to  June  1,  1871. 

In  accordance  with  their  appointment  at  the  last  convention  of  the  General 
Synod,  the  members  of  the  Church  Extension  Board,  viz. :  A.  II.  Locliman, 
W.  M.  Baum,  A.  W.  Lilly,  J.  H.  Menges,  E.  G.  Smyser,  D.  Kraber  and  M. 
Officer,  met  at  York,  Pa.,  June  15,  18G9,  and  organized  by  electing  Dr.  W.  M. 
Baum,  President ;  Rev.  M.  Officer,  Secretary,  and  E.  G.  Smyser,  Esq.,  Treas¬ 
urer. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  the  Board  adopted,  for  their  government,  the  fol¬ 
lowing 

rules  : 

1.  The  Board  shall  meet,  in  regular  session,  on  the  first  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon  of  each  month ;  and  shall  meet  in  special  session  at  the  call  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent. 

2.  A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  at  any  regular  or 
called  meeting. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  a  trea¬ 
surer  ;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  or  otherwise,  to  serve  from  one 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  another. 

4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  at  the  request  of  the  secretary,  or  any  two  members. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board;  shall 
conduct  the  correspondence;  shall  keep  account  of  the  assests  of  the  Board  ; 
shall,  so  far  as  he  can,  visit  the  meetings  of  the  District  Synods,  with  a  view 
to  secure  their  systematic  cooperation;  shall  occasionally  prepare  a  statement 
of  the  wants  of  the  board  for  publication  in  the  church-papers,  and  shall 
make  out  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Board  for  each  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod. 
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G.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds,  claims  and  assets  of  the 
Board  ;  shall  give  satisfactory  security  therefor ;  shall  disburse  the  funds  as 
the  Board  directs ;  shall  take  security  for  the  loans,  and  receipts  for  the  dona¬ 
tions  made  to  churches;  shall  endeavor  to  collect  the  claims  from  time  to  time 
due  the  Board;  shall  report  to  the  Board  the  state  of  the  treasury  when  re¬ 
quested,  and  shall  prepare  a  report  of  receipts,  disbursements  and  assests  for 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

7.  The  Board  may  grant  aid  to  Missions  and  other  feeble  churches,  in  the 
form  of  both  loans  and  donations. 

8.  All  funds  received  by  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  loaning  shall  be 
loaned,  and  all  received  for  donations  shall  be  donated. 

9.  All  loans  shall  be  secured  by  first  mortgages,  when  it  is  practicable  to 
obtain  them  ;  and  when  it  is  not,  adequate  other  security  must  be  taken. 

10.  Loans  to  the  amount  of  from  $100  to  $2,000  may  be  granted  to  any 
one  church,  for  from  one  to  five  years  without  interest. 

11.  No  loan  or  donation  shall  be  granted  to  a  church  which  is  not  incor¬ 
porated,  and  which  is  not  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  or,  with  a  view 
thereto,  has  not  made  provision  in  its  constitution  for  such  connection. 

BOOKS,  ASSETS  AND  FUNDS  RECEIVED  FROM  FORMER  CHURCH  EXTEN¬ 
SION  SOCIETY. 

The  Board  received  from  Rev.  J.  B.  Helwig,  Secretary  of  the  former 
Church  Extension  Society,  the  Letter  Book,  containing  copies  of  part  of  the 
past  correspondence,  but  no  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  They  also  received  from  Josiah  Gebhart,  Treasurer  of  said 
Society,  $2,340.79  in  money,  and  the  following  notes  and  mortgages,  amount¬ 
ing  to  $9,840.

In  addition  to  the  above  claims,  the  Treasurer  of  the  former  society  stated 
in  a  letter  that  $500  had  been  loaned  to  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  Des 
Moines,  Iowa ;  but  that  the  notes  and  mortgage  had  not  been  received. 

This  last  claim,  added  to  the  sum  of  the  above,  would  make  the  amount 
$10,340. 

EFFORTS  TO  COLLECT  THE  LOANS  DUE. 

Both  the  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  have  endeavored  to  collect  such  of 
the  foregoing  claims  as  are  due,  but  their  efforts  have  not  been  largely  suc¬ 
cessful.  Most  of  the  churches  plead  inability  to  pay.  Even  in  those  cases  in 
which  payment  has  been  made,  the  Board  has  been  constrained,  by  the  earn¬ 
est  requests  of  the  churches,  to  remit  whatever  interest  had  accumulated. 
Some  of  the  loans,  however,  have  been  collected.  The  report  of  the  Trea¬ 
surer  will  show,  in  detail,  the  collections  made,  and  also  the  outstanding 
claims. 

The  Board  having  ascertained  that  in  consequence  of  the  suspension  of 
operations  of  the  mission  at  Atchison,  Kansas,  the  funds  loaned  to  the  mis'* 
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sion  church  there  would  not  be  used  in  erecting  a  house  of  worship,  re¬ 
quested  that  the  money  be  refunded,  and  this  request  was  complied  with. 

As  the  Board  has  not  been  furnished  with  any  records  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  former  society,  or  any  statements  of  its  assets  at  past  times, 
they  are  not  able  to  say  whether  a  mortgage  was  given  for  the  loan  to  the 
church  at  Quakertown,  Pa.,  nor  whether  any  notes  were  given  for  the  loan 
to  the  church  at  East  Germantown,  Ind. 

The  church  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  has  not  given  any  notes  or  mortgage  for 
the  loan  granted  it  by  the  committee  of  the  former  8ociety  just  before  that 
body  was  merged  into  the  General  Synod,  though  the  Secretary  has  more 
than  once  requested  it  to  do  so  ;  nor  has  that  church  presented  any  satisfac¬ 
tory  reason  for  this  neglect  of  duty. 

THE  RECEIPTS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS 

for  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report,  will  be  fully  exhibited  in  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer.  I  therefore  here  only  name  the  churches  to  which  loans  or 
donations  have  been  made.  They  are:  English  Lutheran  Church,  Tipton, 
Mo.;  English  Lutheran  Church,  Wheeling,  West  Va.;  English  Lutheran 
Church,  Bellefonte,  Pa. ;  English  Lutheran  Church,  Lock  Haven,  Pa. ;  Eng¬ 
lish  Lutheran  Church  (Emmanuel’s),  Lawrence,  Kansas;  Second  Swedish 
Lutheran  Church,  Galesburg,  Ill. ;  St.  Mark’s  English  Lutheran  Church,  St. 
Louis,  Mo. ;  Lutheran  Church,  Portland,  Oregon. 

In  consequence  of  the  suspension  of  the  Tipton  Mission,  Missouri,  the 
funds  appropriated  to  the  church  at  that  place  were  returned  to  the  Board, 
except  $70  of  the  amount  which  had  not  really  passed  through  the  hands  of 
our  Treasurer,  but  had  been  previously  remitted  by  Rev.  II.  L.  Wiles,  whose 
charge  had  contributed  the  money.  This  having  been  expended  before  our 
demand  for  the  refunding  was  made,  was  not  returned. 

The  Board  gave  temporary  appointments  to  Rev.  J.  A.  Hackenberg,  Rev. 
R.  II.  Fletcher  and  Rev.  C.  P.  Whitecar,  to  collect  in  certain  districts  a  limited 
amount  of  funds  to  be  applied  to  the  church  property  of  their  respective 
Mission  Churches,  with  the  understanding  that  their  expenses  of  travel  would 
be  paid;  hence,  some  items  of  this  kind  will  be  found  in  the  Treasurer’s 
report.  The  Board  also  voted  $300  salary  to  the  Secretary. 

The  claims  of  this  Board  have  been  presented  to  nearly  all  the  Synods,  and 
these  bodies  have  added  to  their  Parochial  Tables  a  column  for  contributions 
to  church  extension ;  moreover,  the  Secretary  has  solicited  aid  from  many  of 
the  churches,  but  the  amount  of  receipts  has  been  discouragingly  small. 

The  applications  for  aid  by  deserving  churches  have  been  numerous,  but 
for  want  of  funds  the  Board  has  been  compelled  to  decline  most  of  them.  The 
Board  greatly  lament  this  lack  of  liberality  on  the  part  of  the  church,  but 
they  have  no  special  remedial  measure  to  propose,  as  the  real  defect  seems  to 
be  a  lack  of  enlightened  Christian  zeal. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

During  the  two  years  we  have  held  thirty  meetings,  nearly  all  of  which 
were  characterized  by  great  harmony  of  views  on  the  various  matters  pre¬ 
sented  for  consideration  and  action ;  and  in  all  these  meetings  a  spirit  of 
kindness  and  fraternal  regard  has  been  manifested  by  the  members  toward 
each  other.  We  have  had  no  strife. 
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RECOMMENDATION. 

Iii  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  cannot  well  do  business  in  legal  form  in 
the  name  of  the  General  Synod,  and  cannot  effectually  do  so  under  its  own 
title  without  charter,  we  respectfully  recommend  that  the  General  Synod 
authorize  the  Board  to  become  incorporated.

PROCEEDINGS 


OF  THE 

PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 


This  Society,  as  was  previously  announced,  met  in  the  first 
English  Lutheran  Church  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  June  13th,  1871, 
at  2  o’clock,  P.  M. 

The  President  of  the  Society,  lion.  C.  Kugler,  called  the 
meeting  to  order.  The  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer 
by  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  D.D. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

ACT  OF  SPECIAL  MEETING  CONFIRMED. 

The  President  then  called  the  attention  of  the  Society  to  a 
special  meeting  held  at  the  Publication  House,  the  purpose  of 
which  was  to  provide  for  an  increase  of  the  mortgage  on  the 
Publication  House. 

The  above  action  of  the  special  meeting  was  endorsed  by  the 
Society. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Dimm,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Publication,  read  the  annual  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 

By  tlie  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  the  Lutheran  Publica¬ 
tion  Society  has  had  an  existence  and  history  of  sixteen  years.  It  has  ad¬ 
vanced  by  a  slow  progress,  but  has  never  suffered  seriously  from  losses  or 
mismanagement.  The  tardiness  of  its  movements  has  been  caused  by  the 
withholding  by  the  Church  of  that  pecuniary  sustenance  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  its  incipiency,  to  make  such  an  institution  a  success.  Had  it 
not  been  for  means  furnished  by  private  hands,  in  the  form  of  loans  and  con¬ 
tributions,  and  that  by  those  who  had  the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  its  suc¬ 
cessful  conduct ;  had  it  not  been  for  the  judicious  management  and  persist¬ 
ent  energy  of  our  indefatigable  superintendent,  .T.  K.  Shryock,  Esq.,  the  Lu- 
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theran  Publication  Society  would  to-day  be  out  of  funds,  out  of  confidence 
out  of  credit,  and  perhaps  out  of  existence.  We  would,  therefore,  call  the 
earnest  attention  of  this  delegated  body  to  the  fact  that 

The  Lutheran  Publication  House  belongs  to  the  whole  General  Synod. 

It  does  not  belong  to  a  few  individuals  who  fill,  with  anxiety,  the  responsible 
positions  of  its  officers  and  its  Board.  It  does  not  belong  to  Philadelphia, 
though  located  there  because  of  facilities  for  its  business  and  trade.  It  does 
not  belong  to  a  few  Synods  in  the  East.  It  is  secured  by  its  Charter  and 
Constitution  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States.  It  belongs,  therefore,  equally  to  every  Synod  in  connection  with  the 
General  Synod  ;  equally  to  every  minister  and  communing  member  in  every 
Synod  and  Church.  We  feel  free  to  say,  then,  that 

It  is  the  imperative  duty  of  every  Lutheran  to  be  interested  in  and  to  labor  for 

the  Lutheran  Publication  Society. 

Nothing  can  possibly  give  prestige,  permanency,  character  and  standing  to 
a  religious  denomination,  such  as  a  sound,  pious  and  extensive  literature. 
Thoroughly  convinced  of  this,  all  other  denominations  have  established  their 
publishing  houses.  They  have  endowed  them  with  a  capital  ranging  from 
$100,000  to  $1,000,000.  Our  financial  report  shows  that  the  Lutheran  pub¬ 
lishing  house  has  not  a  capital  of  over  $25,000  above  liabilities.  Even  this  is 
all  locked  up  in  the  building,  stock  and  fixtures.  We,  as  a  Board,  have  been 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  the  Lutheran  Church  with  a 
literature,  and  to  do  it  without  available  capital.  We  urgently  call  your  at¬ 
tention  to  this  fact,  which  you  alone  have  the  power  to  change.  Will  not  the 
whole  Church  come  to  the  rescue,  remedy  this  defect,  and  furnish  themselves 
with  an  adequate  literature  ?  We  request  such  action  at  this  meeting  as  will 
place  your  Publication  House  upon  a  permanent  and  successful  footing.

Ten  books  only  were  published  during  the  first  fourteen  years.  The  last 
ten  of  the  above  were  printed  during  the  year  before  last,  and  since  Mr. 
Shryock  took  charge  of  the  house.  Twenty  books  are  all  that  were  issued  in 
the  first  fifteen  years.  The  aggregate  value  of  one  volume  of  each  of  these 
twenty  is  twenty-one  dollars  and  forty  cents.  This  work  is  indeed  small  in 
comparison  to  what  the  circumstances  of  the  Lutheran  Church  demanded. 
But  the  results  attained  are  fully  up  to  that  which  could  be  expected  from  the 
means  that  wrere  furnished  by  the  Church. 

Out  of  these  twenty  books,  the  stereotype  plates  of  nineteen  belong  to  the 
Publication  Society.  Those  of  the  “  History  of  the  Augsburg  Confession”  do 
not.  These  plates  are  all  yet  in  good  condition,  and  may  be  used  for  the 
printing  of  many  editions.  Their  cost  is  included  in  the  financial  report  con¬ 
nected  with  this  paper.

It  thus  appears  that,  whilst  during  the  first  fifteen  years  the  Society  pub¬ 
lished  only  twenty  books,  it  has  within  the  last  year  issued  twenty-two  differ¬ 
ent  works. 

The  Society  owns  the  stereotype  plates  of  twenty-one  out  of  these  twenty- 
two.  The  Life  of  Rev.  P.  Wieting  was  published  by  us  for  the  author,  and 
was  not  stereotyped.  The  aggregate  value  of  one  volume  of  each  of  these 
twenty-two  books  is  twenty  dollars.  We  have,  therefore,  offered  to  the 
reading  world  forty-two  books  in  all.  The  aggregate  value  of  one  copy  of 
each  of  our  books  is  forty-one  dollars  and  forty  cents.  The  Society  owns  the 
plates  for  the  printing  of  forty.  We  have  come  up,  during  the  past  year,  to  a 
point  where  we  may  institute

We  have  a  “Lutheran  Sunday-School  Hymn  Book”  of  our  own,  and  we  be¬ 
lieve  it  will  compare  favorably  with  any  other.  We  have  an  “  Infant  Sun¬ 
day-School  Hymn  Book,”  adapted  to  interest  the  most  juvenile  mind,  and  to 
assist  the  teacher  of  the  “  lambs  of  the  flock.”  We  have  a  Sunday-School 
paper — The  Lutheran  Sunday-School  Herald — efficiently  edited  by  Rev.  M. 
Sheeleigli.  This  is  the  only  paper  or  periodical  issued  by  our  publishing 
house,  and  the  only  one  with  which  we  have  any  connection.  We  feel  that 
we  can  ask  for  it  therefore  a  universal  circulation  throughout  the  Church. 
It  has  now  a  subscription  of  a  little  over  thirty  thousand,  and  is  rapidly  be¬ 
coming  self-sustaining.  The  superintendent  has  added  a  Supplement  for  the 
benefit  of  the  teachers  and  officers  in  the  schools  where  the  Herald  is  circu¬ 
lated.  In  this  he  gives  his  opinion  of  the  Sunday-school  books  he  has  read, 
and  also  that  of  Mr.  F.  V.  Beisel,  an  energetic  and  efficient  Sunday-School 
worker.  The  Supplement  is  very  valuable  to  the  teachers  and  officers  as  a 
guide  in  the  selection  of  Sunday-School  libraries.  It  pays  for  itself  as  an  ad¬ 
vertising  medium,  by  saving  the  thousands  of  circulars  which  we  would  oth¬ 
erwise  be  compelled  to  print  and  dissemimate  at  our  expense. 

But  there  are  not  less  thau  75,000  children  in  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod.  Of  these,  the  Herald  reaches  only  a  little  over  one-third.  If 
its  subscription  list  were  doubled,  which  could  easily  be  done,  if  the  whole 
Church  were  properly  interested  in  this  the  only  English  periodical  that  the 
General  Synod  owns,  this  paper  would  become  a  considerable  source  of 
revenue  to  the  church.  It  would  carry  the  precious  truths  of  the  Gospel  to 
just  double  the  number  of  homes,  and  yet  leave  a  margin  of  fifteen  thousand 
children  unsupplied. 

But  this  paper  is  only  a  monthly,  and  reaches  its  subscribers  only  twelve 
times  a  year.  The  consequence  is,  that  many  Sunday-schools  take  the  papers 
of  other  houses,  and  alternate  them  with  our  own.  The  Herald  ought  to  be 
a  semi-monthly,  supplying  all  the  wants  of  our  schools,  and  doubling  the 
number  of  visits  to  our  Lutheran  homes.  We  ask  the  whole  Lutheran 
Church  to  become  patrons  of  their  own  Sunday-School  Herald,  and  to  an¬ 
swer  the  question,  how  soon  it  shall  become  a  semi-monthly. 

We  have  a  new  and  improved  Sunday-School  Question  Book  on  its  way 
through  the  press.  It  has  been  carefully  prepared  by  Rev.  T.  T.  Titus, 
whom  we  are  glad  to  own  as  an  able  and  practical  Sunday-School  worker  in 
the  church. 

This  new  book  combines  the  advantages  of  the  Old  Union  Questions, 
which  have  stood  the  test  of  trial  for  the  third  of  a  century,  with  some  de¬ 
cided  improvements.  It  is  sufficiently  churchly  to  suit  all  our  purposes,  and 
yet  not  so  much  so  as  to  prevent  its  sale  among  other  denominations.  We 
bespeak  fur  it  a  fair  trial  among  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  the  library  department  we  have  made  some  progress,  and  we  are  labor¬ 
ing  energetically  to  increase  it.  Twenty-five  out  of  the  forty-two  works 
issued  by  the  Board  are  Sunday-school  books.  “  The  Fatherland  Series” 
have  proven  to  be  a  great  success.  They  have  sold  everywhere — among 
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other  denominations  as  well  as  our  own — and  have  given  more  character  to 
the  Publishing  House  than  any  other  booK  or  books  it  has  published.  But 
the  end  is  not  yet.  If  they  still  continue  acceptable  to  the  public,  we  have  au 
inexhaustible  supply  in  the  German  language  from  which  to  translate  as  soon 
as  the  Church  shall  furnish  the  money  to  publish.  The  following  books  are 
now  in  press : 

Gustavus  Vasa;  or,  King  and  Peasant. 

The  Faithful  Negro. 

The  Valley  Mill. 

The  Emerald. 

The  Three  Kings. 

Faithful  Until  Death. 

Knight  and  Peasant. 

These  seven,  besides  the  new  Question  Book,  will  shortly  appear. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  our  arrangements  are  such  that  we  are  prepared  to 
fill  orders  for  any  books  issued  by  the  various  publishing  houses  in  this 
country  and  in  Europe  (English  and  German)  at  the  same  rates  as  the 
publishers.  We  keep  constantly  on  hand  a  large  aud  varied  assortment,  to 
which  we  are  daily  making  additions.  We  can  supply  all  the  wants  of  a 
Sunday-school,  including  Bibles,  Testaments,  tracts,  rewards,  records,  Bible 
dictionaries,  question  books,  catechisms,  cards,  tickets,  hymn  books,  &c.,  &c. 
We  have,  therefore,  a  Sunday-School  Department  connected  with  the  Publi¬ 
cation  House.  It  is  already  respectable  and  efficient,  and  will  grow  more  so 
just  in  proportion  as  the  Church  patronizes  its  own  Board  of  Publication. 
We  are  able  to  supply  the  Sunday-School  wants  of  the  whole  Church.  We 
are  determined  to  keep  pace  with  everything  that  is  produced  in  that  line. 
As  a  church  institution,  we  ask  for  aud  claim  the  entire  patronage  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.

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The  first  part  of  this  report  shows  that  last  year  we  published  more  books 
than  had  been  issued  before  during  the  whole  fifteen  years.  The  question 
arises,  Whence  came  the  money  to  carry  on  this  increase  of  business  ?  We 
take  pleasure  in  answering. 

A  very  little  of  it  came  from  the  Churches — not  enough  to  print  more  than 
one  book.  Eight  individuals,  of  those  having  official  connection  with  the 
publishing  house,  furnished  the  means  out  of  their  own  private  funds.  We 
were  worried  with  the  total  inadequacy  of  the  money  supply,  and  pressed 
with  the  urgent  need  of  a  suitable  literature  in  our  Church.  Yet,  as  con¬ 
scientious  men,  we  hesitated  to  induce  the  people  to  contribute  sacred  money 
to  the  sustenance  of  their  own  publishing  house,  because  we  feared  it  might 
be  a  losing  investment.  Hence  we  concluded  to  try  the  experiment  at  our 
own  risk. 

This  gave  origin  to  “  The  Fatherland  ISeries  Company.”  It  is  composed 
of  eight  men  who  furnished  $1,000  each — making  $8,000.  The  money  they 
furnished  constitutes  no  lien  upon  the  property,  as  they  have  nothing  but  the 
stereotype  plates  as  security.  If  loss  was  to  come,  it  would  be  that  of  indi¬ 
viduals  ;  if  success  and  gain,  the  church  would  reap  the  benefit.  This  money 
published  twenty  books  of  the  Fatherland  Series.  By  this  operation  we  have 
demonstrated  several  points,  before  doubtful,  in  connection  with  the  publish¬ 
ing  business . 

1.  That  the  German  Sunday-school  literature,  when  properly  translated, 
is  very  acceptable  to  the  American  public. 

2.  That  not  only  our  own  Church,  but  other  denominations,  will  purchase 
our  productions. 

3.  That  as  soon  as  the  Church  furnishes  adequate  means,  the  publishing 
house  will  become,  pecuniarily,  exceedingly  profitable.  The  last  point  we  will 
endeavor  to  illustrate  a  little  more  clearly. 

It  is  shown  by  our  financial  report  that  the  year  before  last  the  net  gain 
over  the  year  preceeding  was,  in  round  numbers,  six  hundred  dollars.  It  is 
also  shown  that  the  gain  of  last  year  was  twenty-two  hundred  dollars ;  hence 
the  excess  of  gain  in  the  last  year  over  the  preceding  year  is  sixteen  hundred 
dollars. 

Nowr  it  is  fair  to  infer  that,  without  the  increase  of  means,  the  gain  of  last 
year  would  have  been  no  more  than  that  of  the  year  before  ;  hence  the  whole 
$1,000  are  the  production  of  the  $8,000  provided  by  the  “  Fatherland  Series 
Company.”  This  is  making  20  per  cent,  on  the  money  invested,  and  we 
promise  to  do  as  well  with  the  money  the  Church  may  furnish. 

The  demonstration  is  made.  The  result  is  clear.  We  can  not  only  do  a 
great  amount  of  good,  but  we  can  make  the  Publication  House  a  source  of 
revenue  to  the  Church  as  soon  as  it  will  furnish  an  adequate  amount  of 
means.  The  Board  now  feel  free  to  come  before  the  Church  and  ask  for 
those  means,  knowing  that  they  will  make  a  proper  return. 

With  a  view  to  bring  their  application  fairly  before  the  Church,  the  Board 
have  called  me  from  my  pastorate,  elected  me  Corresponding  Secretary,  to 
devote  all  my  time  to  the  service,  and  discover  as  early  as  possible  whether 
the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  General  Synod  will  adequately  endow  its  Publi¬ 
cation  House. 

Brethren  of  the  Society  and  the  General  Synod,  this  question  is  before  you  ; 
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iny  time  is  employed  in  obtaining  an  answer  ;  the  sooner  the  Church  an¬ 
swers,  either  for  or  against,  the  cheaper  for  them  and  for  me.  We  have  a 
plan  ;  it  is  as  follows  : 

There  are  about  100,000  communing  members  in  the  Churches  of  the 
General  Synod.  One  Dollar ,  on  an  average,  from  each  of  these  communing 
members  will  make  $100,000.  This  is  sufficient  to  give  the  publishing  house 
such  an  impetus  that  it  need  not  come  back  to  the  Church  for  more.  Is 
this  contribution,  once  made  and  not  to  be  repeated,  an  impossibility  to  the 
Lutheran  Church?  Will  the  Lutheran  Church,  as  other  denominations, 
endow  its  own  publishing  house  with  a  capital  of  $100,000  to  make  it  a 
source  of  revenue  to  benevolence,  as  its  constitution  contemplates  ? 

We  now  submit  to  you  the  authority  with  which  you  have  invested  us  as 
a  Board  for  the  last  two  years.  It  is  now  in  your  power  to  appoint  such  per¬ 
sons  in  our  places  as  shall  best  carry  out  your  instructions  and  satisfy  the  de¬ 
sires  of  the  Church.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

PUBLICATION  SOCIETY 

OF  THE 

J@vmtgelical  £ntlici[nn  (jjjs, hui[ch . 

(As  Amended  in  1868.) 


CONSTITUTION. 

Article  I. — The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Society  shall  be,  “  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society.” 

Article  II. — This  Society,  assuming  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General 
Synod,  shall  have  for  its  object  the  diffusion  of  religious  knowledge,  by  means 
of  translations  and  original  productions,  and  thus  to  furnish  and  circulate  a 
suitable  literature  for  the  Church. 

Article  III. — The  Society  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States,  when  there  shall  be  elected  a  President  and  Secretary.  At 
the  same  time  the  Society  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Publication,  to  hold  its  meet¬ 
ings  in  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  composed  of  twenty-four  members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
and  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  be  within  such  a  distance  of  Philadelphia  as  to 
be  able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Article  IY. — Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  connection  with  the 
General  Snyod  of  the  United  States  is  recommended  to  establish  depositories 
within  its  boundaries,  and  to  circulate  the  publications  of  the  Board,  either 
by  colporteurs  or  otherwise ;  said  colporteurs  to  be  appointed  by  such  Synods, 
subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  President  of  any  such  Synodical  organization  to  be  ex-officio  Vice- 
President  of  the  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  expected  to  pay  into  the 
Treasurer’s  hands,  at  each  annual  meeting,  whatever  money  may  have  been 
collected  during  the  year ;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  receive  from  him  the 
amount  requisite  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  colporteurs  and  others  employed* 
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Article  Y. — The  Board  of  Publication  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own 
officers,  viz. :  a  President,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  at  the  same  time  be  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  may  also  be  appointed  by  the  Board  as  Book 
Editor,  and  have  such  other  stated  duties  assigned  him  in  the  By-Laws  as  the 
Board  may  deem  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  By-Laws,  to  fill  vacancies,  to 
provide  for  the  publication  of  books  and  tracts,  and  to  print  and  circulate  ap¬ 
peals  to  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the  benevolent  objects  of  this  Society. 

Article  YI. — The  Board  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  funds  of  the 
Society  will  justify  it,  to  establish  a  publication  house  or  depository,  in  some 
suitable  location  in  Philadelphia,  where  our  books,  tracts,  pamphlets,  periodi¬ 
cals,  and  all  kinds  of  stationery  may  be  kept  for  sale  ;  the  profits  of  which 
sales  to  be  appropriated  toward  the  support  of  the  Education  and  Missionary 
Societies  of  the  Church. 

Article  VII. — The  Society  may  hold  anniversary  meetings,  the  time 
when,  and  place  where,  to  be  previously  designated  by  the  Board. 

At  these  meetings  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  make  a 
detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year,  showing 
its  present  condition  and  future  prospects.  But  no  business  shall  be  transact¬ 
ed  at  the  anniversary  meetings  except  such  as  relates  to  the  Anniversaries 
themselves,  or  resolutions  and  efforts  to  raise  funds,  or  to  recommend  any 
measures  to  the  Board  or  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Article  VIII. — Any  Lutheran  minister  or  layman  shall  be  considered  a 
member  of  this  Society  by  paying  one  dollar  annually. 

Article  IX. — The  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  or  more,  in  one  year,  shall 
constitute  the  person  so  paying,  a  Life  Di  rector,  and  the  payment  of  ten  dol¬ 
lars,  a  Life  Member. 

Article  X. — Each  Life  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  Publications  to  the 
amount  of  two  dollars,  and  each  Life  Member  to  the  amount  of  one  dollar, 
annually,  if  called  for  within  the  year.  The  award  of  books  and  publica¬ 
tions  shall  not  be  extended  to  those  who  may  become  Life  Members  and  Direc¬ 
tors  after  the  1st  of  June,  1859.  Each  Life  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  each  Life  Director  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  a  seat  in  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  take  an  active  part  in  its 
proceedings,  but  not  to  have  a  vote. 

Article  XI. — This  Constitution  may  be  amended  in  any  of  its  provisions 
by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  any  stated  meet¬ 
ing,  provided  one  month’s  notice  be  given  in  the  church  papers  connected 
with  the  General  Synod.

Dayton,  Ohio,  Wednesday,  5  o’clock,  P.  M.,  June  15,  1871. 
The  Society  was  convened  upon  the  call  of  the  President, 
Rev.  Prof.  S.  S.  Schmucker,  D.  D.

In  response  to  an  appeal  from  the  Curator,  many  liberal  contributions 
have  been  made  to  the  Society’s  collection  of  Synodical  Minutes,  and  we 
have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  there  are  now  upon  our  shelves  complete 
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files  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Synods  of  Northern  Indiana,  Kansas,  Northern 
Illinois,  New  York,  Central  Illinois,  and  Hart  wick ;  also  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  of  the  General  Council. 

Our  files  are  nearly  complete  of  the  following  Synods :  West  Pennsylvania, 
East  Pennsylvania,  Franckean,  New  Jersey,  Kentucky,  Illinois,  Olive  Branch 
of  Indiana,  Central  Pennsylvania,  Miami,  Susquehanna,  &c. 

A  detailed  statement  of  what  we  have  and  of  what  we  need,  in  this  de¬ 
partment,  was  recently  published  in  the  Lutheran  Observer ,  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  Society  is  respectfully  directed. 

As  it  is  a  matter  of  no  small  importance  that  there  should  somewhere  he  a 
complete  collection  of  these  official  documents,  it  is  respectfully  suggested 
that  it  might  he  advisable  for  the  Historical  Society  to  adopt  some  effective 
plan  for  filling  up  our  present  files,  and  keeping  them  henceforth  complete. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  present  the  gratifying  fact  that  there  are 
funds  on  hand  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  binding  of  these  minutes,  and  this  will 
be  attended  to  as  occasion  calls  for  it. 

Many  duplicate  copies  of  Synodical  Minutes  have  been  sent  in,  some  of 
which  are  old  and  rare.  These  are  carefully  arranged  and  preserved,  and  the 
Curator  will  cheerfully  forward  any  of  them  to  persons  desiring  to  complete 
private  collections.

Whilst  the  seminary  building  was  occupied  by  the  rebels  as  a  hospital,  in 
1803,  the  glass  case  in  the  Missionary  Hall,  containing  curiosities  from  heathen 
lands,  was  robbed  of  its  contents.  This  case  has  been  presented  by  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  the  Seminary  to  the  Historical  Society,  and  now  contains 
the  bound  and  unbound  Synodical  Minutes,  the  manuscripts  miscellaneous 
pamphlets,  portraits  and  photographic  likenesses  of  ministers,  &c. 

The  Historical  Society  should  by  all  means  have  a  copy  of  the  Evangelical 
Review.  Dr.  Charles  Martin  kindly  presented  part  of  a  set,  and  we  have 
completed  it  up  to  the  sixty-sixth  number,  lacking  only  numbers  36,  38,  42, 
58,  02,  63  and  65.  The  Society  will  feel  itself  under  many  obligations  to  any 
one  who  will  send  us  any  of  the  numbers  needed  to  fill  up  the  series.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


OF  THE 

GENERAL  SYNOD. 


AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 

United  States  of  America. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall,  and  is,  hereby  de¬ 
clared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  by  that  name  its  members  and  their  successors  shall  have  per¬ 
petual  succession,  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  in  any  court 
whatever,  and  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  and 
change  at  pleasure . 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  regular  members  of  said  Synod,  at  its 
regular  meeting,  to  select  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  cor¬ 
poration,  and  to  make  and  ordain  such  by-laws  and  regulations  in  relation  to 
the  management  and  disposition  of  their  real  and  personal  estate,  the  duties 
of  their  officers,  and  the  management  of  their  corporate  affairs,  as  they  deem 
proper,  Provided  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of 
this  State,  and  of  the  United  States ;  and,  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  said 
Synod,  or  until  successors  are  chosen,  the  Rev.  Henry  N.  Pohlman,  D.D., 
of  Albany,  New  York,  shall  be  President ;  the  Rev.  Luther  E.  Albert,  D.D., 
of  Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  Secretary,  and  A.  F.  Ockershausen,  Esq.,  of 
New  Y^ork,  Treasurer,  of  said  corporation. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  hold  in  trust  deeds 
of  church  property  and  other  beneficient  institutions,  and  of  taking,  holding 
and  receiving  any  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  by  virtue  of  any  devise, 
bequest,  grant,  or  purchase ;  Provided,  the  yearly  value  of  each  property 
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shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  same 
shall  be  appropriated  to  religious,  charitable,  or  missionary  purposes. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
